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PREFACE. 


Some  explaQation  of  the  contents  of  this  Volume  seetOB 
I  necessary,  because  many  of  the  public  documents  in  it 
I  are  of  rather  a  different  description  from  those  that  pre- 
L  Ceded  them,  and  LOED  Nelson's  private  correspondence 
i  partly  with  different  persons,  and  on  different  sub- 
a  from  his  former  Letters.  Though  equally  illustra- 
'  his  character,  occasionally  treating  of  important 
,  and  forming  valuable  materials  for  Naval,  and 
mes  for  General  History,  they  have  not  the  vivid 
of  either  his  previous  or  his  subsequent  cor- 
luiidence,  being  written  while  he  was  on  half-pay,  or 
I  Kg  the  monotony  of  a  blockade.  They  exhibit  Nelson, 
■ver,  in  a  new  position;  and  the  admiration  which 
Ktowed  on  his  matchless  exploits,  will  now  be 
I  the  wonderfol  energy  and  zeal  which  he  dis- 
as  Commander-in-Chief  in  the  Mediterranean; 
Public  will  leant  for  the  first  time,  what  were 
lltijilied  duties  of  an  Officer  holding  that  most 
post, 
id  over  which  this  portion  of  Nelson's  Dia* 
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patches  and  Letters  extend,  is  from  the  1st  of  January 
1802,  to  the  30th  of  April  1804.  At  the  commence- 
ment of  1802,  though  still  commanding  the  Squadron 
for  the  defence  of  the  English  Coast,  Lord  Nelson 
was  on  leave  of  absence,  and  resided  at  Merton.  On  the 
10th  of  April  1803,  he  was  permitted  to  strike  his  flag; 
and  he  remained  on  shore  during  the  Peace  of  Amiens, 
about  twelve  months.  His  correspondence  while  on  half- 
pay,  was  not  very  extensive ;  and  the  most  remarkable 
Letters  are  those  to  the  Lord  Mayor  and  Sheriffs  of  London, 
again  expressing  his  dissatisfaction  with  the  conduct  of 
the  City,  respecting  the  Battle  of  Copenhagen;  and  to 
Mr.  Addington,  the  Prime  Minister,  urging  the  inade- 
quacy of  his  income  to  support  his  rank,  and  the  unfair- 
ness of  his  pension  being  limited  to  £2000  per  annum, 
he  having,  besides  his  other  services,  gained  two  Battles, 
while  Lords  St.  Vincent  and  Duncan,  who  had  fought 
only  one,  had  each  a  pension  of  £3000.  But  his  pension 
was  never  increased. 

His  mind,  while  on  shore,  was  as  fully  devoted  to  the 
service  of  his  Country,  as  when  commanding  her  Fleets ; 
and  there  are  several  remarkable  manifestations  at  this 
time,  of  his  attention  to  his  profession.  During  a  tour 
into  Wales,  being  struck  with  the  value  of  the  Forest 
of  Dean  in  supplying  timber  for  the  Navy,  he  submitted 
his  observations  to  Mr.  Addington,  and  it  is  believed 
that  his  suggestions  were  adopted.  In  December  1802, 
he  drew  up  a  paper  on  the  Island  of  Malta;  and  he 
soon  after  sent  to  the  Earl  of  St.  Vincent,  then  First 
Lord  of  the  Admiralty,  a  Plan  for  manning  the  Navy. 
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In  the  first  Parliament  after  the  Union,  he  seconded 
the  Address;  he  spoke,  on  several  occasions,  in  1802,  in 
the  House  of  Lords,  on  professional  subjects,  particularly 
on  the  Bill  for  an  Inquiry  into  Naval  Abuses ;  and  he 
afterwards  gave  his  evidence  before  the  Commissioners 
appointed  to  investigate  that  subject,  respecting  the 
misapplication  of  Prize  money  by  Prize  agents. 

On  the  renewal  of  hostilities  with  France,  Lord 
Nelson  was  selected  for  the  command  in  the  Mediterra- 
nean; and  he  hoisted  his  flag  in  the  Victory,  at  Spit- 
head,  on  the  18th  of  May  1803.  The  supposed  neces- 
sity of  reinforcing  Admiral  Cornwallis's  Squadi^on  off 
Ushant  with  that  Ship  (which  was  only  given  to  Nelson 
after  some  remonstrances  on  his  part,  and  he  had  said, 
with  wounded  pride,  "  I  trust  I  can  take  a  French 
Admiral  as  well  as  any  of  them")  exposed  him  to  the 
annoyance  of  removing  at  sea  into  the  Amphion  frigate, 
which  conveyed  him  to  Malta,  and  thence,  on  the  8th  of 
July,  to  his  Squadron  off  Toulon. 

His  public  correspondence  in  the  Mediterranean,  was 
chiefly  with  Sir  John  Acton  and  Mr.  Hugh  Elliot  (Bri- 
tish Minister  at  Naples,  and  a  brother  of  Lord  Minto, 
who  had  sailed  from  England  with  Lord  Nelson)  on  the 
state  of  Naples  and  Sicily,  and  particularly  as  to  the 
safety  of  the  Royal  Family,  an  object  always  upper- 
most in  his  thoughts ;  with  the  Turkish  Government, 
the  Barbary  Powers,  the  British  Ambassador  at  Con- 
stantinople, and  with  our  Minister  at  the  Court  of  the 
King  of  Sardinia;  with  the  Secretary  for  the  War 
Department,   on   the   affairs   of  the   various  States  in 
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the  Mediterranean;  with  the  Admiralty,  on  matters 
connected  with  his  Squadron ;  with  the  OflScers  of  the 
Dockyards  at  Malta  and  Gibraltar,  the  Storekeepers  at 
those  places,  and  the  Vice-consuls  at  Barcelona  and 
Bosas,  about  materiel  and  provisions  for  the  Fleet, 
especially  with  the  view  of  promoting  the  health  and 
comfort  of  the  Crews ;  and  with  various  Officers,  for  the 
protection  of  our  Trade,  in  appointing  the  necessary 
Convoys,  &c. 

It  would  be  difficult  to  select  any  of  these  Letters  as 
more  interesting  or  more  important  than  the  rest ;  since 
they  all  bear  in  a  greater  or  less  degree  upon  each  other, 
and  must  be  read  in  connexion,  to  be  properly  understood 
and  appreciated.  The  paper  which  he  sent  to  Mr. 
Addington  in  June,  1803,  containing  his  views  respect- 
ing Gibraltar,  Algiers,  Malta,  Sicily,  Sardinia,  Rome, 
Tuscany,  Genoa,  and  the  Morea,  was  so  able  as  to  obtain 
the  marked  approbation  of  the  Government,  accompanied 
by  a  request  that  he  would  in  future  direct  his  ob- 
servations on  Political  subjects  at  once  to  the  Secretary 
of  State  for  the  War  Department. 

In  Lord  Nelson's  opinion,  it  was  of  the  utmost  im- 
portance that  Great  Britain  should  obtain  a  cession  of 
Sardinia ;  and  the  soundness  of  that  opinion,  which  he 
repeated  over  and  over  again  to  every  person  of  the 
least  Political  influence,  is  not  likely  to  be  disputed  by 
any  one  who  remembers  the  central  position  of  that 
Island,  its  admirable  harbours,  and  the  necessity  of 
watching  the  Enemy's  Squadron  at  Toulon.  ' 

His  Letters  to  the  Dey  of  Algiers,  and  his  instructions 
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to  Captain  Keats  when  that  Officer  was  sent  to  demand 
satisfaction  for  the  Dey's  treatment  of  the  British  Consul, 
and  for  other  insults  to  this  Country,  as  well  as  the 
prudence  with  which  he  proposed  to  defer  retaliating, 
until  he  could  strike  an  effective  blow,  are  very 
characteristic. 

Lord  Nelson's  private  Letters  are  mostly  to  the  Duke 
of  Clarence,  the  Earl  of  St.  Vincent,  Mr.  Addington, 
Lord  Minto,  Admiral  Lord  Radstock,  Mr.  Hugh  Elliot, 
Mr.  Rose,  Sir  Alexander  Ball,  General  Villettes, 
Mr.  Davison,  his  brother .  Dr.  Nelson,  Lady  Hamilton, 
and  his  daughter,  now  Mrs.  Horatia  Nelson  Ward.  No 
part  of  the  Editor's  task  was  so  difficult  as  to  decide 
upon  the  course  which  he  ought  to  follow  with  respect 
to  the  Letters  to  Lady  Hamilton.  It  was  his  original 
intention  to  omit  those  Letters  altogether ;  but  this  was 
found  inexpedient,  because,  after  the  separation  from 
Lady  Nelson,  they  describe  Nelson's  private  feelings 
more  fully  and  more  naturally  than  any  of  his  other 
Letters.  It  was,  however,  impossible  to  reprint  those  Let- 
ters  exactly  as  they  occur,  on  account  of  some  personal 
and  other  objectionable  allusions  in  them ;  and  still  more, 
because  it  would  not  have  been  proper,  under  any  cir- 
cumstances, to  republish  coarse  and  offensive  expressions, 
without  being  sure  that  they  exist  in  the  originals.  He 
has,  therefore,  printed  every  part  of  the  Letters  in  question 
"except  paragraphs,  or  entire  Letters  of  that  description, 
and  except  those  terms  of  endearment  and  affection, 
which  that  person  ought  not  to  have  called  forth. 
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It  may  be  right  to  anticipate  the  objection  that  many 
of  the  Letters  in  this  Volume  are  on  small  details,  while 
some  are  little  more  than  acknowledgments  of  Orders 
from  the  Admiralty.  These  Letters  have  been  selected 
from  numerous  others  of  a  similar  kind ;  and  the  reason 
for  printing  them,  is  that  the  one  class  exhibits  Nelson's 
extraordinary  attention  to  everything  connected  with 
his  Squadron,  and  affords  to  unprofessional  readers  an 
idea,  not  only  of  his  zeal,  but  of  the  manner  in  which 
Ships  of  War  are  governed  and  regulated ;  while  the 
other  class  shows  the  duties  he  was  directed  to  perform, 
and  explains  many  of  his  subsequent  Letters  and  pro- 
ceedings. 

The  "  Orders "  to  his  Captains,  which  often  exhibit 
the  sagacity  and  vigour  of  his  mind,  are,  it  is  submitted, 
necessary  for  the  comprehension  of  his  plans,  as  mani- 
fested in  the  disposition  of  his  Squadron.  The  "  Order- 
Book"  of  the  Duke  of  Wellington  has  properly  been 
published  ;  and  if  selections  from  the  "  Orders"  of  Nel- 
son had  not  been  inserted,  this  collection  would  have 
been  imperfect. 

Two  more  Volumes  will  complete  the  Work,  which  has 
unavoidably  been  extended  beyond  the  original  design,  in 
consequence  of  the  unexpected  accession  of  materials.

'  Lieutenant  Henry  Thomas  Lutwidge,  of  the  Resistance,  nephew  of  Admiral 
Skeffington  Lutwidge,  was  supposed  to  have  caused  the  death  of  a  drunken  seaman,  in 
January  1802,  by  striking  him  with  the  tiller  of  the  launch,  to  compel  him  to  gire 
up  the  oar  which  he  was  incapable  of  using.  The  blow,  intended  for  the  arm,  fell  on 
his  head,  and  the  man  died  the  next  morning.  Though  there  were  strong  reasons 
for  believing  that  his  death  was  produced  by  apoplexy,  a  Jury  returned  a  verdict  of 
wilftil  murder,  and  Mr.  Lutwidge  was  tried  at  the  Assizes  at  Winchester,  on  the  ISth 
of  March.  Being  found  guilty  of  manslaughter,  he  was  senteneed  to  pay  a  fine  of 
£100,  and  to  three  months'  imprisonment  The  particulars  are  fully  given  in  the 
Naval  Chronich,  vol.  vii.  p.  252.  He  became  a  Retired  Commander  in  NoTtmb«r 
1880.

London  ;  for  I  hate  the  noise,  bustle,  and  falsity  of  what  is 
called  the  great  world. 

We  are  now  at  peace  with  all  the  world,  except  Lord 
Grcuville,  Windham,  and  that  party :  they  see  that  destruc- 
tion to  the  Country  from  it  which  I  cannot.  I  am  the  friend 
of  Peace  without  fearing  War ;  for  my  politics  are  to  let  France 
know  tliat  wc  will  give  no  insult  to  her  Government,  nor  will 
wc  receive  the  smallest  If  France  takes  unfair  means  to 
prevent  our  trading  witli  other  Powers  under  her  influence, 
this  I  consider  the  greatest  act  of  hostility  she  can  show  us ; 
but  if  Buonaparte  understands  our  sentiments,  he  will  not 
wish  to  plunge  France  in  a  new  war  with  us.  Every  man  in 
France,  as  well  as  in  this  Country,  is  wanted  for  commerce ; 
and  powerful  as  he  may  be,  France  would  pull  him  down  for 
destroying  her  commerce,  and  the  war  in  this  Country  would 
be  most  popular  against  the  man  who  would  destroy  our  com- 
merce. I  think  our  Peace  is  strong  if  wc  act,  as  wc  ought, 
with  firmness,  and  allow  France  to  put  no  false  constructions 
on  the  words,  or  on  omissions  in  the  Treaty.

A  few  days  past,  I  saw  in  the  Newspapers  that  a  Motion  had 
been  made  in  a  Court  of  Common  Council,  to  thank  me  for  my 
conduct  in  taking  the  command  of  a  Force  destined  to  prevent 
any  designs  our  Enemies  might  have  of  approaching  the  City 
of  London,  but  which  Motion  stands  over  for  some  future 
Court.  I  have  therefore  to  entreat  that  your  Lordship  will 
use  your  influence  that  no  such  Motion  may  be  brought 
forward. 

There  is  not,  my  Lord,  one  individual  in  the  world  who 
appreciates  the  honour  of  having  their  conduct  approved  by 
the  City  of  London,  higher  than  mysel£  I  was  desired  to 
take  the  Command  in  question  in  a  very  indifferent  state  of 
health,  as  I  was  flattered  with  the  opinion  that  it  would  keep

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quiet  the  minds  of  all  in  London,  and  the  Coast  between 
Beechy-Headand  Orfordneas.  Thiawould  have  been  a  sufficient 
reason  for  me  to  have  laid  down  my  life,  much  less  to  snfier 
a  little  from  ill-health ;  and,  my  Lord,  His  Majesty's  Govern- 
ment gave  me  such  a  powerful  Force,  that  the  gallant  Officers 
and  Men  I  had  the  honour  to  command,  almost  regretted  that 
the  Enemy  did  not  make  the  attempt  of  Invasion.  Therefore, 
you  see,  my  Lord,  I  have  no  merit — I  only  did  my  duty  with 
alacrity,  which  I  shall  always  be  ready  to  do  when  directed. 

But,  my  Lord,  if  any  other  reason  was  wanting  to  prevent 
the  City  of  London  from  thanking  me  for  only  showing  an 
alacrity  in  stepping  forth  in  time  of  danger,  it  is  this — ^not 
four  months  before  I  was  appointed  to  this  Command,  I  had 
the  happiness  of  witnessing,  under  all  its  circumstances,  the 
most  hard-fought  Battle,  and  the  most  complete  Victory  (as  &r 
as  my  reading  goes)  that  ever  was  fought  and  obtained  by  the 
Navy  of  this  Country.  This  Battle,  my  Lord,  had  not  the 
honour  of  being  approved  in  the  way  which  the  City  of 
London  has  usually  marked  their  approbation :  therefore,  I 
entreat  that  you  will  use  your  influence  that  no  Vote  of  appro- 
bation may  ever  be  given  to  me  for  any  services  since  the  2nd 
of  April,  1801 ;  for  I  should  feel  much  mortified  when  I  re- 
flected on  the  noble  support  I  that  day  received,  at  any 
honour  which  could  separate  me  from  them,  for  I  am  bold 
to  say,  that  they  deserve  every  honour  and  favour  which  a 
grateful  Coimtry  can  bestow.

Passing  through  Oxford,  he  was 
oreated  an  honorary  Doctor  of  Laws ;  and  was  admitted  to  the  Freedoms  of  the 
Corporations  of  Monmoath,  Hereford,  and  Woroeeter,  on  visiting  those  Cities. 

Lord  Nelson  was  received  at  Swansea  with  every  mark  of  distinction,  and  on  the 
I7th  of  Angust,  a  Paper  was  printed  and  circulated  throughout  the  Town,  i^pa* 
rently  taken  from  a  Letter  which  he  had  written  to  the  Portreeve  :— 

**  To  the  Corporation  and  Inhshitante  of  Swansea,  and  of  the  Neighbourhood,  at 
the  particular  instance  and  request  of  Lobd  Nblsok.  I  have  the  honour  to 
communicate  to  you  his  Lordship's  most  gratefhl  and  sincere  thanks  for  his 
flattering  reception  amongst  you,  and  to  assure  you  that  the  fiivonrs  you  ham 
conferred  upon  him  will  never  be  effaced  from  his  memory — 'that  the  remem- 
brance of  them  will  descend  with  him  to  his  grave.  That  he  feels  the  dis- 
tinguished marks  of  regard  and  applause  not  so  much  on  his  own  account  as  for 
what  the  example  of  their  being  so  bestowed  on  him  ntight  afford  to  the  rising 
generation.  *  That  their  endeavours  to  serve  their  Country  and  probably  to  succeed 
in  it,  as  he  had  been  flattered,  had  fallen  to  his  lot,  would  be  as  amply  encouraged 
•ad  rewarded,  and  their  names  recorded  with  posterity  amongst  those  who  had 
deserved  well  of  it.'     Thomas  Morgan,  Portreeve,  August  17th,  1801." 

At  Monmouth,  on  the  10th  of  Angust,  he  made  a  speech,  the  concluding  para- 
graph of  which  should  be  engraved  on  the  heart  of  every  young  Officer  in  both  Ser- 
vices :— 

**  I  beg  leave  to  return  you  my  most  respectfhl  thanks,  for  the  honour  done  me 
in  drinking  my  healtli,  and  also  for  the  acknowledgment  of  the  important  Public 

*  Apparently  the  Father  of  Mrs.  Nelson,  afterwards  Countess  Nelsoni 
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Mirices  yon  are  pleased  to  sty  I  have  rendered  my  Country.  It  was  my  good  foitone 
to  have  under  my  command  some  of  the  most  experienced  OAcers  in  the  Engliah 
Nett,  nrhose  profeHsional  skill  was  seconded  by  the  undaunted  courage  of  Britiah 
Sailors ;  and  whatCTer  merit  might  attach  itself  to  me,  I  must  declare,  that  I  had  only 
to  show  them  the  Enemy,  and  Victory  crowned  the  standard.  The  Britiah  NaTy  has 
received  a  large  portion  of  public  applause ;  but,  however  well  deserved,  it  should  be 
told,  that  the  same  valour  and  sense  of  duty  would  have  marked  the  conduct  of  the 
British  Army,  had  it  been  placed  in  such  situations  as  would  have  afforded  it  an 
equal  opportunity  of  displaying  its  National  courage ;  but  it  has  unluckily  hap- 
pened that  the  same  good  fortune,  in  this  instance,  did  not  occor,  or  we  aboaU 
have  had  equal  reason  for  praising  its  heroism  and  Public  services.  When  the 
English  Army  was  sent  to  Egypt,  it  was  the  opinion  of  many  intelligent  characters  that 
it  would  be  destroyed.  For  my  own  part,  I  never  thought  so ;  for  wherever  British 
Soldiers  have  been  opposed  to  those  of  France,  they  have  uniformly  conquered 
them.  In  my  own  person  I  have  received  an  overflowing  measure  of  the  Nation's 
gratitude — far  more  than  I  either  merited  or  expected ;  because  the  same  success 
would  have  crowned  the  efforts  of  any  other  British  Admiral,  who  had  under  hia 
conunand  such  distinguished  Officers,  and  such  gallant  Crews.  And  here  let  me 
impress  it  on  the  mind  of  every  Officer  in  the  Service,  that  to  whatever  quarter  of 
the  Globe  he  may  be  destined,  whether  to  the  East  or  West  Indies,  to  Africa,  or 
America,  the  eyes  of  his  Country  are  upon  him ;  and  so  long  as  Public  men,  in 
Public  stations,  exert  themselves  in  those  situations,  to  fulfil  the  duty  demanded 
A*om  them  by  the  Public,  they  will  always  ftud  the  British  Nation  ready  to  hei^ 
upon  them  the  utmost  extent  of  its  gratitude  and  its  applause." — Naval  Chronicle, 
vol.  XX.  p.  110.]

IMEMORANDA  RESPECTING  THE  FOREST  OF  DEAN. 

[Autogrsjih,  in  the  Sidmouth  Papers.  The  following  Ohsenrations  respecting  th« 
Forest  of  Dean  having  occurred  to  Lord  Nelson  during  his  Tour,  he  oonununicated 
them  to  the  Prime  Minister :] 

[Ahout  August,  1802.]- 

The  Forest  of  Dean  contains  about  23,000  acres  of  the 
finest  land  in  the  Kingdom^  which,  I  am  informed,  if  in  a  high 

>  Doctor  Charles  Harward,  Dean  of  Exeter,  who  died  on  the  15th  of  July,  1802.  It 
would  seem  that  Lord  Nebon  applied  to  Mr.  Addington  to  appoint  his  brother,  Doctor 
Kelson,  (o  the  Tocant  Deanery,  but,  if  he  did  so,  the  request  was  not  complied  with. 
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State  of  cultivation  of  oak,  would  produce  about  9200  loads  of 
timber,  fit  for  building  Ships  of  the  Line,  every  year — that 
is,  the  Forest  would  grow  in  full  vigour  920,000  oak  trees. 
The  state  of  the  Forest  at  this  moment  is  deplorable ;  for, 
if  my  information  is  true,  there  is  not  3500  load  of  timber  in 
the  whole  Forest  fit  for  building,  and  none  coming  forward. 
It  is  useless,  I  admit,  to  state  the  causes  of  such  a  want  of 
timber  where  so  much  could  be  produced,  except  that,  by 
knowing  the  &ults,  we  may  be  better  enabled  to  amend  our- 
selves. 

First,  the  generality  of  trees,  for  these  last  fifty  years,  have 
been  allowed  to  stand  too  long.  They  arc  passed  by  instead 
of  removed,  and  thus  occupy  a  space  which  ought  to  have 
been  re-planted  with  young  trees. 

Secondly,  that  where  good  timber  is  felled,  nothing  is 
planted,  and  nothing  can  grow  self  sown;  for  the  deer  (of 
which  now  only  a  few  remain)  bark  all  the  young  trees.  Vast 
droves  of  hogs  are  allowed  to  go  into  the  woods  in  the  autumn; 
and  if  any  fortunate  acorn  escapes  their  search,  and  takes  root, 
ihenjlocks  of  sheep  are  allowed  to  go  into  the  Forest,  and  they 
bite  off  the  tender  shoot.  These  are  sufficient  reasons  why 
timber  does  not  grow  in  the  Forest  of  Dean. 

Of  the  waste  of  timber,  in  former  times,  I  can  say  nothing ; 
but  of  late  years,  it  has  been,  I  am  told,  shameful.  Trees  cut 
down  in  swampy  places,  as  the  carriage  is  done  by  contract, 
are  lefl  to  rot,  and  are  cut  up  by  people  in  the  neighbourhood* 
Another  abuse  is  the  Contractors,  as  they  can  carry  more 
measurement,  are  allowed  to  cut  the  trees  to  their  advantage 
of  carriage,  by  which  means  the  invaluable  crooked  timber  is 
lost  for  the  service  of  the  Navy.  There  are  also — another 
cause  of  the  failure  of  timber — a  set  of  people  called  Forest 
Free  Miners,  who  consider  themselves  as  having  a  right  to  dig 
for  coal  in  any  part  they  please.  These  people,  in  many 
places,  inclose  pieces  of  ground,  which  is  daily  increasing  by 
the  inattention^  to  call  it  by  no  worse  name,  of  the  Surveyors^ 
VerdererSy  &c.,  who  have  the  charge  of  the  Forest. 

Of  late  years,  some  apparently  vigorous  measures  were  taken 
for  preserving  and  encouraging  the  growth  of  timber  in  the 
King's  Forests,  and  part  of  the  Forest  of  Dean  has  been  en-^ 
closed;  but  it  is  so  very  ill  attended  to,  that  it  is  little,  if 
anything  better  than  the  other  part. 
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There  is  anodier  abuse  which  I  omitted  to  mentioD.  7Vee$ 
which  die  of  themselYes  are  consideied  as  of  no  value.  A 
gentleman  told  me,  that  in  shooting  on  foot^  fin*  on  horseback 
it  cannot  be  seen,  hid  by  the  fern,  which  grows  a  great  hei^t, 
the  trees  of  fifty  years  growth,  fit  fi>r  buildingi^  fisndng,  &c., 
are  cut  just  above  ground  entirely  through  the  bark:  in  two 
years  the  tree  dtes^  and  it  becomes  either  a  perqmdtie,  or  is 
allowed  to  be  taken  away  by  fiivoured  people.  These  shameful 
abuses  are  probably  [not]  known  to  those  high  in  power;  but  I 
have  gathered  the  information  of  them  firom  people  of  all  descrip- 
tions, and  perfectly  dinnterested  in  telling  me,  or  knowing  that 
I  had  any  view  in  a  transient  inquiry.  But,  knowing  the  abuses, 
it  is  for  the  serious  consideration  of  every  lover  of  his  Country, 
how  they  can  either  be  done  away,  or,  at  least,  lessened — ^per- 
haps, a  very  difficult  or  impossible  task. 

IS  the  Forest  of  Dean  is  to  be  preserved  as  a  useful  Forest 
for  the  Country,  strong  measures  must  be  pursued.  First,  the 
Guardian  of  this  support  of  our  Navy,  must  be  an  intelligent 
honest  man,  who  will  give  up  his  time  to  his  employment: 
therefore,  he  must  live  in  the  Forest,  have  a  house,  a  small 
farm,  and  an  adequate  salary.  I  omitted  to  mention  that  the 
expense  of  a  Surveyor  of  Woods,  as  fisur  as  relates  to  this 
Forest,  to  be  done  away :  VenUreri  as  at  present,  alsa  The 
Guardian  to  have  proper  Verderers  under  him  who  understand 
the  planting,  thinning,  and  management  of  timber  trees.  These 
places  should  be  so  comfortable,  that  the  fear  of  being  turned 
out  should  be  a  great  object  of  terror,  and,  of  course,  an 
inducement  for  them  to  exert  themselves  in  their  different 
stations.  The  first  thing  necessary  in  the  Forest  of  Dean  is 
to  plant  some  acres  of  acorns ;  and  I  saw  plenty  of  clear  JUUa 
with  cattle  grazing  in  my  voyage  doum  the  Wye.  In  two  years, 
these  will  be  fit  for  transplanting. 

N.B. — I  am  aware  that  objections  have  been  made  to  the 
transplanting  of  oak.  I  am  not  knowing  enough  in  this  matter 
to  say  how  far  this  is  true,  when  so  young  as  two  to  five,  or  six 
years.  The  next  thing  is  to  be  careful  to  thin  the  trees ;  for 
more  timber  is  lost  by  being  too  fearful  of  cutting  down, 
than  by  badly  thinning.  A  tree  firom  ten  years  of  age  ought, 
by  a  scale  given  to  me  by  a  very  able  man,  to  be  as  follows, 
viz.: —

In  forty  years,  these  Forests  will  produce  a  great  value  of 
timber  fit  for  many  uses  in  the  Navy — indeed  all^  except  for 
Ships  of  the  Line. 

If,  on  a  due  consideration,  it  is  found  not  to  be  practicable 
for  Government  to  arrange  a  plan  for  growing  their  own  timber, 
then  I  would  recommend  at  once  selling  the  Forests,  and  en- 
courage the  growth  of  oak  timber.  I  calculate,  that  taking 
away  the  3500  load  of  timber  at  present  fit  for  cutting,  (or  be  it 
more  or  less,)  that  the  Forest  of  Dean  will  sell  for  £460,000.  I 
am  sensible  that  what  I  have  thrown  together  upon  paper  is 
so  loose,  that  no  plan  can  be  drawn  fix>m  it ;  but  if  these  facts, 
which  I  have  learnt  firom  my  late  tour,  may  be  in  the  least 
degree  instrumental  in  benefiting  our  Country,  I  shall  be  truly 
happy. 


A  few  Thoughts  on  encouraging  the  Growth  of  Oak  Tim- 
ber, drawn  Scorn  conversations  with  many  gentlemen  in  my 
late  tour : 

First,  The  reason  why  timber  has  of  late  years  been  so 
much  reduced  has  been  uniformly  told  me,  that>  firom  the 
pressure  of  the  times,  gentlemen  who  had  £1000  to  £5  worth 
of  timber  on  their  estates,  although  only  half-grown,  (say  fifty 
years  of  age,)  were  obliged  to  sell  it  to  raise  temporary  sums, 
(say  to  pay  off  legacies.)  The  owner  cannot,  however  sony 
he  may  feel  to  see  the  beauty  of  his  place  destroyed,  and  what 
would  be  treble  the  value  to  bis  children  annihilated,  help 
him8el£  It  has  struck  me  forcibly,  that  if  Government  could 
form  a  plan  to  purchase  of  such  gentlemen  the  growing  oali^ 
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conspicuously,  or  more  successfully,  than  on  the  2nd  of  April, 
1801.  Whenever,  my  dear  Sir  John,  you  cease  to  be  Chief 
Magistrate  of  the  City  of  London,  name  your  day,  and  I  will 
dine  with  you  with  satisfaction ;  but  never  till  the  City  of 
London  think  justly  of  the  merits  of  my  brave  Companions  of 
the  2nd  of  April,  can  I,  their  Commander,  receive  any  atten- 
tion from  the  City  of  London.    Believe  me,  my  dear  Sir

My  dear  Friend, 
I  am  really  so  very  little  in  the 'world,  that  I  know  little,  if 
anything,  beyond  [what]  Newspaper  reports  say  respecting  our 
conduct  on  the  affairs  of  the  Continent.  It  is  true,  I  have  seen 
Mr.  Addington  and  Lord  St.  Vincent  several  times ;  but  our 
conversations  are  like  Swift's  and  Lord  Oxford's.'  Yet  it  was

Lord  Nelson  having  waited  with  the  greatest  patience  until 
every  individual  who  had  rendered  the  smallest  service  to  the 
Country  had  been  marked  by  the  City  of  London,  wrote  a 
letter  to  the  Lord  Mayor,  (Sir  John  Earner,)  stating  hii

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row  that  those  under  his  command^  who  fought  the  most 
bloody  Battle,  and  obtained  the  most  complete  Victory  of  any 
Naval  Battle  in  this,  or.  Lord  Nelson  believes,  in  any  War,  had 
not  had  the  honour  to  receive  from  the  great  City  of  London 
the  same  mark  of  approbation  as  had  been  bestowed  on  others ; 
but  Lord  Nelson  being  advised  of  the  impropriety  of  pointing 
out  what  the  City  of  London  ought  to  have  done,  wrote 
another  letter  to  the  Lord  Mayor,  desiring  to  withdraw  his 
letter. 

But  Lord  Nelson^s  sentiments  being  precisely  the  same,  and 
feeling  for  the  situation  of  those  brave  Captains,  Officers,  and 
Men,  who  so  bravely  fought,  profusely  bled,  and  obtained  such 
a  glorious,  complete,  and  most  important  Victory  for  their 
King  and  Country,  cannot  do  himself  the  honour  and  hap- 
piness of  meeting  his  Fellow- Citizens  on  the  9th  of  November. 

Lord  Nelson  flatters  himself  that  the  Lord  Mayor  Elect,  and 
the  Sherifis,  will  approve  of  his  feelings  on  this  occasion,  and 
consider  that  if  Lord  Nelson  could  forget  the  services  of  those 
who  have  fought  under  his  command,  that  he  would  ill 
deserve  to  be  so  supported  as  he  always  has  been.

On  Malta. 

It  must  never  belong  to  France — England  does  not  want  it 
If  Russia  will  not  guarantee  Malta,  then  a  new  negotiation 
must  be  set  on  foot,  and  we  must  hold  fast  until  it  is  settled. 
But  if  Russia  will  guarantee  Malta,  then  it  will  become  a 
serious  consideration  in  the  new  state  of  the  Order,  whether  it 
can  be  carried  into  effect.  Malta  is  materially  changed  since 
the  Treaty  of  Amiens,  by  Spain  having  (in  breach  of  that 
Treaty)  taken  away  a  great  part  of  that  revenue  which  was  to 
support  the  expenses  of  the  Order,  and  if  one  power  can  do  it, 
another  can  do  the  same,  and  the  Order  of  Malta,  unable  to 
maintain  itself,  falls  of  course. 

N.B. — It  is  easy  to  see  from  whose  advice  Spain  has  acted ; 
other  Countries  may  follow  the  same  advice. 

The  Order  of  Malta  cannot,  in  keeping  the  fortifications  in 
repair,  ships,  galleys,  &c.,  be  kept  up  for  less  than  the  former 
revenue,  and  by  the  introduction  of  the  new  Langue,  the 
pride  of  Spaniards  will  not  allow  them,  nor  even  the  Italians, 
to  enter  into  the  Order ;  and  they  brought  a  vast  accession  of 
flowing  wealth  to  the  Order,  which  now  will  fail. 

Under  these  circumstances,  it  becomes  a  consideration 
what  can  be  done  with  it  to  accord  to  the  spirit  of  the  Treaty 
of  Amiens,  that  neither  France  or  England  shall  possess  it. 

The  King  of  the  Two  Sicilies  is  the  acknowledged  Lord  of 
the  Island,  even  the  Maltese,  after  the  destruction  of  the  Order, 
in  their  addresses  style  themselves  his  Subjects ;  therefore,  on 
the  face  of  the  act,  there  could  be  no  objection  to  giving  it  to 
him ;  but  the  consideration  is,  how  a  weak  State  can  keep  it 
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out  of  the  power  of  so  powerful  a  one  as  France — only  by 
guarantees  that  the  King  of  the  Two  Sicilies  shall  hold  Malta 
on  the  same  terms  as  the  Order^  (if  it  is  possible  that  it  shall 
always  be  neutral,)  and  tied  up  by  the  guarantee  that  on  no 
consideration  of  exchange  of  territory  shall  it  be  given  up. 
The  Emperor  of  Russia  having  guaranteed  all  the  King  of 
Naples'  Dominions  last  year,  will  not  probably  object  to  do 
the  same  for  Malta.  It  is  so  much  the  interest  of  the  King 
of  the  Two  Sicilies  to  keep  Malta  from  France,  (for  he  would 
lose  Sicily  if  he  gave  it  up)  that  I  think  him,  under  guarantees, 
the  most  proper  person  to  have  it  France  could  not  object  by 
the  spirit  of  the  Treaty  of  Amiens,  to  its  being  placed,  (the 
Order  not  being  possible  to  be  restored,)  in  the  King  of  Naples' 
hands  under  the  same  restrictions,  and  this  Country  would 
save  £300,000  a  year,  and  by  as  far  as  human*  faith  and  fore- 
sight can  go,  keep  Malta  out  of  the  hands  of  France. 

The  King  of  Naples  can  wish  for  neither  France  or  Eng- 
land to  possess  Malta.  By  the  first,  he  must  lose  Sicily  :  by 
the  latter,  he  may  be  involved  in  a  war  about  Malta,  should 
France  and  England  go  to  war;  and  this,  in  my  opinion, 
could  be  the  only  rational  inducement  for  the  King  of  Naples 
to  pay  the  great  expenses  of  holding  Malta. 

If  neither  of  these  plans  can  be  accomplished,  we  have  no 
choice  but  to  keep  Malta. 

Note. — When  I  was  instructed  by  Lord  Grenville  to  con- 
sider the  Emperor  of  Russia  as  Grand  Master  of  the  Order, 
in  my  correspondence  with  him  on  the  situation  of  Malta> 
I  represented  to  him  the  tyranny  of  the  Order  over  the  Inha- 
bitants, and  presumed  to  recommend,  in  order  that  they 
should  be  reconciled  to  the  return  of  the  Order,  that  he  would 
direct  them  to  be  assured  that  they  should  be  eligible  to  be 
elected  to  any  Office  in  the  Island.  He  directly  ordered  his 
Minister  at  Naples  to  go  to  Malta,  and  to  assure  this  boon  to 
the  Inhabitants ;  and  Chevalier  Italinski  went  and  returned 
in  one  of  our  Ships.  This,  perhaps,  considering  the  pride  of 
the  Ejiights,  was  all  that  could  be  obtained.  The  Spaniards 
already  term  the  Maltese  Langue,  the  Shopkeeper  Langue.

On  tha  31st  of  Deoember, 
1802,  Lord  Nelson  made  the  following  Speech  on  the  Bill  for  a  Naval  Inquiry 
into  abuses.  After  mentioning  the  confidence  that  might  be  placed  in  the 
authoritative  inquiry  of  the  Commissioners,  he  said :  "  My  Lords,  in  the  absence 
of  my  noble  friend  who  is  at  the  head  of  the  Admiralty,  I  think  it  my  doty  to 
say  a  fSew  words  to  your  Lordships  in  regard  to  a  Bill,  of  which  the  objeets 
have  an  express  reference  to  the  interests  of  my  profession  as  a  Seaman.  It  un^ 
doubtedly  originates  in  the  feeling  of  the  Admiralty,  that  they  have  not  the  power 

1  Lieutenant-Colonel,  afterwards  Sir  Robert  Brownrigg,  Bart.,  G.C.B.,then  Mili- 
tary Secretary  to  his  Boyal  Highness  the  Duke  of  York,  Commander-in-Chiefi 
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to  remedy  certain  abuses  which  they  perceire  to  be  the  most  iiyurioiis  to  the  Poblio 
service.  Every  man  knows  that  there  are  such  abases ;  and  I  hope  there  is  none 
among  us  who  would  not  gladly  do  all  that  can  be  constitutionally  effected  to  cor- 
rect them.  Yet^  if  J  had  heard  of  any  objection  of  weight  urged  against  the  measure 
in  the  present  Bill,  I  should  certainly  have  hesitated  to  do  aught  to  promote  its 
progress  through  the  forms  of  this  House.  But  I  can  recollect  but  one  thing  with 
which  I  have  been  struck,  as  possibly  exceptionable  in  its  tenour.  It  authorizes  the 
Commissioners  to  call  for  and  inspect  the  books  of  Merchants  who  may  have  had 
transactions  of  business  with  any  of  the  Boards  or  Prize-agents  into  whose  conduct 
they  are  to  inquire.  But  the  credit  of  the  British  Merchant  is  the  support  of  the 
commerce  of  the  world ;  his  books  are  not  lightly,  nor  for  any  ordinary  purpose,  to 
be  taken  out  of  his  own  hands ;  the  seerets  of  his  business  are  not  to  be  too  curiously 
pried  into.  The  books  of  a  single  Merchant  may  betray  the  secrets,  not  only  of  his 
own  aifiurs,  but  of  those  with  whom  he  is  principally  connected  in  business,  and  the 
reciprocal  confidence  of  the  whole  Commercial  world  may,  by  the  authoritative  in- 
quiry of  these  Commissioners,  be  shaken.  All  this,  at  least,  I  should  have  feared 
as  liable  to  happen,  if  the  persons  who  are  named  in  the  Bill  had  not  been  men 
whose  characters  are  above  all  suspicion  of  indiscretion  or  malice.  I  may  presume 
it  to  be  the  common  conviction  of  the  Merchants,  that  in  such  hands  they  will  be 
safe;  since  they  have  made  no  opposition  to  the  Bill  in  its  former  progress,  and 
since  they  have  offered  no  appearance  against  it  by  counsel,  at  your  Lordship's  bar ; 
and  truly,  my  Lords,  if  the  Bill  be  thus  superior  to  all  objections,  I  can  a£Birm,  that 
the  necessities,  the  wrongs  of  those  who  are  employed  in  the  Naval  service  of  their 
Country,  most  loudly  call  for  the  redress  which  it  proposes.  From  the  highest 
Admiral  in  the  service  to  the  lowest  cabin-boy  that  walks  the  street,  there  is  not  a 
man  but  may  be  in  distress,  irith  large  sums  of  wages  due  to  him,  of  which  he  shall, 
by  no  diligence  of  request,  be  able  to  obtain  payment :  there  is  not  a  man,  whose 
entreaties  vrill  be  readily  answered  with  aught  but  insults,  at  the  proper  places  for 
his  application,  if  he  come  not  with  particular  recommendations  to  a  preference. 
From  the  highest  Admiral  to  the  meanest  Seaman,  whatever  the  sums  of  Prize- 
money  due  to  him,  no  man  can  tell  when  he  may  securely  call  any  part  of  it  his  own. 
A  man  may  have  £40,000  due  to  him  in  Prize-money,  and  yet  be  dismissed  without 
a  shilling,  if  he  ask  for  it,  at  the  proper  OfBce,  irithout  particular  recommendation. 
Are  these  things  to  be  tolerated  ?  Is  it  not  for  the  interest — is  it  not  for  the  honour 
of  the  Country,  that  they  should  not  be  as  speedily  as  possible  redressed  ?  I  should 
be  as  unwilling  as  any  man  to  give  an  over-weening  preference  to  the  interests  of  my 
own  Profession ;  but  I  cannot  help  thinking,  that  under  all  the  circumstances  of  the 
affiur,  your  Lordships  will  be  strongly  disposed  to  advance  this  Bill  into  a  law,  as 
speedily  as  may  be  consistent  with  the  order  of  your  proceedings,  and  with  due  pm- 
denoe  of  deliberation."  His  Lordship  also,  on  the  third  reading  of  the  Bill,  on  the 
following  day,  expressed  his  desire  that  the  necessary  inquiries  into  the  flagrant 
abuses  by  Prize^agents,  might  be  made  the  subject  of  a  separate  act ;  observing  at 
the  same  time,  that  there  might  be  instances  in  which  the  delay  of  payment  resulted 
from  unavoidable  accidents. — Clarke  and  M^Arthur,  8vo  Ed.,  vol.  ii.  p.  458.]

settle  our  Copenhagen  business  with  Lord  Ilawkesbury.  I 
am  now,  by  desire  of  several  Captains,  asking  your  Lordship 
if  any  decision  has  taken  place  on  this  business?  If  you  refer 
me  to  Lord  Hawkesbury,  as  the  proper  Minister  for  this  busi- 
ness, or  any  other  Minister,  I  shall  address  myself  to  him  (or 
them ;)  or  if  you  think  that  a  Public  letter  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Admiralty  is  the  proper  channel,  I  will  write  one  to 
him.

Your  kind  offer  I  feel 
most  sensibly ;  but  at  present  I  have  no  wants ;  and  I  hope 
soon  to  be  in  that  state  of  complete  independence,  which  you 
so  really  wish.  But  ^  A  friend  in  need  is  a  friend  indeed'  is 
an  old  adage,  but  not  the  less  true,  and  I  am  truly  thankful 
and  grateful  for  all  your  kindness.  I  am  just  got  to  work  on 
the  Copenhagen  business,  and  I  hope  to  get  from  Mr. 
Addington  50  or  £60,000  for  the  Captors,  including  the 
Holstein.  Sir  Hyde  has  given  up  the  management  of  this 
matter  to  me.  At  another  Board,  they  are  still  disputing;  but 
the  Secretary  and  myself  are  feeling  towards  each  other  as  we 
ever  ought  (I  do  not  choose  to  mention  names.)  Yesterday, 
I  was  at  Colonel  Despard's^  trial,  subpoenaed  by  him  for  a 
character.  I  think  the  plot  deeper  than  was  imagined ;  but 
as  to  the  extent,  nothing  except  the  Guards  has  come  out.  I 
have  been,  and  am,  very  bad  in  my  eyesight,  and  am  forbid 
writing;  but  I  could  not  resist.  Lady  Hamilton  joins  me  in 
kind  respects  to  Mrs.  Davison,  and  to  the  boys  every  good 
wish ;  and  believe  me  ever,  my  dear  Davison,  your  most  faith- 
ful and  affectionate  friend.  Nelson  and  Bronte. 

*  Mr.  Alexander  Davison  married,  in  February  1788,  Harriet,  daughter  of  Robert 
Gosling,  Esq.,  the  Banker  in  Fleet  Street,  by  whom  he  had  three  sous — viz..

I  cannot  enter  at  large  into  the  subject  to 
which  you  allude.  I  shall  briefly  say,  that  neither  Cardinal 
Ruffo,  or  Captain  Foote,  or  any  other  person,  had  any  power 
to  enter  into  any  Treaty  with  the  Rebels — that  even  the  Taper 
which  they  signed  was  not  acted  upon,  as  I  very  happily 
arrived  at  Naples,  and  prevented  such  an  infamous  transaction 
from  taking  place ;  therefore,  when  the  Rebels  surrenderedi 
they  came  out  of  the  Castles  as  they  ought,  without  any  honours 
of  War,  and  trusting  to  the  judgment  of  their  Sovereign.  Ipui 
aside,  and  sent  them  notice  of  it,  the  infamous  Treaty,  and  the 
rebels  surrendered,  as  I  have  before  said.  If  you  attend  to 
that  Mrs.  Williams'  book,  I  can  assure  you  that  nearly  all  re- 
lative to  Naples  is  either  destitute  of  foundation,  or  falsely

PLAN   FOR  MANNING   THE  NAVY. 

[Original,  in  the  possession  of  Vice-Admirol  Sir  WiUinm  Parker,  Bart,  G.C.B.] 

Februar}',  1803. 

At  a  time  when,  I  have  been  repeatedly  told,  the  Seamen, 
notwithstanding  their  good  pay,  and  abundance  of  the  very 
best  provisions,  manifest  a  reluctance  to  enter  into  the  Naval 
Service,  it  becomes,  in  my  humble  opinion,  a  duty  for  people 
conversant  with  the  manners  and  disposition  of  Seamen,  to 
turn  their  thoughts  on  the  mode  of  inducing  the  Seamen  to 
be  fond,  and  even  desirous  of  serving  in  the  Navy,  in  prefer- 
ence to  the  Merchant  Service.  Their  pay  and  provisions 
cannot  possibly  be  improved  from  what  they  an^  at  present ; 
but,  I  think,  a  plan  could  be  brought  forward  to  Register  the 
Certificates  given  to  Seamen ;  and  a  form  of  Certificate  to  be 
general,  and  filled  according  to  regulations  issued  by  the  Admi- 
ralty under  the  authority  of  an  Act  of  Parliament  The  greatest 
good  would  result,  from  such  a  regulation  to  the  Seamen, 
who  are  by  hundreds  in  distress  in  London,  for  want  of  Certi- 
ficates authenticating  their  persons;  for  want  of  which  so 
many  wrong  Seamen  have  been  paid,  that  neither  the  Pay- 
Officc,  nor  any  Prize- Agent,  will  venture  to  pay  the  Seaman 
his  just  due  ;  and  the  benefit  to  the  Seamen  producing  good 
characters,  &c.  never  been  concerned  in  mutinies,  or  deserted, 
&c.,  would  much  benefit  them  in  getting  good  berths  in  the 
Merchant  Service. 

When  we  calculate  by  figures  on  the  expense  of  raising 
Seamen,  I  think  it  is  said,  £20  per  man,  that  42,000  Sea- 
men deserted  during  the  late  War,  the  loss  in  money,  in 
that  point  alone,  amounts  to  £840,000 ;  wilhout  taking  into 
consideration  the  greater  expense  of  raising  more  men — and 
certainly  not  so  good  as  those  who  have  been  used  to  the 
King's  Naval  Service.    I  shall  therefore  propose,  that  every 
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Seaman  who  has  served  faithfully  five  years  in  War^  and  by 
his  Certificates  never  been  concerned  in  mutinies,  nor  de- 
serted, shall  receive  every  New  Year's  Day,  or  on  the  ELing's 
birth-day,  the  sum  of  two  guineas ;  and  if  he  serves  eight  years, 
shall  have  four  guineas,  exclusive  of  any  pension  for  wounds. 
It  may  appear,  at  first  sight,  for  the  State  to  pay,  an  enormous 
sum ;  but  when  it  is  considered  that  the  average  life  of  a  Sea- 
man is,  fi'om  old  age  finished,  at  forty-five  years,  he  cannot 
many  years  enjoy  the  annuity ;  to  assist  the  paying  which, 
the  interest  of  the  money  saved  by  their  not  deserting  would 
go  very  far,  and  perhaps  as  the  Merchants  give  large  wages 
in  War,  a  tax  might  be  imposed,  when  wages  are  above  such 
a  sum.  It  would  answer  one  of  these  two  purposes,  either 
making  the  mcrease  of  wages,  in  the  Merchant's  Ser\'ice, 
beneficial  to  those  who  serve  their  King  and  Country  in  the 
Navy;  or,  by  keeping  down  the  Merchants'  wages,  render 
desertion  the  less  desirable.  Much,  very  much,  can  be  said, 
and  is  necessary  to  be  considered  on  this  subject;  but  the 
more  I  think  of  it,  the  easier  it  appears  to  me  to  be  put  in 
practice.  Prize-money  to  be  as  regularly  paid  in  London^ 
Portsmouth,  Plymouth,  &c.  as  Seamen's  wages :  this  is  so  easy 
and  simple,  that  a  very  few  days  would,  in  my  opinion,  com- 
plete such  a  plan. 

But  the  great  thing  necessary  to  guard  against  is  desertion ; 
for  notwithstanding  all  I  have  proposed,  to  induce  Seamen  to 
serve  faithfully,  yet  a  sum  of  money,  and  liquor,  held  out  to 
a  Seaman,  are  too  much  for  him :  he  allows  himself  to  be 
seduced  and  hid,  he  first  becomes  fearful  of  apprehension, 
and  then  wishes  and  exerts  himself  to  get  out  of  the  Conn- 
try  in  the  Merchant's  employ.  It  will  be  found,  (if  necessary 
to  be  inquired  into  at  the  Navy-Office,)  and  I  know  it,  that 
whenever  a  large  Convoy  is  assembled  at  Portsmouth,  and 
our  Fleet  in  Port,  not  less  than  1000  men  desert  from  the 
Navy;  and  I  am  sure  that  one-third  of  this  number,  from 
loss  of  clothes,  drinking,  and  other  debaucheries,  are  lost  by 
death  to  the  Kingdom.  I  shall  only  relate  one  fact,  of  a 
thousand,  which  could  be  brought  forward:  a  Ship,  fi^om 
London,  clears  at  Gravesend  for  her  voyage  to  India.  Amongst 
other  Papers,  the  names  of  her  crew  and  number  are  neces- 
sary; the  names,  qualities,  &c.,  are  properly  filled  up,  the 
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Sbip^  to  a  common  observer,  is  fully  mamied ;  but  the  ikct 
ifl  this,  the  Ship  is  navigated  to  Portsmouth  by  Ticket-men, 
(men  who  are  protected  fix>m  the  impress  for  some  cause  or 
other.)  The  Owner  or  Captam  sends  to  Portsmouth,  (to 
crimps,)  I  have  been  told  in  one  instance  as  fiir  as  fifty  men 
— ^twenty-five  able  Seamen,  fifteen  ordinary,  and  ten  lands- 
men, the  bounty  being,  of  course,  dijBTerent  according  to  their 
qualifications ;  the  Ticket-men  leave  the  Ship,  the  deserters 
to  take  up  the  names,  and  away  they  go. 

Knowing  the  case,  an  Act  of  Parliament  would,  if  not 
entirely,  very  nearly  prevent  this  in&mous  conduct ;  the  regu- 
lation, I  think,  would  be  very  plain  and  easy.  I  am  sensible 
that  no  plan  for  these  very  important  purposes  can  be  matured 
by  any  one  head,  much  less  by  mine ;  but  as  the  ideas  flow 
from  a  pure  source,  and  a  sincere  desire  to  benefit  our  King 
and  Country,  I  submit  them,  with  deference,  to  much  wiser 
and  abler  men  than 

Nelson  and  Bbontb.

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Parliament  to  enable  him  to  grant  a  Pension  of  j£2000  a-year 
to  me^  and  eventually  for  two  lives  after  mine.  In  the  former 
part  of  the  Message  for  that  purpose,  his  Majesty  expresses 
a  desire  to  bestow  on  me  the  Pension,  and  to  the  two  next 
succeeding  heirs  male  of  my  body*  But  in  the  recommendatory 
part  of  the  Message  the  words  are,  *  to  consider  of  a  proper 
method  of  enabling  his  Majesty  to  grant  the  same,  and  of 
extending,  securing,  and  settling  such  annuity  to  the  said 
Rear-Admiral  Lord  Nelson,  and  to  the  two  next  persons  on 
wham  the  title  of  Baron  Nelson,  8fc.  shall  descend,  in  such  manner 
as  shall  be  thought  most  effectual  for  the  benefit  of  the  said  Lord 
Nelson  and  his  family. ^'^ 

The  grant  was  made  to  me  and  the  two  next  succeeding 
heirs  male  of  my  body,  which  was  probably  done  without  an 
attentive  consideration  of  the  whole  of  the  Message.  But  it 
was  then  of  no  importance  to  me,  as  the  grant  followed  the 
Title ;  but  as  His  Majesty  has  since  been  graciously  pleased  to 
confer  upon  me  the  Title  of  a  Viscount,®  with  the  remainder  to 
my  brother  and  nephews,  (failing  issue  of  my  own,)  I  must  en- 
treat that  you  will  lay  me  at  his  Majesty's  feet,  and  that  you 
will  have  the  goodness  to  express  to  him,  in  the  most  dutiful 
manner,  my  humble  hope  that,  as  I  have  not  had  the  good 
fortune  to  acquire  sufficient  wealth  to  put  it  in  my  power  to 
enable  my  nephews  to  support  in  any  degree  the  rank  of  a 
Peer,  to  which  they  may  eventually  succeed,  his  Majesty  will 
be  graciously  pleased  to  take  such  measures  as  he  shall  think 
necessary,  for  continuing  the  Pension  in  the  manner  it  appears 
to  have  been  his  Majesty's  gracious  intention  it  should  have 
been  originally  granted. 

In  making  this  application  to  you.  Sir,  it  is  but  fair  that  I 
should  apprise  you  that  Lord  St  Vincent  is  in  the  same  situa- 
tion, I  believe,  with  myself;  but  I  know  of  no  other  case  at 
all  similar,  as  Lord  Duncan  has  male  issue.  And  I  also  beg 
leave  to  state  that  both  Lord  St.  Vincent  and  Lord  Duncan

*  It  is  remarkable  that  Lord  Nelson  should  have  mistaken  the  limitation  of  his 
Viscountcy,  which  was  confined  to  the  heirs  mole  of  his  own  body.  It  was  the 
Barony  of  Nelson  of  the  Nile  and  of  Hilborough^  granted  in  August  1801,  that  was 
to  devolve  (on  failure  of  his  own  male  issue)  on  his  brother  and  nephews.  Vide

Lord  Nelson  requests  the  kindness  of  Lord  St  Vincent  to 
send  to  the  Mediterranean  a  very  near  connexion  of  his, 

*  This  diKtingiuHked  Officer  won  Lord  Nelson's  admiration  and  friendship  by  the 
gallant  manner  in  wliicli,  in  command  of  the  Edgar,  he  led  the  iSqnodron  to  the 
attack  of  Copenhagen.  On  being  appointed  Commander-in-Chief  in  the  Mediter- 
ranean, Lord  Nelson  determined  on  having  Captain  Murray  as  Captain  of  the  Fleet, 
hut  he  liesitAtcd  to  accept  the  situation,  saying,  the  nature  of  its  duties  often  led  to 
disagreements  between  the  Admiral  and  First  Captain,  and  that  he  should  be  very 
unwilling  to  risk  a  diminution  of  the  regard  and  respect  which  he  eutertuned 
for  his  Lordship.  LonI  Nelson,  however,  assured  him  that  under  no  circumstances 
would  he  forget  the  intimacy  which  subsisted  between  them ;  "  and  that  even 
should  anything  go  contrary  to  his  wishes,  he  would  waive  the  rank  of  Admiral, 
and  explain  or  expostulate  with  him  as  hxn  friend  Murray."  Captain  Murray,  ac- 
cordingly, become  his  First  Captain ;  and  was  made  a  Kear- Admiral  of  the  Blue 
on  the  23rd  of  April,  1804.  After  the  return  of  the  Squadron  to  England,  Bear- 
Admiral  Murray  was  induced,  from  his  private  afluirs,  to  leave  the  Victory ;  and 
•when,  on  going  off  Cadiz,  in  July  180ri,  other  Captains  applied  for  the  vacancy, 
NelAOu's  reply  was,  that,  "  if  ever  he  hod  another  Captain  of  the  Fleet,  it  nraat  be 
Murray ;"  and  he  sailed  without  one.  See  the  Memoir  of  Admiral  Murray,  in  the 
Kaiml  Chronicle f  vol.  xviii.  pp.  189,  190.

From  my  own  knowledge  and  experience  I  am  warranted 
in  observing  that  Prize  Money  does  not  get  into  the  pockets 
of  the  Captors  so  expeditiously  as  it  ought,  and  in  many 
instances  not  at  all :  great  sums  of  money  having  been  lost  by 
the  failure  of  Agents.  I  am  of  opinion  that  Prize  Agents 
should  be  appointed  by  the  Captors  as  at  present,  but  that  at 
the  time  of  registering  their  Powers  of  Attorney  in  the  Admi- 
ralty and  Vice  Admiralty  Courts,  they  should  give  security  in 
the  sum  of  two  or  three  thousand  pounds,  for  the  purpose  of 
securing  a  faithfiil  discharge  of  their  duty  and  excluding  im- 
proper persons  from  acting  as  Agents.  [To  keep  out  bad 
characters,  but  not  exclude  men  of  small  fortune  with  good 
characters.]  That  Government  should  establish  a  general 
Prize  Agency  Office  in  London,  and  an  Agent  or  Receiver  at 
each  of  the  Foreign  Stations.  That  no  Prize  Money  or  Prize 
Goods  should  be  liable  to  the  Debts  of  Agents.  That  if  the 
Agents  make  the  distribution  within  three  months  from  the 
day  of  the  condemnation,  they  should  be  allowed  the  full 
commission  of  five  per  cent,  and  at  the  expiration  of  that 
period,  deliver  into  the  Prize  Office  (or  if  abroad  to  the  Re- 
ceiver) an  Account  of  Sales,  and  pay  over  the  amount  of 
unclaimed  shares  remaining  in  their  hands.  That  if  the  Prize 
shall  have  been  disposed  of  tind  distribution  made  not  in 
three  months,  the  Agent  shall  deliver  an  Account  of  Sales  to 
the  Prize  Office  or  Receiver  as  aforesaid,  and  pay  over  the 
whole  of  the  nett  proceeds  with  a  deduction  of 
from  the  rate  of  the  commission  allowed  him,  unless  he  shall 
have  been  prevented  making  distribution  by  the  absence  of 
the  Ship  OD  service,  in  which  case,  should  her  return  into  Port 
be  soon  expected  by  the  Commander-in-Chief,  the  Prize 
Agent  shall,  on  a  certificate  from  him  to  that  effect,  be  allowed 
a  further  time  of  six  weeks  for  making  such  distribution. 

If  the  Prize  or  the  whole  of  the  goods  shall  not  be  sold,  he 
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should  pay  over  the  amount  of  the  money  in  his  hands^  and 
give  his  reasons  for  not  having  sold  the  whole,  which  if  satis- 
factory, a  further  time  not  exceeding  three  months  should  be 
allowed  him  to  dispose  of  the  remainder.  If  in  that  time  he 
docs  not  finally  close  his  Accounts,  or  give  good  and  sufficient 
reasons  to  the  Prize  Office  or  Receiver  for  not  doing  so,  he 
should  then  be  allowed  only  two  and  a  half  per  cent,  and 
be  subject  to  penalties  or  the  business  taken  out  of  his  hands. 
[In  order  that  they  should  not  run  up  most  enormous  bills, 
which  is  the  case  at  present;  and  for  many  other  good  reasons.] 

The  Agent^s  commission  should  be  calculated  upon  the 
nett/  and  not  upon  the  gross  amount  of  the  proceeds  of  Prises. 

In  cases  of  Appeal  no  distribution  should  be  made  until  a 
Jinal  decision ;  [I  have  known  this  happen ;]  and  in  the  event 
of  the  Decree  being  reversed,  the  Claimants  should  only  be 
entitled  to  the  nett  proceeds;  [Government  to  do  what  is 
right  beyond  this  sum,  the  sentence  being  reversed  being  the 
cause  of  the  additional  expense ;]  and  the  Captor  exonerated 
from  all  expenses  incurred  by  the  erroneous  decisions  of  the 
Judges  who  are  appointed  by  Government  All  Neutral 
property  whether  captured  by  the  King's  Ships  or  by  Pri- 
vateers should  be  lodged  in  the  hands  of  the  Officers  appointed 
by  Government  until  final  decision,  [to  prevent  the  present 
iniquitous  conduct  of  Privateers.'] 

The  Agents  of  the  Navy,  VictuaUing,  and  Sick  and  Hurt 
Boards  abroad  should  be  directed  to  take  up  the  money  ne- 
cessary for  the  carrying  on  the  Naval  Service  from  the 
Receiver  of  Prize  Money.  The  Treasurer  of  the  Navy  to  be 
at  the  head  of  the  Prize  Board.

tunes were  not  supposed  equal.  If  Earl  St«  Vincent  obtained 
the  Pension  of  £2000  a-year  in  Great  Britain,  and  £1000 
a-year  in  Ireland,  for  the  Victory  off  Cape  St.  Vincent,  and 
Viscount  Duncan  for  that  off  Camperdown,  Lord  Nelson 
trusts,  that  in  any  comparison,  the  Victory  off  the  Nile  was 
equal  to  either  of  the  others;  and,  therefore,  in  strict  justice, 
his  Pension  should  have  been  equal  to  the  other  two  noble 
Admirals. 

If  it  is  said  that  the  Pensions  arc  not  given  for  the  Vic- 
tories, but  to  enable  the  noble  Admirals  to  support  their  ranks 
in  the  Peerage,  then  Lord  Nelson  trusts  that  his  wants  will 
be  found  superior  to  either  of  the  others ;  for  Eurl  St.  Vincent, 
at  the  time  his  Pension  was  granted,  had  realized  not  a  less  sum 
than  £100,000,  and  Viscount  Duncan,  not  less  than  £50,000; 
whereas  Lord  Nelson,  at  the  time  his  Pension  of  £2000  a-year 
was  granted,  had  not  realized  £5000 ;  therefore,  why  Lord 
Nelson  should  have  had  £1000  a-year  less  Pension  than 
either  of  the  two  noble  Admirals,  is  unaccountable.  This 
comparison  is  only  made  to  the  Battle  off  the  Nile.  Since 
which  time  Lord  Nelson  was,  by  his  Majesty,  raised  to  the 
dignity  of  a  Viscount,  for  his  services  in  commanding  his 
Majesty's  Fleet,  when  the  great,  important,  and  decisive  victory 
off  Copenhagen  was  obtained,  but  no  Pension  was  given  with 

this  accession  of  Title.

"  Whereas  by  our  Commission,  bearing  date  the  10th  instant,  we  have  appointed 
your  Lordsliip  Commander-in-Chief  of  his  Majesty's  Ships  and  Vessels  employed 
and  to  be  employed  in  the  Mediterranean ;  yon  are  hereby  required  and  directed  to 
proceed  forthwith  to  Portsmouth,  and,  hoisting  your  Flag  on  board  his  Miyesty's 
Ship  Amphion,  make  the  best  of  your  way  to  the  Island  of  Malta,  where  you  may 
expect  to  find  Rear-  Admiral  Sir  Richard  Bickerton ;  and  on  meeting  the  Rear- Ad- 
miral, take  him  and  the  Ships  and  Vessels  there,  as  well  as  in  the  Mediterranean, 
under  yoor  command.    On  year  Lordship*!  arxiyal  at  Malta,  yea  are  to  lose  no 
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time  in  concerting  with  Sir  Alexander  Ball,  bis  MiyestT's  Commissioner  at  that 
Island,  sncb  arrangements  as  may  be  necessary  whh  a  view  to  the  protection  and 
security  of  that  Island ;  yoo  are  then  to  proceed  off  Toulon,  with  snch  part  of  the 
Squadron  under  your  command  as  you  may  judge  to  be  adequate  to  the  service, 
and  take  snch  a  position  as  may,  in  yonr  Lordship's  opinion,  be  most  proper  for 
enabling  you  to  take,  sink,  bum,  or  otherwise  destroy,  any  Ships  or  Vessels  be- 
longing to  France,  or  the  Citizens  of  that  Republic,  and  also  for  detaining  and  send- 
ing into  Port  any  Ships  or  Vessels  belonging  to  the  Batavian  Republic,  or  the 
Citizens  thereof,  that  yon  may  happen  to  fidl  in  with.  Your  Lordship  is  to  be  rery 
attentive  to  the  proceedings  of  the  French  at  Oeno*,  Leghorn,  and  other  Ports  on 
that  side  of  Italy,  for  the  purpose  of  gaining  the  most  early  information  ot  any 
armaments  that  may  be  forming  there,  either  with  a  view  to  an  attack  upon  Egypt, 
or  any  other  part  of  the  Turkish  Dominions,  or  against  the  Kingdoms  of  Naples 
and  Sicily,  or  the  Islands  of  Corfu ;  and  in  the  event  of  yonr  having  reason  to 
believe  that  any  such  plan  shall  be  in  contemplation,  your  Lordship  is  to  exert  your 
best  endeavours  to  counteract  it,  and  to  take,  sink,  bum,  or  destroy  any  Ships  or 
Vessels  which  may  be  so  employed ;  as  well  as  to  afford  to  the  Sublime  Porte  and 
his  Sicilian  Mi^esty  and  their  subjects,  any  protection  or  assistance  which  may  be 
in  your  power,  consistently  with  a  due  attention  to  the  other  important  objects  en- 
trusted to  your  care. 

**  As  it  is  highly  important  that  yonr  lordship  should  be  watchful  of  the  conduct 
of  the  Court  of  Spain  in  the  present  moment,  yon  are  to  direct  your  attention  to 
the  Naval  preparations  that  may  be  making  in  the  several  Ports  of  that  Kingdom 
in  the  Mediterranean,  as  also  at  Cadiz,  and  to  take  every  practicable  means  of  ob- 
taining, ft>om  time  to  time,  all  the  intelligence  you  may  be  able  to  collect  on  that 
subject.  Your  Lordship  is  to  take  care  that  no  interruption  be  offered  by  any  of 
the  Ships  or  Vessels  under  yonr  command  to  any  Spanish  Ships  of  War  or  Trade, 
while  they  conduct  themselves  in  a  manner  becoming  a  Nentral  Nation ;  but,  at  the 
same  time,  your  Lordship  is  to  understand,  that  however  desirable  it  may  be  to 
avoid  any  measure  of  hostility  against  that  Country,  you  are  not  to  suffer  any 
Squadron  of  Spanish  Ships  of  War  to  enter  a  French  Port,  or  to  form  a  junction 
with  any  Squadron,  or  Sbips  or  Vesseb  of  that,  or  the  Batavian  Republic.  Your 
Ix>rdship  is  also  to  be  careful  not  to  infringe  the  Neutrality  of  other  Powers,  so  long 
as  their  conduct  towards  his  Miyesty  and  the  commerce  of  his  Subjects  shall  be 
actuated  by  a  similar  principle.  And  whereas  there  is  reason  to  believe  tliat  some 
of  the  French  Line  of  Battle  Ships  which  have  recently  been  employed  in  conveying 
Troops  to  the  French  West  India  Islands  may,  on  their  retnm  to  Europe,  attempt 
to  proceed  to  the  Ports  in  the  Mediterranean ;  your  Lordship  is  to  detach  such  part 
of  the  Squadron  under  your  command  as  yon  can  spare  from  other  more  important 
ser\ices,  as  soon  as  possible,  to  Gibraltar,  with  orders  to  the  Senior  Officer  of  such 
Detachment,  alter  obtaining  the  best  information  he  may  be  able  to  coUect  at  that 
place,  to  take  such  a  position  as  he  may  conceive  to  be  most  convenient,  with  a 
view  to  the  intercepting  the  said  Ships,  and  any  others  belonging  to  the  French  or 
Batavian  Republics,  which  may  attempt  to  pass  or  repass  the  Straits ;  and  your 
Lordship  is  to  apprise  the  Senior  Officer,  from  time  to  time,  of  your  movements, 
to  the  end  that  no  delay  that  con  be  prevented  may  take  place  in  the  furnishing 
your  Lordship  with  any  orders  or  instructions  which  we  may  have  occasion  to  send 
yon,  for  the  further  regulation  of  your  conduct ;  and,  finally,  you  ore  to  transmit  to 
our  Secretary,  for  our  information,  frequent  accounts  of  your  proceedings,  and 
every  intelligence  you  may  have  obtained,  proper  for  our  knowledge.  Given  under 
oar  hands,  the  18th  May  1803,— 8t.  Vi:ccsxt»  Ph.  Stephevs,  T.  TEorBBXDOB." 
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On  ike  15th  of  May,  Lord  Nelson  was  directed  by  the  Adndraltj  *'  to  detain  and 
bring  into  Port  all  Ships  and  Vessels  belonging  to  the  Batavian  BepubUo,  there  to 
remain  until  his  Miycsty's  further  pleasure  shall  be  signified  respeeting  them ;" 
giving  "  directions  to  the  Officers  to  whom  the  charge  of  aneh  Ships  or  Veatels 
may  be  entrusted,  to  take  all  possible  care  that  no  emheulement  of  any  kind  whst- 
eTcr  do  take  place,  as  they  will  answer  the  oontrary  at  their  periL" 

On  the  17th  of  May,  Lord  Nelson  was  informed  that  the  King  had  directed 
Letters  of  Marque  and  Beprisals  to  be  issued  against  the  Ships  and  Vessels  of  the 
French  Republic ;  and  he  was  directed  to  use  his  '*  best  endeaTours  to  seiie  or  de- 
stroy all  Ships  and  Vessels  belonging  to  the  French  Republio,  or  to  any  persons 
being  Citizens  of  the  said  Republic,  or  inhabiting  within  any  of  the  Territories 
thereof,  you  may  be  able  to  fall  in  with  acoordin^y,  and  to  give  the  like  direetiona 
to  all  the  Captains  and  Commanders  of  his  Mijesty's  Ships  and  Vessels  under  your 
oommand/'-^Ort^iMo/f ,  in  the  possession  of  the  Right  Hon.  John  Wilson  Crolter.]

My  dearest  Emma, 
We  are  now  in  sight  of  Ushant,  and  shall  see  Admiral 
Cornwallis  in  an  hour.  I  am  not  in  a  little  fret,  on  the  idea 
that  he  may  keep  the  Victory,  and  turn  us  all  into  the 
Amphion.  It  will  make  it  truly  uncomfortable ;  but  I  cannot 
help  myself.  We  are  very  comfortable.  Mr.  Elliot  is  happy, 
has  quite  recovered  his  spirits :  he  was  very  low  at  Portsmouth. 
George  Elliot  is  very  well ;  say  so  to  Lord  Minto.  Murray, 
Sutton — ^in  short,  every  body  in  the  Ship,  seems  happy ;  and, 
if  we  should  fall  in  with  a  French  Man-of-War,  I  have  no  fears 
but  they  will  do  as  we  used  to  do.  Hardy  is  gone  into  Ply- 
mouth, to  see  our  Dutchman  safe.  I  thiq]^  she  will  turn  out  a 
good  Prize.  Gaetano^  desires  his  duty  to  Miledi !  He  is  a 
good  man,  and,  I  dare  say,  will  come  back ;  for  I  think  it 
cannot  be  a  long  War :  just  enough  to  make  me  independent 
in  pecuniary  matters.  K  the  wind  stands,  on  Tuesday  we 
shall  be  on  the  Coast  of  Portugal ;  and,  before  next  Sunday, 
in  the  Mediterranean.

I  send  you  the  track  and  proceedings  of  the  Victory  since 
she  rounded  Ushant  yesterday  afternoon.  It  is  perfectly  certain 
that  not  even  a  Frigate  was  inside  of  us ;  nor  could  Admiral 
Comwallis  have  made  inside  Ushant  his  Station  from  Wednes- 
day last,  for  on  that  day  the  Sirius,  Captain  Prowse,  was  inside 
Ushant,  and  not  finding  Admiral  Comwallis  returned  to 
Plymouth  to  know  how  to  proceed,  when  he  received  from 
Admiral  Dacres  the  Rendezvous  of  the  Admiral,  W.N.W.  of

6""  35"  W.  You  will  see,  by  our  track,  that  at  half-past  m 
o'clock  this  morning  we  were  on  the  Rendezvous,  with  the 
two  Frigates,  they  looking  out  on  different  bearings  all  night 
At  seven  saw  a  Dogger,  which  the  Sinus  spoke;  at  eight, 
saw  two  other  Sail  bearing  S.S.K,  spoke  a  Brig  from  Bor- 
deaux ;  from  this  time  till  noon  steering  E.S.E^  which  makes 
an  East  course  good,  the  wind  being  at  N.N.E.  blowing  strong. 
Supposing  Admiral  Comwallis  to  have  been  yesterday  noon 
on  his  Rendezvous,  he  must  have  drifted  to  the  Southward ; 
therefore,  allowing  for  a  reasonable  drift,  he  must  be  as  fiur  to 
the  Southward  as  ourselves  at  noon — viz.,  47^  41''.  I  think, 
with  this  wind,  it  is  impossible  he  could  keep  his  head  to  the 
Westward,  he  would  certainly  make  Southing  with  his  West- 
ing ;  therefore  I  think  he  must  be  inshore,  unless,  for  some 
reason  totally  beyond  my  guess,  he  has  judged  it  proper  to 
avoid  the  French  Coast 

In  this  case,  I  have  my  choice  to  take  the  Victory  or  Fri- 
gate. I  am  decidedly  of  opinion  that  I  ought,  under  all  the 
circumstances  of  the  case,  to  proceed  in  the  Victory ;  for  either 
Admiral  Comwallis  has  found  the  French  Fleet  ready  for  sea 
so  insignificant,  that  it  was  not  an  object  to  block  up  Brest 
very  close,  in  which  case  he  could  not  want  a  First-rate,  which 
would  remove  the  objection  of  the  Admiralty  to  my  taking  the 
Victory ;  or,  the  Admiral  has  judged  it  proper  to  go  off  the 
Coast,  in  which  case  I  do  not  think  I  ought  to  leave  the  Vic- 
tory. Yet,  as  I  feel  from  your  Letter  of  the  19th  May,  *  on 
no  account  to  pass  Admiral  Comwallis,  so  as  to  mn  any  chance 
of  his  being  deprived  of  the  services  of  the  Victory,  if  he 
should  judge  it  necessary  to  detain  her,'  I  shall,  therefore, 
contrary  to  my  judgment,  leave  the  Victory  to  look  out  for 
one  week  for  Admiral  Comwallis;  and  if  Captain  Sutton 
does  not  fall  in  with  him,  to  return  to  Plymouth  for  fiirther 
orders.  I  am  proceeding  in  the  Amphion,  in  the  execution  of 
the  important  instmctions  to  me.

ticularly  that  of  Naples,  but  I  can  readily  conceive  that  it 
mu8t  be  very  unpleasantly  situated;  for  if  it  goes  too  fiu% 
either  on  one  side  or  the  other,  unpleasant  circumstances  may 
arise.  Indeed,  there  is  a  chain  of  difficulties ;  but,  without 
a  compliment,  I  know  nobody  at  this  trying  moment  so  able 
to  steer  the  Vessel  of  State,  for  the  benefit  of  our  good  Sove- 
reigns, as  your  Excellency.  As  I  bring  Mr.  Elliot  with  me, 
it  is  not  for  me  to  enter  very  deeply  into  Political  sub- 
jects, yet  it  is  right,  as  far  as  the  purport  of  my  orders  go, 
to  touch  upon  them.  The  words  of  my  orders  are — ^viz., 
*  Your  Lordship  is  to  be  very  attentive  in  observing  if  the 
French  have  any  design  of  attacking  the  Kingdoms  of  Naples 
or  Sicily,  and  your  Lordship  is  to  exert  yourself  to  counteract 
it,  and  to  take,  sink,  bum,  or  destroy  any  Ships  or  Vessels 
which  may  be  so  employed,  and  to  afford  to  his  Sicilian 
Majesty,  and  his  Subjects,  all  the  protection  and  assistance 
which  may  be  in  your  power,  consistently  with  a  due  attention 
to  the  other  important  objects  intrusted  to  your  care.'  No 
orders,  my  dear  Sir  John,  can  be  clearer  or  fuller,  and  I  do 
assure  you  that  the  last  words  of  Mr.  Addington  to  me  were, 
^  Take  every  possible  care  of  their  Sicilian  Majesties,  for  the 
Ring  considers  them  as  the  most  faithful  Allies  that  he  has 
ever  had ;'  and  there  is  not  in  the  Ministry  a  difference  of 
opinion  on  this  point,  as  Mr.  Elliot  will  more  fully  explain 
than  it  would  be  proper  for  me  to  do,  as  he  is  going  to  you ; 
but  of  him,  your  Excellency  may  be  assured  that  he  goes  to 
you  with  the  kindest  and  best  wishes  for  the  welfare  of  the 
Two  Sicilies,  and  the  honour  of  their  Majesties.  You  will 
readily  believe  how  desirous  I  am  to  pay  my  duty  to  the  King, 
Queen,  and  the  Royal  Family,  and  I  am  using  force  upon 
myself  to  keep  away ;  for  I  think  it  likely,  was  I  to  fly  to 
Naples,  which  I  am  so  much  inclined  to  do,  that  the  French 
might  turn  it  to  some  plea  against  those  good  Sovereigns: 
but,  should  the  time  come  when  your  Excellency  might  wish 
to  talk  with  me,  or  think  it  right  for  me  to  pay  my  respects^  I 
shall  attend  your  summons  with  the  greatest  pleasure.  This 
being  a  letter  of  business,  I  shall  conclude  with  assuring  you

As  far  as  I  can,  consistently  with  my  duty  to  our  own  King, 
I  will  take  care  that  no  unpleasant  circumstances  shall  happen 
to  cause  the  French  to  be  insolent  to  those  good  Sovereigns. 
You,  Sir,  will  be  so  good  as  to  tell  me  your  opinion  of  the 
situation  of  Sardinia.  If  the  King  wished  it,  and  the  people 
would  support  their  Sovereign,  I  should  feel  bound  to  afford 
them  not  only  every  assistance  in  my  power,  but  to  recommend 
a  body  of  Troops,  say  3000,  to  aid  so  just  a  cause.  My  move* 
ments,  you  know,  must  materially  depend  on  the  sentiments 
and  exertions  of  other  Powers :  my  Naval  line  of  duty  is  per- 
fectly simple ;  but  I  should  feel  happy  in  a  more  extended 
sense  of  duty  to  aid  and  assist  his  Majesty's  faithful  Allies.  I 
am,  &c..

I  beg  leave  to  inform  your  Excellency  of  my  arrival  in  the 
Mediterranean,  as  Commander-in-Chief  of  his  Majesty's  Fleet 
in  these  seas,  and  I  think  it  also  proper  to  inform  your  Excel- 
lency, that  one  article  of  my  instructions  is  as  follows — ^vix., 
'  Your  Lordship  is  to  be  very  attentive  to  the  proceedings  of 
the  French  in  Italy,  in  case  they  should  have  in  view  any 
attack  upon  I^ypt,  or  any  other  part  of  the  Turkish  Domi- 
nions.' 

Your  Excellency  will  have  the  goodness  to  assure  the  Sub- 
lime Porte  of  my  readiness  to  contribute  all  in  my  power  to 
the  prosperity  of  the  Ottoman  Empire ;  and  to  preserve  it 
from  the  invasion  of  an  ambitious  and  restless  Govemmentf 
and  I  have  only  to  be  informed  how  I  can  render  them  most 
service,  to  make  that  a  cheerful  part  of  my  duty. 

I  have  taken  the  liberty  of  writing  to  the  Grand  Vizir  and 
Capitan  Pasha,  to  assure  them  of  the  same,  which,  considering 
my  personal  close  connexion  with  the  Sublime  Porte,  I  hope 
your  Excellency  will  not  disapprove  of.  I  should  be  glad  to 
be  informed  of  the  state  of  Albania — whether  the  Govern- 
ment at  Constantinople  thinks  there  is  any  probability  of  the 
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French  trying  to  realize  one  of  their  schemes,  of  making  the 
Morea  a  Greek  Republic  I  think  if  we  can  establish  a  mode 
of  communication  through  Mr.  Spiridion  Foresti,  it  would  be 
the  quickest  way,  unless  any  event  of  very  great  importance 
should  call  for  a  Ship  being  sent  direct  to  Constantinople. 
The  time  an  express  by  land  will  take  fix>m  Corfu  to  Constan- 
tinople, will  be  deisirable  for  me  to  know.  Mr.  Elliot,  your 
successor  at  Naples,  came  out  with  me,  and  I  have  just  put 
him  into  a  Frigate,  and  sent  him  to  Naples,  whilst  I  am  making 
my  voyage  to  Malta,  from  whence  I  shall,  as  soon  as  possible, 
get  with  the  Fleet  off  Toulon,  from  whence  I  shall  do  myself 
the  honour  of  vnriting  you.

Mr.  Falcon^  our  Consul  at  Algiers,  having  by  his  repre- 
sentation made  to  Lord  Pelham,*  been  sent  away  in  a  very 
improper  manner  (supposing  it  a  Civil  Court)  from  Algien^ 
for  the  commission  of  an  offence  in  his  house  which  never  will 
be  forgiven  by  a  Moor/  I  have  not,  as  I  have  done  to  the 
States  of  Tunis  and  Tripoli,  sent  any  civil  message  or  notifi- 
cation of  my  arrival  in  these  Seas ;  it  must  depend  on  the 
wisdom  of  Administration  what  line  of  conduct  they  mean  to 
pursue,  for,  as  is  known  to  many  Lords  of  your  Board,  oar 
conduct  must  be  decisive,  whether  it  is  under  all  circamstaoces 
to  force  the  present  Consul  on  the  Dey,  or  to  submit  to  the 
Dey's  having  another  Consul  named.  The  two  Jews  men- 
tioned by  Mr.  Falcon  I  know  are  entirely  in  the  French 
interest,  indeed  they  are  known  partners  in  Mercantile  houses 
at  Marseilles ;  bow  far  our  Government  would  go  in  insisting 
on  the  banishment  of  these  Jews,  it  must  determine :  all  I 
wish  and  submit  to  their  Lordships  with  great  respect  is, 
that  if  the  busiucss  is  left  to  me,  my  orders  may  be  decisive. 
The  insolence  of  the  Dey's  Cmizers  is  beyond  whatever  I 
have  known,  and  if  we  give  up  one  tittle  of  what  we  originally 
demand,  we  shall  always  be  troubled  with  his  insolence.  The 
striking  a  sudden  blow  on  his  numerous  Cmizers  is  the  only 
way  we  have  of  bringing  him  to  terms.  Should  the  business 
be  left  to  me,  I  shall  go  to  Algiers,  and  if  the  Dey  refuses  a 
complete  acquiescence  in  our  demands,  instantly  take  all  his 
Cmizers. 

As  Mr.  Falcon  has  sent  triplicates  of  his  letter  to  Lord 
Pelham,  and  as  it  Ls  a  business  the  Cabinet,  and  not  the 
Admiralty  Board,  must  settle,  I  have  not  thought  it  necessary

My  dear  Sir, 

I  did  myself  tbe  pleasure  of  writing  you  a  line  from  Mes- 
sina, under  cover  to  Sir  Jobn  Acton :  I  am  now  anxiously 
looking  out  for  tbe  Maidstone ;  for  my  passage  bas  been  so 
long — ^nine  days  from  Malta — tbat  I  am  miserable  at  not 
baving  joined  tbe  Fleet,  wben  so  mucb  depends  on  my  arrival 
to  make  tbe  necessary  arrangements.  I  sball  not  toucb  on 
tbe  politics  of  Italy,  or  fancy  wbat  tbe  Frencb  are  after  at 
Genoa  and  Legbom.     Tbat  I  expect  from  your  Excellency. 

I  cannot  sufficiently  reprobate  tbe  Paper  tbat  our  Consul 
and  Mercbants  bave  been  weak  enougb  to  sign  at  Legbom, 
if  wbat  I  bave  is  tbe  true  account.  Tbe  moment  tbey  were 
detained  Prisoners  of  War,  tben  tbe  wbole  matter  ended.  It 
was  not  necessary  for  tbem  to  give  any  opinion  or  any  pledge, 
beyond  wbat  Prisoners  on  parole  usually  give.  I  send  tbe 
Niger  with  tbis  letter — sbe  is  not  to  anchor ;  and  if  sbe  does 
not  join  me  in  twenty-four  bours,  or  less,  from  ber  leaving 
me,  sbe  must  follow  me  off  Toulon ;  for  I  cannot  stay  another 
moment 

I  vnrote  to  General  Acton  from  Messina  reprobating  tbe 
conduct  of  tbe  Cyclops,  in  sending  ber  Boats,  when  at  anchor 
in  the  Bay  of  Naples,  to  board  and  capture  French  Vessels. 
One,  I  find,  was  given  up,  and  the  other  I  have  ordered,  if 
sbe  arrives  at  Malta ;  for  as  I  would  not  suffer  tbe  Frencb  to 
do  it  with  impunity,  so  I  will  not  allow  any  Ship  under  my 
command  to  break  any  Neutrality,  much  less  tbat  of  Naples, 


*  When  off  Capri,  at  10  a.m.,  on  the  25th  of  June,  Lord  Nelson  reoaDed  the 
Maidstone  and  Redbfidge  from  Naples,  and  they  joined  the  Amphion  at  noon.—

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vhose  situation  I  commiserate  from  the  very  bottom  of  my 
soul.

My  dear  Sir,  m.,  June  25th,  [1803,]  off  Capri, 

I  have  read  your  letter,  and  those  of  General  Acton's,  with 
much  attention ;  and  it  could  not  cost  me  one  minute's  re- 
flection, under  all  the  peculiar  circumstances  of  the  Two 
Sicilies,  what  line  of  conduct  I  would  pursue  at  the  present 
moment,  (but  this  must  be  subject  to  change,  as  the  French 
may  alter  their  conduct,)  Great  Britain  having  nothing  else 
in  view  than  the  preservation  of  the  Two  Sicilies.  It  is  a 
most  important  point  to  decide  (the  French  having  invaded 
the  Kingdom,  although  with  a  pretence  not  just  or  honour- 
able,) when  Sicily  ought  to  be  placed  in  a  state  of  security. 
For  the  present,  I  am  content  to  say  that  Messina  need  not  be 
taken  possession  of;'  but  the  strictest  watch  must  be  kept  by 
Sir  John  Acton,  that  we  are  not  lulled  into  a  fatal  security, 
and  thus  lose  both  the  Kingdoms.  If  the  French  assemble  a 
greater  number  of  Troops  than  usual  at  Brindisi,  Otranto,  and 
Tarento,  or  assemble  any  number  of  large  Boats  at  those 
places,  particularly  Tarento,  then  I  think  that  not  a  moment 

'  In  a  Letter  from  Lord  Uobart,  Secretary  of  State  for  the  War  Department, 
to  Mfvj or -General  Villettes  (viie  vol.  i.  p.  07b,)  or  the  Officer  commanding  the 
Troops  ill  Mnitu,  dated  on  the  17th  of  May,  1803,  his  Lordship  said,  "  if  Lord

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diould  be  lost  to  secure  Sicily.  In  a  small  degree  we  ri«^^  it 
every  day,  in  hopes  of  preserving  the  Kingdom  of  Naples: 
but  for  the  present  moment  I  am,  if  Sir  John  Acton  coin- 
cides with  me,  induced  to  participate  in  the  risL  I  fLall 
instantly  send  two  Ships  of  War  to  cruise  off  Cape  Spanavenio, 
and  towards  the  Gulf  of  Tarento,  to  give  a  check  to  the  move- 
ments of  Troops  by  sea.  By  land  I  cannot  judge  of  the  time, 
but  a  few  Boats  would  very  soon  bring  over  fix>m  Reggio 
some  thousands  of  Troops ;  nor  could  all  the  Xavy  of  Europe 
prevent  the  passage,  the  current  running  seven  mUes  an  hour. 
Therefore  I  shall  only  observe  again,  that  to  save  for  the 
moment  Naples,  we  risk  the  two  Kingdoms,  and  General 
Acton  must  join  me  in  this  heavy  responsibility.  Everv  de- 
fence against  such  a  voyage  by  sea  shall  be  taken.  With 
respect  to  securing  an  asylum,  and  safe  retreat  to  the  Royal 
Family  at  this  moment,  I  will  leave  a  Frigate,  and  either 
a  Ship  of  the  Line  or  Frigate  shall  always  be  at  Naples. 
With  respect  to  the  other  part  of  Sir  John  Acton's  letter,  we 
have  ever  thought  the  same,  in  which  most  cordially  has  coin- 
cided Lord  Minto,  that  not  less  than  10,008  men  should  be 
kept  for  the  service  of  the  Mediterranean 

The  moment  I  get  off  Toulon,  I  shall  send  a  Vessel  to 
England,  and  something  to  Naples  to  replace  the  Phcebe,  and 
everything  diall  be  stated  most  fully.  Your  Excellency  will 
have  the  goodness  to  assure  their  Majesties  and  Sir  John, 
that  as  it  is  my  orders,  so  it  will  ever  be  a  most  cheerful  part 
of  my  duty,  to  do  everything  for  the  personal  security  of  the 
Royal  Family,  and  for  the  security  of  their  Kingdoms,  and  I 
assure  your  Excellency  that  it  will  be  my  pride  to  co-operate 
with  you  in  this  desirable  work,  for  I  am  ever,  with  the 

greatest  respect,  &c.

My  dear  Sir  John,  ^^  ^*p"'  ^""^^  25tb,  1803. 

Your  Excellency  having  done  me  the  honour  to  call  upon 
me  for  my  sincere  opinion,  I  have  given  it  to  the  best  of  my

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judgment^  and  with  a  view  to  all  the  different  circumstances 
of  the  case,  viz. — that  the  French  having  made  a  (false)  pre- 
tence for  taking  possession  of  Pescaro,  Brindisi^  OtrantOy  and 
TarentOy  would,  if  Great  Britain  was  to  secure  Sicily  from 
their  insatiable  grasp,  probably  come  to  Naples;  and  thus  the 
King  (God  bless  him)  lose  one  of  his  Kingdoms.  In  this 
view  I  have  given  my  opinion  for  the  present  moment,  to  his 
Excellency  Mr.  Elliot,  who  will,  if  you  please,  give  your  Ex- 
cellency a  copy  of  my  letter  and  opinion.  In  forming  it,  I 
have  endeavoured  to  conform  to  the  spirit  of  my  instructions 
— to  do  everything  in  my  power,  for  the  security  of  the 
dominions  of  his  Sicilian  Majesty.'  I  am  as  anxious  as  your 
Excellency  can  be,  to  run  every  reasonable  risk  for  the  pre- 
servation of  the  Royal  authority  over  the  rest  of  the  Kingdom 
of  Naples ;  but  both  you  and  myself  are  bound  to  take  care  that 
the  probability  of  the  loss  of  two  Kingdoms,  does  not  out- 
weigh the  momentary  honour  of  ruling  (by  *  la  grace  de  la 
Republique  Fran9aise')  over  a  great  part  of  one  of  them ;  and 
we  must  always  recollect,  that  although  Naples  may  be  lost, 
Sicily  is  secure ;  but  if  Sicily  is  lost,  so  is  Naples.  I  will  not 
trouble  your  Excellency  with  combating  the  reasoning  of  such 
a  Power  as  France,  and  with  such  au  Army  at  your  door. 
Will  not  Russia  support  our  guarantee?  The  honour  of 
Monarchs  is  fled.  My  dear  Sir  John,  you  have  my  opinion ; 
and  I  am  ready,  jointly  with  your  Excellency,  to  run  the  risk 
of  Sicily  for  a  short  time,  till  we  can  form  some  further  ideas 
of  their  plans,  by  the  movements  of  their  Troops.  On  this  I 
must  rely  on  your  Excellency.  If  the  French  approach  near 
enough  to  Naples  to  uiakc  prisoners  the  Royal  Family,  then 
all  is  lost ;  for  then  the  struggle  would  be,  shall  the  French 
or  English  get  Sicily  ?  If  the  English  got  it  in  possession,  the 
French  would  not  believe  (or  pretend  so)  but  that  the  King 
gave  his  approbation,  and  they  would  treat  him  accordingly. 
If  his  Majesty  gave  the  French  possession,  it  would  be  lost 
for  ever,  and  the  King  would  hold  Naples  durante  bene 
placilo, 

I  am  aware  of  the  difficulty  of  deciding,  but  as  an  honest 
man,  and  with  the  best  judgment  which  God  has  given  me,  I 
think  your  Excellency  should  not  advise  his  Majesty  to  run 
too  irmch  risk  of  his  person  falling  into  the  hands  of  the 
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French.  Everything  else  vhich  I  could  urge  on  this  important 
subject,  vrill  so  naturally  suggest  themselves  to  you,  that  it 
would  be  presumptuous  to  say  more.  A  Ship  of  War — and, 
generally,  of  the  Line — shall,  on  some  pretence  or  other, 
always  be  in  the  Bay  of  Naples,  to  prevent  that  worst  of  all 
accidents,  the  loss  of  the  Royal  Family. 

The  Prince,  as  Viceroy,  could  not  be  of  half  the  import- 
ance as  the  King;  for  his  Royal  Highness  is  still  only  a 
Subject  I  entreat  your  Excellency  to  lay  me  at  their  Ma- 
jesdes'  feet ;  and  to  declare  most  solemnly,  that  to  save  their 
persons  from  falling  into  the  hands  of  the  French,  I  would 
lay  down  my  life ;  and  I  beg  your  Excellency  to  believe  me, 
with  the  highest  respect,  &c.

If  I  know  myself,  it  is  to  know,  that  the  more  my  friends 
are  in  distress,  the  more  I  am  anxious  to  serve  them.  A 
mouse  assisted  a  lion,  which  is  the  only  comparison  I  can 
make  in  arrogating  to  myself  the  power  of  assisting  a  King 
of  the  House  of  Bourbon ;  and  I  am  sorry  to  say,  the  only 
one  who  has  strictly  preserved  his  honour,  or  dignity,  and 
fidelity  to  his  Allies,  and  I  shall  feel  proud  in  aiding  you,  my 
dear  Sir  John,  in  saving  these  two  fine  Kingdoms,  and  Mr. 
Elliot  will  join  us  most  cordially  in  this  good  work.  All  we 
must  take  care  of  is,  not  to  run  the  risk  of  Sicily,  beyond  the 
line  of  prudence;  on  this  point  we  rely,  (as  the  Seamen's 
phrase  is,')  on  your  Excellency's  look-out  You  must  be

me  off  TouloD^  either  attend  myself^  or  send  Sir  Richard 
Bickerton.*  Declarations  are  to  come  from  our  Officers,  that 
the  authority  of  his  Majesty  is  in  no  one  respect  to  be 
abridged ;  and  if  my  counsel  can  have  weight,  I  should  re* 
commend,  at  the  risk  of  a  War  with  all  the  Barbary  States,  to 
liberate  the  Sicilian  Flag  from  their  insolence.  I  assure  you 
I  would  only  ask  for  three  months' War  to  put  them  in  order; 
not  by  attacking  Algiers,  but  taking  all  their  Cruisers.  I  am 
going  off  Toulon,  and  from  thence  shall  send  a  Vessel  direct 
to  England.  It  has  been  my  plan  to  have  10,000  disposable 
Troops  in  the  Mediterranean  ;  this  is  also  Lord  Minto's,  and 
his  Excellency  Mr.  Elliot's.  I  shall  write  to  you  from  off  Toulon, 
and  ever  believe  me,  with  the  truest  esteem,  your  Excellency's 
most  obedient  and  faithful  friend.

Give  my  respects  to  Lady  Acton,  and  I  shall  be  happy  in 
making  my  bow,  and  seeing  your  little  ones,  when  it  may  be 
judged  prudent.

I  am  so  anxious  to  answer  your  Excellency's  letter,  that  I 
have  only  touched  on  the  most  important  part  of  it,  joindy 

'  Bear-Admiral  Sir  Richard  Bickerton,  Bart.,  second  in  command,  with  his  Hag 
(White  at  the  mizeu)  in  the  Kent.  This  able  Officer  died  an  Admiral  of  the  Bti, 
and  a  Knight  Commander  of  the  Both,  in  February  1832. 
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with  Sir  John  Acton.  I  shall  not,  therefore,  repeat  to  him 
my  letter  No.  1 ;  but  request  of  you  to  show  it  him,  and,  if  he 
wishes  it,  a  copy.  I  have  given  my  opinion  to  the  best  of  my 
judgment,  under  all  the  circumstances.  Had  I  only  to  con- 
sider. Is  Sicily  safe  at  this  moment  ?  I  should  say.  No.  But 
let  it  be  recollected,  that  I  am  called  upon  not  to  entirely  lose 
Naples  by  my  opinion,  but  to  try,  with  that  important  object 
in  view,  to  save  Sicily.  I  have  arranged  with  General  Vil- 
lettes  to  have  2000  men  ready  for  service ;  and  I  shall  write 
secretly  to  have  them  in  momentary  preparation.  If  Sir  John 
Acton,  without  choosing  to  run  too  great  a  risk  for  Sicily, 
chose  to  send  to  me  off  Toulon,  I  would  attend  myself,  if 
possible,  this  very  important  service.  I  am  very  anxious  to 
join  the  Fleet ;  for  I  must  place  a  Squadron  between  Elba 
and  Genoa,  to  prevent  that  Expedition  from  moving,  and  also 
to  send  some  Ships  to  the  Straits'  Mouth,  and  to  keep  enough 
to  watch  the  Ships  in  Toulon,  of  whose  force  or  readiness  for 
service  I  am  totally  ignorant  These  are  all  important  objects, 
but  nothing  when  compared  with  the  security  of  the  Sicilies. 
I  am  ever,  your  Excellency's  most  faithful  and  obedient  ser- 
vant.

the  Coast  towards  Tarento,  for  the  purpose  of  intercepting

Tarento,  and  as  it  must  ever  be  uncertain  what  further  mea- 
sures they  may  take  for  the  entire  subjugation  of  the  whole 
Kingdom  of  Naples,  I  have  thought  it  right  to  send  a  Frigate 
to  lay  in  the  Bay  of  Naples,  in  order  to  secure  a  retreat  to 
our  Minister  and  the  English  and  their  property,  and  others 
who  may  unhappily  again  want  the  protection  of  his  Majesty's 

'  Captain  Richardson  will  be  frequently  mentioned; 
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Flag;  and,  under  the  present  circumstanceSy  the  Bay  of 
Naples  will  never  be  left  without  a  Ship  of  war. 

I  have  also  sent  directions  for  a  Frigate  and  Sloop  of  War 
to  cruize  from  Cape  Spartavento  towards  Tarento,  with  orders^ 
if  the  French  move  coastways  in  Vessels,  to  take,  sink,  or 
destroy  them,  without  any  regard  for  their  being  embarked  in 
Ships  bearing  the  Neutral  Flag;  thus  having  arranged  every- 
thing in  my  power  for  the  service  of  Naples  and  Sicily,  I  am 
now  on  my  way  off  Toulon,  where  Sir  Richard  Bickerton 
very  judiciously  proceeded  with  the  Fleet,  the  moment  he  was 
certain  of  hostilities.

Whenever  General  Villettes,  commanding  his  Majesty^s 
Troops  at  Malta,  shall  require  any  assistance  for  convoying  a 
body  of  Troops  to  Sicily,  you  are  hereby  required  and  directed 
to  take,  if  wanted,  (for  such  service  only)  every  man  from  the 
Transports  or  Merchant- Vessels  at  Malta,  and  afford  Major 
General  Villettes  all  the  assistance  in  your  power,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  convoying  the  Troops  above-mentioned  from  Malta 
to  Sicily,  taking  particular  care  that  the  men  are  returned 
to  their  respective  Ships  the  moment  this  service  is  per- 
formed, of  which  you  will  acquaint  the  men  when  taken  from 
their  Ships.

Secret  and  confidential^ 
My  dear  General, 
t  have  had  my  communication  with  Naples,  and  a  melan^ 
choly  one  it  has  been.     The  French  have  taken  possession  of 
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Pescara,  Brindisi,  Otranto^  and  TarentOi  on  a  pretence  that 
we  were  to  evacuate  Malta  as  they  did  Naples ;  but  as  we 
have  not  done  so,  they  resume  their  former  position  in  the 
Kingdom  of  Naples.  The  King  is  fully  sensible  of  the  injus- 
tice of  the  French,  and  although  he  would,  I  am  sure,  be  very 
glad  for  us  to  secure  Messina,  yet  he  thinks  that  the  moment 
we  possess  ourselves  of  Messina,  that  moment  the  French 
would  march  to  Naples.  Thirteen  thousand  is  the  force  of 
the  French,  spread  over  200  miles  of  country ;  therefore,  for 
the  present  moment,  I  have  consented  not  to  push  our  occupy- 
ing Messina,  till  we  see  what  further  steps  the  French  will 
take;  for  the  King  hopes  to  retain  still  the  rest  of  his 
Kingdom  of  Naples.  But  the  moment  any  appearance  b 
made  of  further  invasion,  we  shall  be  desired  secretly  to  go 
to  Messina,  and^  if  we  had  the  Troops,  to  have  garrisoned 
Naples  and  Gaeta.  I  assure  you,  under  all  the  circumstances 
which  have  been  laid  before  me,  I  have  had  a  difficult  task  to 
form  my  opinion.  The  sum  of  it  is  this :  to  keep  a  strict  look 
out  on  every  movement  and  language  of  the  French,  and  not 
to  risk  Sicily  beyond  the  line  of  prudence,  in  order  to  allow 
the  King  for  a  short  time  to  rule  over  part  of  the  Kingdom  of 
Naples ;  and  for  the  King  to  recollect  that  if  Sicily  is  lost,  so 
is  Naples ;  but  that  Naples  being  lost,  is  more  likely  to  be 
regained  by  securing  Sicily.  The  whole  purport  of  my  letters 
goes  not  further  than  this. 

With  respect  to  the  Neapolitan  Troops,  General  Acton  told 
Mr.  Elliot  that  he  hoped  by  this  time  that  the  Neapolitan 
Troops  had  arrived  in  Sicily.  I  have  the  same  reasons  for 
wishing  them  kept  back,  as  I  had  when  at  Malta — '  a  fear  that 
they  will  fancy  themselves  stronger  at  Messina  and  Sicily 
than  they  really  arc,  and  therefore  defer  calling  for  our  assist- 
ance so  soon  as  I  could  wish ;'  therefore,  I  still  wish  those 
Troops  kept  back.  If  General  Acton  sends  for  them,  we  must 
submit ;  but  at  present  we  need  not  find  means  of  send- 
ing them  away.  With  respect  to  the  2000  men,  or  such  a 
number  as  you  can  spare  for  the  service  of  Messina,  I  earnestly 
request  that  they  may  be  held  in  constant  readiness,  for  you 
may  very  likely  be  sent  to  from  one  moment  to  another. 

The  distance  is  so  short,  that  it  would  not  be  necessary  to 
wait  for  baggage,  &c. ;  I  would  take  care  that  the  Garrison 
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should  want  for  no  comfort  in  my  power.  The  first  qipcat- 
ance  of  the  2000  men^  or  as  near  as  possible  to  that  number, 
would  have  a  very  happy  effect,  and  much  encourage  the 
Sicilians  in  resisting  even  French  influence ;  which  itf  all  I 
hope  that  ever  they  will  be  able  to  attempt  in  that  Islaod: 
and  if  it  should  be  necessary,  a  part  afterwards  can  be  widi- 
drawn. 

I  shall  send  a  Vessel  to  Engknd,  the  moment  I  get  off 
Toulon ;  and  as  both  the  Spider  and  the  Redbridge  come  to 
me  directly,  they  will  bring  your  dispatches :  for  if  even  the 

first  Vessel  is  sailed, through  one  seems  the  only  safe 

mode  of  communication  with  England.  I  am,  my  dear  Gene-

Ampbion,  June  Q8th,  1803,  between  Sardinia  and  Niplet. 

My  dear  Sir, 

Knowing  how  very  much  you  are  pressed  for  time,  I  shall, 
as  briefly  as  possible,  consistent  with  telling  you,  as  a  friend, 
my  sentiments  on  all  the  topics  which  I  shall  necessarily  touch 
upon,  with  that  sincerity  which  becomes  me  to  you,  be  my 
opinion  right  or  wrong. 

I  shall  only  say  one  word  of  Gibraltar,  on  which  I  had  a 
serious  conversation  with  Sir  Thomas  Trigge,  on  the  impro- 
priety of  placing  Dillon's  Regiment'  as  part  of  the  Garrison  of 
Gibraltar.  When  we  reflect  how  that  Regiment  is  composed, 
and  that  fifly  men,  the  usual  Guard  at  Laud  Port  Gate,  by 
being  corrupted,  might  lose  the  place,  who  shall  say  Gibraltar 
is  secure  with  those  Troops?  If  it  is  smd,  do  not  trust  them  with 
the  Guard,  then  you  show  your  distrust,  and,  naturally,  they 
become  your  enemies.  The  Regiment  of  RoUc  is  a  fine  Corpse 
and  will  serve  faithfully ;  but  I  would  not  trust  them  at  Gib- 
raltar. 

The  next  point  I  come  to  is  Aloirbs.  Mr.  Falcon  the 
Consul  having  sent  home  his  own  account  of  the  transaction, 

"  That  ft gimeut,  like  De  Rolle's,  was  formed  entire! j  of  Foreigners. 
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it  rests  with  Government  to  detemune  what  steps  are  to  be 
taken.  All  that  I  entreat,  if  the  matters  are  left  to  me  to 
settle,  [is]  that  our  demands  for  satisfaction  be  fixed ;  for  if  we 
give  way  in  the  smallest  thing,  the  insolence  of  the  Dej  will 
but  increase*  Whatever  the  wisdom  of  Government  directs 
shall  be  attended  to.  The  alternative  must  be  instantaneous 
War  on  a  refusal  to  our  demands,  or  an  entire  acquiescence. 
Mr.  F.  thinks  that  the  Dey  never  will  receive  him.  He  knows 
best  the  reasons  why  he  thinks  so. 

Malta. — ^I  arrived  there  the  15th  of  June,  in  the  evening. 
The  French  Minister,  General  Vial,  had  left  it  in  a  Bagoaa 
Vessel  in  the  morning.  The  Maltese  are  in  the  highest  spinl% 
and  sincerely  hope  that  they  will  now  be  never  separated 
from  England.  My  opinion  of  Malta,  as  a  Naval  station  (or 
watching  the  French  in  Toulon,  is  well  known;  and  my 
present  experience  of  what  will  be  a  three  weeks'  passsge, 
most  fully  confirms  me  in  it  The  Fleet  can  never  go  there 
if  I  can  find  any  other  comer  to  put  them  in :  bat  having  said 
this,  I  now  declare,  that  I  consider  Bialta  as  a  most  importaoi 
outwork  to  India,  that  it  will  ever  give  us  great  tft^p^i^  in 
the  Levant,  and  indeed  all  the  Southern  parts  of  Italy.  In 
this  view,  I  hope  we  shall  never  give  it  up.  I  carried  out 
orders  from  Loid  Hobart,  that  Genend  Villettes  was  to  bold 
2000  men  at  my  requisition,  if  they  could  be  spared  from  the 
defence  of  Malta,  for  the  service  of  Sidly.  The  language  of 
General  Villettes  was  natural :  *  The  Garrison  appointed  for 
Malta  is  not  more  than  on  the  most  economical  number  of 
men  was  judged  sufficient ;  and,  looking  to  the  assistance  of  the 
Maltese  in  case  of  a  siege,  that  these  numbers  of  British 
troops  were  only  sufficient  for  the  ordinary  duties,  and  that, 
when  the  NeapoUtan  Troops  went  away,  (and  he  was  ordered 
to  send  them  away,)  the  duty  would  be  very  severe ;  that  the 
addition  of  Maltese  Troops,  when  trained  and  formed,  would 
be  little  better  than  a  well-formed  Militia ;  and,  however  mudb 
they  undoubtedly  would  asnst,  yet  they  could  not  be  counted 
as  British  Troops ;  however,  that  he  should  not  hesitate  in 
providing  1200  men,  and  a  Corps  of  Artillery,  to  be  under  the 
command  of  General  Oakes,  a  most  excellent  Officer,  for  the 
service  of  Messina,  whenever  I  might  call  for  them  :*  and  the 
General  wished  that  I  should  mention  this  conversatioo,  when 
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I  had  any  opportunity  of  communicating  with  MinisterSj  (but 
which  opportimity  I  never  can  have,  but  in  this  private,  con- 
fidential way.)  Sir  Alexander  Ball  thinks,  that  if  half  the 
Troops  were  gone  on  other  services,  particularly  to  Sicily^  that 
the  Maltese  would  defend  the  Island,  against  any  force  the 
French  could  send,  supported  by  our  Fleet.  Truth  probably 
lays  between ;  but,  my  dear  Sir,  these  sort  of  orders  should 
never  be  left  discretionary.  You  make  an  Officer  responsible 
for  the  safety  of  the  place,  yet  tell  him  in  the  same  breath, 
^  Send  away  so  many  men,  if  you  can  spare  them  without 
evident  risk.'  The  conduct  of  the  Officer  must  be  naturally 
to  secure  himself  from  the  very  great  responsibility  thrown 
upon  him  by  such  an  order. 

Sicily. — The  state  of  Sicily  is  almost  as  bad  as  a  civilized 
Country  can  be.  There  are  no  Troops  fit  to  be  called  such,  with 
a  scarcity  of  corn  never  known,  and  of  course  bread  so  dear 
that  the  lower  class  of  People  are  discontented.  The  Nobles 
are  oppressors,  and  the  middle  rank  wish  for  a  change ;  and 
although  they  would  prefer  us  to  the  French,  jet  I  believe 
they  would  receive  the  French,  rather  than  not  change  from 
the  oppression  of  the  Nobles.  The  Citadel  of  Messina  is  strong 
and  in  good  order,  but  with  a  few  miserable  Troops  badly  paid, 
if  paid  at  all ;  therefore,  what  could  be  expected  from  them  ? 
A  French  Frigate  has  been  there  lately,  a  French  Aide-de- 
camp to  the  Grand  Master,  and,  lastly.  General  Vial :  they 
have  good  eyes,  and  many  at  Messina  are  seduced  by  them ; 
and  if  the  Neapolitan  Troops  at  Malta  were  removed  there,  I 
fear  we  should  find  more  enemies  and  the  French  more 
friends.     (On  these  Troops  I  shall  touch  in  another  place.) 

On  the  17th,  at  daylight,  I  left  Malta ;  on  the  20th,  I  passed 
the  Faro  of  Messina.  The  lower  class  of  Boat-people  came 
on  board  with  fruit,  &c. — their  expressions  were  strong,  and 
ought  to  be  received  with  caution,  yet  with  their  hearts  in 
their  hands,  you  may  gather  sentiments  to  form  a  pretty 
accurate  opinion.  ^  Viva  il  Re  !  Viva  Inglese  1  When  will 
the  English  come  back  to  Messina  ?'  On  asking  them  if  they 
had  any  Jacobins  in  the  City,  '  Yes,  the  gentry  who  wear 
their  hats  so — on  one  side  the  head' — vide  Bond-street 
loungers.  On  the  25th,  I  was  at  the  entrance  of  the  Bay  of 
Naples,  where  I  had  appointed  the  Frigate  which  carried  Mn 
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Elliot  to  Naples  to  join  me.     I  send  you  copies  of  my  letters 
to  Sir  John  Acton,  the  King  and  Queen,  with  their  answers, 
Mr.  Elliot's,  and  likewise  those  I  have  sent  to  Lord  St. 
Vincent,  for  him  to  lay  them  before  the  Cabinet     Here 
it  is  necessary  to  observe  to  you,  that  a  Sea-Officer  cannot 
hold  any  official  correspondence  but  with  the  Secretary  of 
the  Admiralty,  without  an  order  for  that  purpose,  which  is 
often  given :  therefore,  I  have  certainly  irregularly  sent  them 
to  Lord  St.  Vincent,  as  a  Cabinet  Minister — conceiving  they 
are  on  subjects  which  the  Board   of  Admiralty  can  have 
nothing  to  do  with,  much  less  the  Clerks  of  that  Office, 
through  whose  hands  they  must  pass.     When  you,  my  dear 
Sir,  take  into  your  consideration  all  the  letters  sent  me,  with 
the  liberal  conduct  towards  my  judgment,  I  trust  that  you 
will  agree  with  me,  that  under  all  circumstances  at  this  mo- 
ment, I  did  right  to  give  the  opinion  which  I  have  done; 
but  I  stand  open  to  the  correction  of  the  Cabinet    I  felt  that 
it  was  our  wish  to  make  Naples  feel  that  we  were  her  true 
friends,  and  sincerely  wished  to  preserve  as  much  as  pofifeible 
for  her,  and  not  to  hasten  the  loss  of  any  part  of  the  Kingdom 
of  Naples. 

Sardinia  is  declared  Neutral,  but  that  no  Foreign  Troop* 
would  be  allowed  to  land.  I  wish  they  may  keep  off  the 
French.  We  have  no  Troops  to  assist  them,  if  they  wanted 
our  assistance.  This  reminds  me  of  a  word  about  more  Troops 
for  Naples:  should  the  Eang  of  Naples,  which  is  mo6t  probable, 
be  obliged  to  quit  his  Capital  and  retire  to  Palermo,  what 
General  Acton  suggests  would  be  attended  with  the  ^erj 
happiest  consequences, — the  possession  of  Gaeta,  a  ver}-  strong 
fortified  Frontier  Town,  with  a  fine  Bay  and  Port,  the  countr)' 
people  hostile  to  inveteracy  against  the  French:  1500  British 
would  secure  this  post,  and  always  give  us  an  entry  into  the 
country.  I  am  not  Military  man  sufficient  to  say  how  long  our 
Troops  could  hold  St  Elmo  and  the  other  Castles  at  Naples; 
but  they  would  give  that  energy  to  the  people,  which  might, 
and  probably  would  be  attended  with  the  happiest  effects.  I 
regret  the  necessity  of  withdrawing  the  last  part  of  that  fine 
Egyptian  Army,  and  am  aware  of  the  influence  it  will  liave 
on  the  timid  Council  of  Naples. 

Rome. — By  a  letter  firom  Mr.  Jackson,  his  Majesty's  Minia- 
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ter  to  the  King  of  SardiQia^  of  June  17th,  he  says : — 'I  have 
seen  the  Secretary  of  State  of  this  GoTemmenty  and  his 
Eminence  told  me  there  was  no  doubt  that  this  State  would 
be  suffered  to  remain  Neuter,  and,  consequently,  that  the 
Ships  of  the  belligerent  Powers  will  be  received  in  the  Ports 
of  the  Pope's  States.'  This  may  be  the  case  for  the  moment; 
but  if  we  were  to  receive  the  least  advantage  by  it,  I  am  sure 
we  should  be  turned  out  as  heretofore. 

Tuscany. — It  is  difficult  to  know  how  to  consider  thb  State; 
they  are  not  our  friends,  and  it  would,  perhaps,  be  hard  to 
consider  them  as  enemies.  Yet  why  should  France  use  them 
against  us,  and  we  are  to  suffer  Leghorn  to  enjoy  its  commerce 
for  the  advantage,  ultimately,  of  the  French  ?  for  it  is  they 
who  receive  the  fruits  of  the  Tuscan  labour  and  commerce. 
And  as  the  French  have  declared  Leghorn  in  a  state  of  siege, 
I  can  see  no  impropriety  of  considering  it  so  likewise,  and  for 
our  Government  to  place  it  in  a  state  of  blockade  whilst  the 
French  remain  in  it.  This  is  for  the  wise  and  grave  considera- 
tion of  our  Government. 

Genoa  or  Liquria. — The  same  as  the  Italian  Republic ;  it 
is  France  as  much  as  Toulon ;  it  has  not  even  a  name  of  in* 
dependence.  Therefore  I  shall,  as  far  as  I  see  at  this  present 
moment,  have  no  hesitation  in  considering  all  Genoese  Vessels 
as  French.  Everything  at  Genoa  is  French ;  therefore  I  hope 
that  not  a  moment  will  be  lost  in  declaring  Genoa  so  con- 
sidered. The  blockade  of  Genoa  ought  to  be  declared  in- 
stantly ;  if  not^  it  will  be  what  it  always  has  been,  the  granaiy 
of  the  South  of  France,  and  the  North  part  of  Italy,  whidi 
will  be  much  distressed  by  such  a  measure,  and  I  hope  it  will 
induce  the  Piedmontese,  Genoese,  &c.,  to  rise  against  the 
French.  Be  that  as  it  may,  I  do  not  think  that  we  ought  to 
allow  the  French  Armies  and  friends  to  be  maintained  and 
enriched  by  our  not  blockading  all  the  Genoese  Ports.  I 
therefore  hope  that  this  will  instantly  be  done.  The  Imperial 
and  Greek  flag  arc  filling  it  and  Leghorn  with  com. 

MoREA. — It  is  perfectly  clear  that  the  French  are  at  work 
in  that  Country,  cither  to  prepare  for  their  own  reception,  or  to 
induce  the  Greeks  to  revolt  against  the  Porte,  and  either  way, 
it  is  a  chain  for  their  getting  again  to  Egypt.  If  the  French 
or  their  friends  conquer  the  Morea,  £^^(^t  would  be  the 
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price  of  returning  it,  unless  by  an  alliance  with  the  Mame- 
lukes they  can  possess  both.  This  brings  to  my  mind  the 
Bey,  who  is  going  to  England  to  solicit  our  justice  against 
Tiurkish  oppression.  It  appears  very  clear  that  the  Territory 
assigned  them  in  Upper  Egypt,  will  not  maintain  them  and 
their  flocks.  Government  will  know  how  to  steer  between 
the  Turks  and  Mamelukes. 

July  2nd.  To  this  long  letter,  I  shall  only  beg  to  call  your 
attention,  for  what  purpose  the  French  are  collecting  such  an 
Army  in  Italy,  where  at  present  there  can  be  no  prospect  of 
an  .^jrmy  able  to  &ce  them:  13,000  are  in  the  Kingdom  of 
Naples,  8000  are  at  this  moment  in  Leghorn,  6000  marched 
in  on  the  28th  June,  the  other  parts  of  Italy  are  filling  with 
Troops,  even  drawing  them  from  Switzerland.  The  objects 
must  be  the  conquest  of  Naples,  (perhaps  Sicily,)  and  cer- 
tainty getting  over  to  the  Morea;  therefore  I  regret  the 
removal  of  our  Egyptian  Army,  which  in  any  of  these  enters 
prises,  have  kept  ^e  French  in  check :  for  I  am  sure  they 
are  afiraid  of  that  Army,  and  the  Italians  have  the  greatest 
confidence  in  it,  and  would  make  a  stru^le  in  their  moun- 
tains; and  time  gained  to  us  would  be  very  desirable. 

July  9th. — I  joined  our  Fleet  yesterday.  With  the  casual 
absence  of  one  or  two  Ships,  we  shall  be  always  seven  Sail  of 
the  Line ;  and  as  the  French  have  at  least  seven — I  believe 
nine— nearly  ready,  we  are  in  hopes  that  Buonaparte  may  be 
angry,  and  order  them  out,  which,  I  have  no  doubt,  will  put 
our  Ships  in  high  feather ;  for  I  never  knew  any  wants  after 
a  Victory,  although  we  arc  always  full  of  them  before.  I  will 
only  [add,]  that  no  endeavours  of  mine  shall  be  wanted  to  gain 
one  more,  for  I  am  worn  up ;  and  be  assured  that  I  am  ever, 
my  dear  Sir,  your  most  faithful  and  attached  friend,

TO  HLS  EXCELLENCY  IILGII  ELLIOT,  ESQ. 
[From  a  Copy  in  the  Elliot  Paper*.] 

Secret  and  private.  J"'»«  20th,  1803. 

My  dear  Sir, 
I  have  answered  hastily  your  letters,  and  I  think  that  you 
can  work  on  General  Acton's  mind  to  call  upon  us  secretly  in 
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time  to  save  Sicily.  A  reason  is  fully  sufficient  for  all  Europe, 
and  the  King  of  Naples,  by  his  Protest,  has  paved  the  way  for 
securing  Sicily.  He  has  the  words  put  into  his  mouth.  The 
English  will  hold  Messina,  whilst  the  French  hold  any  part 
of  the  Kingdom  of  Naples ;  but  I  well  know,  and  so  do  you, 
that  the  French  would  assuredly  march  to  Naples.  They 
have,  unhappily,  the  upper  hand  for  land  forces.  With  respect 
to  the  Neapolitan  Troops  at  Malta,  General  Villettes  has 
orders  to  send  them  home,  but  I  have  requested  him  to  keep 
the  secret,  and  not  to  send  them ;  for  if  they  got  into  Messina, 
they  would  certainly  not  keep  the  French  out  one  moment, 
and  it  would  give  a  good  excuse  for  not  asking  us  to  secure 
Messina.  Indeed,  I  wish  General  Acton  to  tell  us  secretly — 
*  Secure  Sicily  for  us.'  The  more  he  scolds  us  jointly  with  the 
French,  the  better.  It  is  a  nice  point  for  him ;  for  if  he 
abuses  us  too  much,  the  French  will  kindly  offer  him  assist- 
ance. Further,  with  respect  to  the  Neapolitan  Troops  at 
Malta,  the  General  tells  me,  that  with  the  absence  of  the 
2000  Neapolitan  Troops,  and  the  2000  British,  that  he  will  be 
hard  pressed  to  do  the  duty  of  the  Garrison.  These  are  points 
for  your  consideration.  If  you  talk  on  this  subject  with  Sir 
John,  and  he  makes  a  point  of  the  Neapolitan  Troops  being 
taken  from  Malta,  could  it  not  be  managed  to  have  our  Troops 
go  to  Messina  with  them?  and  then  they  would  remain  under 
the  orders  of  General  Oakes^  who  is  the  Officer  destined  to 
command  at  Messina — an  excellent  Soldier,  and  a  good  Man.

Whereas  the  Government  of  the  Republic  of  Genoa  (or 
Ligurian  Republic)  has,  by  its  conduct  in  adopting  the  wbhes 
of  the  French  Minister  at  that  place  as  acts  of  their  own 
Government,  become  hostile  to  Great  Britain,  you  are  there- 

'  Afterwards  General  Sir  Hildebmud  Cakes,  Baronet,  G.C.B.,  and  Lieutenant- 
General  of  the  Ordnance :  lie  died  in  September  1822, 
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fore  hereby  required  and  directed  to  seize  and  detain  all 
Ships,  Vessels,  and  property  belonging  to  the  Republic  of 
Genoa  (or  Ligurian  Republic),  or  to  any  of  its  Subjects,  which 
you  may  fall  in  with,  and  send  them  into  Port,  there  to  remain 
(under  the  same  particular  instructions  as  the  detained  Ships 
or  Vessels  belonging  to  the  Batavian  Republic,  mentioned 
in  my  order  to  you  of  the  30th  May  last)*  until  I  shall  receive 
directions  from  the  Lords  Commissioners  of  the  Admiralty 
respecting  them.

From  the  following  extract  of  a  letter,  dated  June  14th, 
from  Mr.  Jackson,  at  Rome,  his  Majesty's  Minister  to  the 
King  of  Sanlinia,  viz,  : 

'  The  Measures  which  have  been  adopted  at  Genoa  against 
us,  are  the  work  of  this  Government,  at  the  requisition  of  the 
French  Minister,  as  well  as  the  Italian  Republic,  which  gives 
Letters  of  Marque  against  our  Vessels.  In  Tuscany  the 
Government  has  wisely  refused  to  act  I  just  hear  that  at 
Genoa  the  French  Minister  required  5000  Troops  of  the 
Government,  which  replied  that  they  had  but  2000,  which 
were  at  his  service :  it  is  supposed  they  will  be  sent  out  of 
the  Republic,  and  Genoa  be  garrisoned  with  French  Troops.' 

In  every  point  of  view  in  which  I  have  been  able  to  sec 
Genoa,  I  can  only  consider  her  as  a  part  of  France,  and  as 
such  I  have  directed  her  Shipping  to  be  seized  and  detained 
till  I  receive  further  orders  from  their  Lordships ;  and,  with 
due  deference  to  the  wisdom  of  Government,  I  would  earnestly 
recommend  that  Genoa  should  be  declared  a  Blockaded  Port, 
and  thus  cut  off  all  supplies  for  the  Southern  parts  of  France 
and  the  Northern  parts  of  Italy ;  it  will  make  the  Inhabitants 
severely  feel  the  baneful  effects  of  French  fraternity,  and  in 
case  of  a  co-operation  with  some  of  the  Continental  Powers, 
will  make  them  ready  to  throw  off  the  French  yoke.     Much

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more  could  I)e  urged  on  the  propriety  of  this  measare,  but  it 
would  be  presumptuous  in  me  to  say  more. 

The  Blockade,  for  to  have  its  full  effect  should  be  declared 
in  England,  as  >vas  done  in  February  1800,  and  all  the 
Genoese  Ports  should  be  declared  blockaded,  and  cspedally 
Port  Especcia,  which  will  otherwise  be  amply  supplied  from 
Leghorn,  and  through  it  the  Italian  Republic. 

With  respect  to  a  blockade  of  Leghorn,  the  French  having 
declared  it  in  a  state  of  siege.  Government  must  decide  how 
far  we  should  have  the  complaisance  to  consider  it  otherwise, 
and  not  blockade  it.  The  loyal  Government,  it  is  true,  does 
nothing,  but  the  French  do  everything,  treating  it  as  a  con- 
quered Country,  even  to  hoisting  the  French  Flag  on  the 
same  staff  as  the  Tuscan  ;  the  latter  Flag  of  course  is  to  save 
themselves,  and  the  former  to  enable  them  in  Tuscany  to  be 
hostile  to  us ;  such  conduct  deserves  that  Leghorn  should  be 
considered  as  blockaded  whilst  the  French  Troops  remain  in 
it,  and  that  it  is  hostile  to  Great  Britain.     I  am,  Sir,  &c..

Another  great  plan  of  Buonaparte's  is  now  perfectly  clear ; 
he  will  attempt  the  Morea*  either  by  assisting  the  Greeks  in 
an  insurrection  against  the  Porte,  or  this  may  be  done  in 
concert  with  Russia.  On  this  important  subject  we  are  both 
agreed,  that  it  is  very  probable  those  two  Powers  may  have  in 
Tiew,  by  concert,  the  downfiEdl  of  the  Turkish  Empire  in 
Eun^.  Candia  and  Egypt  would,  of  course,  if  this  plan  is 
followed,  be  given  to  the  French,  when,  sooner  or  later,  £u:e- 
well  India  I  But  even  supposing  Russia  has  nothing  to  do 
with  this  plan,  it  would  equally  answer  Buonaparte's  purpose 
of  alarming  the  Porte,  to  do  it  by  the  Greeks,  or  by  assisting 
Ali  Vizir  in  throwing  off  his  dependence  on  the  Porte ;  he 
would  be  equally  ready  to  suppress  or  support  even  rebellion, 
provided  the  reward,  Egypt,  were  the  same.  That  is  his 
great  object  at  present,  and  for  it  he  would  sacrifice  either 
Greeks,  Russians,  or  Turks.  We  know  he  is  not  very  scru- 
pulous in  the  honourable  means  of  accomplishing  his  darling 
object.  Every  State  in  Italy,  except  Naples,  is  at  this  moment 
as  much  France,  as  France  itself,  and  in  all  things  is  obedient 
to  his  nod.  And  for  fear  that  the  Spanish  Family,  in  his 
Kingdom  of  Etruria,  should  appear  to  the  world  not  suffi- 
ciently degraded,  he  has  ordered,  and  they  fly  on  the  same 
Flag-staff,  both  French  and  Tuscan  colours  to  be  hoisted  At 
Genoa,  they  literally  obey  the  order  of  his  Minister;  a  few 
days  ago,  he  desired  of  the  Government  5000  Troops — they 
answered  that  they  had  only  2000,  but  that  they  were  very 
much  at  his  service.  My  firm  opinion  is,  that  the  Mediter- 
ranean will  again  be  an  active  scene  ;  and  if  Ministers  do  not 
look  out,  I  shall  have  the  Brest  Fleet  to  pay  me  a  visit ;  for 
as  the  Army  can  only  be  moved  by  the  protection  of  a  superior 
Fleet,  that  Fleet  they  will  try  to  have,  and  a  month's  start  of 
us  would  do  all  the  mischief.     I  am,  &c^

My  dear  Lord^ 

Never  was  such  miserably  long  passages,  or  any  man  more 
anxious  to  join  the  Fleet.  Sailing  from  Gibraltar  the  4th  of 
June,  it  was  the  15th  in  the  afternoon  when  we  arrived  at 
Malta.  Having  found  that  Sir  Richard  Bickerton  had  sailed 
on  the  18th  of  May,  to  cruise  between  Naples  and  Sicily,  I  left 
Malta  on  the  next  night,  but  it  was  the  25th  before  I  got  off 
Capri,  where  I  had  appointed  the  Maidstone  (who  carried 
Mr.  Elliot  to  Naples)  to  join  me.  Having  received  the  letters 
which  I  have  sent  you,  and  answered  them,  it  was,  notwith- 
standing all  our  exertions,  last  night  before  I  could  get  round 
Cape  Corse. 

The  large  French  Army  that  is  assembling  in  Italy  must 
be  placed  there  ready  for  a  remove,  whenever  they  have  Fleet 
enough  to  keep  us  from  looking  them  in  the  face;  and 
although  I  know  that  can  only  be  for  a  very  short  space  of 
time,  yet  much  may  be  done  before  reinforcements  can 
arrive.  Your  Lordship  knows  what  Admiral  Bniix  might 
have  done,  had  he  done  his  duty,  and  they  may  buy  their 
experience.  The  6000  Men  marched  with  nine  Generals  into 
Leghorn  on  the  28th  of  June,  can  only  be  for  embarkation. 
I  look  upon  Naples  as  lost,  unless  we  can  have  Troops  to 
defend  the  Castles  of  Naples  (the  City)  and  Gaeta.  In  that 
case,  the  peasantry  would,  I  believe,  defend  their  mountains, 
and  at  least  it  would  give  a  check  to  the  movements  of  the 
French,  and  give  us  time  to  get  a  Fleet  into  the  Mediter- 
ranean. You  will  see  how  fearful  the  Court  of  Naples 
is  of  our  securing  Sicily ;  for  they  know,  and  so  do  we,  that 
the  moment  wc  take  possession  of  Messina,  they  would  make 
a  conquest  of  Naples,  unless  wc  have  Troops,  as  I  before  men- 
tioned ;  and  you  will  observe  General  Acton  lays  much  stress 
on  them.  I  shall  write  to  Acton  very  soon ;  but  my  Lord,  if 
1  say  too  much,  even  of  probabilities  of  what  mayhap])en,  the 
•Cabinet  of  Naples  takes  fright,  and  entreat  us  to  do  nothing; 
if,  on  the  other  hand,  they  are  not  a  little  alarmed,  they  will 
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think  themselves  so  safe,  that  if  we  act,  they  will  attribute  all 
their  losses  to  us;  and  losses  they  will  have  I  much  fear. 
However,  no  exertion  of  mine  shall  be  wanting  to  bring  the 
Fleet  to  Action  the  moment  it  is  in  my  power ;  and  I  shall 
endeavour  to  keep  such  a  look-out  at  the  Mouth  of  the  Straits, 
that  I  may  fight  one  or  the  other,  before  they  can  form  a 
junction.  I  shall  only  assure  you  that  I  will  do  my  best, 
let  what  will  happen,  and  endeavour  to  approve  myself  worthy 
the  high  honour  of  this  Command.  I  again  request  that 
you  will  have  the  goodness  to  let  my  nephew.  Sir  William 
Bolton,  come  to  me  in  a  Sloop  of  War.  George  Elliot  will  go 
into  the  Termagant  as  you  desired.  Captain  Stuart*  being 
Captain  of  the  Kent ;  and  be  assiu^d,  my  dear  Lord,  that  I 
shall  be  anxious  to  follow  closely  every  wish  of  yours,  and 
that  I  am,  my  dear  Lord,  your  most  faithful  and  obliged.

TO  LADY  HAMILTON. 

[Extract  from  "Letters  of  Lord  Nelson  to  Laily  Uamilton/'  vol.  i.  p.  113.] 

[."Hb  July,  1803.] 

My  dearest  Emma, 

Although  I  have  wrote  letters  from  various  places,  merely 
to  say,  *  Here  I  am,  and  *  There  I  am,'  yet,  us  I  have  no 
doubt  but  that  they  would  all  be  read,  it  was  impossible  for 
me  to  say  more  than  *  Here  I  am,  and  well :'  and  I  see  no 
prospect  of  any  certain  mode  of  conveyance,  but  by  sea; 
which,  with  the  means  the  Admiralty  has  given  me,  of  small 
Vessels,  can  be  but  seldom. 

Our  passages  have  been  enormously  long.  From  Gibraltar 
to  Malta,  we  were  eleven  days ;  arriving  the  fifteenth  in  the 
evening,  and  sailing  in  the  night  of  the  sixteenth — that  is, 
three  in  the  morning  of  the  seventeenth — and  it  was  the 
twenty-sixth  before  we  got  off  (^apri,  where  I  had  ordered  the 
Frigate  which  carried  Mr.  Elliot  to  Naples,  to  join  me.     I

When  I  wrote  to  the  Queen,  I  ttid* — *  I  left  Ladr  Hmil- 
ton,  the  eighteenth  of  May ;  and  so  attached  to  jour  Mqe^j*, 
that  I  am  siire  she  would  iav  down  h^  life  to  |jtej&crre  yonsk 
Your  Majesty  oeTer  had  a  more  sincere,  atf ached,  acd  real 
friend,  than  your  dear  Eminau  Yoa  will  be  sort  to  hear  that 
good  Sir  William  did  not  leave  her  in  soch  comlbrtable  cir- 
cumstances aa  bid  fortune  woold  have  allowed.  He  has  gnren 
it  amongst  his  relations.  But  she  will  do  honour  to  his 
memory,  although  erery  one  eke  of  his  friends  call  loodlj 
against  him  on  that  account.* 

I  trust,  my  dear  Emma,  she  has  wrote  you.  K  she  can 
forget  Enuna,  I  hope  God  will  forget  her!  But,  you  think, 
that  she  nerer  will  or  can.  Now  is  her  time  to  show  it.  You 
will  only  show  the  Eing  and  Queen  s  letters  to  some  few  par- 
ticular friends.  The  King  is  Tery  low ;  lives  mosdy  at  Belre- 
dere.  Mr.  Elliot  had  not  seen  either  him  or  the  Queen,  frcMn 
the  17th,  the  dav  of  his  arrival,  to  the  21sL  On  the  next 
day,  he  was  to  be  presented. 

I  have  made  up  my  mind,  that  it  is  part  of  the  plan  of  that 
Corsican  Scoundrel  to  conquer  the  Kingdom  of  Ni^es.  He 
has  marched  thirteen  thousand  men  into  the  Kingdom,  on  the 
Adriatic  side;  and  he  will  take  possession,  with  as  much 
shadow  of  right,  of  Gaeta  and  Naples:  and,  if  the  poor  Eing 
remonstrates,  or  allows  us  to  secure  Sicily,  he  will  call  it  War, 
and  declare  a  conquest.  I  have  cautioned  General  Acton, 
not  to  risk  the  Royal  Family  too  long ;  but  Naples  will  be 
conquered,  sooner  or  later,  as  it  may  suit  Buonaparte^s  conve- 
nience. The  Morea,  and  Eg^'pt,  are  likewise  in  his  eye*  An 
Army  of  full  seventy  thousand  men  are  assembling  in  Italy. 

Gibbs  and  Noble'  are  gone  to  Malta.  I  am,  you  may 
believe,  very  anxious  to  get  off  Toulon,  to  join  the  Fleet. 
Sir  Richard  Bickerton  went  from  off  Naples,  the  day  I  left 
Gibraltar.  We  passed  Monte  Christo,  Bastia,  and  Cape 
Corse,  yesterday;  and  are  now  moving,  slowly,  direct  for 
Toulon.     What  force  they  have,  I  know  not ;  indeed,  I  am

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totally  Ignorant :  some  aay  nine  Sail  of  the  Line,  some  seven, 
some  five.  If  the  former,  they  will  come  out ;  for  we  have 
only  the  same  number,  including  Sixty-fours,  and  very  shortly 
manned.  Hovirever,  I  hope  they  will  come  out,  and  let  us 
settle  the  matter.     You  know  I  hate  being  kept  in  suspense. 

July  8ih. 

I  left  this  hole,  to  put  down  what  force  the  French  have  at 
Toulon.  Seven  Sail  of  the  Line  ready,  five  Frigates,  and  six 
Corvettes.  One  or  two  more  in  about  a  week.  We,  to-day, 
eight  Sail  of  the  Line — to-morrow,  seven;  including  two 
Sixty-four  gun  Ships. 

You  will  readily  believe  how  rejoiced  I  shall  be  to  get  one 
of  your  dear,  excellent  letters,  that  I  may  know  everything 
wfaich  has  passed  since  my  absence.  I  sincerely  hope  that 
Mr.  Booth  has  settled  all  your  accounts.  Never  mind,  my 
dear  Emma,  a  few  hundred  pounds,  which  is  all  the  rigid 
gripe  of  the  law,  not  justice,  can  wrest  firom  you.  I  thank 
Grod  that  you  cannot  want ;  (although  that  is  no  good  reason 
for  its  being  taken  firom  you :)  whilst  I  have  sixpence,  you 
shall  not  want  for  fivepence  of  it !  But  you  have  bought  your 
experience  that  there  is  no  friendship  in  money  concerns,  and 
your  good  sense  will  make  you  profit  of  it.  I  hope  the 
Minister  has  done  something  for  you.  But  never  mind,  we 
can  Uve  upon  bread  and  cheese.  Independence  is  a  blessing ; 
and  although  I  have  not  yet  found  out  the  way  to  get  Prize 
money — what  has  been  taken  has  run  into  our  mouths — how- 
ever, it  must  turn  out  very  hard  if  I  cannot  get  enough  to  pay 
ofi^  my  debts,  and  that  will  be  no  small  comfort 

I  have  not  mentioned  my  Bronte  affairs  to  Acton,  as  yet ; 
but  if  Naples  remains  much  longer,  I  shall  ask  the  (Question. 
But  I  expect  nothing  firom  them.  I  believe  even  Acton 
wishes  himself  well  and  safely  removed.  I  think  from  what 
I  hear,  that  the  King's  spirits  are  so  much  depressed,  that  he 
will  give  up  the  reins  of  Naples,  at  least,  to  his  Son,  and  retire 
to  Sicily.  Sir  William,  you  know,  always  thought  that  he 
would  end  his  life  so.  Certainly,  his  situation  must  be  heart- 
breaking! Gaetano  returned  in  the  Frigate.  I  believe  he 
saw  enough  of  Naples.  He  carried  his  family  money ;  and 
Mr.  Falconet  (Gibbs  being  absent)  will  pay  Mr.  Greville's 
pension  to  Gaetano's  family.     I  have  now  [sent]  Gaetano  to 
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the  post:  and  he  desires  to  present  his  du^ ;  and  to  tell  you 
that  Mr.  Ragland,  from  Sir  William's  death,  will  not  pay  any 
more  pensions,  without  orders  from  Mr.  Greville.  Vincenzo 
has  had  none  paid.  He  is  very  poor ;  keeps  a  shop.  His  son 
wanted,  I  find,  to  come  in  the  Frigate  to  me.  I  cannot  afford 
to  maintain  him,  therefore  I  shall  give  no  encouragement. 
Old  Antonio  was  allowed  a  carline  a  day ;  that  is,  now,  not 
paid.  Sabatello  lives  with  Mr.  Elliot  Nicolo,  and  Mary 
Antonia  have  left  Mr.  Gibbs,  for  some  cause ;  Gaetano  says, 
be  believes,  for  amore.  Francesca  has  two  children  living, 
and  another  coming.  She  lives  the  best  amongst  them,  like 
gallant  homme.  Pasqual  lives  with  the  Duke  Monteleone; 
and  Joseph,  with  the  old  Russian.  Your  house  is  a  hotel ; 
the  upper  parts  are  kept  for  the  Marquis,  the  owner.  Mr. 
Elliot  has  taken  the  house  of  the  Bailie  Franconi,  on  the 
Chaia.  Doctor  Nudi  inquired  kindly  after  us;  and  all  the 
women  at  Santa  Lucia  expected,  when  they  saw  Gaetano^ 
that  you  was  arrived.  Bread  never  was  so  dear ;  everything 
else  in  plenty.  The  wages  not  being  raised,  Gaetano  says 
the  poor  of  England  are  a  million  times  better  off.  So  much 
for  Gaetano*s  news.  He  desires  his  duty  to  Signora  Madre, 
and  remembrances  to  Mary  Ann,  Fatima,  &c. 

We  joined,  this  morning,  the  Fleet.  The  men  in  the  Ships 
are  good ;  but  the  Ships  themselves  are  a  little  the  worse  for 
wear,  and  very  short  of  their  complements  of  men.  We  shall 
never  be  better;  therefore,  let  them  come;  the  sooner  the 
better.  I  shall  write  a  line  to  the  Duke,^  that  he  may  see  I 
do  not  forget  my  friends ;  and  I  rely,  my  dearest  Emma,  on 
your  saying  every  kind  thing  for  me  to  the  Doctor,  Mrs.  Nel- 
son, Mrs.  Bolton,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Matcham,  Mrs.  Cadogan, 
whose  kindness  and  goodness  I  shall  never  forget.  Yon  will 
have  the  goodness  to  send  the  inclosed  as  directed ;  and  be 
assured  that  I  am,  to  the  last  moment  of  my  life,  your  most 
attached,  faithful,  and  affectionate.

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TO  ADMIRAL  HIS  ROYAL  HIGHNESS  THE  DUKE  OF  CLARENCE.

Off  Monaco,  July  5th. 

I  arrived  at  Gibraltar  on  the  drd,  in  the  nighty  and  sailed 

on  the  4th  of  June.     On  the  15th  I  reached  Malta,  and  left 

it  at  three  o'clock  on  the  morning  of  the  17  th.     It  was  the 

25th  before  I  got  off  Naples,  where  I  was  glad  to  find  that 

Sir  Richard  Bickerton  had,  on  the  4th  of  June,   steered 

for  Toulon.     Owing  to  the  frequent  calms  at  this  season  in 

the  Mediterranean,  we  have  not  yet  joined  Sir  Richard,  but  I 

hope  to  see  them  to-morrow.     Reports  say  that  the  Fleet  is 

in  very  good  order  as  to  discipline,  but  miserably  off  in  respect 

to  numbers;  we  have  only  to  hope  that  the  French  will  soon 

give  us  an  opportunity  of  trying  our  strength  with  them.     It 

is  perhaps  very  difficult  for  any  one  to  say  what  are  the  plans 

of  Buonaparte :  he  is  assembling  a  very  large  Army  in  Italy, 

and  has  already  placed  13,000  men  in  the  Kingdom  of  Naples. 

I  think  it  can  only  be  with  a  view  to  conquer  it,  when  it  may, 

on  some  pretence  or  other,  suit  his  convenience.   The  Morea, 

and  ultimately  Fgypt,  are  in  his  view :  therefore  his  assembling 

so  many  Troops  in  Italy — they  say  full  80,000 — can  only  be 

for  the  purpose  of  removing  them  across  the  Adriatic.     With 

this  idea,  I  fully  expect  that  the  French  Fleet  firom  Brest  will 

assuredly  come  into  the  Mediterranean,  to  protect  this  Army 

across  the  water,  and  alongshore  fi*om  Genoa,  Leghorn,  &c. 

which  are  full  of  Troops.     We  must  keep  a  good  look  out, 

both-here  and  off  Brest ;  and  if  I  have  the  means,  I  shall  try 

and  fight  one  party  or  the  other,  before  they  form  a  junction.

My  dear  Lord, 

I  joined  the  Fleet  this  mornings  and  as  far  as  outside  show 
goes,  they  look  very  well ;  but  they  complain  of  their  bottoms, 
and,  as  you  will  see,  are  very  short  of  men.  The  Blonde, 
which  sails  for  England  with  the  Convoy,  takes  hers  this  day 
from  the  Triumph  and  Agincourt  Sir  Richard  Bickerton 
had  put  Captain  Bum,^  of  the  Blonde  Troop-Ship,  into  her,  in 
room  of  Captain  Stuart,  removed  to  the  Kent,  in  the  room  of 
Captain  O'Brien,*^  invalided.  If  the  reports  which  I  hear  from 
Gore'  are  tnie,  that  Whitby*  is  going  home,  I  shall — as  I  take 
for  granted  an  arrangement  is  made  for  Captain  Stuart — 
desire  Sir  Richard  Bickerton  to  select  his  own  Captain,  till 
the  pleasure  of  the  Admiralty  is  known,  and  appoint  a  Lieu* 
tenant  to  act  in  the  vacancy.  Captain  Geoige  Elliot,  of 
course,  goes  directly  into  the  Termagant. 

By  the  Toulon  report,  your  Lordship  will  see  that  we  are 
not  very  superior,  if  anything,  in  point  of  numbers ;  for  it 
seems  uncertain  whether  there  are  not  more  than  the  seven 
clearly  in  a  state  of  forwardness.  My  reports  from  Italy  say 
nine,  five  Frigates,  and  some  Corvettes ; — Formidable,  Scipion, 
Berwick,  Swiftsure,  Hannibal,  Jemappes,  two  Ships  seen  by 
the  Raven  off  Minorca  the  latter  end  of  April,  supposed  those 
seen  by  the  Dragon  on  her  passage  home ;  one  Ship  seen  by 
a  Merchant-Ship  ofi^  Cape  de  Gatte. 

Seven  of  the  Line  and  five  Frigates  are  clearly  to  be  seen, 
with  two  Admirals  and  a  Commodore,  and  a  Commodore  in 
the  Frigate.  However,  your  Lordship  may  rely  that  I  shall 
make  the  best  of  what  I  have ;  but  you  will  see  that  I  cannot 
detach  any  Ships  of  the  Line  for  the  Straits'  Mouth.     The

Monmouth  and  Agincourt  sail  very  ill,  and  in  these  times  are 
hardly  to  be  reckoned.  I  cannot  send  them  to  watch  either 
Genoa  or  Leghorn ;  and  if  these  gentry  should  come  forth,  I 
shall  want  all  the  Seventy-fours.  The  Triumph's  bowsprit  is 
in  such  a  dangerous  state,  that  I  am  sending  her  to  Gibraltar, 
to  get  either  a  new  one,  or  her  present  one  repaired ;  and 
from  thence  she  will  soon  join  me  with  a  Westerly  wind.

My  dear  Sir, 
I  joined  the  Fleet  the  Sth,  in  the  morning,  having  had 
nothing  but  cahns  and  contrary  winds.  The  French  have 
seven  Sail  of  the  Line,  nearly  ready  for  sea,  five  Frigates 
and  six  or  seven  Corvettes.  I  believe  firom  other  observations 
of  the  Enemy's  Fleet,  and  calculations,  that  there  are  nine 
Sail  of  the  Line,  unless  some  are  gone  to  sea,  which  I  do 
not  believe.  I  dispatched  all  our  letters  to  England  on  the 
9th,  in  which,  I  stated  everything  relative  to  this  Country.  It 
is  perfectly  clear  to  me  that  if  our  reports  are  true  of  Troops 
collecting  at  Leghorn  and  Genoa,  these  can  only  be  for  em- 
barkation in  a  Fleet  which  may  be  expected  there.  I  must 
not  say  too  much;  for,  God  knows,  I  wish  from  my  heart 
every  security  to  the  Kingdom  of  Naples,  but  I  expect  to 
hear  of  the  French  demanding  to  garrison  Gaeta,  the  conse- 
quence of  which  would  be  great  I  would  not  be  thought  for 
a  moment  to  see  Fear  beyond  what  is  necessary — therefore, 
I  will  not  say  more  about  securing  Sicily  than  I  have  done.  I 
send  the  Superb,  74,  Captain  Keats,  one  of  the  very  best 
Officers  in  his  Majesty's  Navy.  I  have  directed  him  to  remain 
fourteen  days  at  Naples,  and  if  you  represent  by  letter  that  it 
is,  fix)m  extraordinary  circumstances,  necessary  that  he  should 
remain  longer.  Captain  Keats  has  directions  to  acquiesce. 
But,  I  trust,  your  Excellency  will  not  do  this,  unless  such 
necessity  does  exist ;  for  you  will  recollect  that  I  am  left  with 
six  Sail  of  the  Line  opposed  to  seven  or  nine — in  which  num- 
ber are  two  64-gun  Ships.  But  I  take  every  responsibility  to 
show  my  attention  to  the  safety  of  the  Royal  Family  of  Naples. 
I  have  not  heard  a  word  firom  England  since  we  left  it.  I 
have  the  honour  to  be,  &c.

George'  took  possession  of  his  Sloop  yesterday,  and  if  you 
can  send  him  some  little  matters,  they  will  be  acceptable  to 
young  housekeepers — not  bulky  articles,  for  Captain  Keats 
could  not  receive  them*  Give  mc  leave  to  introduce  Captain 
Keats  to  your  particular  notice.  His  health  has  not  been  very 
good,  but  I  hope  he  will  soon  recover;  for  his  loss  would,  I  assure 
you,  be  a  serious  one  to  our  Navy,  and  particularly  to  me ;

We  wish 

them  out,  that  we  may  make  a  beginning.     What  diabolical 

plans  they  are  after  in  Italy,  time  must  show  us ;  but  I  think 

that  Egypt  is  their  great  object     To  keep  their  hands  in, 

they  may  take  Naples,  try  for  Sicily  and  Sardinia — certainly, 

the  Morea,  Seven  Isles,  and  Egypt     Live  and  see.     All  our 

Egyptian  Army  is  gone,  and  we  never  wanted  10,000  Troops 

more  than  at  this  moment,  which  might  save  Naples,  Sicily, 

the  Morea,  and  Egypt,  by  assisting  and  giving  confidence  to 

the  Inhabitants.      Our  friend  the  Reverend  Mr.   Scott  is 

very  much  recovered  since  he  came  out ;  but  I  have  told  him, 

that,  at  this  moment,  I  cannot  address  a  letter  to  Mr.  Adding- 

ton  for  him.     With  every  sentiment  of  respect  and  friendship, 

believe  me  ever,  my  dear  Sir,  your  much  obliged  and  faithful 

friend.

be  procured  from  Sardinia,  Barbary,  or,  clandestinely,  from

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Spain,  where  Victualling  or  other  Bills  are  not  negotiable ;  and 
as  the  great  distance  from  Malta  or  Gibraltar  renders  the 
getting  such  refreshments  from  those  places,  in  a  regular  man- 
ner, absolutely  impossible ;  and  at  all  seasons,  from  the  length 
of  passage  to  Malta,  must  ever  preclude  a  very  frequent  inter- 
course, I,  therefore,  beg  leave  to  submit  to  their  Lordships, 
(if  they  do  not  judge  proper  to  appoint  an  Agent  Victualler 
to  the  Fleet,)  the  propriety  of  lodging  Public  money  pn  board 
the  Fleet,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  for  the  fresh  beef  and 
vegetables  which  may  be  appropriated  for  this  service^  pro- 
vided, but  on  no  account  otherwise^  that  their  Lordships  will 
give  orders  that  the  simple  receipt  from  the  Captain  of  the 
Ship,  to  whom  any  sum  or  sums  of  money  is  given,  for  the 
payment  of  such  fresh  supplies,  may  be  a  sufficient  Voucher 
for  the  disbursement  of  such  money,  and  a  full  discharge  from 
any  impress  against  me.  And  as  this  measure  will  attach  a 
responsibility  upon  the  Captains  who  may  be  sent  for  procuring 
fresh  beef,  &c.,  for  the  Fleet,  I  also  beg  that  their  Lordships 
will  exonerate  them  from  the  charge,  and  direct  the  Victualling 
Board  not  to  impress  their  Accounts  for  such  purchases,  pro- 
vided the  Vouchers  for  them  are  regular  and  correct,  and  that 
the  usual  forms  in  procuring  provisions  have  been  duly  attended 
to,  and  executed  accordingly. 

I  shall  on  all  occasions,  where  live  cattle,  &c.,  are  purchased 
for  the  individual  Ship,  or  Fleet,  direct  the  Captains  to  send 
their  Masters  on  shore  with  their  respective  Pursers,  to  ascer- 
tain the  prices  and  quality  thereof,  and  shall  direct  that  every 
pound  of  beef,  vegetables,  &c.,  so  purchased,  may  be  weighed 
on  its  coming  on  board,  and  entered  in  the  Log-Book  imme- 
diately, and  that  the  Signing  Officers  shall  examine  the  Vouchers 
with  that  Book,  previous  to  their  putting  their  signatures  to 
them,  in  order  that  every  species  of  fraud  (should  any  be 
intended)  may  be  detected,  and  the  possibility  of  doing 
wrong  prevented,  as  much  as  possible.

My  dear  Lord,  Amphion,  July  12th,  1803. 

From  our  being  shut  out  of  almost  every  place  where  our 
bills  will  be  taken  for  beef,  &c.,  &c.,  and  there  being  no  Agent- 
Victualler  like  Mr.  Heatly,  who  would  find  the  Fleet  in  every- 
thing, in  all  parts  that  we  used  to  send  to,  we  are  absolutely  in 
distress  for  money  to  purchase  in  Sardinia,  or  anywhere  else, 
jfhere  bullocks,  &c.,  can  be  had  for  money ^  but  where  our  bills 
are  useless.  But,  although  Sir  Richard  Bickerton  very  hand- 
somely, for  the  good,  in  every  sense  of  the  word,  of  his  Majesty's 
Service,  took  up  10,000  dollars,  and  issued  to  the  Fleet,  yet 
the  forms  of  Office  I  know  so  far  from  applauding  his  conduct, 
will  distress  him  most  probably  to  get  his  Accounts  cleared  of 
this  impress.  Troubridge  told  me,  when  I  asked  him  for  a 
floating  Agent- Victualler,  who  would  pay  all  things  in  all 
places,  *  Mr.  Wilkie*  is  a  very  clever  man ;  he  will  arrange 
everything ;  he  will  get  you  things  from  everywhere.'  JVbtr, 
the  direct  contrary  is  the  fact.  Mr.  Wilkie  will  have  nothing 
to  do  with  supplying  the  Fleet  anywhere  but  at  Malta.  No, 
not  even  to  send  a  man  who  might  make  some  arrange- 
ment for  our  getting  bullocks  and  refreshments  from  Sar- 
dinia, or  from  the  Bay  of  Rosas,  or  other  parts  of  Spain ; 
from  his  management,  I  thought  he  could  have  managed  our 
intercourse  with  Spain,  even  clandestinely.  I  certainly  hate  to 
have  anything  to  do  with  the  management  of  money ;  but  if  the 
Admiralty  will  sanction  my  drawing  for  a  sum  of  money,  and 
will  give  orders  that  the  simple  receipt  of  the  Captain  for  so 
much  Public  money,  shall  be  a  clear  and  sufficient  discbarge 
for  me,  in  that  case,  I  will  take  this  task  upon  me.  I  know 
some  people  are  preparing  for  fleecing  us,  and,  without  we 
have  money  to  go  to  market,  so  they  must. 

The  Ships  having  come  out  on  die  expectation  of  a  three 
weeks'  cruise,  I  am,  in  turn,  sending  them  into  Port,  to  pre- 
pare for  a  War  cruize.  Many  of  the  Ships  have  much  scurvy 
in  them,  but  onions  and  lemons  I  hope  will  eradicate  that 
complaint,  and  a  sight  of  the  French  Squadron  twenty  leagues

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at  sea  will  cure  all  our  complaints,  which,  that  it  may  very 
soon  do,  is  the  sincere  wish  of,  my  dear  Lord,  your  most 
faithful.

I  send  you  some  Papers  relative  to,  and  some  Letters  from, 
Odessa,  a  Russian  Port  in  the  Black  Sea,  of  which  the  Duke 
de  Richelieu  is  Governor.  You  will  know  much  better  than 
I  can  tell  you,  how  this  emigrant  Duke  has  been  courted 
by  Buonaparte  through  his  Minister  in  Russia.  We  must 
recollect  that  he  is  a  Frenchman,  and  his  ultimate  views  pro- 
bably turn  in  getting  back  some  of  his  estates  in  France.  It 
appears  odd  it  should  so  happen,  that  a  Frenchman  should  be 
appointed  Governor  of  a  place  where  the  French  are  to  have  so 
much  intercourse.

I  was  honoured  with  your  Excellency's  letters  this  morning 
of  July  7th  and  8th,  by  the  Phoebe — to  all  which  I  can  say 
little ;  for  it  is  not  difficult  to  see,  if  the  War  goes  on,  that  the 
Kingdom  of  Naples  will  be  lost,  and  its  revenue  appropriated 
to  the  use  of  Buonaparte's  Troops.  From  my  heart  I  wish  for 
Peace — a  solid  and  honourable  one — but  I  see  no  prospect  of 
such  an  event,  unless,  in  addition  to  the  evacuation  of  Holland 
and  Switzerland,  Malta  is  ceded  to  us.  I  send  this  letter  by 
the  Raven  Brig,  who  waits  twenty-four  hours  for  some  things 
for  Malta,  from  whence  she  will  join  me.  The  Superb,  I 
expect,  was  with  you  on  Friday  the  15th,  and  Captain  Keats 
has  my  orders  to  sail  the  29th.     I  sincerely  hope  that  she  has

The 
French  Fleet  from  St  Domingo,  I  think,  will  come  to  the 
Mediterranean — perhaps,  first  to  Cadiz,  to  get  the  Spaniards 
to  escort  them.  If  so,  I  may  have  two  Fleets  to  fight ;  but 
if  I  have  the  Ships,  the  more  the  better.  Will  your  Excel- 
lency have  the  goodness  to  write  a  line  to  Mr.  Jackson,  to 
say  that  I  will  write  him  by  the  Monmouth  ?  and  I  beg  your 
Excellency  to  be  assured  that  I  am,  &c..

'  As  it  would  be  in  violation  of  the  Treaty  between  Nicies  and  Franee. 
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to  maintain  him,  nor  do  I  feci  it  incumbent  upon  me.  If  any 
Captain  who  goes  to  Naples  chooses  to  take  him,  there  can 
be  no  objection  on  my  part,  which  is  all  I  can  do. 

I  am  sorry  that  Castelcicala  has  taken  a  wrong  twist 
against  the  English,  who  are  certainly  the  truest  friends  to  his 
Sovereign.  I  am  glad  that  you  stand  as  you  [do]  with  the 
Queen  and  General  Acton.  How  can  it  be  otherwise  ?  You 
have  no  point  to  gain ;  but  to  tell  them  and  assist  them  in 
taking  care  of  the  Kingdom  of  Naples.  We  are  anxiously 
waiting  the  arrival  of  the  Victory,  and  news  from  England  and 
Gibraltar.  Not  a  word  since  we  sailed.  George  Elliot  went 
to  the  Bay  of  Rosas,  a  few  days  ago,  and  performed  his  mission 
very  well,  as  he  will  do  everything  he  is  sent  upon. 

We  are  all  well  and  happy ;  and  I  am  ever,  my  dear  Sir, 
your  most  obliged  and  faithful  friend.

My  dear  General, 
The  Phoebe  sailed  from  Naples  before  the  Superb,  who 
sailed  the  day  after  Sir  Richard  Bickerton  arrived ;  therefore, 
I  have  not  lost  a  moment  in  sending  the  Raven  for  the  money, 
and  shall  always  feel  pleasure  in  attending  to  your  wishes  in 
every  respect  General  Acton  is  in  expectation  that  the 
Neapolitan  Troops  are  arrived  in  Sicily  from  Malta,  and 
as  Mr.  Elliot  and  General  Acton  perfectly  understand  one 
another  about  the  possession  of  Messina,  I  can  no  longer 
object  to  the  Neapolitan  Troops  leaving  Malta  on  an  idea  that 
they  might  oppose  our  taking  the  Citadel  of  Messina ;  but  I 
beg  to  be  perfectly  understood  that  the  departure  of  the 
Neapolitan  Troops  from  Malta  will  not  prevent  the  sending  of 
all  the  British  force  which  you  can  spare  to  Messina,  should 
that  measure  be  desired  by  His  Excellency  Mr.  Elliot,  or  by 
His  Excellency  General  Acton.     I  have  wrote  very  strongly 
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to  Government,*  expressive  of  my  regret  at  the  Egyptian 
Army  being  ordered  home,  and  urging  the  sending  Troops 
not  only  for  Sicily  but  for  the  Kingdom  of  Naples. 

The  French  in  Toulon  are  ready  for  sea ;  seven  sail  of  the 
Line,  five  or  six  Frigates  and  six  or  seven  Corvettes,  in  all 
eighteen  sail ;  and  I  think  that  the  St.  Domingo  Fleet  will 
come  to  Cadiz  in  their  way  to  Toulon.  I  have  had  nothing 
from  England  or  Gibraltar,  since  I  left  them.  Spain  is  yet 
friendly.  We  are  looking  out  for  the  Victory.  I  am  ever,  my 
dear  General,  your  most  obedient  and  faithful  servant.

TO  THE  QUEEN  OF  NAPLES. 

[From  "  Reoollections  of  the  Life  of  the  Beverend  Doctor  Scott,"  p.  110.] 
Madam,  off  Toulon,  July  d6th,  180S. 

The  first  great  object  which  is  always  nearest  my  heart,  is 
the  safety  of  the  Persons  of  your  Majesties,  and  of  all  the 
Royal  Family.  The  second,  so  far  as  it  is  in  my  power, 
is  that  of  the  Kingdom  of  Naples,  which  is  a  very  difficult 
affair. 

If  your  Majesty  were  to  act  with  all  the  circumspection 
in  your  power,  either  the  French  would  feel  themselves 
offended,  or  what  is  worse,  if  possible,  their  assistance  would  be 
given  by  force  to  the  King,  for  the  preservation  of  Sicily.  The 
great  wisdom  of  your  Majesty  will  know  all  that  I  could  allege 
upon  this  subject  I  shall  therefore  only  say,  that  if  Sicily  is 
lost,  Europe  will  blame  the  councils  of  his  Sicilian  Majesty 
and  Lord  Nelson,  for  having  been  so  weak  as  to  pay  attention 
to,  or  credit  what  is  reported,  by  the  Agents  of  the  present 
French  Government 

I  have  written  to  the  English  Government,  declaring  fully 
the  unhappy  position  of  the  Kingdom  of  Naples ;  regretting 
the  orders  given  for  the  return  of  the  Army  of  Egypt ;  and 
setting  forth  with  enei^  the  necessity  for  sending  Troops, 
not  only  to  assist  in  the  defence  of  Sicily,  but  in  sufficient 
numbers  to  place  garrisons  in  Gaeta,  in  the  Castles  of  Naples^ 
if  it  should  be  expedient ;  and  to  send  a  body  of  men  into

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to  support  the  loyal  and  brave  inhabitants  of  that 
country  of  mountains,  in  case  the  French  should  be  too  im- 
perious in  their  demands. 

His  Excellency,  Mr.  Elliot,  will  inform  your  Majesty  of 
the  difficulty  I  have,  in  leaving  a  Ship  of  the  Line  at  Naples, 
considering  the  present  state  of  the  Enemy's  Fleet  at  Toulon ; 
but  I  will  never  permit  my  personal  feelings  to  weigh  against 
the  sacred  interest  which  I  shall  always  take  in  the  safety 
and  well-being  of  your  Majesty  and  of  all  the  Royal  Family ; 
and  I  assure  your  Majesty  that  I  am  always  yoiu*  most  devoted

My  dear  Davison, 

What  an  impertinent  man  that  Mr.  Lyne  must  have  been. 
At  least,  my  word  might  have  been  taken,  that  you  were 
appointed  by  unanimous  consent  of  the  Captors.  Of  course,  I 
should  not  have  wrote  so,  if  Captain  Hardy  had  not  au- 
thorized me.  Captain  Hardy  did  not  think,  on  this  occasion,  to 
name  Mr.  Lyne,  and  he  has  wrote  to  him  or  Mr.  Tucker.  I 
find  here  that  many  named  their  own  Agents,  and  some  have 
pot  Mr.  Scott  with  them,  but  I  stand  independent,  and  shall 
never  solicit  I  find  in  that  correspondence,  that  you  have  sent 
many  letters  to  Plymouth,  to  come  out  with  Doctor  Snipe  in 
a  Frigate ;  but  not  a  thing,  or  a  scrap  of  a  pen,  has  reached 
me  fit>m  England  since  I  sailed,  except  a  line  from  Lady 
Hamilton,  inclosing  your  correspondence.  I  hope  in  God, 
my  dear  Davison,  that  you  will  get  over  these  damned  prose- 
cutions for  the  Election.'  It  has  and  does  give  me  very  serious 
uneasiness. 

We  have  a  report  through  Italy  of  negotiations  for  Peace, 
and  changes  of  Administration.     As  for  Peace,  we  cannot

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have  one  but  on  degrading  and  dishonourable  terms — sootier 
than  which,  we  had  better  spend  the  last  shilling  in  resisting, 
like  men.  Tiie  Italian  Papere  mention  Mr.  Yorke  as  Funst 
Lord  of  the  Admiralty.  If  so,  what  becomes  of  the  virUioos 
Sir  T.  T.  and  Tucker  ?  But  I  care  not  who  is  in  or  out— I 
shall  endeavour  to  do  my  duty  to  the  Country. 

I  wish  you  would  get  me  the  opinion  of  some  learned  man 
about  the  Commons,  on  the  Bills  of  Lading.  I  maintain  that 
under  the  description  of  the  Bill  of  Lading,  that  the  goods 
are  risked  by  the  Shippers  until  they  are  received,  and  are, 
therefore  French  property;  and  I  should  be  glad  to  have 
this  opinion  as  soon  as  possible,  as,  yesterday,  not  less  than 
dB40,000  worth  of  goods  passed  for  Smyrna;  but  the  Captains 
were  afraid  to  touch  them.  I  cannot  blame  them:  our  rules  of 
Admiralty  have  been  so  undecided.  I  am  longing  for  Victory  ;* 
but  when  will  she  appear?  I  know  your  goodness  about  my 
wine,  &c.,  from  Guernsey,  and  that  I  shall  have  it  out  by  some 
way  or  other.  But  tell  me  principally  about  yourself;  for 
believe  me  ever,  your  most  obliged  and  faithful  friend.

Europe  seems  so  degraded,  that  I  declare  I  would  rather 
die  with  my  sword  in  my  hand  resisting,  than  hold  any  Terri- 
tory by  means  of  a  degenerate  guarantee.  Can  a  Kingdom 
be  said  to  be  free,  which  pays  contributions  at  the  order  of  a 
Foreign  Power  ?  No  ;  yet  such  is  the  state  of  Naples, 
Tuscany,  and  Genoa.  General  Murat  demanded  at  Genoa  a 
contribution  of  five  millions  of  livres  on  the  7th ;  the  Govern- 
ment said  they  could  only  raise  three ;  the  rest  must  be  paid 
in  men  for  the  Army:  1600  men  marched  into  Genoa  on  the 
17  th  of  July.  Yesterday  and  to-day,  three  Corvettes  have 
been  trying  to  proceed  to  the  Eastward :  I  am  confident  they 
want  to  get  to  the  Heel  of  Italy  and  the  Adriatic,  and  it  is  very

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difficult  to  prevent  their  passing  along  shore.     At  Marseilles 

they  are  fitting,  as  reports  say^  eighty  or  ninety  Gun-boats, 

and  intend  sending  them^  by  the  Canal  of  Languedoc,  to 

Bordeaux ;  but  I  am  sure  this  is  not  true.     They  are  to  go 

along  shore  to  the  Heel  of  Italy,  and  to  embark  and  protect 

their  Army  either  to  Sicily  or  the  Morea,  or  to  both  ;  and  the 

Navy  of  Europe  can  hardly  prevent  these  along-shore  voyages. 

However,  I  am  placing  an  addition  to  the  Squadron  1  have 

already  stationed  upon  that  Coast ;  but  from  Cape  St  Vincent, 

where  it  is  absolutely  necessary  I  should  have  a  look-out  for 

the  Ships  of  War  coming  from  the  Mediterranean,  to  the  Head 

of  the  Adriatic,  I  have  only  eight  Frigates ;  which,  with  the 

service  of  watching  Toulon,  and  the  necessary  Frigates  with  the 

Fleet,  are  absolutely  not  one  half  enough.     I  mean  this  as  no 

complaint,  for  I  am  confident  the  Admiralty  are  hard  pressed, 

and  will  send  me  more  when  the  Service  will  admit  it     I

Having  some  days  ago  sent  His  Majesty's  Sloop  Termagant 
to  the  Bay  of  Rosas,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  facility 
of  watering  any  of  His  Majesty's  ships  ander  my  command, 
which  1  might  find  necessary  to  send  there,  and  also  with 
respect  to  the  procuring  live  bullocks  and  other  refreshments 
for  the  Fleet ;  You  will  please  to  acquaint  the  Lords  Com- 
missioners of  the  Admiralty,  that  Captain  Elliot  found  the 
Spaniards  very  much  inclined  to  be  civil,  and  that  any  num- 
ber of  bullocks  may  at  present  be  had  there  for  ready  money ; 
but  he  found  considerable  difficulty  in  paying  for  three  bul- 
locks which  he  purchased  for  the  Termagant's  Company,  and 
was  obliged  to  apply  to  the  Neapolitan  Consul  to  take  bills  on 
the  Victualling-Board  for  the  value  thereof.  I  only  mention 
this  as  an  instance,  to  show  the  necessity  of  Public  money 
being  supplied  to  the  Fleet.  Captain  Elliot  was  directed  not 
to  salute  the  Fort  of  his  Catholic  Majesty,  but  upon  a  positive 
assurance  of  an  equal  number  of  guns  being  returned ;  finding 
the  Governor  would  only  return  the  intended  salute  of  a 
Private  Ship,  with  four  guns  less,  the  Termagant  did  not  salute 
the  Fort     I  am,  Sir,  &c..

My  dear  Sir, 
Since  I  wrote  to  your  Excellency  on  Tuesday  the  26th 
July,  by  the  Raven,  I  have  only  to  inform  you,  that  three 
Corvettes  from  Toulon  have  twice  come  out  of  the  Harbour, 
and  were  chased  back  again.  They  were,  apparently,  bound 
to  the  Eastward ;  and,  in  time,  the  French  must  get  a  force  to 
the  Heel  of  Italy  to  attend  their  Army.  It  must  be  a  mere 
chance  if  any  of  our  Ships  could  lay  hold  of  them  from  Point 
to  Point,  which  is  all  the  sea  voyage  these  sort  of  gentry  make. 
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But  I  must  apprise  you,  that  a  much  more  formidable  descrip- 
tion of  Vessels  are  said  to  be  fitting  at  Marseilles ;  but  this 
circumstance  Sir  John  Acton  ought  to  know  from  the  Nea- 
politan Consul  there.  Our  reports  from  twenty  Vessels,  all 
agree  that  a  printed  requisition  is  stuck  up  for  obtaining 
eighty  or  ninety  small  Vessels  of  about  forty  tons  each. 
Reports  say  that  they  are  to  be  fitted  as  Gun-boats,  and  sent 
by  the  Canal  of  Languedoc  to  Bordeaux.  If  it  is  true  that 
these  Vessels  are  fitting  out,  it  is  perfectly  clear  they  arc 
destined  for  the  Heel  of  Italy,  to  attend  upon  the  Army ;  and 
I  need  scarcely  tell  you — certainly  not  Sir  John  Acton — that 
nothing  but  Vessels  of  similar  descriptions,  and  with  the  same 
fiunlities  of  going  into  all  the  little  Ports  in  bad  weather,  can 
prevent  their  passage  alongshore — no,  not  all  the  Navies  of 
Europe :  therefore,  if  this  report  is  true,  and  as  yet  I  have  no 
reason  to  doubt  it,  the  consequences  are  foreseen,  and  we 
must  more  and  more  look  to  Sicily.  I  see,  my  dear  Sir,  all 
that  will  happen:  so  must  General  Acton,  the  Queen,  and 
yourself  It  may  be  a  little  sooner,  or  a  little  later,  as  may 
suit  the  convenience  of  the  French  for  their  other  great 
objects,  the  Morea  and  Egypt  If  we  do  not  occupy  Messina, 
I  am  free  to  say,  that  the  French  will  not  make  a  conquest 
of  the  whole  Kingdom  of  Naples,  because  that  would  bar 
their  possession  of  Sicily,  which  is  their  first  and  great  object 
That  accomplished,  Naples  falls  of  course;  and  if  not  as  a 
conquest,  ten  times  more  humiliating — the  King  being  lefl  as 
an  odious  Commissary  to  raise  contributions  from  his  unhappy 
Subjects  for  the  French.  For  God's  sake,  let  us  reflect  I  have 
sent  an  additional  force  to  the  Mouth  of  the  Adriatic;  and 
wherever  the  French  possess,  will,  of  course,  not  b.e  regarded 
as  Neutral  ground.  I  have  serious  thoughts  of  notifying  those 
Ports  as  blockaded,  but  I  wish  not  to  do  anything  hastily.  I 
wish  General  Acton  to  tell  me  whether  the  City  of  Naples 
draws  any,  and  what,  supplies  from  those  places  occupied  by 
the  French;  and  whether  a  blockade,  preventing  any  supplies 
going  to  those  places,  would  not  be  attended  with  more  ad- 
vantage to  the  Common  Cause,  than  receiving  at  Naples 
those  supplies  which  the  French  not  wanting,  allow  to  be 
exported  ? 
I  have,  my  dear  Sir,  finished  stating  for  ever  all  my  ideas

about  Naples  and  Sicily.  Whatever  happens,  I  feel  that  I  have 
done  all  in  my  power  to  prevent  misfortune ;  and  for  the 
future  I  leave  the  rest  to  wiser  heads,  but  to  none,  I  assert, 
more  devoutly  attached  to  the  happiness  and  welfare  of  their 
Sicilian  Majesties,  and  to  the  real  security  of  their  Kingdoms. 
Fourteen  days  ago,  a  French  Seventy-four  got  into  Cadiz  from 
Saint  Domingo,  and  two  French  Frigates,  with  some  Mer- 
chant-ships ;  but,  I  have  kept  everything  here  to  save  Italy,  if 
in  my  power ;  and  you  know  I  was  ordered  to  send  a  Squadron 
outside  the  Straits.  What  will  they  say  at  home  ?  However, 
I  feel  I  have  done  right,  and  care  not.  I  am  ever,  your

My  dear  Sir, 
Untoward  events  have  most  assuredly  lost  me  two  Sail  of 
the  Line,  and  probably  two  Frigates;  for  had  we  been 
allowed  to  come  out  in  the  Victory,  the  Jemappe  would  have 
gone  with  us  to  Malta ;  and,  if  I  had,  which  the  Admiralty 
expected,  found  Sir  Richard  Bickerton  there,  with  his  Fleet 
ready  for  sea,  two  Sail  of  the  Line  would  have  been  out- 
side the  Straits,  and  have  taken  the  others.  Instead  of 
which,  finding  Sir  Richard  at  sea,  short  of  provisions,  and  a 
crippled  Fleet,  I  have  only  been  able  to  watch  Toulon,  and 
to  attend  Naples,  and  send  Ships  into  Port  to  be  re-fitted. 
The  Monmouth  is  a  very  fine  Sixty-four,  and  Captain  Hart*  a 
very  worthy  man ;  before  his  turn  is  out  at  Naples,  something 
decisive  must  take  place.  The  Victory  is  just  in  sight,  and 
Monmouth  parts  in  the  morning.  I  have  the  pleasure  to  tell 
you  that  Captain  Davcrs  of  the  Active,  firom  iU-health  going 
to  England,  George  Elliot  will  to-morrow  be  Captain  of 
the  Maidstone.     All  here  are  well,  and  desire  theur  kindest

Victory,  off  Toulon,  August  Ist,  1803. 

I  do  not  know  that  you  will  get  this  letter. 
My  dearest  Emma, 

Your  letter  of  May  31,  which  came  under  cover  to  Mr. 
Noble,  of  Naples,  inclosing  Davison's  correspondence  with 
Plymouth,  arrived  by  the  Phcebe  two  days  ago :  and  this  is 
the  only  scrap  of  a  pen  which  has  been  received  by  any 
person  in  the  Fleet  since  we  sailed  from  England 

Sutton  joined  me  yesterday,  and  we  are  all  got  into  the 
Victory ;  and,  a  few  days  will  put  us  in  order.  Everybody 
gives  a  .very  excellent  character  of  Mr.  Chevalier,  the  servant 
recommended  by  Mr.  Davison ;  and  I  shall  certainly  live  as 
frugal  as  my  station  will  admit  I  have  known  the  pinch,  and 
shall  endeavour  never  to  know  it  again.  I  want  to  send 
£2100  to  pay  off  Mrs.  Greaves  on  October  1st ;  but  I  have 
not  received  one  farthing  :  but  I  hope  to  receive  some  soon. 
But  Mr.  Haslewood'  promised  to  see  this  matter  kept  right  for 
me.  Hardy  is  now  busy,  hanging  up  your  and  Horatla's" 
picture  ;  and  I  trust  soon  to  see  the  other  two  safe  arrived 
from  the  Exhibition.  I  want  no  others  to  ornament  my 
cabin.  I  can  contemplate  them,  and  find  new  beauties  every 
day,  and  I  do  not  want  anybody  else.

I  have  this  day  made  Geoi^e  Elliot,*  Post;  Lieutenant 
Pcttct,  a  Master  and  Commander;  and  Mr.  Hindmarsh,  Gun- 
ner's son,  of  the  Bellerophon,  who  behaved  so  well  this  day 
five  years,  a  Lieutenant'  I  reckon  to  have  lost  two  French 
Seventy-fours,  by  my  not  coming  out  in  the  Victory ;  but  I 
hope  they  will  come  soon,  with  interest  This  goes  to  Gib- 
raltar, by  Sutton,  in  the  Amphion.  I  shall  write  the  Doctoi' 
in  a  day  or  two.  I  sec,  by  the  French  Papers,  that'  he  has 
kissed  hands.

certain  sum  for  the  attention  of  some  respectable  person  to 
receive  the  rents,  and  to  remit  them  to  London.     As  you  are 
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80  good  as  to  offer  to  attend  to  this  serious  concern  to  me,  I 
will  enter  at  large  into  the  subject  I  told  Grsefer,  on  first 
setting  out,  that  I  would  give  up  two  years'  rent  for  fitting  up 
a  house  and  improving.

By  Sir  Richard  Bickerton'  I  am  favoured  with  your  letter 
of  July  23nl.  Yours  by  the  Redbridge,  I  fear  the  French 
are  reading,  for  I  dare  say  he  never  threw  his  dispatches  over- 
board,  although  it  has  not  been  for  want  of  caution  on  my 
part,  for  I  charged  him,  when  he  was  with  me  off  Naples, 
always  to  have  lead  or  plenty  of  shot  tied  to  his  dispatches; 
but  he  has  been  used  to  be  taken  like  a  fool,  and  Captain 
Capel,  I  was  very  near  saying,  had  better  luck  in  his  escape 
than  he  deserved ;  keep  this  to  yourself  for  he  is  a  good 
young  man.  I  have  to  thank  you  for  your  news  from  the 
Morea  and  Egypt;  if  our  Government  is  not  on  its  guard,  it 
is  no  fault  of  mine.  By  sending  a  confidential  person  to 
Messina,  you  will  know  everything,  and  Mr.  Elliot  hics  full 
confidence  in  the  Cabinet  of  Naples,  that  they  are  truly  sin- 
cere ;  therefore  I  should  hope  that  even  if  any  of  the  Officers 
who  served  with  the  French  in  Puglia  are  sent  to  Messina, 
that  they  are  not  sent  for  bad  purposes,  and  that  all  will  be 
smooth  for  our  reception,  which  I  only  hope  will  not  be 
delayed  too  long. 

I  am  now  blown  off  by  a  strong  breeze ;  and  when 
September  sets  in,  I  may  be  forced  away  for  a  week  or  fort- 
night together,  and  nothing  ever  kept  the  French  Fleet  in 
at  Toulon  or  Brest,  whenever  they  had  a  mind  to  come  to 
sea.  I  have  no  Frigates  to  watch  them,  and  must  take  my 
chance.  I  want  to  place  Frigates  off  Cape  Dell'  Mell  and 
that  Coast ;  Cape  Corse,  Cape  St  Sebastians ;  off  Minorca ; 
off  the  West  side  of  the  Straits  of  Bonafaccio;  two  off  Toulon; 
and  two  with  the  Fleet.  For  all  these  indispensable  services, 
now  Phoebe  is  going,  (what  a  six  gun  Vessel  would  perform, 
if  I  had  one,)  I  have  but  two  Frigates ;  therefore,  my  dear 
Ball,  have  a  little  mercy,  and  do  not  think  that  I  have  neglected 
the  protection  of  the  trade  of  Malta,  when,  in  fact,  it  is  the

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only  one  in  my  power  to  have  attended  to.  Iirst  the  Cyclops 
was  ordered  to  carry  your  Trade  ap  the  Adriatic^  and  to  bring 
back  what  you  had  there;  the  Charon  went  to  cruize  in 
your  environs,  and,  by  her  frequently  calling  off  the  Port, 
could,  by  orders  of  Captain  Schomberg,*have  given  protection 
to  any  Vessels  going  to  or  from  Sicily,  or  even,  if  necessaiy, 
to  Naples ;  the  Juno  off  Cape  Spartivento ;  two  Sail  to  the 
Eastward  of  Malta,  towards  the  Archipelago :  in  short,  I  con- 
sidered Malta  as  surrounded.  A  one-gun  Privateer  in  every 
Port  in  Sicily,  will  always  take  single  Maltese  Boats.  The 
Blonde,  as  she  was  fitted  out  for  one  service,  could  have  been 
sent  for  another,  however  it  is  ray  wish  to  have  Vessels 
attached  to  the  service  of  the  Island  and  the  Garrison.

I  have  wrote  you  fully  respecting  the  Arab,  and  she  shall 
either  be  commissioned  as  a  Cutter,  or  you  may  do  as  you 
please  about  her  in  your  Civil  capacity ;  for  although  I  do  not 
feel  authorized  to  purchase  her  for  such  a  service,  yet  I  have 
no  doubt  but  that,  by  Lord  Hobart's  application  to  the  Admi- 
ralty, money  will  be  paid  by  the  Navy  Board,  and  then  an 
Officer  will  be  put  into  her.

My  dear  Sir, 

Your  time  is  too  precious  to  be  wasted  reading  unnecessarily, 
therefore  I  begin : — By  the  inclosed  letter  from  the  Morea,  you 
will  see  the  good  disposition  of  Ali  Vizir  towards  us.  You 
will  be  the  best  judge,  as  things  are  at  present,  how  he  can  be 
made  most  useful  to  us.  The  French  will  have  him,  if  we  do 
not  You  will  recollect  this  is  the  person  who  I  ventured  to 
recommend  our  Government  sending  a  present  of  a  handsome 
pair  of  pistols  to,  and  you  also  thought  it  proper.  I  was  so 
referred  from  the  Treasury  to  other  places,  and  at  last  to  the 
Admiralty,  who  I  knew  could  have  nothing  to  do  with  it,  that 
I  gave  it  up,  and  had  only  to  regret  that  it  was  not  accom- 
plished :  a  few  hundred  pounds  would  have  made  him  ours 
for  ever.  I  must  apprise  you,  that  General  Villettes,  although 
a  most  excellent  Officer,  will  do  nothing  but  what  he  receives, 
*  You  are  hereby  required  and  directed ;'  for  to  obey,  is  with 
him  the  very  acme  of  discipline. 

With  respect  to  Sicily,  I  have  no  doubt,  from  what  is  pass- 
ing at  Naples  and  in  Sicily,  but  that  the  French  will  have  it 
My  former  reasons  for  inducing  General  Villettes  to  keep  the 
Neapolitan  Troops  in  Malta,  was  to  prevent  what  has  happened; 
but,  in  a  month  after  my  back  was^  turned,  Villettes  obeyed 
his  orders,  and  now  the  Governor  of  Messina  says  we  can 
defend  it,  and  want  no  assistance.  His  whole  conduct,  I  am 
bold  to  say,  is  either  that  of  a  traitor  or  a  fool ;  and  being 
either  one  or  the  other  is  the  same  in  its  effects  to  the  poor 
King  of  Naples.  Not  to  use  every  exertion  to  put  the  forti- 
fications in  repair,  when  a  Foreign  Army  is  in  one  part  of  the 
Kingdom,  is  nothing  short  of  treason ;  and  the  sixteen  Gun- 
boats rotting  at  Messina,  without  a  man,  when  they  ought  to 
be  exercising  in  the  Straits  every  day.  I  see  clearly,  if  we 
have  not  a  little  Army  to  take  it,  the  French  will,  I  am  sorry 
to  say,  and  conclude  that  the  mass  of  Sicilians  wish  for  a 
change  of  Government  They  wish  for  us;  but  if  we  will 
not  go  there,  they  will  gladly,  I  fear,  receive  the  French. 
The  middle  and  lower  class  will  be  relieved  from  the  oppres* 
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sions  of  the  Nobles:  they  love  their  King  and  English — ^hate 
the  Nobles  and  the  French. 

Sardinia. — I  had  a  Ship  from  thence  yesterday.  The 
King  fancies  that  he  can  (K)int  out  his  Neutrality.  Alas,  he 
can  do  nothing  but  what  the  French  please  !  You  may  rely 
that  5000  French^  or  rather  Corsicans,  are  preparing  for  the 
invasion  (say  conquest)  of  Sardinia.  They  are  forced  to  enlist 
from  particular  districts — five  districts,  1000  men  each.  All 
their  camp  equipage  consists  of  nothing — a  light  linen  jacket, 
trowsers,  red  cap,  and  a  pair  of  shoes,  is  the  whole  expense  of 
Government;  a  musket,  accoutrements  such  as  our  gentlemen 
go  shooting  with,  and  a  short  sword.  The  plunder  of  the 
Sardinian  Anglo-Sardes  is  held  out  as  the  reward.  Not  all 
our  Navy  can  prevent  it  Sardmia  will  be  lost  without  a 
struggle,  and  yet  the  majority  of  the  Sardinians  would  fly  to 
receive  us ;  but  if  we  will  not,  then  the  French,  in  preference 
to  remaining  as  they  are— oppressed  with  taxes,  and  no  protec- 
tion from  the  Barbary  States.  /  need  not  say  what  a  loss  it 
will  be  to  us.  The  mode  and  manner  of  allowing  us  to  possess 
the  Madalena  Islands,  and  the  North  part  of  Sardinia  must  be 
left  to  other  heads  than  mine. 

Corsica — I  am  told,  is  so  much  oppressed  by  requisitions  of 
men  from  that  Island,  that  I  am  told  they  would  gladly  again 
shake  off  the  French  yoke;  and  this  last  onler  for  the  5000  men 
for  the  conquest  of  Sardinia  has  made  them  outrageous.  But 
Buonaparte  cares  for  nothing :  he  sets  all  his  engines  to  work. 
If  they  succeed,  it  is  well ;  and  if  not,  he  is  no  worse  than  he 
was. 

Pardon  my  remarks.  I  am  looking  out  for  the  French 
Squadron — perhaps  you  may  think  impatiently ;  but  I  have 
made  up  my  mind  never  to  go  into  Port  till  after  the  Battle,  if 
they  make  me  wait  a  year,  provided  the  Admiralty  change 
the  Ships  who  cannot  keep  the  Sea  in  the  winter,  except 
Victory,  Canopus,  Donegal,  and  Belleisle.  The  Admiralty 
knows  the  state  of  the  others,  and  will  relieve  them  as  soon 
as  they  can.  The  Triumph,  Superb,  Monmouth,  Agincourt, 
Kent,  Gibraltar,  and  Renown,  are  certainly  amongst  the  very 
finest  Ships  in  our  Service — the  best  commanded,  and  the  very 
best  manned,  yet  I  wish  them  safe  in  England,  where  they 
would  man,  filled  up  with  landsmen,  fourteen  Sail  of  the 
Line,  and  that  I  had  Ships  not  half  so  well  manned  in  their 
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room ;  for  it  is  not  a  Store-Ship  a  week  which  coald  keep 
them  in  repair.  This  day^  only  six  men  are  confined  to  their 
beds  in  the  whole  Squadron.  With  every  good  wish  for  your 
brilliant  success,  and  for  getting  us  an  honourable  and  per- 
manent Peace,  believe  the,  my  dear  Sir,  with  the  truest  esteem, 
your  most  obliged  and  faithful.

thirds  of  one -eighth.  I  was  glad  to  hear,  and  hope  it  will  prove 
true,  that  your  damned  electioneering  business  will  be  got 
quit  of.  It  has  cost  me  many  bitter  pangs ;  and  without  those 
feelings  for  our  firiends,  there  can  be  no  friendship.  I  hope, 
my  dear  Davison,  that  Old  England  will  be  taken  care  of.

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to  the  high  rank  I  at  present  hold^  and  if  any,  even  the 
lowest^  situation  is  thought  to  be  fittest  for  me  in  these  times, 
I  should  feel  prouder  to  be  so  placed  than  in  any  elevation  of 
rank ;  all  I  ask  is,  to  be  allowed  to  be  one  of  the  men  to  be 
placed  in  the  breach  to  defend  my  King  and  Country.  I 
have  but  one  arm,  it  is  true,  but  believe  my  heart  is  in  the 
right  trim — ^therefore,  only  consider  how  I  can  be  best  em- 
ployed.

At 
Marseilles,  are  now  ready  to  sail — the  Troops  on  boud — a 
Frigate,  a  Corvette  and  two  armed  Transports,  with  a  1000  or 
1500  men  under  a  General  Ceroni,  or  Veroni.  I  believe  they 
are  bound  to  Corsica,  to  go  over  with  the  5000  Corsicans — if 
they  get  to  Sardinia,  it  is  gone.  I  am  sending  two  Frigates^ 
the  only  ones  I  have  with  me,  to  cruize  off  Ajaccio,  in  Cor- 
sica, to  try  and  intercept  them ;  but  what  I  mention  these 
circumstances  for,  is,  that  it  may  be  necessary  to  mention  it 
to  the  Russian  Minister,  for  we  may  be  accused  of  a  breach 
of  Neutrality  in  Sardinia ;  for,  being  satisfied  of  the  intention 
of  the  French  invading  Sardinia,  I  have  directed  the  Frigates 
to  pursue  them,  even  should  they  chase  into  Sardinia,  and  to 
take  or  destroy  them,  and  also  the  Corsican  Troops ;  for  if 
I  wait  till  the  Island  is  taken  I  should  feel  deserving  of 
reprobation.  Of  course,  they  will  say  that  we  have  broken 
the  Neutrality,  if  we  attack  them  in  the  Ports  of  Sardinia 
before  their  conquest,  and  if  we  do  not  I  shall  be  laughed  at 
for  a  fool.  Prevention  is  better  than  cure.  Many  French 
Vessels  have  been  chased  into  Sardinia,  and  of  course  the 
Neutrality  respected ; — L' Alcyon,  Man-of-War  Brig,  is  an  in- 
stance. I  mention  my  intention  that  idle  reports  may  not  be 
attended  to;  if  Russia  is  the  guarantee  of  the  King  of 
Sardinia's  Dominions,  let  Russia  look  out.  My  station  to  the 
Westward  of  Toulon,  an  unusual  one,  has  been  taken  upon

idea  that  the  French  Fleet  is  bound  out  of  the  Straits,  and 
probably  to  Ireland.  It  is  said  10,000  men  are  collecting  at 
Toolon.  I  shall  follow  them  to  the  Antipodes.  You  may 
rely  on  the  zeal  of,  my  dear  Sir,  your  most  fiEuthful  friend.

•  The  following  is  a  copy  of  the  Admiralty  order  referred  to :— "  Whereas  the 
Right  Honourable  Lord  Pelham,  one  of  His  Majesty's  Principal  Secretaries  of 
State,  hath,  with  his  letter  of  the  11th  instant,  transmitted  to  us  the  copy  of  a 
letter,  with  its  inclosures,  which  his  Lordship  had  received  from  Mr.  Falcon,  his 
Miyesty's  Consul  at  Algiers,  stating,  that  in  consequence  of  an  offence  committed 
by  his  servants,  without  his  knowledge,  he  had  been  ordered  by  the  Dey  to  quit  the 
country,  almost  at  a  moment's  warning ;  and  that,  in  consequence  of  his  refusal  to 
obey  that  order,  he  had  been  sent  forcibly  away  from  Algiers ;  and  whereas 
his  Lordship  hath,  at  the  same  time,  signified  to  us  the  King's  pleasure,  that 
directions  should  be  given  to  the  Commander  of  his  Majesty's  Fleet  in  the  Mediter- 
ranean, to  take  such  steps  as  he  may  deem  to  be  most  effectual  for  obtaining  all 
necessary  information  touching  the  above-mentioned  extraordinaiy  transaction,  and 
in  the  event  of  the  Consul's  representation  being  sufficiently  upheld  by  the  inquiry, 
to  warrant  fhrther  proceedings  upon  it,  to  demand  satisfaction  of  the  Dey  for  the 
insult  offered  to  the  King's  Government,  by  requiring  as  that  satisfaction,  that  Mr. 
Falcon  should  again  be  received  and  acknowledged  as  his  Majesty's  Consul ;  that 
he  should  be  compensated  for  any  loss  he  shall  appear  to  have  sustained  by  his  un- 
warrantidile  removal ;  and  that  proper  assurances  should  be  given  tliat  his  Majesty's 
Consul  shall  not  be  subject  to  a  repetition  of  similar  indignities.  We  send  your 
Lordship,  for  your  more  complete  information,  a  copy  of  LordPelham's  letter  above- 
mentioned,  together  with  the  inclosures  therein  referred  to ;  and  in  pursuance  of  his 
Majesty's  pleasure  therein  signified,  do  hereby  require  and  direct  your  Lordship  to 
take  such  steps  as  you  may  deem  most  effectual  for  obtaining  every  possible  in- 
formation respecting  the  transaction  represented  by  Mr.  Falcon ;  and  in  the  event 
of  the  Consul's  representation  being  found  to  warrant  a  ftirther  proceeding  upon 
it,  to  demand  the  satisfaction  and  assurances  required  by  his  Majesty,  accordingly. 
In  the  event  of  the  demand  of  satisfaction  being  refused,  your  Lordship  is  to 
follow  up  that  demand  in  such  .manner  as  yon  may  judge  most  effectual,  and  at 
the  same  time  most  consiatent,  under  existing  circumstances,  with  his  Migesty's 
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business  at  Algiers.  I  have  sent  to  desire  Mr.  Falcon  to  join 
me  here ;  for,  although  Mr.  Falcon's  treatment  was  scandaloas 
and  insulting  to  the  highest  degree,  yet  I  have  heard  that  the 
Dey  offered  to  receive  him  again^  which  Mr.  Falcon  refused* 
This  circumstance  has  been  omitted  in  Mr.  Falcon's  letter  to 
me,  and  must  be  duly  considered.  The  crime  to  a  Mahometan 
was  the  greatest  possible — that  of  receiving  a  Turkbh  woman 
into  a  Christian's  house,  and  their  violence  of  temper  knows 
no  bounds :  I  believe,  had  it  been  any  other  Nation,  that  his 
head  would  have  been  off. 

Another  circumstance  has  also  arisen,  as  you  will  see  by  the 
inclosed  letter  from  the  American  Consul.  This  matter,  if  it 
is  taken  up  in  the  way  which  becomes  me,  supposing  that  we 
are  to  protect  Vessels  bearing  our  Passports,  will  most  probably 
bring  on  an  Algerine  War ;  for  assuredly  I  can  carry  through 
what  I  may  demand,  and,  therefore,  it  behoves  me  to  take 
care  to  urge  no  demand  that  is  not  just  It  also  happens  that 
all  his  Cruizers  are  now  in  Port,  and  returning  for  the  winter, 
therefore  we  cannot  touch  him  in  that  most  tender  point 
However,  I  will  act  with  all  due  circumspection  in  this  bosi- 
ness.  I  wish  our  cut  of  passports  was  sent  out  to  Malta ;  then 
we  must  have  them  respected,  and  a  letter  wrote  to  the 
Barbary  States  to  tell  them  of  it   I  have  the  honour  to  be,  &c.

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Naples.     This  is  the  first  communication  I  have  bad  with 

England  smce  we  sailed I  do  not  think  it  can  be  a 

long  War ;  and,  I  believe,  it  will  be  much  shorter  than  people 
expect  •  •  •  •  Dr.  Scott  is  gone  with  my  Mission  to  Algiers, 
or  I  would  send  you  a  copy  of  the  King  and  Queen's  letter. 
I  send  you  one  firom  the  Queen.  Both  King,  Queen,  and 
Acton,  were  very  civil  to  Sir  William  Bolton.  He  dined  with 
Acton.*  Bolton  does  very  well  in  his  Brig ;  but  he  has  not 
made  a  fiuthing  of  Prize  money.  If  I  knew  where  to  send 
him  for  some,  he  should  go ;  but,  unless  we  have  a  Spanish 
War,  I  shall  live  here  at  a  great  expense,  although  Mr.  Cheva- 
lier takes  every  care,  and  I  have  great  reason  to  be  satisfied. 
I  have  just  asked  William,  who  behaves  very  well,  whether  he 
chooses  to  remit  any  of  his  wages  to  his  fiuher?  It  does  not 
q>pear  he  doeM  at  present  He  is  paid,  by  the  King,  eighteen 
poimds  a  year,  as  one  of  my  retinue;  therefore  I  have  nothing 
to  pay.  I  have  told  him,  whenever  he  chooses  to  send  any, 
to  teU  Mr.  Scott,  or  Captain  Hardy,  and  he  will  receive  a 
remittance  bill ;  so  he  may  now  act  as  he  pleases.  AprapoM 
of  Mr.  Scott  He  is  very  much  obliged  to  you  for  your  news 
of  Mrs.  Scott's  being  brought  to  bed.  No  letters  came  in  the 
Cutter  but  to  me,  and  he  was  very  uneasy.  He  is  a  very 
excellent  good  man ;  and  I  am  very  fortunate  in  having  such 
a  one.  I  admire  your  kindness  to  my  dear  sister  Bolton.  I 
have  wrote  her,  that  certainly  I  will  assist  Tom  Bolton*  at 
College.  It  is  better,  as  I  tell  her,  not  to  promise  more  than 
I  am  sure  I  can  perform.  It  is  only  doing  them  an  injury.  I 
tell  her,  if  vacancies^  please  God,  should  happen,  that  my 
income  will  be  much  increased.  With  respect  to  Mr.  Bolton,* 
everybody  knows  that  I  have  no  interest ;  nobody  cares  for 
me :  but  if  he  will  point  out  what  he  wants,  I  will  try  what 
can  be  done.  But,  I  am  sure,  he  will  not  be  half  so  well  off 
as  at  present  Supposing  he  could  get  a  place  of  a  few 
hundreds  a  year,  he  would  be  a  ten  times  poorer  man  than  he 
is  at  present  I  could  convince  you  of  it  in  a  moment ;  but,  if 
I  was  to  begin,  then  it  would  be  said,  I  wanted  inclination  to 

*  Sir  WiHiam  Bolton  was  not  sent  to  Naples  until  the  8th  of  October  180d,  (vide

I  have  answered  Mr.  Suckling's 
letter.  Gaetano  is  very  well,  and  desires  his  duty.  I  think, 
sometimes,  that  he  wishes  to  be  left  at  Naples ;  but  I  am  not 
sure.  Mr.  Denis's  relation  has  been  long  in  the  Victory ;  but 
if  the  Admiralty  will  not  promote  my  Lieutenants,  they  must 
all  make  a  retrograde  motion.

*  Captain  Hillyar  stated  that, "  On  the  16th  Angust,  1808,  afteDRioon,  OettM 
bearing  North  8  or  9  leagues,  he  sent  Lieutenant  Jones  to  examine  a  strange  SM^ 
bearing  for  Porto  Fino.  The  Master  of  the  Greek  Ship,  on  being  hailed,  told  the 
Boats  to  keep  off.  On  approaching,  a  fire  of  guns  and  muskets  by  the  Ship  en- 
sued, and  Lieutenant  Jones,  in  boarding,  was  mortally  wounded ;  a  seaman  killed 
and  one  wounded,  of  the  Niger ;  five  of  the  Cameleon,  wounded ;  five  Greeks  killed, 
and  seven  wounded.  Lieutenant  Jones  and  the  Greek  Captain  died  of  their  wounds. 
The  Greek  Ship  was  captured."  In  this  affair.  Captain  Hillyar's  brother,  l£r. 
William  Hillyar,  so  much  distinguished  himself,  that  Lord  Nelson  immediately  pro* 
mAt«4  him  into  Mr.  Jones*  vacancy.

If,  how- 
ever, the  Enemy  should  escape  into  any  Port  of  the  Island 
of  Sardinia,  you  are  to  proceed  and  attack  them  wherever 
you  may  fall  in  with  them,  without  paying  regard  to  any 
pretended  flag  of  Neutrality,  (except  under  the  gims  of  Cagli- 
ari,)  or  considering  such  Port  or  place  entitled  to  the  respect 
of  Neutrality,  but  as  an  invaded  Country  by  the  Enemy.  In 
the  event  of  your  finding  them  at  Ca^ari,  that  Fort  being 
sufficient  to  prevent  the  Enemy's  landing,  you  are  to  afford 
the  Viceroy  every  assistance  in  your  power  to  enable  him  to 
destroy  the  Enemy,  and  frustrate  their  designs  against  the 
Dominions  of  his  Most  Sacred  Majesty  the  King  of  Sardinia. 
You  are  to  return  and  join  me  on  my  Rendezvous  off  this 
place  in  fourteen  days,  or  sooner  if  you  should  obtain  any 
information  which  you  may  judge  important  for  me  to  be 
acquainted  with.

I  have  the  honour  to  address  your  Excellency  on  a  subject 
which  calls  loudly  for  redress  and  prevention  in  future.  It  is 
the  acknowledged  right  of  all  lawful  Cruisers  to  examine  the 
Papers  of  Vessels  hoisting  Neutral  Colours,  in  order  to  ascer- 
tain whether  the  property  of  Enemies,  not  contraband  articles, 
be  carried  on  board  them ;  and  it  is  the  acknowledged  Law 
of  Nations,  that  resistance  to  such  search  is  confiscation  of 
Ship  and  Cargo,  on  the  principle  that  such  act  of  hostility 
makes  the  Ship  and  Crew  Enemies.  It  has,  I  am  sorry  to  say, 
been  invariably  the  practice  of  the  Greeks,  whenever  they 
fancied  themselves  superior,  for  their  Vessels  or  Boats  to  fire 
on  the  English  flag ;  and  to  endeavour  to  kill  the  English, 
who  were  only  executing  their  bounden  duty  in  examining 
all  Ships  and  Vessels.  When  I  had  the  command  of  the 
Agamemnon,  Thad  sixteen  men  killed  by  these  Greeks.'  .  •  • 
I  have  earnestly  to  request  that  your  Excellency  will  obtain 
an  order  to  the  Greek  Islands  that  their  Vessels  do  not  fire  on 
the  English  flag ;  for  certainly  the  smaller  the  Vessel  coming, 
the  less  cause  for  firing.

to,  I  shall  suspend  my  opinion  on  Mr,  Schawls  conduct  till 
I  have  the  Physician's  report,  and  only  observe  that  if  Mr. 
Schaw  thought  his  professional  judgment  called  in  question 
un&irly  by  Dr.  Franklin/  he  should  have  desired  an  in- 
quiry to  refute  the  statement,  and  not  previously  to  have 
attacked,  in  a  private  letter,  the  conduct  of  Doctor  Frank- 
lin.

My  dear  General, 
I  was  £Eivoured  with  your  letter  of  August  9th,  this  morning. 
*  When  Doctors  differ  who  shall  decide  ?'  I  am  sure  it  is  out 
of  my  power.  I  shall  answer  your  Public  letter  on  the  sub- 
ject If  the  poor  man  was  not  sent  to  the  Hospital  so  soon  as 
he  ought  to  have  been,  in  that  case  Dr.  Franklin  had  a  right 
to  complain.  If  he  was  sent  at  a  proper  time,  in  that  case 
the  Surgeon  of  the  Madras  would  naturally  feel  hurt  at  such  a 
very  severe  letter  as  the  one  wrote  by  Dr.  Franklin  without  any 
inquiry  from  his  brother  Medico  into  the  case.  The  one  seems 
too  high  for  to  look  at  a  Surgeon  in  the  Navy,  and  the  other 
perhaps  regularly  brought  up,  felt  degraded  by  Dr.  Franklin's 
mode  of  procedure.  I  shall  very  soon  send  Dr.  Snipe,  Phy- 
sician to  the  Fleet,  to  Malta,  and  I  hope  that  he  will  be  able  to 
settle  this  business  amicably.  I  am,  my  dear  General,  tnily 
sensible  of  the  great  care  and  attention  shown  by  the  Medical 
Gentlemen  of  the  Hospital  to  our  Seamen,  and  that  they  have 
no  reward  adequate  to  their  trouble.  Sir  Richard  Bickerton 
has  told  me  that  he  is  directed  to  give  such  a  sum  to  the

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GreDtlemen  of  the  Hospital  for  their  trouble ;  bat  the  amount 
is  so  trifling,  and  in  his  opinion  inadequate  to  their  merits^ 
that  he  has  been  ashamed  to  offer  it  I  trust  that  this  little 
asperity  in  a  professional  judgment^  between  two  professional 
men,  will  not  prevent  the  reception  of  our  Seamen  in  future, 
and  the  former  kindness  of  the  Gentlemen  of  the  Hospital  to- 
wards them.  I  suppose  the  Admiralty,  if  we  are  to  keep 
Malta,  will  establish  a  proper  Naval  HospitaL  I  have  sent 
home  a  copy  of  Colonel  LyardV  report  from  Messina,  and 
have  made  some  very  strong  remarks  on  the  conduct  of  the 
Government  of  Messina,  and  my  belief  that  unless  our 
Government  took  a  decided  line  of  conduct  widi  the  Court  of 
Naples,  that  Sicily  would  be  lost;  but,  in  truth,  I  believe  the 
Court  of  Naples  are  afraid  of  offending  the  Court  of  Russia 
by  admitting  us,  so  that  ^  between  two  stools  they  may  fall  to 
the  ground.'  In  the  present  situation  of  England  and  Ireland, 
I  have  my  doubts  of  their  sending  any  Troops  abroad,  and 
therefore  I  most  regret  the  sending  for  them  home ;  it  was  a 
very  inconsiderate  measure,  to  say  nothing  further  of  it.  By 
Seahorse  I  hope  you  [sic]  ;  much  may  be  said  about  our  friend 
Ball's  Passports.  Government  at  home  should  decide,  and  not 
lay  an  Algerine  War  at  my  door ;  I  shall  be  careful  of  begin- 
ning, but  whatever  on  mature  reflection  shall  be  determined 
upon,  shall  be  vigorously  carried  into  execution.  Believe  me

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Schaw  did  not  flend  the  poor  man  so  soon  to  the  Hospital  as  he 
ought  to  have  done,  that  he  is  very  blameable,  for  certainly 
in  the  situation  of  the  Madras,  no  man  ought  to  be  kept 
a  moment  longer  than  is  possible  after  an  inflammatory 
fever  was  upon  him.  I  shall  take  an  early  opportunity  of 
sending  Doctor  Snipe,  Physician  to  the  Fleet,  to  inquire 
and  make  known  to  me  whether  the  man  was  kept  longer 
on  board  than  he  ought  to  have  been.  I  am  sony  that 
any  reflection  should  be  thrown  out  by  the  Medical  Gentlemen, 
to  each  other.

TO  HIS  EXCELLENCY  HUGH  ELUOT,  ESQ.,  NAPLES.

Victory,  September  3nd,  180S. 

My  dear  Sir, 

I  have  no  small  Vessels  on  this  station:  therefore  I  have  dq 
means  of  sending  you  any  account  of  ourselves.  We  are  here 
buffeting  the  winds  and  waves,  expecting  one  of  these  days 
that  the  French  will  put  to  sea.  I  only  wish  I  could  know  to 
a  certainty  where  they  are  bound.  I  think  either  to  the 
Westward,  or  they  will  make  a  push  at  Messina,  and  as 
winter  approaches,  we  can  be  sure  of  nothing  m  so  short  a 
run. 

You  know  from  Colonel  Lyard  and  Sir  Alexander  Ball,  and 
General  Villettes,  the  state  of  the  fortifications  at  Messina, 
and  the  total  neglect  of  every  means  for  the  defence  of  the 
place.  Was  any  English  Governor  so  notoriously  to  neglect 
his  duty  (unless  he  is  ordered  to  resign  to  the  Enemy)  he 
would  lose  his  head.  Instead  of  the  sixteen  Gun-boats  being 
ready  to  act,  and  exercising  every  day  in  the  Straits,  they 
have  not  a  man  belonging  to  them ;  and  from  being  hauled  up 
upon  the  shore,  and  exposed  to  the  sun,  are  so  much  out  of 
repair,  that  it  would  take  an  age  to  prepare  them  for  service. 
The  Governor  says,  that  he  is  ordered  to  make  no  show  of 
preparing  for  defence.  If  that  is  so,  I  have  done.  The 
French  will  soon  be  there.  Surely,  the  best  mode  of  keeping 
an  Enemy  out,  is  to  convince  him  that  you  have  both  the 
means  and  the  inclination ;  and  from  the  accounts  sent  me 
from  Messina,  there  are  neither  means  nor  inclination  to 
prevent  the  French  possessing  themselves  of  it  any  day.  They 
have  Privateers  enough  at  Messina,  and  in  Sicily,  to  carry 
mien  enough,  where  no  resistance  can  be  intended.  These 
conclusions  are  drawn  from  the  information  sent  me.  I  can 
know  nothing  of  my  own  knowledge.     General  Villettes  also 
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writes  me,  that  the  French  are  advanced  to  Cotrone,  and  that 
is  further  than  they  were  before,  and  of  course  contrary  to 
their  promises.  But  I  have  done  my  duty  in  representing 
these  matters,  and  it  remains  only  for  me  to  lament  that  it  is 
of  no  avail. 

Does  Naples  trust  to  Russia  ?  I  sincerely  hope  that  Russia 
will  go  to  War  to  defend  her ;  but  even  supposing  that  to  be 
the  case,  would  not  Russia  be  better  pleased  to  see  exertions, 
instead  of  supineness  ?  and,  I  am  sure,  that  John  Bull  would 
go  any  length  to  secure  those  who  have  spirit  enough  to  resist 
the  French  yoke.  If  General  Vial  goes  to  Messina,  I  do  not 
ezflect  it  will  belong  to  Naples  all  this  month.  He  will  send 
{jjuery,  say]  to  the  General— only  send  500  men.  Would  the 
Neapolitan  Troops  fire  upon  them  ?  I  say.  No :  for  if  they 
did,  they  would  know  that  their  King,  and  the  whole  Kingdom 
of  Naples,  would  be  lost  I  said  before  that  I  never  would 
mention  Sicily  again ;  but  my  heart  bleeds  to  hear  what  I  do 
from  Messina ;  and,  as  sure  as  you  live,  it  is  lost,  unless 
other  means  are  taken  to  prevent  it  than  are  followed  at 
present 

I  send  you  the  Gibraltar,  Captain  Ryves,  to  take  the  Mon- 
mouth's station.  If  a  Ship  is  not  wanted  absolutely  at  Naples, 
yon  will  be  so  good  as  to  tell  Captain  Ryves  so  in  writing, 
that  he  may  join  me ;  for  I  have  no  force  to  spare  for  idleness. 
If  it  is  necessary  to  secure  the  safety  of  the  Royal  Family,  then 
it  is  doubly  necessary  to  secure  them  a  place  of  retreat,  and 
Sicily  will  be  gone  if  the  French  get  to  Messina.  What  can 
prevent  their  sending  50,000  men,  if  necessary,  into  Sicily  ? 
Then  the  good  Sovereigns  are  slaves,  and  God  only  knows 
what  else  may  happen. 

Sardinia  is  on  the  eve  of  being  invaded,  and  although  all 
the  people  know  it  there,  yet  no  step  is  taken  to  prevent 
them.  However,  I  will  not  trouble  you  with  other  people's 
concerns;  I  shall  write  to  Mr.  Jackson.^  With  respect  to 
the  Barbary  States,  I  have  received  such  an  instruction 
from  England,  that  I  can  decide  nothing  about  Algiers  till 
Mr.  Falcon  comes  up ;  and  I  fear  it  will  turn  out  that  his 
story  is  not  quite  correct    If  so,  it  alters  the  whole  face  of  the

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matter.  I  am  instructed  to  inquire  into  the  drcumstmoei^ 
and  if  his  report  is  weU-foundcd,  to  insist  on  his  being  le- 
ceired  again.  Now  it  turns  out,  that  aflSr  the  Dey's  rage 
was  orer,  and  before  Mr.  Falcon  sailed,  the  Dey  wish^ 
him  to  remain.  The  Dey  has  since  quarrelled  with  the 
French:  therefore,  it  is  our  interest  to  keep  well  with 
him.  Respecting  the  Maltese  passports,  our  Government 
should  give  them  otur  Cuty^  and  then  the  Barbaiy  States  would 
have  no  excuse  for  taking  the  poor  people.  However,  I  ahatt 
endeavour  to  do  all  in  mj  power.  My  station  is  here;  and 
here  I  shall  remain  till  the  French  come  out,  if  it  is  a  year^ 
provided  our  Ships  are  not  worn  out  I  can  readily  conoeivv 
Sir  John  Acton's  feelings.  I  shall  write  him  a  line,  and  I 
beg  of  your  Excellency  to  present  my  humble  duty  to  their 
Majesties,  and  all  the  Roysl  Family ;  and  believe  me,  &a,

I  herewith  transmit  you  a  copy  of  a  letter  of  this  date  to 
His  Majesty's  Consul-General  at  Sicily,  which  you  will  please 
to  lay  before  the  Lords  Commissioners  of  the  Admiralqr  ton 
their  information ;  and  at  the  same  time  acqudnt  their  Lord- 
ships, that,  immediately  on  my  arrival  at  Gibraltar,  I  ordered 
the  Tourterelle  to  take  the  Convoy  from  that  place  to 
England,  and  to  call  off  Cadiz  for  such  Trade  as  might  also  be 
there :  that  on  my  arrival  at  Malta  I  ordered  the  Cyclops  to 
proceed  with  the  Trade  from  thence  bound  into  the  Adriatic^ 
and  to  bring  the  Merchant-Ships  from  the  different  Pcnts 
there  to  Malta.  I  also  ordered  the  Anson  and  Stately  (after 
cruizing  on  their  station  till  the  16th  July)  to  take  the  Trade 
from  Malta  to  Smyrna,  with  directions  to  bring  all  our  Levant 
MercbantrVessels  to  Valette  harbour ;  and,  in  passmg  through 

*  Iba  *'  Mediterranean  Passes,**  issued  by  our  GoTenunent,  were  cid or  i 
at  the  top. 
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the  Fmro  of  Meisina  on  the  20th  June  last,  I  sent  a  letter  to 
the  Merchants  there,  acquainting  them  that  a  Convoy  would 
soon  sail  from  Malta  to  England,  and  enclosed  them  a  letter 
to  the  Senior  Officer  at  Malta,  directing  them  to  send  a  Ship 
of  War  to  Messina  for  their  Trade,  in  the  event  of  their  making 
application  for  Convoy,  copies  of  which  accompany  this; 
that  immediately  on  my  arrival  off  Toulon,  hearing  that  an 
English  Merchant  Ship  was  blocked  up  at  Civiti  Vecchia  by 
a  French  Privateer,  I  sent  the  Weasel  to  convoy  her  from 
thence  to  Malta,  that  she  might  avail  herself  of  the  protection 
of  the  Blonde  and  Experiment,  then  under  orders  to  proceed 
to  England  with  the  Trade ;  but  I  since  understand  that  she 
left  Civitll  Vecchia  with  the  Phoebe,  and  took  an  early  oppor- 
tuni^  of  parting  from  her^  and  as  she  has  not  been  heard  of, 
I  conclude  she  has  been  captured  by  the  Enemy. 

On  the  2nd  ultimo,  I  sent  the  Termagant  Sloop  to  the 
different  Spanish  Ports  in  these  Seas,  to  collect  the  Trade  and 
convoy  them  to  Gibraltar,  for  the  purpose  of  proceeding  with 
the  first  Convoy  to  England.  I  have  to  beg  their  Lordships 
will  not  impute  blame  to  me,  (as  I  also  understand  that  several 
of  the  Merchant  Ships  in  the  Adriatic  sailed  after  they  heard 
of  the  War,  without  waiting  for  convoy  for  these  Ships,)  and 
that  they  may  be  assured  every  attention  in  my  power  shall 
be  paid  to  the  Trade  of  His  Majesty's  Subjects  in  these  Seas. 
But  if  the  Masters  of  Merchant  Ships  will  act  of  themselves, 
without  allowing  the  Commandei>in-Chief  to  exercise  his 
judgment  and  discretion  in  collecting  the  Trade  from  the 
different  places,  many  of  our  Ships  must  inevitably  fall  into 
the  hands  of  the  Enemy.

The  consequence  has  been  that  several  have  fallen 
into  the  hands  of  the  Enemy ;  I  must  therefore  desire  you 
will  be  so  good  as  acquaint  the  Merchants  of  Sicily,  that 
should  any  of  their  Trade  proceed  without  Convoy,  after  this 
public  notice,  I  shall  send  an  account  to  Lloyd's  Coffee-

You  will  have  the  goodness  to  present  my  respectful  com- 
pliments to  the  Captain-General,  and  assure  him,  that  the 
return  of  Deserters  shall  be  reciprocal  on  my  part,  and  that  I 
have  forgiven  them  at  his  request  You  will  also  inform  his 
Excellency,  that  I  have  read  with  no  small  surprise,  a  Paper, 
purporting  to  have  been  given  in  during  the  year  1771,  and 
now  ordered  to  be  put  in  force.  I  am  ready  to  admit,  that 
the  King  of  Spain  may  order  us  to  be  refused  admittance  into 
his  Ports,  may  refuse  us,  even  when  there,  the  rights  of  hos- 
pitality, as  his  Excellency  has  done  those  of  civility,  in  not 
even  asking  Captain  Whitby  to  sit  down,  although  there  were 
others  in  his  presence  seated.  His  Sovereign  may  certainly, 
if  he  pleases,  go  to  War  with  us — I  deny  none  of  these  rights : 
but  I  claim  every  indulgence  which  is  shown  to  the  Ships  of 
our  Enemies.  The  French  Squadron  at  Corunna  are  acting 
almost  as  they  please ;  the  Aigle  French  Ship  of  War  is  not 
turned  out  of  Cadiz,  the  French  Frigate  Revenge  is  permitted 
to  go  out  of  that  Port,  cruise,  and  return  with  Prizes,  and  sell 
them.  I  will  not  state  that  every  Spanish  Port  is  a  home  for 
French  Privateers,  for  this  is  well  known ;  and  I  am  informed 
that  even  at  Barcelona,  English  Vessels  captured  by  the 
French,  have  been  sold  there.  You  will  acquaint  his  Excel- 
lency, tliat  I  claim  for  every  British  Ship,  or  Squadron,  the 
right  of  lying  as  long  as  I  please  in  the  Ports  of  Spain,  whilst 
it  is  allowed  to  other  Powers ;  that  I  claim  the  rights  of  hos- 
pitality and  civility,  and  every  other  right  which  the  harmony 
subsisting  between  our  Sovereigns  entitles  us  to.  You  will 
acquaint  his  Excellency,  that  I  can  mean  no  disrespect  per- 
sonally to  himself;  but  that  it  is  a  British  Admiral  returning 
an  answer  to  a  Spanish  Captain-General,  through  the  same 
channel  which  conveyed  the  message.     I  am,  &c.

This  conduct^  I  suppose,  indicates  a  War  with  us :  I  have 
therefore  earnestly  to  request,  that  you  will  send  me  imme- 
diate notice  of  such  an  event,  that  I  may  send  to  the  West 
Indies,  and  act  upon  it  myself.  If  your  news  of  War  passes 
through  England,  it  will  be  two  or  three  months  before  I 
shall  know  it  officially,  and  the  same  in  the  West  Indies.  I 
woold  recommend  to  your  Excellency,  sending  an  express  to 
Barcelona  with  an  order  to  hire  a  Vessel,  another  to  the  Bay 
of  Rosas,  where  our  Ships  of  War  often  are,  and  another  to 
Gibraltar  to  the  Governor  and  Commanding  Sea-Officer; 
and  I  only  hope  that  your  letter  may  be  clear,  whether  it  will 
be,  or  is,  War.

Victory,  off  Toulon,  I3th  September,  1803. 

When  British  Seamen  and  Marines  so  far  degrade  them- 
selves in  time  of  War,  as  to  desert  from  the  Service  of  their 
own  Country,  and  enter  into  that  of  Spain ;  when  they  leave 
one  shilling  per  day,  and  plenty  of  the  very  best  provisions, 
with  every  comfort  that  can  be  thought  of  for  them — for  two- 
pence a-day,  black  bread,  horse-beans,  and  stinking  oil  for 
their  food; — when  British  Seamen  or  Marines  turn  Spanish 
Soldiers,  I  blush  for  them :  they  forfeit  in  their  own  opinion, 
I  am  sure,  that  character  of  love  of  their  own  Country, 
which  Foreigners  are  taught  to  admire.  A  Briton  to  put 
himself  under  the  lash  of  a  Frenchman  or  Spaniard  must 
be  more  degrading  to  any  man  of  spirit  then  any  punish- 
ment I  could  inflict  on  their  bodies.  I  shall  leave  the  punish- 
ment to  their  own  feelings,  which,  if  they  have  any,  and  are 
still  Englishmen,  must  be  very  great     But,  as  they  thought 
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proper  to  abandon^  voluntarily,  their  wives,  &thers,  mothers, 
and  every  endearing  tie,  and,  also,  all  prospect  of  return- 
ing to  their  native  Country,  I  shall  make  them  remain  out 
of  that  Country,  which  they  do  not  wish  to  see,  and  allow 
others,  who  love  their  Country,  and  are  attached  to  their 
families,  to  return  in  their  stead.  And,  as  they  have  also 
thought  proper  to  resign  all  their  pay,  I  shall  take  care 
that  it  is  not  returned  to  them,  nor  their  ''  R."  taken  off;' 
but  it  shall  be  noted  against  their  names,  '  Deserted  to  the 
Spaniards,'  or  '  Entered  as  a  Spanish  Soldier,'  as  the  case  was.

the  Ships,  in  order  that  the  magnitude  of  the  crime  may  be 
properly  impressed  on  their  minds.

Victory,  off  Toulon,  September  16th,  1803. 

My  dear  General, 
I  wrote  you  on  the  29th  of  August ;  but  such  is  my  want 
of  Small  Craft,  that  I  have  had  no  means  of  sending  a  letter. 
We  have  had  near  fourteen  days  very  blowing  weather,  but 
that  is  to  be  expected  at  this  season  of  the  year.  The  Belleisle 
is  missing  since  the  14th,  when  I  sent  for  her  to  look  into 
Toulon.  I  hope  the  gentry  did  not  come  out  in  the  gale,  and 
got  hold  of  her — that  would  be  certainly  contrary  to  my  inten- 
tions. On  the  1 1th,  a  Rear- Admiral,  Chef  d'Escadre,  four  Sail 
of  the  Line,  Frigates,  and  Corvettes,  were  under  sail — a  Ship 
of  the  Line  and  Frigates  were  some  miles  outside  Sepet ;  but 
they  returned  again,  and  on  the  13th,  they  were  all  snug  at 
anchor.  We  are  now  twenty  leagues  from  Toulon,  and  a 
calm,  therefore,  she  is,  I  hope,  not  far  off.  The  Frigates  I 
have  are  dispersed  to  look  out,  in  case  the  French  slip  by  me, 
and  our  little  Squadron  is  so  healthy  and  keen  that  I  would

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not  recommend  them  to  fall  in  with  u&  I  am  much  obliged 
to  you  for  your  goodness  about  the  shells,  and  I  have  to 
apologize  to  Colonel  Bentham^  for  the  trouble  I  am  giving 
him.  I  shall  be  very  glad  of  a  hundred  for  12-pounders.  I  do 
not  mean  to  use  them  at  sea»  for  that  I  hope  to  consider 
burning  our  aum  Ships ;  but  in  case  they  run  ashore,  then  a 
few  put  into  their  sides  will  do  their  business.  From  our 
communication  with  Spain,  it  looks  rather  hostile,  she  must 
go  to  War  either  with  France  or  us ;  and  all  the  blame  is  laid 
at  our  door  because  we  will  not  bow  to  France,  and  allow  the 
world  to  be  at  peace.  Such  is  the  reasoning  of  the  Spaniards 
— even  the  Captain-General  of  Catalonia;  but  I  have  wrote 
him  a  letter  which  will  not  be  misunderstood,  and  I  have  sent 
an  express  to  Madrid. 

I  want  Peace;  and  therefore,  if  we  are  to  have  more  Powers 
upon  us,  the  sooner  they  begin  the  better,  and  not  give  us  a 
long  War.  Your  letters,  my  dear  General,  are  always  so 
interesting  to  me,  that  I  shall  ever  feel  much  obliged  by  your 
sending  them ;  and  believe  me  your  most  obliged  and  fidthfiil 
friend.

Vietory,  off  Tonloa,  September  16th,  1808. 

My  dear  BaU, 

I  have  had  nothing  to  send  you  [since]  my  letter  of  August 

29th,  and  we  had  a  gale  almost  ever  since.   I  bear  up  for  every 

gale.    I  must  not,  in  our  present  state,  quarrel  with  the  North 

Westers — with  crazy  masts  and  no  Port  or  spars  near  us.

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Indeed,  in  the  whole  station,  there  is  not  a  topmast  for  a 
Seventy-four.     On  the  11th,  a  Ship  of  the  Line  and  some 
Frigates  were  outside  Sepet;  a  Rear- Admiral,  Chef  d'Escadre, 
and  another  Ship  of  the  Line,  four  in  the  whole,  &c.     Eight 
were  under  Sail ;  but  seeing  Canopus  stand  under  Sicie,  they 
hauled  their  wind  and  worked  in  again.     On  the  12th  and 
13th,  they  were  at  anchor.     That  night  I  sent  Belleisle  to 
work  off  the  Port,  wind  blowing  strong  out  E.S.E.  and  S.E., 
which  has  drove  us  to  twenty  leagues  West  of  Sicie.     I  am  a 
little  anxious  at  her  not  joining ;  but  they  must  have  more 
than  common  luck  to  get  hold  of  her.     The  Squadron  has 
health  beyond  what  I  have  almost  ever  seen,  except  our 
going  to  the  Nile ;  and  I  hope,  if  the  French  will  give  us  the 
opportunity,  that  our  beef  and  pudding  will  be  as  well  applied. 
I  should  be  very  glad  to  copper  the  Queen  Schooner  for  you, 
but  I  much  doubt  if  Government  send  out  more  than  is  neces- 
sary for  the  Ships  on  the  station.      If  she  belongs  to  the 
Government  of  the  Island,  a  line  from  the  Secretary  of  State 
to  the  Admiralty  will  produce  the  copper  for  her;  therefore 
the  Builder  had  better  give  you  an  account  of  the  quantity 
wanted— paper,  nails,  &c. ;   and  for  you  to  write  to  Lord 
Hobart     With  respect  to  the  Commissaryship  for  Prisoners, 
I  only  appointed  Mr.  Chapman  on  your  recommendation; 
and  I  do  not  think  I  ought  to  appoint  any  one,  much  less  a 
Foreigner,  with  power  to  draw  bills  on  our  Government; 
therefore,  I  rely  that  Mr.  Chapman  will  hold  it  until  the 
Transport  Board  appoint  a  proper  person — be  that  person  Mr. 
Vankempen,*  or  any  one  else.  The  French  Privateers  in  Sicily 
do  not  seem  to  care  for  Neutrality.     You  and  the  Viceroy,*  I 
take  for  granted,  will  settle  this  matter.  By  Lieutenant  Shaw's 
account,  I  never  heard  the  equal  to  it,  both  at  Girgenti  and 
Alicati.     Your  advice  to  Mr.  Elliot  will  be  good,  and  I  think 
he  will  attend  to  it;  but  Diplomatic  men  think,  of  course,  they 
know  much  better  than  any  one  else,  and  Mr.  E.  is  the  oldest 
Minister  we  have.     He  has  got  a  better  appointment  than  any 
Minister  ever  sent  to  Naples :  he  first  got  £3000  for  plate 
money,  and  jC4o00  a-year,  being  little  [less  than]  Ambassador's 
pay — no  bad  hit,  Mr.  Elliot ;  and  they  ought,  my  dear  Friend, 
to  give  you  as  much  whilst  you  remain ;  but  I  hope  to  see

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you  again  afloat  I,  for  one  of  your  friends,  never  wished 
you  to  have  Malta:  I  had  destined  you  in  my  mind  for 
another  appointment.  We  are  all  well :  Murray  is  measuring 
rope  and  coals ;  Hardy  rigging  the  main-yard  on  the  booms ; 
and  we  are  caulking  and  refitting  for  a  winter's  cruise,  unless 
the  French  will  be  so  good  as  to  prevent  us ;  but  I  am  ever, 
my  dear  Sir  Alexander,  most  truly  and  faithfully  yours.

You  will  deliver  to  his  Highness  my  letter  which  accompanies 
this,  (a  copy  of  which  is  also  herewith  transmitted  for  your 
information,)  and  you  will  urge,  but  in  the  most  moderate 
manner,  the  equity  of  our  demand,  and  point  out  what  would 
be  the  consequence,  if  I  was  inclined  to  take  a  similar  posi- 
tion ;  but  his  Highness  knows  that  I  have  always  respected 
his  Neutrality.

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ing  his  Highness,  that  I  have  received  information  that  the 
French  have  made  several  purchases  of  oil,  &c.  in  his 
Dominions,  and  that  they  are  hiring  Vessels  belonging  to 
Tunis,  to  bring  it  to  Marseilles ;  and  as  a  most  particular  mark 
of  my  wishing  to  pay  every  respect  to  his  Flag,  I  earnestly 
entreat  that  he  will  order  his  Subjects  not  to  hire  the  Ships  of 
Tunis  for  any  such  purpose ;  as  if  they  arc  found  with  French 
property,  or  suspected  French  property,  on  board,  they  will 
be  detained  for  trial :  for  although  the  Vessels  may  be  bond  fide 
belonging  to  Tunis,  it  will  not  protect  the  cargo  of  an  Enemy. 
You  will,  however,  touch  on  these  points  with  so  much 
good  humour  as  to  leave  the  impression  of  my  high  respect 
for  his  Highness,  and  regard  for  the  real  property  of  his  Sub- 
jects.

The  occurrences  which  pass  every  day  in  Spain  forbode,  I 
fancy,  a  speedy  War  with  England;  therefore  it  becomes 
proper  for  me  to  put  you  upon  your  guard,  and  advise  you 
how  to  act  under  particular  circumstances.  By  looking  at 
the  former  line  of  conduct  on  the  part  of  Spain,  which  she 
followed  just  before  the  commencement  of  the  last  War,  we 
may  naturally  expect  the  same  events  to  happen.  The 
French  Admiral  Richery  was  in  Cadiz,  blocked  up  by  Admiral 

p2 
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Man  ;*  on  August  the  22nd,  they  came  to  sea,  attended  by  the 
Spanish  Fleet,  which  saw  the  French  safe  beyond  St.  Vin- 
cent, and  returned  into  Cadiz.  Admiral  Man  very  properly 
did  not  choose  to  attack  Admiral  Richery  under  such  an 
escort  This  is  a  prelude  to  what  I  must  request  your  strict 
attention  to ;  at  the  same  time,  I  am  fully  aware  that  you 
must  be  guided,  in  some  measure,  by  actual  circumstances. 

I  think  it  very  probable,  even  before  Spain  breaks  with  us, 
that  they  may  send  a  Ship  or  two  of  the  Line  to  see  L'Aigle 
round  Cape  St  Vincent;  and  that  if  you  attack  her  in  their 
presence,  they  may  attack  you ;  and  giving  them  possession 
of  the  Donegal,  would  be  more  than  either  you  or  I  should 
wish,  therefore  I  am  certain  it  must  be  very  comfortable  for 
you  to  know  my  sentiments.  From  what  you  hear  in  Cadi2^ 
you  will  judge  bow  far  you  may  venture  yourself  in  company 
vrith  a  Spanish  Squadron ;  but  if  you  are  of  opinion  that  you 
may  trust  yourself  near  them,  keeping  certainly  out  of  gun-- 
shot, send  your  Boat  with  a  letter  to  the  Spanish  Commodore, 
and  desire  to  know  whether  he  means  to  defend  the  French 
Ships ;  and  get  his  answer  in  writing,  and  have  it  as  plain  as 
possible.  If  it  be  '  yes,  that  he  will  fire  at  you  if  you  attack 
the  French  under  his  protection,'  then,  if  you  have  force 
enough,  make  your  attack  on  the  whole  body,  and  take  them 
all  if  you  can ;  for  I  should  consider  such  an  answer  as  a  per- 
fect Declaration  of  War.  If  you  are  too  weak  for  such  an 
attack,  you  must  desist ;  but  you  certainly  are  fully  authorized 
to  take  the  Ships  of  Spain  whenever  you  meet  them.  Should 
the  answer  be  ambiguous,  you  must  then  act  as  your  judgment 
may  direct  you,  and  I  am  sure  that  will  be  very  proper.  Only 
recollect,  that  it  would  be  much  better  to  let  the  French 
Ships  escape,  than  to  run  too  great  a  risk  of  losing  the 
Donegal,  yourself,  and  Ship's  company.    I  am,  &c.

My  dearest  Emma, 

We  have  had,  for  these  fourteen  days  past,  nothing  but 
gales  of  wind,  and  a  heavy  sea.  However,  as  our  Ships  have 
suffered  no  damage,  I  hope  to  be  able  to  keep  the  sea  all  the 
winter.  Nothing,  but  dire  necessity,  shall  force  me  to  that 
out  of  the  way  place,  Malta.  If  I  had  depended  upon  that 
Island,  for  supplies  for  the  Fleet,  we  must  all  have  been 
knocked  up,  long  ago ;  for,  Sir  Richard  Bickerton  sailed  from 
Malta,  the  same  day  I  left  Portsmouth,  so  that  we  have  been 
a  pretty  long  cruise ;  and,  if  I  had  only  to  look  to  Malta  for 
supplies,  our  Ships  companies  would  have  been  done  for  long 
ago.  However,  by  management,  I  have  got  supplies  from 
Spain,  and  also  from  France;  but  it  appears,  diat  we  are 
almost  shut  out  from  Spain,  for  they  begin  to  be  very  uncivil 
to  our  Ships.  However,  I  suppose,  by  this  time,  something 
is  settled ;  but,  I  never  hear  from  England.  My  last  letters 
are  July  6th,  near  three  months.  But,  as  I  get  French 
newspapers  occasionally,  we  guess  how  matters  are  going  on. 

I  have  wrote  Mr.  Gibbs,  again,  a  long  history  about 
Bronte ;  and,  I  hope,  if  General  Acton  will  do  nothing  for 
me,  that  he  will  settle  something :  but,  I  know,  whatever  is 
settled,  I  shall  be  the  loser.  Till  next  year,  the  debt  will  not

My  dear  Lord, 

It  is  now  near  three  months  sinee  my  last  letters  were 
dated  from  England ;  and  bat  for  a  French  newspaper,  which 
hitherto  we  have  procured  through  Spain  from  Paris,  we 
should  not  have  known  how  the  world  went  on ;  and  reports 
have  so  often  changed  the  First  Lord  of  the  Admiralty,  that  I 
know  not  if  I  am  now  writing  to  him ;  but  that  does  not 
matter;  I  trust  I  am  writing  to  an  old  friend,  who  sincerely 
wishes  me  as  well  as  I  do  him. 

I  have  said  all  my  say  long  ago  on  the  subject  of  the  Ships 
here ;  therefore,  I  shall  not  bore  you  on  that  subject  again. 
The  fact  is  this — all  the  Ships  have  expected  every  day  befbfe 
the  War,  to  go  to  England ;  therefore,  when  the  War  came^ 
they  wanted  for  everything — mare  especially  to  go  to  JSnffkmd, 
However,  a  good  deal  of  that  fever  is  wore  oflP,  and  we  are 
really  got  to  a  state  of  health  which  is  rarely  witnessed.  I 
have  exerted  myself  to  get  all  the  good  things  we  could  firom 
Spain,  and  latterly  our  cattle  and  onions  have  been  procured 
from  France;  but  from  the  apparent  incivilities  of  the  Spaniard 
I  suppose  we  are  on  the  eve  of  being  shut  out  Our  length 
of  passage  from  Malta  is  terrible.  We  have  not  procured  one 
single  article  of  refreshment  from  thence  since  the  Fleet  sailed 
(May  18th;)  therefore,  if  a  Fleet  here  had  only  Malta  to 
trust  to,  the  Fleet  must  go  to  Malta,  for  the  good  thii^  of 
Malta  could  never  come  to  us ;  and  in  that  case  the  French 
might  do  as  they  pleased,  between  here  and  Gibraltar,  for  two 
months  together.  At  this  moment  I  think  the  Squadron,  as 
far  as  relates  to  mc,  are  fit  to  go  to  Madras.  Their  kuBi 
want  docking.  I  hope  to  be  able  to  keep  the  sea  all  the 
winter — in  short,  to  stay  at  sea  till  the  French  choose  to  come 
to  sea;  and  then  I  hope  to  send  many  of  our  Ships  who 
want  what  I  cannot  give  them,  to  England,  towing  a  Line-oi^ 
Battle  Ship.  I  believe  we  are  uncommonly  well  disposed  to 
give  the  French  a  thrashing,  and  we  are  keen  ;  for  I  have  not 
seen  a  French  flag  on  the  sea  since  I  joined  the  Squadroik 
A  fortnight  ago,  three  or  fom*  Sail  of  the  Line  were  under 
sail,  and  some  had  got  a  few  miles  from  Sepet^  but  I  believe 
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it  was  only  for  an  exercise.  Reports  say  they  are  hard  at 
work,  fitting  out  two  new  80-gun  Ships.  '  Their  lower 
rigging  is  over  the  mast-heads.  I  wish  they  would  make 
haste,  for  our  gales  of  wind.  Admiral  Campbell  says,  are 
harder  and  more  firequent  than  ever.  I  believe  them  much 
the  same — always  very  violent,  and  a  heavy  sea.  But  it  is 
time  to  finish ;  therefore  I  shall  only  say  that  I  am  ever,  my 
dear  Lord,  your  most  fidthful  firiend.

My  dear  Sir,  •* 

The  French  are  not  yet  out,  although  they  about  a  fortnight 
ago  made  an  appearance ;  indeed,  some  of  their  Ships  were 
outside  the  harbour,  but  I  rather  think  it  was  to  get  an  exer- 
cise. However,  they  took  wit  in  their  anger,  and  returned  again. 
They  are  hard  at  work  equipping  two  new  Eighty-gun  ships ; 
perhaps  they  wait  for  their  being  ready  before  they  give  us  a 
meeting.  I  hope  to  be  able  to  keep  up  six  sail  of  the  Line ; 
and  with  that  force,  although  they  will  be  superior  in  numbers, 
yet  I  have  every  reason  to  hope  that  we  shall  give  a  veiy  good 
account  of  them.  We  are  at  this  moment  the  heidthiest 
Squadron  I  ever  served  in,  for  the  &ct  is  we  have  no  sick,  and 
are  all  in  good  humour.  The  Spaniards  are  now  so  very 
uncivil  to  our  Ships,  that  I  suppose  we  shall  not  be  much  longer 
firiends.  I  have  wrote  to  Mr.  Frere,  at  Madrid,  to  entreat  that 
he  would  take  every  possible  means  to  give  me  the  earliest  in- 
formation of  hostilities ;  and  pointed  out  to  him  the  length  of 
time  which  would  elapse  before  I  could  know  it  through 
England,  and  the  very  great  importance  of  my  knowing  it 
I  sent  a  few  days  ago  to  Minorca,  but  the  Spaniards  would 
not  give  our  Ship  pratique;  but  Captain  Donnelly  learnt, 
that  there  are  three  Frenchmen  taking  an  account  of  the 
revenue  and  how  it  is  raised,  and  making  every  minute  in- 
quiry. Does  this  portend  a  cession  of  that  Island  ?  I  fear  it 
does,  and  the  Minorquins  think  so — I  should  be  very  sorry  to 
see  that  happen ;  for,  however  valuable  and  important  Malta 
may  be  In  other  respects^  and  no  man  rates  its  value  mof  # 
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than  I  do^  yet  as  a  place  to  get  refreshments  from,  for  a  Fleet  off 
Toulon,  it  is  useless;  I  always  thought  it,  and  now  I  know  it. 
Since  May  18th,  the  day  the  Squadron  sailed  from  Malta, 
notwithstanding  that  every  attempt  has  been  made,  as  the 
Victualling  Board  will  know  but  too  well,  not  one  morsel  of 
fresh  beef  or  any  vegetables  have  we  been  able  to  get  from 
Malta;  therefore  if  we  had  only  Malta  to  trust  to,  our  Fleet 
must  go  there,  and  leave  the  statipn  for  two  months  together, 
and  the  French  to  do  as  they  please.  Minorca  may  have  its 
inconveniences ;  but  its^conveniences  are  so  great,  that  I  trust 
at  the  moment  a  Spanish  War  is  certain,  that  we  shall  be  able 
to  secure  it :  not  but  I  am  fully  aware  you  want  all  your 
Troops,  yet  I  ought  not  to  pass  by  what  my  humble  opinion 
is.  I  still  hope  that  our  great  plan  against  Spain  will  be 
able  to  be  carried  into'^effect,  and  that  my  Mortar  rafts^  will  be 
used  with  great  success :  I  can  find  no  one  objection  to  them ; 
their  effect  is  certain,  and  little  or  no  expense.  I  had  more 
to  say  on  other  subjects,  but  I  am  fearfid  of  intruding :  there- 
fore I  only  beg  you  to  be  assured,  that  every  exertion  of  mine 
shall  be  used  to  bring  this  just  War  to  an  honourable  and  suc- 
cessful termination ;  and  believe  me  ever,  my  dear  Sir,  your

Ministers  of  the  different  Neutral  Powers  residing  at  this  Court,  your  Lordship  will 
receive  the  necessary  instructions  for  your  guidance  by  this  opportunity  fh>m  the 
Lords  Commissioners  of  the  Admiralty. 

"  The  hostile  conduct  of  the  Government  of  Algiers  towards  the  Maltese,  since 
they  have  been  under  the  protection  of  his  Miyesty,  renders  it  necessary  that 
your  Lordship  should  immediately  take  measures  for  demanding  that  oil  Maltese 
captured  by  the  Algerine  Cruizers  during  that  period,  should  be  forthwith  released, 
and  delivered  up  to  whomsoever  you  may  depute  to  receive  them ;  and  in  the 
event  of  the  Regency  of  Algiers  refusing  to  comply  with  your  demand,  I  am  com*

My  dear  Sir, 

On  October  Ist,  I  was  fiivoured  with  your  several  letters, 
and  you  will,  of  coiuBe,  supply  the  Ambuscade  with  no  more 
stores  than  is  barely  necessary  to  carry  her  to  England ;  and 
as  she  will  only  be  wanted  to  carry  herself  safe  to  England,  I 
should  hope  that  her  rigging  and  sails  taken  in  her  will  fully 
answer  that  purpose. 

I  have  wrote,  onmyfirst  arrival,  recommending  a  Commander 
to  be  appointed  to  the  Prison-Ship  at  Gibraltar.  The  French 
having  at  Toulon  refused  any  communication  with  us,  I  do 
not  think  that  we  can  liberate  their  Seamen.  Those  from 
Gibraltar  would  assist  to  man  L'Aigle  at  Cadiz,  and  the  Ships 
at  Ferrol ;  but,  probably,  the  Ship  expected  with  dispatches 
for  the  Mediterranean  will  bring  out  some  directions  concern- 
ing them.  If  they  were  put  in  a  Cartel,  they  would  never 
go  to  England :  that  could  not  be  expected ;  and  if  they  were 
not  in  a  Cartel,  they  would  carry  off  the  Ship  as  a  good  Prize. 
If  it  comes  necessary  to  send  them,  it  must  be  in  a  Cartel 
with  a  false  destination — say  Brest,  and  to  carry  them  into 
Falmouth  or  Plymouth.  The  Master  or  Officer  to  have  public 
and  secret  orders.     We  have  400  at  Malta. 

As  I  send  you  a  very  fine  Brig,®  I  hope  the  Gut  will  be 
kept  clear  of  French  Privateere.  All  English  seamen  will,  I 
hope,  be  secured  for  the  Ships,  who  are  between  7  and  800 
short  of  their  complements.  As  Captain  Hart  has  just  come 
from  Naples,  he  will  tell  you  all  the  Italian  news.

My  dear  Sir, 
Some  of  our  Ships  chased  two  Frigates  into  Calvi,  in 
Corsica,  and  two  Corvettes  have  been  chased  into  Hieres. 
The  French  Admiral  mounted  yesterday  morning  his  Sea- 
Vane,  a  thing  which  a  landsman  would  not  notice ;  but  it 
gives  a  certainty  to  my  mind  that  they  wish  to  put  to  sea,  and 
never  was  a  Squadron  of  British  Ships  more  anxious  to  meet 
them.  I  can  have  no  excuse,  nor  do  I  want  my  Country  to 
make  any  for  me :  if  I  see  the  Enemy,  my  exertions  shall  be 
used  to  lay  the  Squadron  well  in,  and  the  event,  with  the 
blessing  of  Providence  on  a  just  cause,  we  have  no  reason  to 
fear.  Till  the  Battle  is  over  I  hope  to  write  to  you  no  more ; 
whether  I  survive  it  or  not,  my  name  shall  never  bring  a  blush 
on  the  cheeks  of  ray  friends.  May  God  bless  you,  my  King 
and  Country,  and  believe  me  ever  your  most  attached  and 
fiuthfiil  friend.

Having  ordered  that  bis  Majesty's  Sloop  Weazle,  under 
your  command,  may  be  taken  into  tbe  Mole  at  Gibraltar  so 
soon  as  Commissioner  Otway  has  completed  the  Ambuscade's 
defects.  You  are  hereby  required  and  directed  to  cause  the 
utmost  exertion  to  be  used  (so  far  as  the  same  may  depend 
upon  you)  in  getting  the  Weazle*s  defects  made  good,  and 
the  said  Ship  fitted  for  sea  with  all  dispatch ;  and,  so  soon  as 
she  is  in  all  respects  ready,  you  are  to  proceed  and  cruise  very 
diligently  in  the  Gut,  for  the  purpose  of  keeping  the  com- 
munication between  Gibraltar  and  the  Coast  of  Barbary  open, 
proceeding  (as  circumstances  of  information  respecting  the 
Enemy's  Privateers  may  render  necessary)  for  the  purpose  of 
protecting  the  Trade  of  his  Majesty's  Subjects,  and  destroying 
the  Enemy's  Privateers  and  Cruisers  which  are  stationed  there 
to  intercept  our  commerce,  attending  most  strictly  to  my  order 
of  the  30th  May  last,  (which  will  be  delivered  to  you  by  Cap- 
tain Durban,)  respecting  the  non-interruption  of  the  Trade  of 
his  Catholic  Majesty's  Subjects,  and  the  Neutrality  to  be 
observed  with  the  Powers  in  amity  with  Great  Britain. 

You  are  never  to  exceed  to  the  Westward  of  keeping  the 
limits  of  Cape  Spartel  in  sight  on  any  account ;  and  in  the 
execution  of  this  service,  you  are  to  pay  due  regard  to  such 
desires  as  Lieutenant-General  Sir  Thomas  Trigge^  may  find 
necessary  to  require  of  you  for  the  protection  of  the  Boats 
employed  in  bringing  the  necessary  refi*eshments  to  the 
Garrison,  or  otherwise,  as  his  Majesty's  Service  may  require — 
calling  once  every  week  on  the  Lieutenant-Governor  to  know 
his  desires,  and  to  receive  such  orders  as  I  may  find  necessary 
to  send  you.  You  are  to  continue  on  this  service  till  other- 
wise directed,  acquainting  me,  from  time  to  time,  as  oppor- 
tuni^  may  offex^  with  an  account  of  your  proceedings.

My  dear  Ball, 

Your  friendly  council  and  advice  is  always  most  acceptable, 
and  the  wisdom  of  the  measures  you  propose  is  undoubted, 
and  should  be  followed  had  I  the  means.  The  state  of  Egypt 
is  deplorable ;  and  I  have  no  doubt  that  the  French  have 
made  a  treaty  with  the  Mamelukes,  or  will  with  the  Turks.  I 
have  not  only  wrote  it,  but  impressed  it  on  Mr.  Addington's 
mind,  the  necessity  of  his  steering  such  a  course  as  would 
neither  throw  the  Mamelukes  or  Turks  into  the  arms  of 
France.  Whether  they  attend  at  home  to  these  things,  I  very 
much  doubt  and  deplore.  I  hope  the  Capitan  is,  long  before 
this,  in  Egypt — not  that  I  believe  the  Turks  will  ever  be 
what  they  call  masters  of  that  Country  again.  The  wish  I 
have  of  sending  a  small  Ship  now  and  then  to  Egypt  is 
frustrated,  for  I  have  them  not  I  want  to  place  a  good  Sloop 
to  guard  our  Currant  Ships,  and  to  look  about  the  Republic 
of  the  Seven  Islands.  I  want  also  to  place  a  Ship  above 
Ancona.  How  far  Captain  Cracraft  will  be  able  to  accom- 
plish these  things  with  his  small  Squadron,  I  am  not  sure ; 
but  he  shall  have  a  letter  to  attend  to  your  wants  for  Convoy 
to  both  the  Morea  and  Adriatic,  for  which  purpose  I  shall  add 
for  the  present  the  Arrow  to  his  Squadron,  and  send  Bittern, 
with  24-pounders,  in  the  room  of  Troubridge's  son-in-law.* 

I  had  intended  sending  Sir  Richard  Bickerton  to  Malta  to 
arrange  these  and  other  matters,  and,  amongst  others,  to  look 
at  the  place  for  the  Naval  Hospital,  and  to  get  an  estimate  of 
the  expense  of  fitting  it  up ;  but  I  believe,  from  appearances, 
that  the  French  Fleet  are*  so  near  putting  to  sea,  that  it  would 
be  cruel  in  me  to  send  so  excellent  an  Officer  and  friend 
away,  at  a  moment  we  may  expect  so  glorious  a  harvest  I 
would  give  a  good  deal  for  a  copy  of  the  French  Admiral^s 
orders.  Report  says  it  is  Decres,  as  he  fought  the  Guillaume 
Tell  so  well.  If  he  is  a  fighting  man  so  much  the  better.  I 
hope  he  will  not  run  away;  wc  may  want  heels  to  catch 

'  Captain  Richardson,  of  the  Jano,  ttep-son  of  Sir  Thomas  Troubridge. 
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[him] — that  is  the  only  fear  I  have.  My  firiend  Colonel 
Stewart's  brother  is  most  heartily  welcome,  if  it  is  at  my 
disposal,  to  live  in  the  Navy  House.  Apropos,  Mr.  Taylor 
has  wrote  to  me  about  the  houses  belonging  to  the  Naval 
Yard.  Will  you  do  what  is  proper  on  this  occasion  ?  If  we 
have  an  Arsenal,  the  OflScers  certainly  should  have  their 
houses.  Mr.  Elliot,  I  find,  thinks  Sicily  quite  safe,  and 
Naples  almost  fit  to  bid  defiance  to  all  Buonaparte's  power. 
I  laugh  at  what  I  read.  I  know  them  well,  and  so  do  you. 
This  beating  off  the  Tunisians*  will  have  a  very  good  effect, 
and  dispose  them  to  resist  other  invaders.  Again  and  again, 
only  tell  me  your  wants  and  wishes,  and  they  shall  be  com- 
plied with  as  fast  as  my  means  will  allow ;  being  ever,  my 

dear  Ball— ever  your  fiiithful  friend.

I  have  received  your  letter  of  the  27  th  ultimo,  acquainting 
me  that  a  Transport  had  sailed  to  Corfu,  and  that  two  were 
ready  to  proceed  to  Tunis,  for  cattle  for  the  Army  and  Island; 
also,  that  General  Villettes  had  expressed  a  wish  to  have  two 
Transports,  for  the  sole  purpose  of  bringing  cattle  for  the  use 
of  the  Army  at  Malta ;  I  have  therefore  to  desire  that  you 
will  wait  upon  Sir  Alexander  Ball  and  know  from  him  what 
Transports  he  will  require  for  the  use  of  the  Island,  and  after 
having  received  his  instructions  on  that  head,  you  are  to  appro* 
priate  the  number  he  may  judge  necessary  for  bringing  cattle 
for  the  use  of  the  Island,  and  also  two  Transports  agreeably 
to  General  Villettes'  desire,  for  the  sole  purpose  of  bringing 
cattle  for  the  use  of  the  Army.  The  Transports  for  the 
service  of  the  Fleet  will,  eight  months  out  of  the  year,  be  at 
the  disposal  of  the  General  and  Sir  Alexander  Ball ;  there- 
fore, take  this  into  the  calculation  in  consulting  with  them, 
which  you  are  to  acquaint  General  Villettes  of,  immediately

Sir, 
I  have  received  your  letters  of  the  4th  and  23rd  ultimo,  with 
the  Instructions,  &c.,  therein  mentioned,  and  must  desire 
whenever  you  may  judge  it  necessary,  consistent  with  the  said 
Instructions,  to  muster  the  Crews  of  his  Majesty's  Ships  and 
Vessels,  as  they  arrive  at  Malta,  that  you  will  apply  to  the 
Captains  thereof  to  furnish  you  with  a  Boat  for  that  purpose, 
and  that  I  do  not  feel  justified  to  tnake  any  addition  to  your 
establishment  of  Clerks.  Having  so  recently  left  England^ 
those  things  ought  to  have  been  perfectly  understood  and 
settled  by  the  Navy  Board,  to  whom  you  must  make  applica- 
tion on  the  circumstances  above  mentioned.  On  the  subject 
of  the  sails  and  other  stores  mentioned  in  your  said  letter  of 
the  23rd  ultimo,  being  damp,  owing  to  the  Storehouses  being 
in  bad  repair,  I  am  to  desire  that  you  will  use  every  means 
necessary  to  put  the  Storehouses  in  a  proper  condition  for 
keeping  the  sails,  &c.  dry,  as  serious  losses  and  consequences 
may  arise  from  their  being  otherwise.  But  in  making  this 
repair  which  you  have  represented  as  absolutely  necessary, 
you  are  to  pay  the  most  strict  regard  to  economy,  and  procure 
such  vouchers  for  so  doing  as  will  satisfy  the-  Navy  Board 
with  the  correctness  thereof,  and  that  Government  has  not 
been  put  to  any  unnecessary  or  improper  expenses.  I  cer- 
tainly think  that  English  weights  are  preferable  to  Maltese, 
and  ought  to  be  used  fpr  his  Majesty's  stores,  provided  the 
alteration  is  not  attended  with  inconvenience  to  the  Inha- 
bitants who  you  may  have  occasion  to  deal  with.  I  observe  the 
propriety  of  the  Officers  of  his  Majesty's  Yard  at  Malta  being 
accommodated  with  houses  contiguous  to  their  duty,  and 
have  wrote  Sir  Alexander  Ball  on  the  subject.

Yesterday  evening  I  reoeiTed  tlieir  Loffdships'  order  of  the 
24th  August  last,  directing  that  the  compiements  of  His 
Majesty's  Ships  and  Vessels  under  my  oommaDd  may  be 
fordiwith  completed  to  the  War  establishment,  and  to  enter 
and  bear  as  many  more  men  in  addition  to  their  present 
complements  as  may  be  necessary  for  that  parpose.  You  will 
please  to  acquaint  their  Lordships  that  directions  shall  be 
given  accordingly;  but  upon  this  subject  I  must  beg  to 
observe  that  there  is  but  little  probability  of  procuring  men  in 
this  Country,  as  there  appears  no  inclination  in  the  Maltese 
to  enter  into  the  Navy.  The  means  to  induce  them  shall, 
however,  be  held  out,  and  everything  done  that  remains  with 
me,  for  that  purpose. 

I  enclose  you  for  their  Lordships'  information,  extracts  of 
three  letters  from  Sir  Alexander  Ball  on  this  subject,  together 
with  a  Proclamation  issued  at  Malta  for  the  purpose  of  pro- 
curing Maltese  for  the  Fleet ;  but  I  am  sorry  to  observe  that 
there  are  not  more  than  four  in  the  Squadron  at  present  off 
this  place,  nor  is  there,  as  their  Lordships  will  observe,  from 
the  extracts  above  mentioned,  any  probability  of  procuring 
more  Maltese  for  the  Navy,  so  that  the  very  considerable 
number  of  Seamen  wanted  to  complete  the  complement  of  the 
Ships  here,  must  be  looked  for  from  some  other  quarter.

You  will  please  to  acquaint  their  Lordships  that  I  will  take 

*  **  Whereas,  the  Right  Honourable  Lord  Pelham,  one  of  his  Migesty^s  Principal 
Secretaries  of  State,  hath,  vith  his  letters  of  the  10th  instant,  transmitted  to  us  a 
copy  of  a  letter  with  its  Inclosure,  which  his  Lordship  had  receiyed  from  Mr. 
Consul  Falcon,  by  which  it  appears  that  several  Maltese  Vessels  have  been  captured 
by  the  Algerines,  and  their  Crews  sent  into  slavery  ;  and,  whereas,  his  Lordship 
hath,  at  the  same  time,  signified  to  us  his  Miyesty's  commands,  that  the  necessary 
instructions  should  be  sent  to  the  Officer  commanding  his  Majesty's  Fleet  in  the 
Mediterranean,  to  demand  the  immediate  restitution  of  the  said  Vessels,  and  their 
Cargoes,  and  the  release  of  their  Crews ;  We  send  your  Lordship  herewitli  transcripts 
of  the  said  letter  and  its  inclosure,  and  do  hereby  require  and  direct  you  (in  addition 
to  our  order  of  the  7th  of  July  last)  to  take  the  first  opportunity  of  sending  one  of  the 
Ships  of  your  Squadron,  under  the  command  of  a  discreet  Officer,  to  Algiers,  with 
instructions  to  him  to  demand  in  his  Majest/s  name  from  the  Dey,  the  immediate 
restitution  of  the  Maltese  Vessels  above-mentioned,  together  with  their  Cargoes, 
and  the  release  of  their  respective  Crews  accordingly.  Your  Lordship  wlU  direct 
the  Officer  you  may  employ  on  this  service  to  be  careful,  on  his  arrival  off  that 
place,  not  to  subject  himself,  or  the  Ship  under  his  command,  to  the  risk  of  capture, 
in  case  any  hostile  views  towards  this  Country  should  be  entertained  by  that 
Hejgenoy.

the  respective  Ships,  You  are  hereby  required  and  directed  to

cordage  wanted  for  the  Fleet,  at  three  inches  and  upwards, 
must  be  made  at  Malta,  with  the  hemp  of  this  Country,  (at

Your  Excellency's  letters  by  the  Monmouth  came  to  me  on 
the  4th,  at  night,  and  I  feel  truly  sensible  of  your  kindness^ 
and  the  trouble  you  have  taken  in  detailing  to  me  all  the 
means  of  precaution,  which  his  Excellency  Sir  John  Acton 
has  taken  respecting  Sicily,  and  I  fully  rely  that  those  measures 
will  be  continued,  and  that  neither  Sicily  nor  Naples  will 
want  our  assistance.  God  knows,  we  have  occasion  enough 
for  our  Troops  without  begging  them  to  be  received,  and 
nothing  but  the  strong  order  I  brought  out^  would  have  induced 
General  Villettes  to  part  with  a  man  from  Malta.  General 
Villettes  writes  me  the  same  good  accounts  from  Messina  as  you 
have  done.  The  information  of  Captain  Durban  relative  to  the 
Tunisians,  by  wise  precautions,  has  led  to  such  a  happy  result, 
that  I  trust  my  Countrymen  in  Sicily  will  soon  cruize  against 
the  Barbary  States.  I  am  sure  they  could  soon  be  brought  to 
it.     However,  I  have  been  so  pleased  with  Captain  Durban

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for  ibis,  and  other  wise  conduct  on  several  occasions,  that  I 
have  made  him  a  Post-Captain,  and  given  him  the  command 
of  the  Ambuscade  Frigate.  I  verily  believe,  my  dear  Sir, 
that  you  are  much  mistaken  about  Sir  A.  J.  Ball's  opinion  of 
Sir  John  Acton.  I  believe  he  has  the  very  highest  one  of 
him,  and  that  his  loss  to  Naples  would  at  this  moment  be  the 
ruin  of  the  Countiy ;  but  he  has  thought  that  Sir  John  has 
had  difiBculties  to  struggle  with,  in  giving  his  opinions,  that 
sometimes  thwarted  his  wishes.  I  sincerely  hope  it  is  not  so.

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And  I  have  recommended  Captain  Cracraft,  if  possible,  to 
communicate  with  Manfredonia,  and  to  offer  to  Sir  John 
Acton  and  yourself  any  accommodation  in  his  power,  by 
taking  a  Messenger,  &c,  for  Vienna.  In  short,  my  dear  Sir, 
you  may  rely,  that  whatever  man  can  do  for  the  safety  and 
comfort  of  the  Two  Sicilies,  none  can  have  more  desire  to  do 
it  than  myself.  You  will  keep  the  Gibraltar  as  long  as  you 
want  her,  or  until  I  can  relieve  her;  and  I  am  sure  Captain 
Ryves  saw  the  Troops  safe  to  Messina.

heard  of  any  being  at  Naples.  If  they  find  Trade,  it  is  my 
business  to  find  Convoy ;  therefore,  let  them  send  a  list  of 
Vessels  to  the  Senior  Officer  at  Malta,  or  to  me.  I  should 
be  very  happy  to  receive  authentic  intelligence  of  the  degtina^ 
Hon  of  the  French  Squadron — their  routes  and  time  of  sailing.

If  you  will  direct, 
agreeable  to  Lord  Hawkesburj's  desire,  his  effects  at  Naples 
to  be  collected  together,  and  give  me  an  idea  of  the  quantity, 
I  will  send  a  Ship  of  War  or  Transport  for  them,  and  if  Mr. 
Jackscm,  or  Lord  Bristol's  fistctotum  at  Rome,  will  send  the 
effects  from  thence  to  either  Civit^  Vecchia,  or  Naples,  and 
will  let  me  know  when  they  are  at  the  sea-side,  and  ready,  I 
will  send  for  them. 

They  have 
been  chased  twice— once  into  Corsica  with  the  Troops,  by 
the  Agincourt  64;  and  on  Sunday  last,  by  two  Frigates, 
Active  and  Phoebe,  into  St  Tropes;  but  these  fellows  will  not 
fight,  if  they  can  help  it  Never  was  health  equal  to  this 
Squadron.  It  has  been  within  ten  days  of  five  months  at 
sea,  and  we  have  not  a  man  confined  to  his  bed :  therefore, 
if  these  fellows  wait  till  we  are  forced  into  Port,  they  must 
wait  some  time.

It  is  rather 
remarkable  that  the  Vessel  with  wine,  which  you  acquaint  me 
is  gone  to  Leghorn,  should  have  missed  the  Fleet  off  Toulon, 
as  we  have  been  but  little  distance  from  that  place,  since  the 
beginning  of  August  last  I  am  very  much  obliged  by  your 
sending  the  Gazette  and  Newspapers,  and  will  feel  particu- 
larly thankful  for  the  most  early  information  respecting  our 
situation  with  Spain,  and  beg  you  will  be  good  enough  to  for- 
ward any  dispatches  which  may  arrive  from  Mr.  Frere  or  Mr.

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mention  for  the  Fleet  (through  Neutral  bottoms  to  Malta)  in 
the  event  of  a  War  with  Spain ;  and  shall  send  extracts  of  your 
proposals  to  the  Agent  Victuallers  at  Malta  and  Gibraltar, 
that  they  may  avail  themselves  thereof,  and  give  the  prefer* 
ence  to  the  most  advantageous  terms  for  Government  In 
case  of  the  continuance  of  Peace  with  Spain,  (which  I  still 
hope  may  be  the  case,)  it  would  be  desirable  to  fix  the  precise 
mode  of  having  the  Fleet  under  my  command  regularly  sup- 
plied from  Rosas  or  Alfaquez,  with  live  bullocks,  onions,  and 
a  few  sheep  now  and  then,  on  an  average  of  fifty  bullocks  a 
week,  taking  into  account  die  uncertainty  of  the  weather  at 
this  season  of  the  year,  which  perhaps  might  prevent  commu- 
nicaticMi  with  either  of  those  places  for  a  fortnight  together. 
If  therefore,  beg  you  will  let  me  know  if  such  supply  can  be 
had  at  Rosas  or  Alfaquez,  and  what  the  average  price  of  the 
pound  of  beef  will  cost  Government  imder  the  circumstances 
above-mentioned,  for  any  given  time,  or  firom  one  month  to 
another,  during  the  winter  season,  payment  thereof  to  be 
made  by  bills  on  the  Victualling  Board,  as  often  as  may  be 
required ;  and  in  die  event  of  the  Fleet  leaving  this  place  un- 
expectedly, a  reasonable  allowance  will  be  made  for  any  live 
bidlocks  remaining  on  hand  in  consequence  of  the  agreement 
which  may  be  entered  into.     I  am,  &c.

My  dear  Sir  Thomas, 
I  was  not  favoured  with  any  letter  firom  you,  previous  or 
since  my  leaving  England.  The  conversation  I  had  with  you 
respecting  Mr.  T^lour,  was  at  your  house  in  Welbeck  Street; 
and  there  his  name  stands  on  my  list,  I  am  sorry  to  say, 
beyond  what  I  can  form  any  hopes  of  reaching  by  the  limited 
promotions  allowed  by  the  present  Admiralty.  They  seem 
disposed  to  fill  up  all  captured  Ships,  and  all  those  Captains 
who  go  home  ill.  My  list  is  full  for  such  vacancies,  and  is 
daily  adding ;  therefore,  I  only  look  for  deaths,  unless  as  a 
favour  fix>m  the  Admiralty,  for  this  climate  is  so  healthy  that 
only  two  Captains  died,  in  ten  years,  natural  deaths.  I  can 
only  say,  that  I  have  all  the  inclination  to  be  useful  to  any 
friend  of  yours.  Captain  Briggs*  I  have  the  highest  regard 
for,  and  you  cannot  be  more  anxious  to  promote  his  wel&re 
than  I  am.  I  have  received  a  letter  from  your  protege,  Mr. 
Nairholm  of  the  Belleisle,  and  I  will  not  be  unmindful  of 
him.  The  taking  of  the  French  Fleet  may  do  much  for  my 
clearing  the  way,  but  I  have  more  than  fifty  to  make  Lieu- 
tenants. Admiral  Campbell  was  very  well  when  we  parted.

Your  letter  of  July  21st,  came  to  me  in  the  Childers,  Sir 
William  Bolton,  and  I  assure  you  that  I  feel  very  much  obliged 
by  your  kind  hint,  but  I  do  not  believe  one  word  of  your  in- 
formation :  malicious  liars  are  always  travelling  about  doing 
evil.     If  he  comes  out  here,  I  shall  be  heartily  glad  to  sec 

him.    I  toeff  know  his  reasons  for  coming  out;  and  even ,

I  was  favoured  with  your  letter  of  August  26th,  by  your 
son,J  on  October  7th.  My  time  here  has  been  so  very  short, 
and  you  will  conceive  that  I  came  out  well  loaded,  that  in 
truth  I  do  not  see  my  way  for  even  clearing  the  Victory  once ; 
and  I  have  upon  my  list  twenty  to  be  made  Captains.  Mr. 
Palmer  is  the  third  recommended  to  me  by  the  Duke  of 
Clarence,  and  I  sincerely  wish  it  may  be  in  my  power  to  pro- 
mote them  all,  more  especially  the  son  of  an  old  acquaintance.

Off  Toulon,  15th  October,  1803. 

I  am  absolutely,  Sir,  beginning  this  letter  in  a  fever  of  the 
mind.  It  is  thick  as  butter-milk,  and  blowing  a  Levanter ; 
and  the  Narcissus  has  just  spoke  me  to  say,  *  She  boarded  a 
Vessel,  and  they  imderstood  that  the  men  had  seen,  a  few 
days  before,  twelve  Sail  of  Ships  of  War  off  Minorca.  It  was 
in  the  dusk,  and  he  did  not  know  which  way  they  were  steer- 
ing.' This  is  the  whole  story,  and  a  lame  one.  On  the  8th, 
the  French  Fleet,  as  counted  by  Captain  Boyle,  was  eight 
Sail  of  the  Line,  four  Frigates,  and  some  Corvettes.  On  the 
9th,  it  blew  a  tremendous  storm  at  N.W.  which  lasted  till  the 
12th,  since  which  time,  although  Seahorse  and  Renown  are 
endeavouring  to  reconnoitre,  it  is  so  thick  that  I  do  not  think 
they  can  either  see  into  Toulon,  or  find  me  if  they  do.  Your 
Royal  Highness  will  readily  imagine  my  feelings,  although  I 
cannot  bring  my  mind  to  believe  they  are  actually  out;  but 
to  miss  them — God  forbid  I  They  are  my  superior  in  num- 
bers, but  in  everything  else,  I  believe,  I  have  the  happiness 
of  commanding  the  finest  Squadron  in  the  world — Victory,

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Kent,  Superb^  Triumph,  Belleisle,  and  Renown.  Admiral 
Campbell  is  gone  to  Sardinia,  and  I  have  been  anxiously  ex- 
pecting him  these  ten  days.  If  I  should  miss  these  feUows, 
my  heart  will  break :  I  am  actually  only  now  recovering  the 
shock  of  missing  them  in  1798,  ^when  they  were  going  to 
Egypt.  If  I  miss  them,  I  will  give  up  the  cudgels  to  some 
more  fortunate  Commander;  God  knows  I  only  serve  to 
fight  those  scoundrels ;  and  if  I  cannot  do  that,  I  should  be

October  16th. — The  Seahorse  spoke  me  in  the  night;  and 
made  known  that  the  Enemy  were  in  the  same  state  as  when 
last  reconnoitred  on  the  8th.

During  the  time  of  Buonaparte's 
greatest  success  in  Egypt,  that  he  gave  up  to  me,  as  prisoners, 
the  French  Consul,  and  every  Frenchman  in  his  Dominions, 
amounting  to  fifty-seven,  and  that  his  Arsenal  was  always  open 
for  the  supply  of  our  Ships.  I  have  not  thought  it,  however, 
proper  to  notice  the  indirect  application  for  gunpowder  and 
grape-shot,  on  account  of  his  War  with  the  Americans,  with- 
out the  approbation  of  Government  Although  the  Bashaw  is 
fully  entitled  to  every  act  of  kindness  firom  us,  yet  it  will  strike 
your  Lordship,  as  it  has  me,  that  it  might  give  cause  for  a 
discontent  on  the  part  of  the  Americans,  which  it  must  be  our

Mjr  Lord,  Victory,  off  Toulon,  October  16th,  1803. 

On  the  arrival  of  the  Childers  on  the  6th,  the  blockade  of 
Genoa  and  Port  Especia  immediately  took  place,  and  the 
Southern  parts  of  France,  and  the  Ligurian  and  Italian  Re- 
publics, will,  I  trust,  severely  feel  the  effects  of  it  There 
was  certainly  a  difference  between  the  situation  of  the  poor 
Tuscans  and  those  other  Powers ;  the  former  will  always  be 
ready  to  assist  us  against  the  French,  whenever  they  can  do 
it  with  safety  to  themselves.  By  letters  &om  Mr,  Elliot  and 
Sir  John  Acton,  I  am  glad  to  find  that  some  active  measures 
are  taking  for  the  security  of  Sicily,  and  putting  Messina  in 
such  a  state  of  defence  that  it  cannot  be  taken  by  surprise. 
I  have  told  them  some  troths ;  but  I  am  sure  they  are  tmly 
sensible  that  I  have  no  further  vidws  in  doing  so,  than  to  urge 
them  to  do  what  is  right  for  the  security  of  the  Royal  Family 
and  Sicily.  I  will  not  touch  on  Mr.  Elliot's  mission.  He 
believes  that  he  is  fully  acquainted  with  the  whole  machinery 
which  governs  Naples:  I  own  I  doubt  that  he  knows  more  than 
they  wish  him ;  but  if  they  do  what  is  right  for  their  security 
I  am  content  I  have  always  kept  a  Ship  at  Naples  for  the 
personal  security  of  the  Royal  Family ;  and  I  have  strengthened 
the  Squadron  which  watches  the  French  Army  in  the  Heel  of 
Italy,  in  case  they  should  wish  to  cross  to  the  Morea,  which 
many  think  is  their  intention*  What  the  real  destination  of 
the  French  Fleet  may  be  is  very  difficult  for  me  to  guess.  Mr. 
Elliot  thinks  they  will  try  to  have  Sicily  previous  to  their  going 
to  Egypt;  others  think  they  may  go  direct  to  cover  the 
Army  across  to  the  Morea;  others,  that  in  the  present  un- 
settled state  of  Egypt,  they  may  push  with  ten  thousand  men 
to  Alexandria,  and  they  may  be  bound  outside  the  Mediter- 
ranean. Plausible  reasons  may  certainly  be  given  for  every  one 
of  these  plans ;  but  I  think  one  of  the  two  last  is  their  great 
object ;  and  to  those  two  points  my  whole  attention  is  turned. 
If  they  put  to  sea,  I  hope  to  fall  in  with  them,  and  then  I 
have  every  reason  to  believe  that  all  their  plans  will  be  frus* 
trated*    I  have^  &c.,

Victory,  off  Toulon,  16th  October,  1803. 

My  Lord^ 

I  was  honoured  with  your  Lordship's  letter  of  August  23rd, 
on  the  6th  instant,  by  the  Childers  Sloop  of  War:  and  I  have 
sent  for  Mr.  Falcon  to  come  to  me,  that  I  may  consult  with 
him  on  the  properest  mode  of  proceeding,  in  order  to  make 
the  Dcy  of  Algiers  conduct  himself  with  becoming  respect 
for  his  Majesty's  Government,  and  all  under  his  protection. 
Your  Lordship  may  rest  assured  that  I  will  not  suffer,  in  the 
reparation  I  may  demand,  either  the  dignity  of  his  Majesty  to 
be  insulted  with  impunity,  nor  those  under  his  protection  to 
be  captured.  At  the  same  time,  it  will  become  my  duty  to 
take  care  that  I  do  not  rashly  plunge  our  Country  in  a  War 
with  such  a  Power,  and  who,  notwithstanding  all  which  has 
been  said,  I  have  good  reason  to  believe  is  friendly  disposed 
towards  us,  and  hates  the  French. 

On  the  subject  of  Mr.  Falcon  (your  Lordship  will  forgive 
the  freedom  of  my  remarks) — he  was  Secretary  to  the  former 
Consul,  and  such  persons,  however  elevated  their  rank  with 
us,  are  held  very  low  in  estimation  with  the  Moors.  There- 
fore he  never  was  really  well  received,  or  looked  upon  by  the 
Dey;  therefore  I  can  readily  believe  he  did  not  think  the 
turning  away  Mr.  Falcon  (in  the  ignominious  manner  he  did) 
the  same  as  if  he  sent  away  any  other  ConsuL  The  crime  which 
was  committed  in  Mr.  Falcon's  house  was  the  very  greatest. 

Reports  have  reached  me,  that  just  before  the  Vessel's 
sailing  with  Mr.  Falcon,  reflection  came  over  the  Dey, 
and  that  he  sent  for  Mr.  Falcon  to  return.     Although  this

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would  not  have  doae  away  the  whole  of  the  insult^  yet  it 
would  have  opened  a  door  for  immediate  reparation ;  but  as 
Mr.  F.  has  not  mentioned  this  circumstance — certainly  very 
important — ^it  may  not  be  true.  With  respect  to  the  reported 
taking  of  Maltese  Vessels  with  Passports,  notwithstanding  the 
circumstances  are  so  accurately  detailed,  even  to  the  Number 
of  the  Passport,  I  have  stiU  very  great  doubts ;  for,  notwith- 
standing the  apparent  public  notoriety  of  the  said  captures, 
and  the  American  Consul's  letters,  sent  me  from  all  quarters, 
even  from  Sir  Alexander  Ball,  yet  on  my  desiring  of  Sir  Alex- 
ander Ball  all  the  circumstances  of  where  these  Vessels  were 
going,  to  whom  their  cargoes  belong,  &c.  &c.,  all  I  have  yet  been 
able  to  obtain  b  the  letter,  of  which  I  transmit  a  copy,  stating 
— ^vi2.,  *  I  think  it  necessary  to  apprise  your  Lordship,  that  it  has 
occasionally  been  found  necessary  (in  consequence  of  the 
scarcity  of  Maltese  Vessels)  to  gr^nt  British  passports  to  Sicilian 
Vessels  for  one  voyage  only,  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  the 
Island ;  and  as  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  they  have  some- 
times abused  this  privilege,  by  selling  or  otherwise  misapply- 
ing these  passports,  it  is  possible  that  the  Vessels  alluded  to 
in  Mr.  O'Brien's  letter,  may  have  been  captured  under  such 
circumstances.'  And  to  this  day  I  have  never  heard  from  Sir 
Alexander  Ball  of  the  capture  of  any  Maltese.  I  have  now 
sent  to  him  to  demand  from  the  Senate,  who,  I  understand, 
r^ulate  these  matters,  the  names  of  the  Vessels,  to  whom 
belonging,  Masters'  names,  and  the  name  of  every  man  com- 
posing the  crew,  &c.  &a  &c.,  that  I  may  proceed  upon  strong 
grounds. 

The  orders  from  your  Lordship,  signifying  the  King's 
commands,  are  so  perfectly  clear,  that  if  I  cannot  procure  all 
the  satis&ction  which  Mr.  Falcon's  case  and  these  captures 
demand,  hostilities  will  be  the  consequence;  but  if  it  be 
necessary  to  resort  to  that  measure,  I  shall  certainly  not  give 
the  Defy  the  advantage  of  securing  his  Cruizers,  which  at  this 
season  are  all  in  Port  They  usually  begin  to  fit  out  in 
February,  and  sail  the  beginning  of  April,  returning  for  the 
winter  in  September ;  therefore  I  shall,  if  possible,  not  resort 
to  actual  hostilities,  until  I  can  strike  a  blow,  the  same  day, 
on  all  his  Vessels,  from  one  end  of  the  Mediterranean  to  the 
other*    I  have  the  honour  to  be,  &c.

My  dear  Brother, 
Accept  my  thanks  for  your  kind  letter  of  July  ,  which 

I  received  by  the  Childers.  I  sincerely  hope  that  Canterbury 
will  prove  as  profitable*  to  you  as  to  your  predecessor  last 
year :  perhaps,  if  I  take  another  French  Fleet  they  may  make 
you  a  Bishop :  therefore,  I  shall  try  hard  whenever  they  give 
me  the  opportunity.  They  are  our  superiors  in  numbers — 
they  being  eight  to  six,  which  is  the  force  I  can  count  upon 
being  off  Toulon ;  for  one  must  be  in  turn  in  harbour  water- 
ing, and  I  have  Cadiz  to  watch  with  another,  and  one  always 
at  Naples,  in  case  of  accidents,  tor  the  security  of  the  Royal 
Family ;  therefore,  although  the  Admiralty  may  say,  I  have 
ten  at  my  orders,  the  fact  is  I  can  never  count  upon  more 
than  six.  If  I  am  so  fortunate  on  the  day  of  Battle  to  have 
the  seventh,  I  shall  be  very  fortunate.  For  two  days  last  week 
I  was  in  a  fever.  A  Frigate  spoke  a  Spanish  Vessel  in  the 
night,  who  said  that  he  had  seen  a  Fleet  of  twelve  sail  of 
Men-of-War  off  Minorca,  steering  to  the  Westward.  It  was 
thick  for  two  days  and  our  Frigates  could  not  look  into 
Toulon  :  however,  I  was  relieved,  for  the  first  time  in  my  life, 
by  being  informed  the  French  were  still  in  Port.  They  have 
a  number  of  Troops  ready  for  embarkation,  but  as  to  their 
destination  that  is  a  secret  I  am  not  entrusted  with.  The 
Fleet  has  been  five  months  at  sea  this  day,  and  in  two  days 
I  [shall]  have  been  as  long,  but  we  are  remarkably  healthy 
and  in  fine  order  to  give  the  French  a  dressing.  I  shall  try 
and  do  a  little  better  with  the  Victory  than  Admiral  KeppeL* 
We  are  not  remarkably  well  manned  but  very  well  disposed 
people.  I  have  wrote  to  Dr.  Fisher^  to  congratulate  him  on 
his  preferment,  and  if  he  offers  his  services  you  may  be  sure 
I  will  then  clinch  him  for  Mrs.  Nelson's  brother.     I  think 


>  Admiral  Keppel's  flag  was  flying  in  the  Victory  in  his  Action  with  the  Count 
d'Orrilliers,  off  Brest,  in  July  1778;  his  conduct  on  which  occasion  became  the 
subject  of  two  celebrated  Courts  Martial.

if  young  Mott  does  not  do  something  handsome  for  him,  he 
is  a  beast.  I  had  wrote  to  Lord  Hood  long  ago  to  thank  him. 
If  Sir  William  Fawcet  had  not  given  us  his  vote  he  would 
have  forfeited  his  word,  and  should  the  Phcenix  come  in  my 
way  I  will  notice  Lieutenant  ,  but  I  cannot  make 

him  a  Captain.  I  have  twenty-six  on  me  at  this  moment,  and 
sixty  to  make  Lieutenants.

month Here  I  am,  one  day  precisely  like  the  other ; 

except  the  difference  of  a  gale  of  wind,  or  not.  Since  Sep- 
tember 1st,  we  have  not  had  four  fine  days ;  and,  if  the  French 
do  not  come  out  soon,  I  fear,  some  of  my  Ships  will  cry  out. 
•  •  •  •  I  have  just  had  a  letter  from  Gibbs,  of  which  I  send  you 
a  copy.  You  see  what  interest  he  is  taking  about  Bronte.  I 
begin  to  think,  without  some  assistance  like  his,  that  I  never 
should  have  touched  a  farthing.  It  will  be  1805,  before  I 
touch  the  estate.  Neither  principal  or  interest  of  the  seven 
thousand  ounces  have  been  paid ;  and,  it  is  now  eight  thousand 
ounces  debt 

You  will  see,  Gibbs,  at  last,  has  fixed  on  sending  his 
daughter  home ;  and  I  shall  be  glad  of  so  good  an  opportunity 
of  obliging  him,  as  it  will  naturally  tie  him  to  my  interest  •  •  . 
. « To  me,  it  is  nothing.  Thank  God  I  there  can  be  no  tales 
told  of  my  cheating ;  or^  I  hope^  n^^ediiig  Whilst 
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I  serve,  I  will  serve  well,  and  closely ;  when  I  want  rest,  I  will 
go  to  Merton.  You  know,  my  dear  £mi|ia,  that  I  am  never 
well  when  it  blows  hard.  Therefore,  imagine  what  a  cruize 
off  Toulon  is;  even  in  summer  time,  we  have  hgd  a  hard 

gale  eveiy  week,  and  two  days'  heavy  swell The  other 

day,  we  had  a  report  the  French  were  out,  and  seen  steering 
to  the  Westward*    We  were  as  far  as  Minorca,  when  the  alarm 

proved  false I  have  received  your  letter,  .with  Lord 

William's  and  Mr.  Kemble's,  about  Mr.  Palmer:'  he  is  also 
recommended  by  the  Duke  of  Clarence ;  and,  he  says,  by 
desire  of  the  Prince  of  Wales.  I  have,  without  him,  twenty- 
six  to  be  made  Captains,  and  list  every  day  increasing.  It  la 
not  oTve  whole  French  Fleet  that  can  get  through  it  I  shall  pnH 
bably  offend  many  more  than  I  can  oblige.  Such  is  always  the 
case :  like  the  tickets — those  who  get  them,  feel  they  have  a 
right  to  them ;  and  those  [who]  do  not  get  them,  feel  offended 
for  ever.  But,  I  cannot  help  it :  I  shall  endeavour  to  do  what 
is  right,  in  every  situation ;  and  some  ball  may  soon  close  all 
my  accounts  with  this  world  of  care  and  vexation !  .  .  . .  The 
Secretary  Scott  is  a  treasure ;  and  I  am  very  well  mounted : 
Hardy  is  every  thing  I  could  wish  or  desire.  Our  days  pass 
so  much  alike  that,  having  described  one,  you  have  them  all. 
We  now  breakfast  by  candle-light,  and  all  retire,  at  eight 
o'clock,  to  bed.  Naples,  I  fancy,  is  in  a  very  bad  way, 
in  regard  to  money.  They  have  not,  or  pretend  not  to  have^ 
enough  to  pay  their  Officers;  and,  I  verily  believe,  if  Acton 
was  to  give  up  his  place,  that  it  would  become  a  province  of 
France.  Only  think  of  Buonaparte's  writing  to  the  Queen, 
\Q  desire  her  influence  to  turn  out  Acton !  She  answered, 
properly — ^at  least,  so  says  Mr.  Elliot,  who  knows  more  of, 
Naples  than  any  of  us ;  God  help  him  I — and  General  Acton 
has,  I  believe,  more  power  than  ever. 

By  Gibbs's  letter,  I  see,  he  has  sent  over  about  my  accounts 
at  Bronte.  He  can  have  no  interest  in  being  unfriendly  to 
me.  Why  should  he  ?  I  want  no  great  matters  from  him ; 
and  he  can  want  nothing  from  me,  that  it  is  not  my  duty  to 
give  his  Sovereigns :  therefore,  why  should  he  be  against  us  I

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For  my  part,  my  conduct  will  not  alter,  whether  he  is  or 
not  Our  friend.  Sir  Alexander,  is  a  very  great  Diplomatic 
character;  and,  even  an  Admiral  must  not  know  what  he 
is  negotiating  about :  although  you  will  scarcely  believe, 
that  the  Bey  of  Tunis  sent  the  man  at  my  desire.  You 
shall  judge — ^viz.,  *  The  Tunbian  Envoy  is  still  here,  ne- 
gotiating. He  is  a  moderate  man;  and,  apparently,  the 
best  disposed  of  any  I  ever  did  business  with.'  Could  even  the 
oldest  Diplomatic  character  be  drier?  I  hate  such  parade  of 
nonsense  !  But  I  will  turn  from  such  stuff.  Poor  Mr.  Este,^ 
how  I  pity  him  I  but  what  shall  I  do  with  him  ?  How 
ever,  if  he  comes,  I  shall  show  him  all  the  kindness  in  my 
power.

The  Vessel  is  just  going  off.  I  have  not  a  scrap  of  news  I 
Only,  be  assured  of  my  most  affectionate  regard.  Remember 
me  kindly  to  Charlotte:  shall  always  love  those  that  are 
good  to  Horatia.

The  Count  Mocenigo  has  sent  me  a  complaint  that  three 
Vessels,  one  under  Russian  colours,  and  two  under  those  of  the 
Republic  of  the  Seven  Islands,  have  been  taken  by  some 
English  Ships,  and  carried  into  Malta,  and  that  the  only 
answer  the  Consul  of  Malta  has  obtained,  was,  *  The  Judge 
of  the  Vice-Admiralty  Court  is  not  yet  arrived.'  Without 
entering  into  the  merits  of  the  case,  of  which  I  can  know 
nothing  but  from  the  reports  sent  me  of  Ships  detained  or 
captured,  whereof  I  send  you  a  copy,  your  Excellency  may 
rely  there  was  great  cause  of  suspicion  that  the  Vessels  or 
cargoes,  or  both,  were  belonging  to  Enemies,  and  were  merely 
covered  with  Neutral  papers ;  and  it  even  strikes  me  as  odd  in

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the  complaint,  they  are  stated  as  only  bound  to  Messina,  and 
that  the  other  optional  destination,  Genoa,  should  be  omitted : 
what  occasion  was  there  for  concealing  anything  in  an  upright 
transaction?  And  there  is  another  curious  circumstance 
lately  come  to  light,  which  is,  I  believe,  that  on  board  the 
Ship  carrying  Russian  colours,  the  whole  set  of  French  papers 
have  been  found;  however,  your  Excellency  knows,  that 
under  such  suspicious  circumstances  none  but  a  Judge  can 
decide.  My  orders  are  positive  for  the  respect  due  to  the 
Neutral  Flag;  and  with  regard  to  Russia,  I  have  repeated 
the  orders  for  the  strict  observance  of  the  seventh  Article  of 
the  Treaty  signed  at  St.  Petersburgh,  the  5th  (17th)  of  June 
ISOll.  I  shall  only  lastly  observe,  that  one  hundred  and 
seventy  French  Vessels  were  in  the  Black  Sea  at  the  com- 
mencement of  hostilities,  and  that  by  a  moffic  touch  of  Mer- 
chants^ they  became  in  a  moment  Russians^  Imperials,  lomanSf 
Bagusansj  and  not  one  French  Vessel  remained! — Bravo! 
But  allow  me  to  assure  your  Excellency,  that  I  ever  am,  with 
the  highest  respect,  your  most  obedient  and  faithful,  humble 
servant.

Great  Britain,  to  be  paid  at  the  expiration  of  six  months  after  my  decease,  or  sooner, 
if  possible ;  and  1  leave  my  dearest  friend  Emma  Lady  Hamilton,  sole  guardian  of 
the  said  Horatia  Nelson  Thomson,  until  she  shall  have  arrived  at  the  age  of  eighteen 
years ;  and  the  interest  of  the  said  £4000  to  be  paid  to  Lady  Hamilton  for  her 
education  and  maintenance.  This  request  of  guardianship  1  earnestly  make  to  Lady 
Hamilton,  knowing  that  she  will  educate  my  adopted  child  in  the  paths  of  reh'gion 
and  virtue,  and  give  her  those  accomplishments  which  so  much  adorn  herself,  and 
I  hope  make  her  a  fit  wife  for  my  dear  nephew,  Horatio  Nelson,  who  I  wish  to 
marry  her,  if  he  should  prove  worthy,  in  Lady  Hamilton's  estimation,  of  saeh  ft 
treasure  as  I  am  sure  she  will  be." 
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give  me  the  least  news.     We  are  looking  out  for  a  Spanish 

War,  and  for  the  sailing  of  the  French  Fleet,  both  very  great 

events  to  us.     Our  weather  has  never  been  good,  but  it  is  now 

terrible.     Such  a  place  for  storms  of  wind  I  never  met  with, 

and  I  am  unfortunately  in  bad  weather,  always  sea-sick.     We 

ought  to  be  amply  repaid  some  day  for  all  our  toil.     I  trust 

before  next  winter  that  we  shall  have  Peace,  and  be  all  quiet  at 

home.     By  a  Vessel  just  spoke  from  Marseilles,  they  report 

that  40,000  Troops  are  marching  into  the  South  of  Italy,  but 

we  can  believe  nothing  these  Neutrals  say  ;  and  yet  it  may  be 

tnie  enough,  if  they  intend  to  cross  to  the  Morea,  or  Egypt.

TO  COUNT  MOCENIGO,  RUSSIAN  ENVOY  IN  THE  IONIAN 

ISLANDS. 

[From  Clarke  and  M*Arthur,  vol.  u.  p.  334.] 

22nd  October,  1803. 

I  have  been  honoured  with  your  Excellency's  letters  respect- 
ing the  detention  of  three  Vessels,  belonging,  as  was  reported 
to  your  Excellency,  to  the  Republic  of  the  Seven  Isles,  with 
caigoes  the  property  of  Subjects  of  other  Powers,  the  Vessels 
being  chartered ;  and  that  the  Papers  were  not  delivered  to 
the  Consul  of  the  Republic  of  the  Seven  Isles  at  Malta.  I 
have  been  positively  ordered  to  give  directions  for  observing, 
not  only  the  Neutrality  of  the  Seven  Isles,  but,  in  case  of 
need,  to  assist  them  against  the  French.  These  orders  I 
notified  on  my  first  arrival ;  and  your  Excellency  will  believe, 
that  I  did  not  fail  to  give  the  very  strictest  directions  to  his 
Majesty's  Fleet  for  their  being  observed. 

Admitting  the  statement  of  your  Excellency  to  be  just,  as 
to  the  mode  of  procedure  of  the  Captain  of  the  Frigate,  in  not 
delivering  the  Papers  to  the  Consul  of  the  Seven  Isles  at 
Malta,  your  Excellency  will,  I  am  sure,  agree  with  me,  that 
it  has  been,  in  that  respect,  perfectly  correct ;  for  the  Captor 
is  obliged  to  make  oath,  that  he  has,  delivered  everv  Paoer 
found,  to  the  Commissioners  appointed  by  the 
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Admiralty,  and  has  allowed  no  person  to  have  them  in  hit 
possession*  Thb  law  is  so  just,  that  not  a  word  can  be  ttddf 
and  all  Nations  must  approve  of  such  a  regulation ;  for,  with-* 
out  it,  Papers  might  be  kept  back|  or  altered  for  purposes 
contrary  to  justice. 

With  respect  to  the  original  detention  of  the  Vessels,  that 
must  be  deferred,  on  the  belief  that  the  Vessels  and  Caigoes 
are  Enemy's  property,  or  that  either  the  Vessel  or  CargQ  iB 
Enemy's  property ;  in  either  case,  the  necessity  of  carrying 
the  Vessel  into  Port  is  obvious*  This  is  a  tax  which  Neutrals 
are  subject  to ;  but  if  it  should  turn  out  that  there  was  no 
just  cause  for  detention,  the  Vessels  are  liberated  by  the 
Judge  of  the  Admiralty  Court,  after  a  trial,  and  such  damage 
awarded  as  the  case  may  require.  This  Tribunal  being 
acknowledged  by  all  Nations,  and  more  particularly  by  our 
august  Sovereigns  in  the  late  Treaty  of  St  Petersburg) 
nothing  can  be  more  regular  than  bringing  the  cause  before 
it  as  soon  as  possible.  I  am  aware  it  may  be  said,  why  was 
not  this  done  immediately?  To  which  I  can  only  answer, 
that  I  am  very  sorry  the  Judge  of  the  Admiralty  appointed  by 
his  Majesty  for  the  Island  of  Malta,  from  some  cause  unknown 
to  me,  was  not  arrived.  It  is  to  this  circumstance  that  both 
the  Neutral  Power  and  the  Captors  have  equally  to  regret  the 
not  being  able  to  obtain  an  earlier  decision.  But  wherever 
the  fault  or  accident  of  his  non-arrival  may  lie,  your  Excels 
lency  will  agree  with  me,  that  it  does  not  rest  with  the 
Captors ;  and  we  can  neither  of  us  say,  that  any  one  has  done 
wrong  in  bringing  these  Vessels  to  adjudication,  until  it  ii 
proved  so«  I  have  every  inducement,  both  of  a  public  and 
private  nature,  to  wish  much  prosperity  to  the  commerce  of 
the  rising  Republic,  fostered  under  the  special  protection  of 
your  august  Sovereign ;  between  whom  and  my  Royal  Master 
so  happily  subsists  such  a  perfect  good  understanding  and 
harmony.  I  send  your  Excellency  the  report  of  the  Captun 
making  the  seizure,  on  which  only  I  can  form  my  judgment^ 
It  appears,  if  that  be  correct,  that  there  was  great  cause  to 
suspect,  at  least,  the  Cargoes  being  Enemy's  property.  I 
am,  &C.,  Nelson  and  Brontb.

I  have  been  honoured  mth  your  letter  of  23rd  September, 
enclosing  one  to  you  from  the  Prince  President,  relative  to 
the  detention  of  some  Vessels  belonging  to  the  Republic  of 
the  Seven  Isles. 

Although  I  have  answered  Count  Mocenigo  fully  on  this 
matter,  yet  I  shall  do  the  same  to  you,  in  order  that  it  may 
oome  regularly  before  His  Excellency  the  Prince  President. 
You  communicated  to  the  Government  of  the  Republic  that 
I  was  entrusted  to  aid  and  assist  them  to  the  utmost  of  my 
power,  in  case  of  an  attack  from  the  French  $  and  I  gave  the 
very  strictest  order  to  the  whole  of  His  Majesty's  Fleet  under 
my  command,  to  respect  their  Neutrality :  therefore,  in  those 
respects,  as  far  as  related  to  me,  I  have  done  all  which  the 
Republic  could  possibly  wish  or  desire. 

The  detention  of  the  Vessels  .alluded  to,  I  am  confident, 
must  have  been  made  by  an  impression  on  Captain  [Richardson] 
that  either  the  Vessels  and  Cargoes  belonged  to  our  Enemies, 
or  that  one  or  other  did  do  so;  for  certainly  no  Capt^n  would 
knowingly  either  risk  hb  commission  by  disobedience  of  orders, 
or  ruin  himself  by  being  obliged  to  pay  for  making  an  illegal 
seizure.  I  send  you  Captain  Richardson's  report  of  two  of 
the  Vessels.  The  third,  I  have  had  no  report  of.  I  suppose, 
from  your  letter,  that  she  must  have  been  taken  by  the  Braakel, 
who  is  stationed  in  the  Archipelago. 

From  the  report  sent  to  me,  of  which  I  send  you  a  copy,  it 
appears  that  the  Parthenope  and  St  George  belonged — 
«idier  Vessels  or  Cargoes,  or  both — to  our  Enemies,  and 
although  under  Ionian  colours  and  Passes,  lawful  objects  of 
seizure ;  and  the  Cargoes  being  admitted  by  the  President  not 
to  belong  to  Subjects  of  the  Republic,  I  cannot  conceive 
under  what  pretence  he  interferes  for  the  Cargoes,  whatever 
he  may  for  Uie  Vessels.  They,  by  his  own  account,  he.  can 
know  nothing  o^  but  what  he  is  told.  Captain  Richardson 
supposes  them  to  belong  to  Genoese ;  and  on  that  beUef,  he 
was  not  only  justifiable  in  sending  them  into  Port  if  the 
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Vessels  were  proved  to  belong  hon&fide  (and  not  covered  for 
purposes  contrary  to  Neutrality)  to  subjects  of  the  Republic  I 
sincerely  wish  they  had  been  liberated.  But  Captain  Richard- 
son seems  to  have  conducted  himself^ — by  the  President's  ac- 
count, and  no  other  has  reached  me, — in  strict  conformity  to 
the  laws  and  regulations  of  the.  High  Court  of  Admiralty,  in 
refusing  the  Ionian  Consul  the  Papers;  for  it  is  justice,  and 
the  law  of  Nations,  that  must  finally  decide  these  matters,  and 
not  the  pleasure  of  any  individual,  however  high  his  rank. 
Justice  presides  in  the  British  tribunals,  and  even  the  Monarch 
is  not  suffered  to  interfere.  I  trust  the  President  will  be 
satisfied  with  this  information,  respecting  our  laws ;  and  I  can 
only  re-assure  him,  and  the  Republic,  that  as  far  as  my  situar 
tion  will  allow  me  to  interfere,  in  any  manner  beneficial  for 
them,  it  will  never  be  omitted  by,  Sir,  &c.

In  July  last,  I  desired  Captain  Gore  of  the  Medusa,  in  his 
way  to  Gibraltar,  to  call  off  Barcelona,  and  to  say  to  oar 
Consul,  Mr.  Gregory,  that  a  hundred  tuns  of  good  Catalonian 
wine,  with  onions  and  other  refreshments,  would  be  very  ac- 
ceptable to  the  Fleet  The  Consul  being  in  England,  the 
Memorandum  was  delivered  to  Mr.  Gibert,  the  Vice-ConsuL 
It  appears  by  Mr.  Gibert's  account,  that  he  sent  wine  on  the 
30th  of  August  to  the  Fleet,  but  the  Vessels  never  came  to 
the  Fleet  from  that  day  to  this.  The  reasons  are  set  forth  in 
the  several  letters  of  August  30th,  September  12th  and  18th^ 
and  October  7th,  of  which  I  have  desired  him  to  send  you 
copies.  Mr.  Gibert  feels  the  hardship  of  having  shipped 
this  wine  to  serve  our  Country,  and  that  he  is  likely  to  be  a 
loser  by  his  zeal,  which  he  certainly  ought  jQot  to  be.  I 
musti  Gentlemen,  on  your  considering  every  circumstance, 
leave  it  to  your  judgment  what  to  allow  him,  as  I  cannot 
possibly  be  a  judge  of  these  matters.

I  am  very  happy  to  find  that 
the  powder  and  ball  sent  by  the  Arab  has  been  seized,  and 
some  of  the  troublesome  Greeks  removed. 

I  have  given  Captain  Cracraft  such  directions  for  the  pro- 
tection of  our  commerce,  as  cannot  fail  of  the  desired  effect, 
unless  the  Republic  allow  the  Enemy's  Privateers  to  be  shel- 
tered in  their  Ports,  and  firom  thence  make  depredations,  as 
has,  I  am  sorry  to  say,  been  the  case  in  Sicily.  Your  attention 
to  every  part  of  your  duty  leaves  me  nothing  to  recommend, 
and  I  only  beg  that  you  will  assure  the  Government  of  the 
Republic  of  my  sincere  good  wishes  for  its  prosperity,  and  be 
assured  I  am,  with  the  highest  respect.

I  am  going  with  the  Squadron  to  the  Madalena  Islands  to 
water,  and  shall  return  to  the  Rendezvous  as  soon  as  possible ; 
but  I  think  it  will  be  about  fourteen  days  from  this  time; 
you  will,  therefore,  with  the  Seahorse  under  your  command, 
remain  oiF  Toulon^  and  occasionally  on  the  Rendezvous,  till  my 
return,  taking  every  care  in  your  power  that  the  French  Fleet 
do  not  put  to  sea  without  your  knowing  it;  and,  in  case  of  their 
coming  out^  you  will  send  the  Seahorse  direct  to  me,  to  let  me 
be  acquainted  with  it;  and  you  will  endeavour  yourself  to 
ascertain  their  intended  route,  by  which  time  I  may  be  able 
to  have  the  Fleet  ready  for  putting  to  sea.

At  one  p.]f.,  fetched 
Castel  Sardo,  a  small  Town  in  Sardinia,  rounded  in  stays 
three  miles  from  the  shore :  beating  alongshore  all  night  about 
three  miles  fit)m  the  Coast 

October  31st — Not  being  able  to  clear  the  Levisena  Tal^^i^^f^ 
stood  towards  Shark's  Mouth,  tacked,  and  fetched  the  Northern- 
most of  Martha  Islands.  N.B.  The  Straits  of  Bonafacdo  lie 
between  the  Martha  and  Levisena  Islands,  the  last  of  which 
belong  to  Corsica.  When  near  the  Southernmost,  Martha 
Island,  we  opened  the  little  one  to  the  Westward  of  the  Island 
Spanioti,  close  to  the  ledge  of  rocks,  and  weathered  them 
about  one  mile;  we  then  tacked  under  Sardinia,  and  stood  into 
a  beautiful  little  bay,  or  rather  harbour.  After  various  tacks, 
and  being  close  to  the  two  rocks  in  Captain  Ryves'  Chart,  and 
abreast  of  the  rocks  where  he  was,  the  whole  Squadron 
anchored  by  six  o'clock  in  the  evening,  without  any  accident, 
in  Agincourt  Sound,  under  the  Sardinian  shore.

My  dear  Sir, 
The  Fleet  being  very  much  in  want  of  water,  I  have  taken 
the  opportunity  of  the  moonlight  nights  to  come  here,  in  order 
to  obtain  it,  and  some  refreshments  for  our  crews,  who  have 
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now  been  upwards  of  five  months  at  sea.  But  our  health  and 
good  humour  is  perfection,  and  we  only  want  the  French 
Fleet  out  This  day  week  they  had  eight  Sail  of  the  Line 
ready,  and  a  ninth  fitting ;  so  that  we  shall  surely  meet  them 
some  happy  day,  and  I  have  no  doubt  but  that  we  shall  be 
amply  repaid  for  all  our  cares  and  watchings.  I  have  left 
Frigates  to  watch  them.  The  Raven  goes  to  Naples  in  order 
to  obtain  candles,  and  other  things  of  which  we  stand  in  need, 
and  I  hope  she  will  be  favoured  with  the  winds,  and  catch  us 
here. 

I  have  not  a  word  of  news  firom  any  quarter,  and  I  have 
only  to  hope  that  all  goes  on  well  in  the  Two  Sicilies.  I 
should  be  happy,  was  it  in  my  power,  to  commimicate 
oftener  with  you,  and  dire  necessity  only  obliges  me  to  send 
the  Raven,  and  I  am  left  without  a  small  Vessel.  Pray,  tell 
me,  can  I  write  to  England  through  Naples  with  safety?

Having  judged  it  necessary  to  proceed  to  this  place  for 
the  purpose  of  completing  the  wood  and  water  of  His  Majesty's 
Ships  named  in  the  margin,'  and  as  the  health  of  their  Com- 
panies very  much  depends  upon  as  frequent  supplies  of  fresh 
beef,  ouions,  &c.  as  can  be  procured  ;  it  is  my  intention 
that  every  means  shall  be  used  to  effect  this  purpose,  and  to 
procure  as  many  live  bullocks,  &c.  as  can  be  had ;  I  shaU, 
therefore,  gladly  accept  of  your  very  disinterested  offer  of 
service  on  this  occasion.  Finding,  however,  that  it  is  morally 
impossible  to  purchase  any  kind  of  refreshment  for  the 
Squadron  at  this  place  without  ready  money,  (bills  on  the 
Victualling-Board  not  being  negotiable)  Captain  Hardj',  of  his 
Majesty's  Ship  Victory,  has  very  handsomely  offered  to  lend 
such  a  number  of  dollars  as  may  be  wanted  for  the  above 
purpose  :  You  are,  therefore,  hereby  required  and  directed  to 
purchase  as  many  live  bullocks  and  onions  as  you  can  procure

Sir, 
Although  it  is  my  sincere  wish  to  observe  the  strictest 
Neutrality  in  Sicily,  yet  it  is  certainly  justifiable  to  attach 
any  Vessel  in  a  place  from  whence  she  makes  her  attacL 
Two  Vessels  were  given  up  at  Naples  on  this  principle,  being 
taken  by  the  Boats  of  the  Cyclops  and  Experiment,  who  vrere 
sent  from  the  anchorage.  We  have  shown  our  complaisance 
in  giving  up  one  Privateer,  but  the  conduct  of  the  French  is 
so  contrary  to  all  Neutrality  that  they  must  be  punished,  and 
I  hope  that  the  Neapolitan  Government  will  approve  of  our 
proceedings.  I  have  wrote  a  complaint  to  Mr.  Elliot  on  the  sob- 
ject  of  the  unwarrantable  conduct  of  these  Privateers,  on  a  com- 
plaint of  Captain  Hillyar's.  The  conduct  of  Captain  Raynfr- 
ford'  appears  from  his  account  to  have  been  perfectly  proper, 
and  I  am  very  much  pleased  with  the  spirited  conduct  of 
Lieutenant  Lawrence,^  which  I  beg  you  will  communicate  to 
him.

Sir, 
I  am  favoured  with  your  letter  of  October  29th.  The  hemp 
in  butts  must  be  put  in  one  of  the  Transports  coming  to  the 
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Fleet  I  am  glad  that  jou  have  prepared  a  Transport  to  send 
up  the  Adriatic^  and  I  judge  she  is  sailed  before  this  time.  With 
respect  to  the  making  of  rope,  none  under  three-inch  is 
necessary  to  be  made  for  the  Line  of  Battle  Ships,  and  we 
can  make  as  far  as  four-inch.  The  rope  principally  to  be 
made  at  Malta  is  upwards  of  four-inch,  our  braces  are  four  and 
a  half  inch,  and  lifts  the  same  size ;  the  Master  Attendant  will 
teach  them  in  a  day.  Our  Master-Ropemaker  is  a  child  of 
thirteen  years  of  age,  and  the  best  Ropemaker  in  the  Fleet 
I  am  glad  to  receive  the  Cameleon  so  completely  refitted, 
and  if  the  Spider  is  in  the  miserable  state  she  is  represented 
to  me,  I  desire  she  may  be  surveyed  by  the  Master-Attendant 
and  Builder,  and  if  found  so,  to  be  refitted.  We  shall  be  very 
glad  of  more  twine  and  slops ;  for  this  cruizing  in  the  Gulf 
of  Lyons  is  very  bad  for  our  sails,  and  warm  slops  will  be 
truly  acceptable.  Something  must  be  done  to  keep  the  water 
free  under  the  Shears.  The  Officers  of  the  Yard  must  take 
care  of  this,  and  repair  the  Punt,  and  employ  proper  peojde 
to  clear  it  In  the  time  of  the  Order,  the  sale  of  the  mud 
paid,  I  understand,  the  expenses.  However,  it  must  be  cleared 
away,  and  speedily ;  for  some  of  us  will  want  to  go  under  the 
Shears  very  soon.

The  Raven  will  be  put  particularly  under  your  orders  for 
the  various  services  which  may  be  wanted,  and  not  to  exclude 
her  from  being  sent  to  me  if  you  should  want  to  send  her. 
She  must  immediately  convoy  the  two  Transports  to  the 
most  secret  Rendezvous  herewith  sent,  and  moor  them  in 
safety  under  the  Fort,  giving  directions  to  the  Masters  to 
fake  care  of  their  Ships  and  wait  for  my  further  orders ;  and 
I  need  not  tell  you  to  keep  the  Raven  active.  She  sails  so 
fast  that  no  Privateer  can  get  from  her,  I  am  sure ;  but  you 
must  caution  Captain  Swaine,^  and  very  strictly,  in  your  orders, 
to  keep  his  Convoy  close  in  passing  the  Faro,  if  you  have 
occasion  to  send  him  to  Naples. 

Convoys  for  the  Archipelago  and  Adriatic,  I  trust,  Captain 
Cracraft  will  furnish ;  for  my  wish  is  to  confine  the  Raven  as 
much  as  possible  to  the  service  of  Malta,  and  this  you  will  say 
to  Sir  Alexander  Ball.  With  respect  to  bearing  supernu- 
merary Officers  and  men  for  the  Packets,  I  do  not  conceive 
that  you  can  bear  any  Officers  by  rank  for  wages  and  victuals. 
The  fifty  desired  by  Sir  Alexander  Ball,  are  borne,  I  suppose, 
for  wages  and  victuals  on  board  the  Madras,  and  lent  from 
her  to  the  Packets :  &rther  than  that,  I  don't  believe  we  can 
do  with  propriety.  With  respect  to  the  petition  of  the  Maltese, 
it  is  not  mentioned  where  the  Vessels  are  blockaded,  nor 
dated :  I  cannot  understand  it  If  it  is  in  the  Morea,  Captain 
Cracraft  has  liberated  them  long  before  this  time.  I  con- 
gratulate you  on  being  confirmed,'  and  when  I  can,  com- 
patible with  my  other  engagements,  I  shall  certainly  be  glad 
to  put  you  into  a  good  Frigate,  or  to  do  anything  else  in  my 
power  to  serve  you,  being  with  real  esteem  and  regard,  &c..

The  particular  situation  of  our  Countiy  at  this  momen1« 
prevents  the  Admiralty  from  furnishing  me  with  Frigates  and 
smaller  Vessels ;  therefore  I  must  equally  regret  with  your 
Excellency  the  not  being  able  to  send  any  directly  to  Coo^ 
stantinople.  I  feel  very  happy  that  my  conduct  is  still  satis- 
factory to  the  Sublime  Porte,  my  zeal  and  activity  they  may 
fully  rely  upon ;  but  it  may  be  possible,  that,  notwithstanding 
all  my  care  and  attention,  the  French  Fleet  will  escape  me^ 
and  get  to  Egypt  or  the  Morea  before  I  can  come  up  with 
them ;  that  they  are  bound  there  I  have  very  little  doubt ; 
therefore  I  would  strongly  recommend  the  Turkish  Govern- 
ment to  be  upon  its  guard ;  being  at  Peace  with  so  treacherous 
a  people  as  the  French,  is  no  security  against  an  attack*  The 
last  report  was,  October  26th,  eight  Sail  of  the  Line  ready  for 
sea,  six  Frigates,  and  five  or  six  Corvettes:  they  had  been 
pressing  in  every  part  to  get  men,  and  5000  Troops  are  ready 
for  embarkation.  Every  hour  I  expect  to  hear  of  their  sail* 
ing«    I  am,  &c.

My  dear  Ball, 
Captain  Staines  delivered  me  your  kind  letter  two  days 
ago.  As  I  expect  Mr.  Falcon  every  moment,  I  shall  take 
the  first  opportunity  of  settling  our  business  with  the  Dej  of 
Algiers.  The  documents  which  I  have  received  firom  yon 
are  perfectly  regular.  I  wish  we  may  be  able  to  get  over  the 
Sicilian  Vessels,  but  that  I  doubt  being  able  to  accompliah.

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Apropos  our  Vessels  make  so  many  mistakes,  and  call  every 
Barbary  Croizer  an  Algerine,  that  I  fear,  if  we  should  go  to 
war  widi  that  State,  that  some  untoward  mistakes  may  happen. 
But  I  believe  each  Cruizer  is  obliged  to  produce  a  Certificate 
finom  our  Consul  of  the  State  she  belongs  to ;  pray  tell  me  if  I 
am  correct  I  am  glad  to  find  that  you  are  so  well  pleased 
with  the  Minister  fix)m  Tunis,  I  send  you  an  extract  of  my 
letter  to  Mr.  EUiot,  in  answer  to  his  about  a  coolness  between 
you  and  Sir  John  Acton;  and  also  an  extract  of  a  letter  fix>m 
Madrid,  and  Captain  Swaine  was  at  Barcelona  on  October 
13th,  therefore  I  do  not  think  a  Spanish  War  so  near.  We  are 
more  likely  to  go  to  War  with  Spain  for  her  complaisance  to 
the  French ;  but  the  French  can  gain  nothing,  but  be  great 
losers,  by  forcing  Spain  to  go  to  War  with  us ;  therciore,  I 
never  expect  that  the  Spaniards  wiU  begin,  unless  Buonaparte 
18  absolutely  mad,  as  many  say  he  is.  What  I  he  begins  to  find 
excuses  I  I  thought  he  would  invade  England  in  the  face  of 
the  Sun  I  Now  he  wants  a  three-days'  fog,  that  never  yet  hap- 
pened! and  if  it  did,  how  is  his  Craft  to  be  kept  together?  He 
will  soon  find  more  excuses  or  there  will  be  an  end  of  Buona- 
parte,  and  may  the  Devil  take  him  I 

Our  two  last  reconnoiterings:  Toulon  has  eight  Sail  of  the 
Line,  apparently  ready  for  sea,  five  or  six  Frigates,  and 
as  many  Corvettes — they  count  twenty-two  Sail  of  Ships 
of  War;  a  Seventy-four  is  repairing;  whether  they  intend 
waiting  for  her  I  can't  tell,  but  I  expect  them  every  hour 
to  put  to  sea,  and  with  Troops,  but  their  destination  ? — is 
it  Ireland  or  the  Levant?  That  is  what  I  want  to  know. 
However,  out  they  will  come,  and^  I  trust,  we  shall  meet 
them.  The  event,  with  God's  blessing  on  our  exertions,  we 
ought  not  to  doubt ;  I  really  believe  that  we  are  the  ^  strong 
pull  and  pull  together.'  With  thisYorce  opposed  to  me,  I  can- 
not with  prudence  leave  myself  with  less  than  six  Sail  of  the 
lane,  and  firom  various  circumstances,  Ships  going  to  water, 
&C.,  I  am  too  often  with  only  five  Frigates,  and  Smaller 
Vessels  I  am  most  distressed  for.  However,  I  send  the  Raven 
to  be  under  Captain  Schomberg's  particular  orders,  for  upon 
every  occasion  I  had  rather  leave  myself  bare  than  have  my 
firiends  complain.  Lord  St.  Vincent's  words  are,  *  We  can  send 
you  neither  Ships  or  Men>  and  with  the  resources  of  your 
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mind,  you  will  do  without  them  very  well'  Bravo,  my  Lord  I 
I  have  all  the  inclination  in  the  world  to  send  Sir  Ridiard 
Bickerton  to  Malta,  but  I  dare  not  do  it  at  this  moment — ^not 
so  much  for  the  want  of  the  Ship,  but  tram  my  sincere  esteem 
for  the  Admiral,  and  in  charity  to  them  both ;  for  if  the 
Battle  took  place  and  Sir  Richard  absent,  they  would  have 
reason  to  curse  me  for  ever.  But  you  may  assure  her  Lady- 
ship ^  that  I  know  what  attachment  is,  and  that  the  Admiral 
shdl  be  the  first  detached  after  the  Battle ;  and  if  I  can,  on 
any  belief  that  the  Enemy  are  not  coming  immediately  to  sea, 
he  shall  go  before  the  Battle.  Remember  me  kindly  to 
Macaulay"  and  all  our  friends  at  Malta.  I  admire  your  Malta 
Gazettes;  it  is  the  custom,  and  a  very  bad  one,  for  the 
English,  never  to  tell  their  own  story,  and  you  have  put  it 
well  together.  This  Anchorage  is  certainly  one  of  the  best  I 
have  met  with  for  a  Fleet — water,  brooms,  sand,  onions,  some 
beef,  plenty  of  sheep,  and  but  little  of  aqua  denta;  but  I  sup* 
pose  the  French  will  take  it  now  we  have  used  it.  I  am

I  have  been  &voured  with  your  letters  of  November  the  4th 
and  6  th.  I  own  I  very  much  doubt  the  possibility  of  taking  on 
board  cattle  from  an  Enemy's  Coast ;  the  French  keep  too  good 
a  look  out.  As  for  communicating  with  Mr.  Grant,  that  will 
take  up  all  the  winter;  but  I  am  sure  it  is  impossible  for  our 
Ships  to  go  upon  that  Coast  in  the  winter.  I  know  every  part 
of  it  most  perfectly.  When  you  can  have  the  bullocks  to  ship 
at  Gaeta,  it  may  be  a  consideration,  but  I  look  even  for  that 
as  so  uncertain,  that  I  am  this  day  sending  the  Transport  to 
Malta;  but  if  you  think  you  can  get  one  hundred  good  bollodn 
for  us  at  Gaeta,  and  will  mention  the  time  when  they  can  be 
shipped,  and  will  send  mc  word  by  the  Transports  coming  to 
the  Fleet  with  provisions,  I  will  send  for  them ;  but  we  are 
by  no  means  in  distress,  and  never  was  a  Fleet  m  better 
health.  In  our  very  uncertdn  state,  I  cannot  recommend  any 
speculation  in  Sardinia :  I  may  never  go  there  again.  I  am 
very  sorry  for  the  trouble  you  have  taken  in  writing  to  Tus- 
cany. If  you  had  asked  any  Seaman  used  to  that  Coast,  he 
would  have  told  you  of  the  impossibility  of  a  Ship's  waiting 
on  that  part  of  the  Coast.

but  by  always  going  away  large,  we  generally  lose  much  of 
their  force  and  the  heavy  sea  of  the  gulf.  However,  by  the 
great  care  and  attention  of  every  Captain,  we  have  suffered 
much  less  than  could  have  been  expected*  I  hope  now  to  be 
allowed  to  call  Keats  my  friend.  lie  is  very  much  recovered, 
and  cheerful ;  he  is  a  treasure  to  the  Service.

offence  of  a  public  nature  which  has  been  brought  to  trial 
since  my  taking  upon  me  the  command  of  His  Majesty's  Fleet 
in  the  Mediterranean,  and  the  respective  Captains  having  par- 
ticularly mentioned  to  me  the  very  orderly  conduct  and  good

My  dear  Davison, 

By  the  Excellent  I  received  all  your  truly  kind  and  friendly 
letters,  and  duplicate  of  one  by  Lisbon,  with  all  your  kind 
present  of  pamphlets,  &c.,  for  which  I  am  truly  obliged  to 
you ;  and  I  only  wish  I  had  the  power  of  returning  your 
continued  kindness  in  any  manner,  but  that  is  impossible.  I 
rejoice  to  hear  such  good  accounts  of  your  new  House,'  and  I 
wish  I  could  pass  fifty  thousand  pounds  through  it  However, 
my  name  shall  stand  in  it,  if  only  for  £10,  and  I  sincerely  hope 
every  success  will  attend  it.  You  deserve  everything  which 
your  most  sincere  friends  can  wish  you.  Your  letter  of  July

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you  would  pay  liim,  with  which  he  seemed  perfecdy  satisfied^ 
and  so  I  hope  will  you ;  but  I  assure  you  I  do  not  expect  any 
offer  of  the  kind  will  be  made  me.  They  are  all  nearly 
strangers  to  me,  and  have  their  own  friends  and  connexions. 

Dear  Lady  Hamilton  tells  me  of  all  your  kindness  to  her, 
and  I  am  truly  sensible  of  it  I  shall  not  enlarge  on  that 
topic ;  you  know  what  I  must  feel.  1  wish  I  could  be  useful 
to  Mr.  Lucas,  who  Mr.  Sparrow  has  recommended,  but  the 
Sceptre  is  gone  to  the  East  Indies :  so  finishes  that  matter.

I  know 
well  enough  that  if  I  was  to  go  into  Malta,  I  should  save  the 
Ships  during  this  bad  season;  but  if  I  am  to  watch  the 
French,  I  must  be  at  sea,  and  if  at  sea,  must  have  bad  weather; 
and  if  the  Ships  are  not  fit  to  stand  bad  weather,  they  aie 
useless.  I  do  not  say  much ;  but  I  do  not  believe  that  Lofd 
St.  Vincent  would  have  kept  the  sea  with  such  Ships.  But 
my  time  of  service  is  nearly  over.  A  natural  anxiety,  of 
course,  must  attend  my  station;  but,  my  dear  friend,  my 
eyesight  fails  me  most  dreadfully.  I  firmly  believe  that,  in  a 
very  few  years,  I  shall  be  stone-blind.  It  is  this  only,  of  all 
my  maladies,  that  makes  mc  unhappy ;  but  God's  will  be  done.

Victor}',  Gulf  of  Palma,  December  12th,  1803. 

My  dear  Lord, 
I  have  received  your  kind  letters  by  the  Excellent,  who 
joined   me  on  the  24th  of  November,  Captain   Sotheion 
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having  very  properly,  when  off  Minorca,  left  the  Convoy  to 
join  me.  I  shall  only  say,  that  all  your  wishes  respecting 
Officers  shall  be  complied  with,  and,  occasionally,  I  hope  to 
be  allowed  to  put  in  some  of  my  followers ;  for  as  to  deaths 
in  this  country,  they  cannot  be  expected ;  and  dismissals  by 
Court  Martials,  I  hope  never  to  experience.  The  station  I 
chose  to  the  Westward  of  Sicie,  was  to  answer  two  important 
purposes :  one  to  prevent  the  junction  of  a  Spanish  Fleet  from 
the  Westward ;  and  the  other,  to  be  to  windward,  so  as  to 
enable  me,  if  the  Northerly  gale  came  on  to  the  N.N.W. 
or  N.N.E.,  to  take  shelter  in  a  few  hours  either  under  the 
Hidres  Islands  or  Cape  St  Sebastian ;  and  I  have  hitherto 
found  the  advantage  of  the  position.  Now  Spain,  having 
settled  her  Neutrality,  I  am  taking  my  winter's  station  under 
St  Sebastian,  to  avoid  the  heavy  seas  in  the  Gulf,  and  keep 
Frigates  off  Toulon.  From  September,  we  have  experienced 
such  a  series  of  bad  weather  that  is  rarely  met  with;  and  I  am 
•orry  to  say,  that  all  the  Ships  which  have  been  fh)m  England 
in  the  late  War,  severely  feel  it  I  had  ordered  the  Transports, 
mth  provisions,  to  meet  me  at  St  Pierre's,  but  as  *yet  they 
have  not  made  their  appearance ;  and  although  this  day  we 
average  three  months'  provisions,  yet  I  wish  to  keep  them 
complete  to  near  five  months.  You  will  see  by  the  Admiral's* 
letter  that  the  Kent  has  suffered  so  severely  that  she  is  going 
to  Malta,  and  I  much  doubt  our  getting  her  to  sea  again 
under  six  weeks  or  two  months,  and  the  passage  from  Malta 
is  hardly  to  be  made  with  any  Ship.  The  Amazon,  who  I 
have  not  seen  but  heard  of,  was  three  weeks  from  Malta  as  far 
as  Minorca.  In  short,  my  dear  Lord,  if  I  was  to  allow  this 
Fleet  to  get  into  such  a  Port  as  Malta,  they  had  better  be  at 
Spithead.  I  know  no  way  of  watching  the  Enemy  but  to  be 
at  sea,  and  therefore  good  Ships  are  necessary.  The  Superb  is 
in  a  very  weak  state ;  but  her  Captain^  is  so  superior  to  any 
difficulties,  that  I  hear  but  little  from  her.  Triumph  and 
Renown  complain  a  good  deal.  The  next  Convoy  will  pro- 
bably be  the  Braakel  and  Agincourt.  The  Donegal  I  am 
ordering  to  join  me,  and  the  French  L'Aigle^  must  take  her 
chance  till  I  can  get  something  more  about  me.     However,

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you  may  rely  that  all  which  can  be  done  by  Ships  and  men 
shall  be  done ;  whilst  it  pleases  God  to  give  me  strength  of 
healthy  all  will  do  well,  and  when  that  fisdls,  I  shall  give  the 
cudgels  to  some  stouter  man ;  but  I  hope  to  last  till  the  Battle 
is  over,  and  if  I  do  that,  it  is  all  I  can  hope  for,  or  in  reason 
expect  Sir  Richard  Bickerton  is  a  very  steady,  good  Officer, 
and  fully  to  be  relied  upon;  George  Campbell  you  know;

My  dear  Tyson, 

I  am  very  much  obliged  by  your  kind  attention.  The 
things  you  was  so  good  as  to  send  me  are  all  arrived  safe.  I 
only  beg  that  you  will  regularly  debit  me  with  the  amount; 
and  on  those  conditions  only  I  shall  accept  your  kind  offer  of 
service.  *  I  have  to  thank  you  for  my  account  of  what  bh 
been  paid  for  the  Guillaume  Tell  and  Genereux ;  and  I  beg 
you  will,  as  soon  as  convenient,  let  me  know  how  my  account 
stands  with  you. 

Mr.  Tucker's  account  to  you  I  can  put  no  credit  in.  IBs 
conduct  towards  me  has  been  illiberal  in  the  greatest  degree, 
for  I  can  never  suppose  it  to  have  been  Lord  St.  Vincent's 
orders.  As  for  Digby  V  claiming,  he  may  whistle.  I  suppose 
Mr.  Tucker  has  put  him  upon  it.  With  respect  to  Lord 
Bridport,"  that  is  a  distinct  consideration,  and  I  shall  be  verj 
careful  how  I  get  involved  in  another  lawsuit.  But  the  new 
Proclamation  is  so  involved  in  doubt,  that  it  is  impossible  to 
comprehend  it ;  but  to  prevent  disputes.  Sir  Richard  Bickerton 
and  myself  agreed  in  writing,  that  I  should  share  from  the 
30th  May,  the  day  I  passed  Cape  Finisterre,  and  he  shares 
with  me  for  all  Prizes  taken  by  my  orders  to  the  day  I  joined 
him,  which  was  July  8th.

My  opinion  is,  certainly, 
oat  of  the  Mediterranean.'  Malta  is  useless  to  me,  and  when 
I  am  forced  to  send  a  Ship  there,  I  never  see  her  under  two 
months.  I  am  sure  Toulon  would  be  better  watched  from  St. 
Helen's  than  from  Malta.  Our  Ships  are  not  in  very  good 
plight,  and  we  want  sails  and  spars  for  topmasts  for  Seventy- 
fours  :  there  is  not,  I  believe,  one  in  this  country. 

The  William  is  gone  to  Malta,  and,  therefore,  I  know 
not  her  cargo;  but  our  weather  has  been  so  bad  that  sails 
cannot  stand  it,  more  especially  with  the  very  bad  canvas 
made  at  present  for  the  Navy.  I  have  my  usual  luck  about 
Prize-money :  if  I  pay  my  expenses  it  is  as  much  as  I  expect ; 
but  the  French  Fleet  will,  I  trust,  repay  me  for  all  my  toil 
and  trouble.  Captains  Hardy  and  Murray  are  both  very  well, 
and  desire  their  remembrances;  and  believe  me  ever,  my 
dear  Tyson,  your  much  obliged  and  sincere  friend.

I  have  received  your  letter  of  yesterday's  date,  together 
with  a  list  of  men  who  are  considered  to  require  the  benefit 
of  the  Hospital,  and  a  letter  fi-om  Doctor  Felix,  submitting 
the  propriety  of  an  infusion  of  bark  in  wine  or  spirits  being 
given  to  the  people  sent  on  the  watering  duty ;  in  answer  to 
which  I  am  to  desire  you  will  refer  Doctor  Felix  to  the  29th 
Article  of  his  Instructions,  which,  in  my  opinion,  cannot  be 
considered  as  literally  implying  an  additional  quantity  of  wine 
to  be  given  men  sent  on  watering  parties  in  Tropical  Cli- 
mates, but  as  their  daily  allowance;  and  therefore  (as  you 
must  be  the  best  judge  of  the  number  of  men  sent  on  those 
occasions,  and  the  necessity  of  administering  bark  in  their 
wine  or  spirits  previous  thereto)  I  request  that  you  will  also 
be  governed  by  the  said  Article ;  and  further  desire  to  observe 
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on  Doctor  Felix's  letter,  that  it  is  not  usual  or  proper  to 
supply  wine  to  the  sick,  in  addition  to  their  daily  dlowance, 
except  when  beer  is  constantly  issued,  a  pint  of  wine  being 
sufficient  for  almost  any  sick  or  convalescent  person.  I 
am,  &c.

MEMORANDUM  FOR  SIR  RICHARD  BICKERTON  TO  CARRY  INTO 

EXECUTION  AT  MALTA. 

[Order-Book.] 

Victory,  Gulf  of  Palxna,  I7th  December,  1803. 

The  Braakel  is  intended  to  go  home  with  the  next  Convoy, 
and  the  Agincourt  to  join  her  at  Gibraltar;  therefore  the 
Ships  from  the  Levant,  the  Currant  Ships  from  Patrass  and 
Zante,  the  Trade  from  the  Adriatic  and  Sicily,  are  to  be  col* 
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lected  as  soon  as  possible.  As  the  Agincourt  will  not  go  to 
Malta,  a  Sloop  of  War  must  be  appointed  to  attend  the  Con- 
voy to  Gibraltar,  and  then  directed  to  return  and  join  me  on 
the  Rendezvous.  Sir  Richard  Bickerton  will  give  all  the 
necessary  orders  for  carrying  the  Convoy  to  England,  and  for 
Captain  Briggs  to  put  himself  under  his  command,  and  proceed 
with  the  Convoy;  and  also  write  a  letter  to  the  Senior  Officer 
at  Gibraltar  to  see  the  Convoy,  not  only  safe  through  the  Gut, 
but  also  twenty-five  leagues  to  the  Westward  of  Cape  SparteL 
Sir  Richard  is  desired  during  his  stay  to  give  all  the  assistance 
in  his  power  to  our  Trade,  and,  in  particular,  to  take  care  that 
the  Fish  Ships  are  not  delayed  for  want  of  Convoy. 

I  wrote  some  time  ago  to  Captain  Cracraft,  that  if  he  could 
spare  the  Juno,  I  wanted  her,  being  much  distressed  for 
Frigates,  and  if  it  is  necessary,  the  Jalouse  Sloop  must  be 
left  in  her  room;  but  should  Sir  Richard  meet  with  Cap- 
tain Cracraft,  and  he  wishes  for  a  change  of  station,  in  that 
case  Sir  Richard  Bickerton  is  at  liberty  to  transfer  the  com- 
mand of  Captain  Cracraft's  Squadron  to  Captain  Richardson 
of  the  Juno,  and  to  send  the  Anson  directly  to  me.  Should 
the  Renard  be  judged  fit  for  the  Service,  and  Maltese  got  to 
enter  for  her,  the  Kent  is  to  fit  her  for  sea,  and  the  ten  men 
belonging  to  the  Victory  are  to  be  left  for  her,  on  board  the 
Madras,  till  her  Commander  arrives ;  and  you  will  receive 
herewith  an  order  to  be  delivered  to  the  Officers  of  the  Yard. 

The  bread  fi-om  Maltabeing  very  much  infested  with  weevils. 
Sir  Richard  Bickerton  is  requested  to  inquire  into  the  reason, 
and  to  take  such  steps  as  may,  in  some  measure,  prevent  so 
great  a  destruction  of  that  species  of  provisions,  by  either 
housing  it  in  clean  Store-houses,  or  putting  it  up  in  clean 
Transports.  You  will  receive  a  copy  of  my  orders  for  the 
regulation  of  the  Victuallers,  should  you  meet  them,  to  come 
to  me  under  St  Sebastians ;  if  to  the  Northward  of  Asinara, 
to  go  to  the  Madalena  Islands ;  if  to  the  Southward,  to  come 
here,  and  to  take  the  best  means  in  the  Commanders*  power 
to  let  me  know  his  anchorage,  and  not  to  abandon  the  Trans- 
ports ;  and  Sir  Richard  is  desired  to  make  inquiry  what  could 
have  occasioned  the  non-arrival  of  the  Transports  long  before 

this  period.

Sir, 
Having  ordered  a  Transport  and  Victualler  from  Malta  to 
rendezvous  at  St  Picrrcs,  near  the  Island  of  Sardinia,  you 
will  please  to  acquaint  the  Lords  Commissioners  of  the  Ad- 
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miralty,  that  I  bore  ap  fisr  that  place  with  the  Squadron,  the 
6th  instant ;  bot  finding  it  impracticable,  from  the  excessive 
bad  weather,  to  gain  that  anchorage,  I  proceeded  to  the  Gulf 
of  Palma,  and  arrived  there  the  11th.  It  is  a  most  excellent 
and  commodions  Bay,  with  good  and  safe  anchorage  for  any 
namber  of  Ships;  and  having  communicated  with  St  Pierres, 
and  finding  the  Transport  and  Victualler  had  not  arrived,  I 
remained  in  the  Gulf  of  Palma  till  the  19th  instant,  when  I 
got  under  weigh,  and  was  joined  by  the  Narcissus  from  Malta, 
with  the  Transport  and  Victualler  before  mentioned,  which 
will  nearly  complete  our  provisions,  and  in  some  measure 
supply  our  wants  of  stores.  The  Squadron  was  only  enabled 
to  procure  bullocks  for  ready  money,  which  was  done  as  far 
as  private  individuals  could  contribute,  but  not  sufficiently, 
although  there  was  great  abundance  of  cattle,  and  to  be  had 
upon  reasonable  terms.  Finding  from  the  Camcleon,  which 
has  just  joined  me,  that  the  Enemj's  Ships  at  Toulon  arc  still 
in  Port,  I  shall  proceed  to  the  Madalena  Islands  for  a  few 
days,  to  clear  the  Transports  and  complete  our  water,  ami 
immediately  after  return  off  Toulon.

Whereas,  Doctor  Snipe,  Physician  to  the  Fleet,  under  my 
command,  has  represented  to  me  by  letter  of  this  date,  the 
very  great  danger  attending  the  health  of  the  Seamen  sent  in 
wooding  and  watering  parties,  either  on  the  Island  of  Sardinia 
or  the  Madalena  Islands,  which  abound  with  marshes ;  and  as 
a  preventive  against  the  effects  of  disease  which  the  men  are 
subject  to  on  these  occasions,  at  the  places  above-mentioned, 
has  recommended  that  a  dose  of  Peruvian-bark,  in  a  prepara- 
tion of  good  sound  wine  or  spirits,  be  given  to  each  man  in 
the  morning,  previous  to  his  going  on  shore  on  either  of  the 
above  services,  and  the  same  in  the  evening  after  his  return  on 
board,  and  has,  at  the  same  time,  stated  that  two  gills  of  wine, 
or  one  gill  of  spirits  mixed  with  an  equal  quantity  of  water, 
in  addition  to  the  usual  allowance,  is  all  that  is  necessary: 
And  as  the  preservation  of  the  health  of  the  Seamen  is  on  all 
occasions  (more  particularly  on  the  present)  of  the  utmost 
consequence  and  importance  to  the  Country,  You  are,  there- 
fore, hereby  required  and  directed,  whenever  His  Majesty's 
Ship  under  your  command,  goes  into  either  the  Island  of 
Sardinia,  or  the  Madalena  Islands,  to  order  the  Purser  to 
supply  the  Surgeon  with  two  gills  of  wine,  or  one  gill  of 
spirits  per  day,  for  each  of  the  men  sent  on  shore  on  wooding 
or  watering  parties,  to  be  mixed  with  Peruvian  bark,  and  given 
to  the  men  in  the  manner  before -mentioned. 

Great  care  is  to  be  taken  by  the  Captain  that  no  improper 
use  is  made  of  this  order,  and  that  none  but  those  who  are 
actually  sent  on  either  of  the  services  before-mentioned,  are 
supplied  with  wine  or  spirits  ;  the  Commanding-Officer  is 
therefore  to  deliver  a  list  of  the  men's  names  who  are  to  be 
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sent  on  these  services  to  the  Surgeon,  regalarly  signed,  whose 
receipt,  approved  by  the  Captain,  shall  be  a  sufficient  voucher 
to  the  Purser.  And  on  the  Ship's  being  completed  in  wood 
and  water,  an  account  of  the  quantity  of  wine  or  spirits  issued 
to  the  men  as  above,  in  addition  to  their  allowance,  is  to  be 
sent  to  me  for  my  information,  together  with  the  Surgeon's 
observations  on  its  effects  to  the  Physician  of  the  fleet

Were  I,  my  dear  Troubridge,  to  begin  describing  all  the 
complaints  and  wants  of  this  Fleet,  it  would  be  exactly  the 
same,  I  dare  say,  as  you  receive  from  all  other  Stations ;  but 
as  it  can  be  attended  with  no  good  effect,  I  shall  save  myself 
the  trouble  of  writing,  and  you  of  reading  them.  The 
Storekeeper  has  sent  two  Ships  to  the  Adriatic  to  land  [query, 
ship]  hemp,  and  therefore  I  hope  that  we  shall  in  time  get 
rope  to  supply  our  wants.  Every  bit  of  twice-laid  stuff  be« 
longing  to  the  Canopus  is  condemned,  and  all  the  running- 
rigging  in  the  Fleet,  except  the  Victory's.  We  have  fitted  the 
Excellent  with  new  main  and  mizen  rigging ;  it  was  shameful 
for  the  Dock-yard  to  send  a  Ship  to  sea  with  such  rigging. 
The  Kent  is  gone  to  Malta,  fit  only  for  a  summer's  passage. 
They  are  still  under  such  alarm  at  Naples,  that  I  cannot  with- 
draw the  Gibraltar.  I  have  submitted  to  Sir  Richard  Strachan, 
whether  the  state  of  the  French  Ships  at  Cadiz  would  allow 
of  his  coming  to  me  for  six  weeks?  for  although  I  have  no 
fears  of  the  event  of  a  Battle  with  six  to  their  eight,  yet 
if  I  can  have  eight  to  their  eight,  I  shall  not  despise  the 
equality. 

We  are  not  stoutly,  or  in  any  manner,  well-manned  in  the 
Victory,  but  she  is  in  very  excellent  order,  thanks  to  Hardy ; 
and  I  think,  woe  be  to  the  Frenchman  she  gets  alongside  of. 
I  have  just  been  to  the  Southern  end  of  Sardinia,  having 
ordered  the  Transports  with  provisions  to  meet  me  at  St 
Pierres ;  but  it  blew  such  a  tremendous  storm^  that  we  could 
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not  get  in.  It^  however,  turned  out  fortunate,  for  after  the 
gale  we  got  into  the  Gulf  of  Palma,  which  is  without  ex- 
ception the  finest  open  Roadstead  I  ever  saw.  I  shall  send 
you  the  plan  of  it,  and  soundings  taken  by  the  Master  of  the 
Victory,^  an  eleve  of  Hallowell's ;  I  have  him  here,  to  make  him 
a  Lieutenant  Lemon-juice  we  are  getting,  and  much  better 
than  we  procure  from  England ;  but  the  difficulty  is  coming 
at  the  price ;  and  at  this  distance  it  is  not  all  our  letters  that 
can  rectify  incorrectness.  I  have  directed  Sir  Richard  Bicker- 
ton,  who  is  gone  in  the  Kent,  to  make  inquiries  into  this  de- 
partment :  there  is  no  such  thing  as  stopping  the  baking  of 
bread,  although  I  have  accounts  of  abundance  coming  from 
England ;  but  they  like  to  buy,  and  so  they  may ;  I  will,  how- 
ever, give  no  order.  You  will  see  the  reports  respecting  a 
Naval  Hospital  at  Malta.  It  is  curious  that  in  a  place  taken 
by  the  close  blockade  of  the  Navy,  and  when  the  only  reason 
for  keeping  it  was  to  have  a  Naval  Station,  that  no  spot  has 
been  allotted  for  a  Naval  Hospital ;  and  we  are  upon  sufier- 
ance  from  day  to  day.  Bughay  [?]  is  certainly  the  only  proper 
place,  as  it  stands  insulated  with  grounds,  and  has  every  means 
of  comfort ;  but  to  complete  it  for  150  men  would  cost,  besides 
the  purchase  of  house  and  grounds,  1000^,  and  2000/.  more 
to  put  it  in  order.  Ball  says  5000/.  would  do  the  whole ;  but 
I  say  for  5,  read  10,000/.  I  have  six  Frigates  and  Sloops 
watching  the  French  Army  in  the  Adriatic,  and  at  the  Mouth 
of  the  Archipelago.     I  am,  &c..

for  invaliding  but  such  as  cannot  recover  in  this  Country ; 
regular  lists  of  which,  and  the  state  of  the  sick  in  the  said  Hos- 
pital, you  are  to  transmit  to  me  monthly,  and  direct  the  Surgeon 
to  send  an  account  to  the  Sick  and  Hurt  Board  of  the  number 
of  Seamen  and  Marines  which  may  have  been  received  into 
the  Military  Hospital,  agreeable  to  the  form  and  instructions 
left  by  Dr.  Snipe.

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he  had  to  say ;  and  I  wrote  to  the  Pasha  in  his  cipher,  to 
say  that  Captain  C.  was  gone  to  Panormo,  if  he  wished  to 
have  any  conversation  with  him ;  and  I  have  no  doubt  but 
Captain  Cracraft  will  execute  his  mission  to  your  Liordship's 
satisfaction. 

With  respect  to  raising  the  Corsican  Corps,  I  shall  gire 
every  facility  in  my  power,  and  have  on  board  two  Officers  to 
be  landed  at  Madalena;  some  of  the  Corsican  conscripts 
taken  in  their  passage  to  France,  have  entered  into  the  Corpi^ 
and  we  have  picked  up  some  of  Dillon's,  which  I  have  sent  to 
Malta.  Messina,  should  it  be  entrusted  to  our  care,  shall, 
you  may  rely,  be  well  guarded  by  a  Naval  defence.

My  dear  Lord, 
In  presuming  to  give  my  opinion  on  any  subject,  I  venture 
not  at  infallibility,  and  more  particular  information  may  cod- 
vincc  me  that  opinion  is  wrong.  But  as  my  observations  on 
what  I  see  arc  not  unacceptable,  I  shall  state  them  as  thej 
strike  me  at  the  moment  of  writing.  God  knows,  if  we  could 
possess  one  Island,  Sardinia,  we  should  want  neither  Malta, 
nor  any  other :  this,  which  is  the  finest  Island  in  the  Medi- 
terranean, possesses  Harbours  fit  for  Arsenals,  and  of  a  capi- 
city  to  hold  our  Navy,  within  twenty- four  hours*  sail  of 
Toulon.  Bays  to  ride  our  Fleets  in,  and  to  watch  both  Italy 
and  Toulon,  no  Fleet  could  pass  to  the  Eastward  between 
Sicily  and  the  Coast  of  Barbary,  nor  through  the  Faro  of  Mes^ 
sina :  Malta,  in  point  of  position,  is  not  to  be  named  the  same 
year  with  Sardinia.  All  the  fine  Ports  of  Sicily  are  situated 
on  the  Eastern  side  of  the  Island,  consequently  of  no  use  to 
watch  anything  but  the  Faro  of  Messina.  And,  my  Lord,  I 
venture  to  predict,  that  if  we  do  not — from  delicacy,  or 
niiseration  of  the  lot  of  the  unfortunate  King  of  Sa 
French  will,  get  possession  of  that  Island.  Sardinia  is  veij 
little  known.  It  was  the  policy  of  Piedmont  to  keep  it  in  tlie 
background,  and  whoever  it  has  belonged  to,  it  seems  to  hm 
been  their  maxim  to  rule  the  Inhabitants  with  seyeriiyj  in 
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loading  its  produce  with  such  duties  as  prevented  the  growth. 
I  will  only  mention  one  circumstance  as  a  proof:  half  a  cheese 
was  seized,  because  the  poor  man  was  selling  it  to  our  Boats,  and 
it  had  not  paid  the  duty.  Fowls,  eggs,  beef,  and  every  article, 
are  most  heavily  taxed.  The  Coast  [Court?]  of  Sardinia 
certainly  wants  every  penny  to  maintain  itself;  and  yet  I  am 
told,  after  the  vnretched  establishment  of  the  Island  is  paid, 
that  the  King  does  not  receive  £5000  sterling  a-year.  The 
Country  is  fruitful  beyond  idea,  and  abounds  in  cattle  and 
sheep— and  would  in  com,  wine,  and  oil.  It  has  no  manufac- 
tories. In  the  hands  of  a  liberal  Government,  and  freed  from 
the  dread  of  the  Barbary  States,  there  is  no  telling  what  its 
produce  would  not  amount  to.  It  is  worth  any  money  to  obtain, 
and  I  pledge  my  existence  it  could  be  held  for  as  little  as 
Malta  in  its  establishment,  and  produce  a  large  revenue.  I 
have  done ;  perhaps  you  will  think  it  time :  I  will  not  venture 
to  give  an  opinion  on  the  state  of  the  Turkish  Empire, 
although  I  have  a  strong  one  ;  but  that  would  be  too  bad.  I 
am,  &c.,  Nelson  and  Bronte.

My  dear  Sir, 

Your  kind  letters  of  December  lOth,  and  also  your  private 
letters  of  the  lOth  and  1 1th,  arrived  at  nine  o'clock  last  night. 
Your  news,  every  part  of  it,  is  so  interesting,  that  I  read  it 
over  and  over ;  and  I  am  sorry  that  I  cannot  send  you  news 
in  return,  of  the  sailing  of  the  French  Fleet — our  meeting, 
fighting,  and  beating  them ;  but,  as  yet  they  have  not  come 
out:  therefore,  I  can  only  thank  you  for  your  letters.  A 
Cutter  sailed  from  Portsmouth  November  27th,  came  on 
my  Rendezvous  this  day  fortnight ;  but  not  finding  me,  has, 
instead  of  remaining,  run  after  me,  and  I  know  not  where  she 
is  gone.  She  sailed  without  notice,  and  has  only  dispatches. 
The  dispatches,  the  Commander  states,  (but  he  can  know 
nothing,)  are  of  great  importance.  He  has  fell  in  with  many 
of  our  Frigates,  who  are  now  with  me. 

With  respect  to  Sardinia,  I  have  not  the  smallest  doubt  but 
if  we  do  not,  that  the  French  will  possess  it  before  two  months, 

'  Superb,  Canopus. 
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and  the  invasion  of  Sicily  is  not  difficult  from  Sardinia.  The 
Viceroy  of  Sardinia  has  no  means  to  prevent  a  descent:  he 
coidd  not  send  a  hundred  men  here.  I  have  stated  my 
opinion  fully  to  Lord  Hobart  If  we  possessed  this  Island^  it 
would  save  Sicily  —  perhaps  Italy,  certainly  Turkey  and 
Egypt  But  we  shall  never  point  out  to  the  King  of  Sardinia 
that  he  will  lose  it,  until  the  French  have  it  I  can  be  of 
little  use  in  having  a  Vessel  cruising  in  these  Straits.  It  is 
only  ten  miles  from  Bonifaccio ;  and  either  a  calm  or  a  gale 
of  wind  renders  all  our  efforts  useless. 

The  good  King  of  Naples  has,  under  the  advice  of  Sir 
John  Acton,  always  supported  his  honour  and  dignity ;  and  if 
other  Powers,  more  powerful,  had  done  the  same,  they  would 
not  now  have  become  degraded  by  great  sacrifices.  The 
Queen  is  a  great  woman,  and,  I  think,  would  hardly  commit 
herself  in  communicating  secrets  to  a  Frenchman.^  We  have 
had  the  French  papers  to  December  5th,  and  the  King's 
speech  I  sent  to  Malta.  Windham  spoke  violently  on  the 
Address,  but  there  was  no  opposition  to  it  The  moment 
I  get  the  Cutter,  if  there  are  any  dispatches  for  your  Excel- 
lency, they  shall  be  instantly  forwarded ;  and  I  am,  my  dear 
Sir,  most  faithfully  yours.

Madalena  Islands,  29tb  December,  180.S. 

I  anchored  here  to  clear  my  Transports  with  provisions, 
and  was  going  to  sea  this  morning,  but  I  am  prevented  from  a 
heavy  gale  of  Westerly  wind.  By  letters  from  Mr.  Elliot, 
of  December  11th,  received  last  night,  I  find  apprehensions 
are  renewed  of  the  invasion  of  Sardinia  from  Corsica.  The 
King  may  be  assured,  that  as  far  as  I  am  able,  I  should  be 
happy  in  preventing  it ;  but  a  Vessel  cruising  in  the  Strwts 
of  Bonifaccio  would  not  have  the  desired  eflfect ;  for  either  a 
calm,  a  gale  of  wind,  or  even  a  night,  would  preclude  any  use 
from  such  a  Cruiser.    I  only  hope  that  the  King  will  not  be

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alarmed.  The  Sardinians,  generally  speaking,  are  attached 
to  us;  yet  there  are  French  intriguers  amongst  them,  and  I 
understand  they  hope  to  bring  about  a  revolt  before  this 
inVanon.  In  whatever  I  can  be  useful  to  their  Majesties, 
they  may  command  me ;  but  the  destroying  of  the  French 
Fleet  18  the  greatest  service  I  can  render  to  them,  to  Europe, 
and  our  own  Country.

20tli  December,  1803. 

I  am  much  obliged  for  all  the  news  you  are  so  good  as  to 
tell  me,  but  the  assurances  of  the  present  French  Government 
are  not  to  be  depended  upon :  their  system  is  to  lull  those 
whom  they  wish  to  destroy  into  a  fatal  security.  In  no  other 
light  can  they  wish  for  the  disarming  of  the  Calabrians ;  they 
would  then  have  an  open  road  to  the  Coast  opposite  to  Sicily ; 
and  as  I  am  touching  upon  this  subject,  should  unhappily  the 
King  find  it  proper  to  quit  Naples,  although  the  Court  and 
the  greater  part  of  the  Royal  Family  should  go  to  Palermo, 
yet  the  Head-quarters  with  the  King  ought  to  be  at  Messina, 
in  order  to  communicate  freely  with  the  Kingdom  of  Naples. 
So  much  advantage  would  arise  from  it,  that  I  am  sure  it  will 
strike  your  Excellency;  and  with  the  Calabrians  in  arms, 
what  good  effects  may  not  be  expected  I  I  am  fully  aware, 
my  dear  Sir  John,^of  the  delicacy  of  touching  upon  this  sub- 
jeety  but  my  heart  is  with  you,  and  I  could  not  resist  it  I 
observe  what  your  Excellency  says  respecting  the  European 
Powers;  it  was  a  desire  of  aggrandizement  in  some  of  the 
great  ones  that  lost  them  everything,  even  much  of  their  own 
possessions.  I  have  my  fears  that  Russia  will  not  come  for- 
ward as  she  ought ;  but  if  she  and  the  Emperor  were  to  join, 
I  think  Buonaparte  would  tumble  from  his  station,  and  Europe 
get  an  honourable  Peace.  That  the  French  should  hate  you, 
is  the  highest  compliment  they  can  pay :  if  you  had  advised 
the  King  to  degrade  himself,  they  would  have  despised  you,

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and  his  honour  would  have  been  ]xmt,  idiich  now,  thanks  to 
your  Excellency,  is  preserved  entire. ....  I  shall  conclude 
by  merely  repeating,  that  you  are  sure  of  me  in  time  of  need;

my  orders  for  the  safety  of  the  Two  Sicilies  will  be  alwajf 
exactly  executed,  and  to  this  end  my  whole  soul  goes  in 
unison  with  my  orders.  The  Gibraltar  shall  not  be  sent 
away;  for  I  would  rather  fight  twice  our  number  of  foroei^ 
than  risk  for  a  moment  the  seeing  your  Royal  person  and 
Family  fall  into  the  hands  of  the  French.  I  see  no  hope  oft 
permanent  Peace  for  Europe,  during  the  life  of  Buonaparte.  I 
ardently  wish,  therefore,  that  it  would  please  God  to  take  him 
from  the  world.

I  trust,  my  dear  Fremantle,  in  God  and  in  English  valour. 
We  are  enough  in  England,  if  true  to  ourselves.  He  may  by 
chance  injure  us,  but  can  never  conquer  a  determined  people. 
It  would  be  well  if  the  generality  of  Englishmen  would  remem- 
ber that  they  who  know  the  whole  machine,  can  better  keep  it 
going  than  we  who  only  see  a  very  small  part  Although  I  am 
naturally  anxious  for  the  issue  of  the  attempt,  yet  I  cannot 
doubt  of  the  final  event — it  will  be  the  ruin  of  that  infamous 
Buonaparte,  and  give  us  an  honourable  Peace.  I  should  most 
assuredly' rejoice  to  have  you  here,  but  we  none  of  us  see  the 
inside  of  a  Port:  I  have  twice  taken  shelter  under  the  Mada- 
lena  Islands  on  the  North  end  of  Sardinia,  which  form  a  very 
fine  anchorage.  The  Village,  I  am  told,  for  I  have  not  set 
my  foot  out  of  the  Victory,  contains  forty  or  fifty  small  houses. 
As  to  Malta,  it  is  a  perfectly  useless  place  for  Great  Britain  ; 
and  as  a  Naval  Port  to  refit  in,  I  would  much  sooner  under- 
take to  answer  for  the  Toulon  Fleet  from  St.  Helens,  than 
from  Malta ;  I  never  dare  venture  to  carry  the  Fleet  there. 
I  know  your  friends  think  difierently  from  me,  but  they  talk 
of  what  they  know  nothing  about  in  that  respect,  and  I  know 
it  from  dear-bought  experience.

Short  as  my  force  is  of  the  Enemy's  Fleet,  which  I  endoee 
you  a  list  of,  and  from  the  absence  of  the  Kent,  I  wished  to 
draw  the  temporary  assistance  of  the  Gibraltar,  who  is  star 
tioned  at  Naples  for  the  protection  of  the  Royal  Family,  yet 
receiving  from  their  Sicilian  Majesties  the  enclosed  letters, 
and  one  from  his  Excellency  Sir  John  Acton,  and  from  Mr. 
Elliot,  stating  the  very  critical  situation  of  that  Eangdom, 
from  the  recent  insolent  threats  of  Buonaparte,  and  declaring 
that  they  look  up  in  their  distress  to  his  Majesty's  Fleet,  and 
requesting  that  I  would  not  withdraw  the  Gibraltar  from  their 
protection, — what,  my  Lord,  could  I  do  ?  I  have  ordered  the 
Gibraltar  to  remain,  and  my  determination  never  to  abandon 
those  faithful  Allies  of  our  Sovereign,  and  sooner  than  with- 
draw the  Gibraltar  from  Naples,  to  fight  double  our  force. 
My  heart,  my  Lord,  is  warm,  my  head  is  firm,  but  my  body  is 
unequal  to  my  wishes.  I  am  visibly  shook;  but  as  long  as  I 
can  hold  out,  I  shall  never  abandon  my  truly  honourable  post 
I  am,  &c.

Highness  the  Duke  de  Gen^vois,*  the  Viceroy,  and  offered  him 
all  the  assistance  in  my  power,  consistent  with  the  other 
important  objects  of  my  instructions. 

I  also  send  you  two  letters  from  the  Commandants  of  Ma<» 
dalena  and  Longo  Sardo  to  my  Chaplain  and  Interpreter.^  I 
have,  therefore,  left  a  Frigate  for  their  present  protection ;  for 
however  [great]  my  distress  is,  and  greater  it  cannot  well  be,  for 
Frigates  and  Sloops,  yet  I  could  not  allow  the  most  important 
Island  and  Naval  Station  in  the  Mediterranean  to  fell,  whilst 
I  have  any  means  of  preventing  it ;  and  under  the  keeping  of 
Providence  and  my  own  mind,  I  hope  I  do  all  which  the 
warmest  wishes  of  my  Country  can  expect  from  me.  I 
have,  &c.  Nelson  akd  Bronte. 

Not  having  Ships  for  the  Blockade  of  Genoa,  I  have  been 
obliged  to  leave  it,  till  the  Admiralty  can  give  me  more  Ves- 
sek,  for  more  important  services.

tion  of  several  Maltese  Vessels,  Cargoes,  and  Crews,)  which

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accompany  this,  You  are^  therefore,  hereby  required  and 
directed  to  receive  the  said  Mr.  Falcon  on  board  his  Majesty's 
Ship  Superb,  under  your  command,  and  proceed  with  him  to 
Algiers  with  all  possible  dispatch.  And  whereas  the  Dey  of 
Algiers  having,  some  time  ago,  by  force,  sent  Mr.  Falcon 
firom  that  place,  and  since  then,  his  Cniizera  having  taken 
several  Maltese  Vessels  and  their  Crews,  beii^  Vessels  con- 
sidered as  belonging  to  his  Majesty's  Subjects;  and  the 
Algerine  Cruizers  having  also  taken  several  Vessels,  whidi, 
although  under  Neapolitan  colours,  yet  were  under  EogKah 
Passes  for  the  voyage,  and  carrying  provi^oas  belonging  to^ 
and  for  the  use  of  his  Majesty's  Maltese  Subjects,  (for  as  sudi 
they  must  be  considered  firom  the  time  of  our  poesesdng 
the  Island,  in  September  1798,)  you  will,  therefore,  in  conse- 
quence of  these  hostile  acts,  anchor  his  Majesty's  Ship  under 
your  command,  out  of  reach  of  their  batteries,  and  neither 
give  or  receive  any  mark  of  honour  or  kindness  firom  the  Dej, 
until  he  has  made  fiiU  and  complete  reparation  for  the  in- 
dignity offered  his  Majesty,  in  sending  away  Mr.  Falcon^  his 
Representative  and  Consul-General  at  Algiers.  You  will 
herewith  receive  a  letter  firom  me  to  his  Highness  the  Dej, 
which  you  will  either  send  to  him  by  an  Officer,  and  desire 
him  to  appoint  a  time  when  you  can  have  a  conference,  in 
order  to  the  receiving  full  satis&ction  for  the  acts  of  hostili^ 
against  his  Majesty  and  his  Subjects.  The  reparation  which 
you  are  to  insist  upon  in  his  Majesty's  name  for  the  indignity 
shown  to  his  Representative  and  Consul-Genend,  must  be  a 
written  declaration  of  sorrow  for  having  committed  such  an 
act,  and  an  assurance  that  it  shall  never  happen  again ;  and 
on  no  other  terms  is  the  Consul  to  be  landed. 

When  this  matter  is  settled,  you  are  to  enter  upon  the  hostile 
act  of  his  Cruizers  having  taken  Maltese  Vessels  and  their 
Crews,  being  in  every  respect  Vessels  and  Crews  belonging  to 
his  Majesty's  Subjects,  and  you  are  to  insist  on  the  immediate 
restitution  of  the  Vessels  and  Crews,  and  also  (if  found  posnble) 
pecuniary  compensation  for  the  damages  sustained  by  this  hos- 
tile act ;  and,  although  you  will  accept  the  Vessels,  Caigoes, 
and  Crews,  yet  you  are  not  to  consider  the  matter  as  settled, 
but  that  great  injustice  has  been  done  to  his  Majesty's  Maltese 
Subjects.     With  respect  to  the  seizure  of  Sicilian  Vesseb  with 
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English  Ptasportfl^  canying  English  cargoes  of  provisions  for 
his  Majesty's  distressed  Maltese  Subjects — their  taking  these 
Vessels  is  a  most  unfriendly  act,  and  you  are  to  use  every 
means  of  persuasion  for  their  being  restored.  In  order  that 
you  may  be  fully  prepared  to  meet  the  Dey  of  Algiers  upon 
the  various  important  subjects  of  your  instructions,  I  herewith 
transmit,  for  your  information,  copies  of  two  Admiralty  orders, 
dated  the  7th  of  July  and  26th  of  August  last,  also  an  extract 
of  a  letter  from  the  Right  Honourable  Lord  Hobart,  dated 
the  23rd  of  August,  together  with  a  Memorandum,  dated  the 
9th  of  January  instant,  for  your  general  guidance  on  topics  of 
emversation  with  the  Dey,  and  also  the  several  letters  and 
papers  referred  to  in  the  orders,  &c.,  above  mentioned,  from 
Na  1  to  No.  4,  which  you  will  return  to  mc,  with  the  result  of 
your  mission  to  Algiers.

His  Britauiiic  MHJesty's  Ship  Victory,  January  Otb,  1804. 

Sir, 

When  I  arrived  in  last  June  at  Gibraltar,  to  take  upon  me 
the  command  of  his  Majesty's  Fleet  in  the  Mediterranean,  it 
was  with  the  utmost  surprise  and  sorrow  that  I  found  Mr. 
Falcon,  his  Majesty's  Agent  and  Consul-General  to  Algiers, 
at  that  place,  and  that  I  understood  from  him  that  he  had 
been  sent  from  Algiers  by  force,  and  in  the  most  indecent 
manner,  by  order  of  your  Highness.  This  insult  to  the  per^ 
son  of  his  Majesty's  Representative,  I  judged  of  too  great  a 
magnitude  for  my  interference,  and  therefore  the  statement 
of  Mr.  Falcon  was  sent  to  England,  in  order  to  be  laid  before 
the  King. 

I  need  not,  I  aai  sure,  point  out  to  your  Highness,  that 
Mr.  Falcon,  as  Representative  of  his  Majesty,  could  commit 
no  act  in  his  private  capacity,  which  could  subject  his  Ma- 
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jesty's  Representative  to  receive  the  smallest  insult  from  the 
Government  of  Algiers^  and  that  any  insalt  shown  to  him,  is, 
in  fact,  an  insult  to  his  Royal  Master ;  and  whether  he  was 
or  was  not  privy  to  receiving  (although  I  am  satisfied  he  was 
not)  the  Moorish  women  into  his  house,  is  not  a  matter  of 
which  I  can  take  notice,  until  reparation  be  made  in  the  fullest 
manner  to  his  Majesty  for  the  insult  offered  to  him  in  the 
person  of  his  Representative. 

This  reparation  for  the  indignity  offered  his  Majesty,  I  am 
directed  to  demand  of  your  Highness ;  and  I  trust  from  the 
good  sense  of  your  Highness,  and  from  the  amity  which  has 
always  subsisted  between  his  Majesty  and  your  Highness, 
that  you  will  find  no  difficulty  in  giving  his  Majesty  full  and 
complete  reparation  for  the  indignity  offered  him  in  the  per- 
son of  his  Representative,  Mr.  Falcon,  and  also  assurances 
that  a  similar  insult  shall  never  be  offered  again.  And  as  it 
is  my  intention  to  mark,  by  every  means  in  my  power,  my 
former  regard  and  respect  for  your  Highness,  I  annex  the 
words  which  are  the  least  exceptionable  which  you  can  ofier, 
or  I  accept,  for  the  insult  done  his  Majesty ;  and  it  must  be 
delivered  in  writing,  before  Mr.  Falcon,  his  Majesty's  Agent 
and  Consul-General,  can  be  landed.  For  this  purpose,  I 
have  sent  my  right  trusty  fi-iend  Richard  Goodwin  Keats, 
Esq.,  Captain  of  his  Majesty's  Ship  Superb,  to  your  Highness, 
to  settle  this  matter  in  the  most  proper  manner;  and  whatever 
he  shall  state  in  my  name,  I  beg  your  Highness  to  consider  as 
coming  from  me.     • 

I  sincerely   hope  that  this  disagreeable  business  will  be 

settled  in  the  most  amicable  manner,  and  it  will  give  me  the 

very  highest  satisfaction  to  convey  to  my  Royal  Master  the 

sentiments  of  real  friendship  of  your  Highness.     And  I  assure 

your  Highness  that  I  am,  with  the  greatest  respect,  your  most 

obedient,  humble  servant.

Sir, 

It  has  been  with  the  sincerest  sorrow  and  surprise  that  I 
find  that  the  Cruizers  of  your  Highness  have  taken  several 
Vessels  belonging  to  the  Island  of  Malta,  which  is,  with  its 
Inhabitants,  under  the  Protection  and  Sovereignty  of  his 
Majesty;  and,  of  course,  every  Maltese  Vessel  and  Inhabitant 
is  as  much  British  as  if  owned  or  bom  in  London. 

The  giving  up  of  these  Vessels  and  Crews,  and  making 
ample  reparation  for  the  damages  they  may  have  sustained,  is 
so  just,  that  I  will  not  allow  myself  to  suppose  that  your 
Highness  will  hesitate  one  moment;  and  I  also  trust  that 
your  Highness  will  direct  orders  to  be  given,  that  all  the 
Vessels  which  were  chartered  by  the  British  Government 
at  Malta,  to  carry  provisions  for  his  Subjects  in  Malta,  be 
restored.  The  judgment  of  your  Highness  will  clearly  mark 
Ae  dbtinction  between  these  Vessels  being  actually  belong- 
ing to  your  Enemies,  and  being  for  that  voyage,  in  fact, 
belonging  to  the  British  Government,  and  the  Cargoes  being 
bcn&Jide  British  property ;  and  your  Cruizers  could  not  have 
met  with  them,  but  for  the  protection  granted  them  by  British 
OiGcers.

Victory,  off  Cape  St.  Sebastianfl,  0th  January,  1804. 

Should  the  Dey  refuse  to  receive  you,  unless  you  return 
his  salute,  you  will  not  do  it;  and  acquaint  him  by  letter  that 
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you  will  sail  in  twentj-^ur  houn ;  ind  jon  will  not  recein 
any  letter  from  the  Dey  to  me,  as  that  would  open  a  n^oti» 
tion  which  could  never  end.  In  your  Bnt  convenation  witli 
the  Dey,  every  sorrow  is  to  be  eziweaBed  that  his  Higboea 

should  commit  such  an  insult  to  his  Majesty  as  sending  amj 
his  Representative,  and  taking  his  Maltese  Subjects  prisonen 
To  whatever  the  Dey  may  ui^,  and  endeavour  to  turn  the 
conversation  to  any  contplunts  of  his  own,  you  are  Tuver  t 
reply,  but  always  to  answer  by  telling  him  that  you  wen 
come  for  reparation  of  an  insult,  and  not  to  attend  to  his  com- 
.  plaints,  which  he  had  sent  to  England  and  settled.  Altbougb 
you  wilt  never  give  up  the  reparation  due  to  his  Majesty, 
yet  if  he  sends  off  the  Maltese,  you  will  receive  them; 
but  you  will  never  recede  a  tittle  from  your  original  demaodai 
The  Dey  will  probably,  if  you  are  parting  with  only  pari 
of  your  Mission  accomplished,  ask  you  repeatedly,  '  Well,an 
we  now  at  Raeef  To  which,  unless  you  completely  Bocceei^ 
only  reply,  that  you  will  communicate  with  me  what  of  out 
just  demands  have  not  been  complied  with,  and  that  ia  the 
only  answer  you  will  ^ve.  Never  appear  satisfied  with  vriiat 
has  been  granted,  but  demand  what  has  not;  and  leave  the 
question  of  Peace  or  War  entirely  open,  so  that  it  may  hang 
over  his  head.  If  the  Consul  is  not  received,  I  shall  never 
send  again  to  Algiers ;  and  more  reparation  will  be  demanded 
if  he  even  wishes  to  receive  the  offer  now  tnade  him.  Should 
the  Dey  (which  I  am  told  is  often  the  case)  rise  up  in  a 
passion  and  retire,  you  will  signify  to  him  by  letter,  that  you 
will  not  submit  to  be  so  treated,  and  that  you  will  never 
come  into  his  presence  again  to  be  insulted ;  nor,  unless  you 
receive  his  wonl  of  honour,  that  all  youi  just  demands  shall 
be  satisfied  and  finished  if  you  go  again  to  him,  and  that  you 
will  sul  in  twenty-four  hours. 

The  Dey  may,  to  our  demand  for  the  Sicilian  Vessels, 
rc[)1y  by  asking,  'If  one  of  my  Subjects,  on  my  account,  fi>eigbt 
a  French  Ship,  will  you  allow  her  to  pass?'  The  answer 
would  be,  '  Yes,  under  similar  circumstances.  If  your  High- 
ness were  driven  out  of  Algiers,  and  all  your  Vessels  destroyed 
— that  you  were  with  your  Subjects  besieging  it,  or  having 
obtained  it,  as  was  the  case  with  Maltese  and  British,  and  you 
freighted  a  Vessel  with  provisions  to  keep  you  from  perishing, 
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Great  Britain  would  not  take  an  Enemy's  Vessel  under  those 

circumstances.    It  would  be  the  most  cruel  thing  in  nature  to 

attempt  starving  our  friends  on  any  such  pretence ;  yet  your 

Highness's  Cruizers  attempted  to  starve  his  Britannic  Majesty's 

Subjects  under  these  circumstances.'

Sir, 
I  have  this  moment  received  your  letter  of  the  24th  De- 
cember last,  with  its  enclosures,  for  which  I  am  much  obliged. 
On  the  subject  of  the  eighty  pipes  of  wine  at  Rosas,  the  ori- 
ginal price  so  far  exceeds  any  wine  purchased  for  the  Fleet 
under  my  command,  that  I  do  not  feel  justified  in  putting 
Government  to  such  an  additional  expense.  With  respect  to 
a  duplicate  and  triplicate  of  my  letter  to  the  Commissioners 
for  victualling  his  Majesty's  Navy,  as  requested  in  your  said 
letter,  I  have  to  observe  that  a  copy  thereof  has  been  already

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tion  in  their  power  for  enabling  you  to  send  out  timely  and 
proper  supplies  for  the  res])ective  Squadrons,  requesting  also, 
that  I  will  from  time  to  time  communicate  to  you  the  present 
or  expected  want  of  stores  for  his  Majesty's  Ships  and  Vessels 
under  mv  command.  In  answer  to  which,  I  have  to  observe, 
that  the  Ships  in  general,  at  present  under  my  command,  are 
very  much  in  want  of  cordage,  sails,  and  other  stores,  and  that 
the  temporary  supplies  which  have  hitherto  arrived  from 
England,  are  by  no  means  adequate  to  their  indispensable 
necessities.  Commissioner  Otway  informs  me,  that  they  are 
so  bare  of  stores  at  Gibraltar  as  to  be  unable  to  supply  the 
Ships  cruizing  in  that  vicinity,  who  are  consequently  much 
distressed  for  almost  every  article.  I  am  fully  aware  of  the 
large  demand  for  stores  from  all  quarters;  and,  therefore,  have 
to  observe,  that  the  utmost  care  and  attention  shall  be  paid  to 
the  preservation  of  every  description  [of  Naval  stores,  and  as 
far  as  is  practicable,  I  shall  acquaint  you  with  the  probable  wants 
of  the  Squadron ;  but  as  the  Admiralty,  who  are  aware  of  the 
force  which  may  be  wanted  for  the  service  of  this  Country,  are 
consequently  the  best  judges  of  the  necessary  stores  to  be  depo- 
sited in  the  magazines  at  Gibraltar  and  Malta — the  latter  place, 
from  the  Storekeeper's  account,  is  equally  bare  as  the  former. 
I  must  here  desire  to  mention,  in  justice  to  the  Storekeepers 
at  Gibraltar  and  Malta,  that  blame  is  not  imputable  to  them  on 
that  account,  as  the  Ships  that  were  in  this  Country  previous  to 
and  during  the  short  interval  of  Peace,  being  now  obliged  to 
keep  the  sea,  have  entirely  eat  up  the  stores,  and  their  real 
wants  not  half  complied  with.  I  have  applications  from  the 
different  Line  of  Battle  Ships  for  surveys  on  most  of  their  saib 
and  ninning  rigging,  which  cannot  be  complied  with,  as  there 
is  neither  cordage  nor  sails  to  replace  the  unserviceable  stores, 
and,  therefore,  the  evil  must  be  combated  in  the  best  manner 
possible.  I  have  some  time  ago  directed  the  Naval  Storekeeper 
at  Malta  to  purchase  a  quantity  of  hemp  in  the  Adriatic  for 
the  purpose  of  making  cordage,  which  shall  be  done  as  far  as 
is  practicable.  I  herewith  transmit  for  yoiu*  information  an 
extract  of  a  letter  from  Captain  Gore  of  the  Medusa,  respect- 
ing  the  miserable  state  of  that  Ship's  sails,  running  riggings 
&c.,  which  has  obliged  him  to  purchase  these  stores  at 
Lisbon.

opinion,  be  best  adapted  for  that  purpose.     In  answer  thereto, 
I  have  to  request  you  will  be  pleased  to  acquaint  the  Lords 
Commissioners  of  the  Admiralty,  that  I  am  perfectly  aware  of 
the  danger  our  Trade  is  exposed  to  on  entering  the  Straits, 
from  the  Enemy's  Row-Boats  and  Privateers,  as  very  justly 
stated  in  the  inclosure  which  accompanied  your  said  letter. 
My  first  object,  therefore,  on  my  arrival  at  Gibraltar,  on  the 
8rd  of  June  last,  was  to  remedy  this  evil  as  much  as  possible, 
and  for  that  purpose  stationed  the  Bittern  between  Gibraltar 
and  Ceuta ;  and  as  soon  as  I  was  enabled  to  afford  more  pro- 
tection to  our  Trade  coming  into  the  Straits,  the  Halcyon 
and  Weazle  were  sent  to  relieve  the  Bittern  on  that  important 
service,  and  the   most  strict  orders  given  to  Sir  Richard 
Strachan,  the  Senior  Officer  of  the   Squadron  outside   the 
Straits,  to  afford  our  Trade,  on  its  entry  into  the  Gut,  every 
protection  in  his  power,  and  to  use  the  utmost  exertion   in 
destroying  the  Enemy's  Row-Boats  and  Privateers  which  in- 
fest that  Coast,  and  from  the  Spanish  Ports  commit  the  most 
unprincipled  acts  of  piracy.    I,  however,  trust  that  the  Halcyon 
and  Weazle  wull  keep  them  in  check,  with  the  joint  exertions 
of  our  Cruizers  in  that  vicinity ;  and  the  moment  I  am  enabled 
to  afford  more  protection  to  that  important  service,  it  shall  be 
done.

The  20th  of  this  month  I  have  been  eight  months  at  sea — 
do  not  mention  my  health  (it  is  my  concern)  I  beg  of  you.

This  I  desire  you  will  acquaint  the  respective  Captains  with, 
aiid  at  the  same  time  inform  the  Navy  Board,  that  you  may,  in 
this^  act  under  their  authority  and  approbation.  I  have  further 
to  desire  for  your  immediate  government,  that  you  will  consult 
with  Bear- Admiral  Sir  Richard  Bickerton  and  Sir  Alexander 
Ball,  as  I  have  not  a  sufficient  knowledge  of  the  ingress  or 
ogress  to  and  from  that  harbour  to  judge  of  the  propriety  of 
eontinuing  or  disallowing  this  practice.  On  your  letter  of

Mid — *  1  was  so  full  of  the  subject  we  were  speaking  of  yesterday,  as  to  continue  it 
ia  my  interview  with  Mr.  Pitt.  I  gave  f>ome  specimen  of  a  Sailor^s  politics  by 
fttlikly  telling  him,  that  not  having  been  bred  in  Courts,  I  could  not  pretend  to  a 
nice  discrimination  between  use  and  abuse  of  Paiiies ;  and,  therefore,  must  not  be 
O^^ected  to  range  myself  under  the  Political  banners  of  any  man,  in  place  or  out  of 
place ;  that  England's  welfare  was  the  sole  object  of  my  pursuit ;  and  where  the 
tendency  of  any  measure  to  promote  or  to  defeat  that  object  seemed  clear,  I  should 
TOte  accordingly,  without  regard  to  other  circumstances;  that  in  matters  where 
my  judgment  wavered,  or  to  the  full  scope  of  which  I  might  feel  uuequal,  I  should 
be  silent,  as  I  could  not  reconcile  to  my  mind  the  giving  a  vote,  without  full  con- 
viction of  its  propriety.  Mr.  Pitt  listened  to  nie  with  patience  and  good  humour ; 
indeed,  paid  me  some  complimeuts ;  and  observed,  that  he  wished  every  Officer  in 
the  Service  would  entertain  similar  sentiments.' 

"  Lord  Nelson  afterwards  declared  more  than  once,  with  refereuce  to  the  above 
conversation,  that  '  he  felt  his  mind  at  ease,'  and  expressed  himself  highly  pleased 
tirith  the  liberal  condnct  and  language  of  the  Minister."

For  Heaven's  sake,  do  not 
let  him  think  that  I  neglect  him  for  a  moment,  or  that  I  should 
not,  upon  every  occasion  be  happy  to  meet  his  wishes,  upon 
every  subject.  Pray  explain  that  I  have  no  influence.  It  ii 
most  true.     But  never  mind :  we  shall  all  have  our  day. 

I  do  not  think  we  shaU  have  a  Spanish  War,  although  they 
are  fitting  sixteen  or  eighteen  Sail  of  the  Line  at  Cadiz. 
Prizes  I  never  sought  for,  and  I  hope  never  shall  All  my 
object  and  wish  is  to  meet  the  Enemy's  Fleet,  and  then  I 
hope  to  get  a  little  rest;  for  I  am  really  fagged^always 
tossed  about,  and  always  sea-sick. 

I  wish  you  would  get  rid  of  the  gout.  You  will  never  be 
able  to  run  afler  Buonaparte.  Are  Colonels^  allowed  to  ride  ? 
But  as  sure  as  he  would  have  come,  had  we  not  been  pie- 
pared,  so  sure  he  will  not  come,  now  we  are.  If  he  does,  hit 
destruction  will  give  us  an  honourable  Peace. 

I  am  truly  sorry  to  hear  that  my  friend  Nepean'  has  been 

ill.     I  hope,  from  my  heart,  that  he  will,  far  away,  weather  all 

his  enemies,  or  false  friends.     With  every  sincere  good  wish 

for  your  health  and  happiness,  believe  me  for  ever  your  most 

obliged  and  faithful  friend.

My  dear  Ball, 
I  have  nothing  in  the  shape  of  a  small  Vessel,  or  your 
letters  for  Egypt  should  have  been  sent  from  the  Fleets  The 
ofdere  for  the  Cutter's*  return  to  England  were  most  per- 
emptory, and  I  cannot  bring  myself  to  believe  very  civil. 
However,  the  Vessel  was  useless ;  she  sailed  so  ill  that  she 
was  always  in  tow.  The  Childers  carried  my  letters  to  Gib- 
raltar, for  I  could  not  trust  them  in  the  Cutter.  Either  Spider 
or  Renard  can  go  to  Egypt ;  and  their  Commanders  have 
secret  orders,  not  to  be  opened  till  the  Vessel  arrives  at  a  cer- 
tain place.  I  feel  very  much  my  inability  to  comply  with 
your  wishes  in  sending  a  Vessel  to  Egypt,  but  I  cannot  help 
myself.  With  respect  to  a  Convoy  to  Odessa,  no  Ship  of 
War  is  to  go  into  the  Black  Sea,  but  as  there  will  most  pro- 
bably be  Ships  in  the  Convoy,  more  certainly  expected  to  go 
up  the  Levant,  the  same  Ship  of  War  can  convoy  to  the  en- 
trance of  the  Dardanelles  the  Vessels  for  the  Black  Sea ;  and 
if  the  time  can  be  nearly  fixed  when  they  will  arrive  at  the 
entrance  of  the  Dardanelles  on  their  return,  a  Vessel  of  War 
shall  certainly  be  ready  to  bring  them  to  Malta.  The  Con- 
voys bound  to  and  from  Smyrna,  must  give  and  take  a  little 
time  each  with  the  Malta  trade ;  therefore,  I  hope  your  Ves- 
sels will  be  ready  to  proceed  with  the  Smyrna  trade.  The 
Admiralty  think  I  have  a  great  many  Vessels  to  the  Eastward 
of  Sicily.  Your  interrogatories  respecting  Quarantine  have 
been  given  out,  and  a  Memorandum  to  enforce  it.  The  French 
Fleet  being  safe,  the  5th,  I  judged  it  a  most  convenient  mo- 
ment to  stand  over  to  Algiers,  to  support  Keats,  who,  I 
expect,  arrived  there  yesterday,  with  the  appearance  of  the 
Fleet  My  mind  is  prepared  for  either  alternative.  I  have 
left  but  little  to  negotiate  upon :  my  demands  are  as  moderate 
as  is  possible,  considering  how  we  have  been  insulted,  and 
never  will  be  receded  from  in  the  smallest  degree ;  and  I  am 
sure  Captain  Keats  will  conduct  himself  to  my  satisfaction. 
Mr.  Falcon  has  nothing  to  say  in  the  business  till  he  is  rein- 
stated. 

*  The  Hired  Armed  Cutter,  British  Fair,  Lieutenant  Price* 
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It  is  difficult  to  say  what  may  be  the  destination  of  the 
Toulon  Fleet.  Circumstances  may  even  make  it  necessary 
to  alter  its  destination  by  Buonaparte;  Egypt  or  Ireland, 
and  I  rather  lean  to  the  latter  destination.  Sardinia  is  to  be 
taken ;  but  that  will  be  done  from  Corsica.  Narcissus  and 
Active  are  off  Toulon,  and  my  present  distance  is  nothing,  be 
the  Enemy  bound  either  to  the  Southward  or  out  of  the  Me- 
diterranean. I  do  not  believe  you  will  get  a  single  man  to 
garrison  Alexandria  from  our  Government.  It  is  not  difficult 
to  see,  and  I  wrote  Mr.  A.'  so  in  June,  that  the  Mamelukes 
going  to  England  will  get  them  into  a  cleft  stick,  and  it  will 
require  much  address  to  keep  clear  of  offending  either  Turks 
or  Mamelukes.  I  do  not  know  Mr.  Drummond,  but  I  am 
told  he  is  not  likely  to  make  the  Porte  understand  the  in- 
tended purity  of  our  Cabinet.  My  dear  Ball,  you  are  fit 
to  govern ;  and  when  we  get  Sardinia  (and  if  we  do  not  the 
French  will)  they  ought  to  make  you  Viceroy.  When  we 
have  that  Island,  we  shall  hold  a  fine  footing  in  the  Mediter- 
ranean. I  hope  we  shall  not  in  another  Treaty  abandon  it; 
we  suffered  enough  by  it  in  the  Treaty  of  Amiens.  The 
Spaniards  are  fitting  sixteen  Sail  of  the  Line  at  Cadiz — rather 
say  assembling;  six  are  gone  from  Carthagena,  and  some 
from  FerroL  I  thank  you  for  your  papers,  which  I  have 
turned  over  to  good  Captain  Hardy.  Your  caricatures  Mur- 
ray will  return.  I  have  no  doubt  but  the  circulation  of 
Leibnitz's  Memoir^  will  assist  in  opening  the  eyes  of  Europe ; 
but  they  are  blindfolded,  and  dare  not  pull  off  the  bandage. 
I  shall  detach  the  Niger  the  moment  I  can  guess  at  the  result 
of  my  first  [visit  ?]  to  Algiers :  she  has  two  mails,  and  is  full 
of  stores  for  the  Fleet,  which  we  have  not  had  an  opportuaity 
of  taking  out  I  have  to  thank  you  again  and  again  for  your 
kind  present  of  oranges,  which  are  very  fine.     Ever,  my

My  Lord, 

In  obedience  to  His  Majesty's  commands,  signified  to  me 
through  the  Admiralty  of  July  7th  and  August  26th,  and 
through  your  Lordship  on  August  23rd,  I  lost  not  a  moment 
after  the  arrival  of  Mr.  Falcon,  his  Majesty's  Agent  and 
Consul-General,  to  detach  Uis  Majesty's  Ship  Superb^  cma- 
manded  by  a  most  excellent  Officer  and  sensible  man.  Captain 
Keats,  to  Algiers,  with  the  Instructions  No.  1,  and  Memo- 
randum No.  2,  together  with  every  Paper  necessary  for  his 
guidance ;  and,  as  I  thought  the  appearance  of  the  Squadnm 
might  add  weight  to  the  Mission  (and  the  French  Fleet  being 
in  Toulon  on  the  6th),  I  stood  over  to  Algiers,  and  made  my 
appearance  on  the  17th.  By  Captain  Keats*  letters  your 
Lordship  will  observe  that  the  Dey  was  immovable,  bodi  as 
to  receiving  Mr.  Falcon,  or  giving  up  those  persons  tlie 
Government  of  Malta  claimed  as  Maltese  ;  therefore,  I  hnt 
apprised  both  Sir  Alexander  Ball  at  Malta,  and  Sir  Thomas 
Trigge  at  Gibraltar,  of  the  failure  of  our  Mission,  by  the 
enclosed  Memorandum. 

The  insolence  of  the  Dey  is  only  to  be  checked  (with  .doc 
submission  to  whatever  His  Majesty  may  please  to  direct)  by 
blockading  Algiers,  and  his  other  Ports  of  Bona  and  Oran, 
and  to  capture  his  Cruizers;  for  the  more  that  is  given  up 
to  him  the  more  he  will  demand  with  insolence  in  iuture. 
Therefore,  I  should  propose,  that,  on  the  28th  day  of  April 
next,  when,  if  he  means  to  send  his  Cruizers  to  sea,  they  will 
be  out,  that,  on  that  day,  every   Ship  under  my  command 
should  have  strict  orders  (to  open  on  that  day)  to  take,  sink, 
bum,  and  destroy  every  Algcrine,  and  that,  on  that  day,  the 
Ports  of  Algiers  should  be  declared  in  a  state  of  Blockade^ 
Thus,  the  Dey  could  get  neither  commerce,   presents,  or 
plunder ;  and,  although  the  other  Powers  may  rejoice  at  the 
War  with  us,  yet,  my  Lord,  I  am  firmly  persuaded  that  it  wiD 
be  most  advantageous  to  us  (and  humiliating  to  the  other 
Powers  whom  he  will  squeeze)  for  the  next  one  hundred  years. 
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If  I  should  find  his  Cruisers  at  sea  before  that  time,  in 
consequence  of  what  has  passed,  I  shall,  of  course,  take  them, 
but  my  nvish  is  to  make  a  grand  amp.    I  have,  &c.,

My  dear  Lord, 

As  the  wind  is  Easterly,  I  hope  the  Frigate'  which  I  send 
with  the  result  of  our  Mission  to  Algiers,  will  catch  the 
Cutter'  at  Gibraltar,  where  I  was  obliged  to  send  her  to 
clean  her  bottom,  and  repair  her  mast,  and  to  send  my  letters 
by  the  Childers.  All  the  time  the  Cutter  was  with  us,  she 
was  obliged  to  be  towed.  She  sailed  worse  than  any  Ship  in 
the  Fleet. 

Before  the  summer  is  out,  I  dare  say  the  Dey  of  Algiers 
will  be  sick  of  his  insolence,  and  perhaps  have  his  head  cut 
off.  I  have  recommended  Mr.  Falcon  to  go  to  England,  and 
then  he  will  be  able  to  explain  every  part  of  his  conduct ;  but 
it  appears  to  me  that  Mr.  Falcon's  conduct  has  been  spirited, 
but  perfectly  correct ;  and  that  the  two  women  found  in  his 
iMiaBe  was  greedily  seized  as  the  pretext  for  getting  rid  of  a 
clear-headed,  spirited  man.

I  have  had  much  conversation  with  Captain  Keats,  but  the 
whole  of  the  conference  with  the  Dcy,  if  such  a  meeting  can 
be  called  a  conference,  was  nothing  but  rage  and  violence  on 
the  part  of  the  Dey,  and  firmness  on  the  part  of  Captain  Ke 
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the  stamp  of  whoie  character  (if  it  was  not  so  well  known  by 
his  actions)  is  clearly  marked  by  his  sensible,  clear  letters. 
Amongst  other  questions,  and  his  swearing  that  he  never  would 
receive  Mr.  Falcon,  he  was  asked,  <  What  complaint  have 
you  f*  his  answer  was,  *  Women  in  his  house.'  Captain  K., 
•  That  we  can  prove  he  was  not  privy  to,*  Answer,  *  Well,  they 
were  in  his  house  and  he  is  answerable ;  besides,  two  years 
ago,  his  servant  rede  over  a  Moor  and  killed  him.'  I  merely 
mention  this  part  of  the  conversation  to  show  your  Lordship, 
as  I  am  now  convinced,  that  Mr.  Falcon  has  committed  no 
impropriety,  but  that  he  is  disagreeable  by  his  spirited 
conduct.  Your  Lordship  will  find  him  a  very  sensible,  clear- 
headed man. 

After  what  has  passed,  it  is  not  for  me  to  suggest  any  mode, 
short  of  hostilities,  to  the  wisdom  of  His  Majesty's  Ministers; 
the  only  thing  to  be  done  short  of  hostilities,  and  even  that  is 
in  some  measure  giving  up  the  point,  is  a  declaration  that  Hia 
Majesty  will  never  to  this  Dey  send  another  Consul  to  be  liable 
to  insult,  and  to  demand  what  we  can  prove  by  name  were 
taken  in  Maltese  Vessels.

Lordships'  direction  to  authorize  the  enlisting  of  any  men, 
natives  of  any  Country  excepting  France,  who  may  be  dis- 
posed to  enter,  and  may  be  found  in  all  respects  fit  for  his 
Majesty's  Marine  Service,  causing  them  to  be  paid  the  usual 
bounty  on  their  being  attested,  and  letting  them  know  that 
they  will  be  discharged  at  the  end  of  the  War,  and  be  sent 
back  to  the  Mediterranean,  if  they  should  desire  it — acquaint- 
ing me  also,  that  the  sum  of  five  guineas  is  to  be  paid  to  each 
recruit  upon  his  being  approved  of  and  attested  as  before- 
mentioned,  and  to  cause  bills  to  be  drawn  upon  the  Honourable 
George  Villiers,  Paymaster  of  the  Royal  Marines,  for  the 
amount.

Whereas  you  have,  with  your  letter  of  the  13th  ultimo, 
transmitted  me  one  which  you  had  received  from  Spelman 
Swaine,  Esq.,  Commander  of  his  Majesty's  late  Sloop  Raven, 
dated  the  8th  day  of  January  last,  giving  an  account  of  the 
loss  of  his  Majesty's  said  late  Sloop,  having  run  on  shore  near 
Mazzara,  in  Sicily,  at  about  eleven  o'clock  on  the  night  of  the 
5th  of  that  month,  and  was  totally  wrecked ;  and  whereas  I 
think  fit  th^t  the  said  Captain  Spelman  Swaine,  the  Officers, 
and  Company  of  his  Majesty's  late  Sloop  Raven,  shall  be 
tried  by  a  Court-Martial,  for  the  loss  of  the  same,  I  send  you 
herewith  your  before-mentioned  letter,  together  with  the  one 
from  Captain  Swaine,  therein  alluded  to,  dated  the  8th  ultimo; 
and  do  hereby  require  and  direct  you  to  assemble  a  Court- 
Martial  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be,  which  Court  (you 
being  President  thereof)  is  hereby  required  and  directed  to 
try  the  said  Captain  Spelman  Swaine,  the  Officers,  and  Ship's 
Company,  for  the  loss  of  his  Majesty's  late  Sloop  Raven,  on

I  have  received  firom  Rear- Admiral  Sir  Richard  Bickerton^ 
the  offers  made  you  for  supplying  wine  and  fresh  beef,  which, 
he  acquaints  me,  you  have  accepted,  provided  the  proposals 
meet  my  approbation.  In  answer  to  which,  and  to  your  letter 
of  the  Idth  ultimo,  on  that  subject,  I  approve  of  the  offers 
therein  mentioned,  under  a  conviction  that  the  Contract 
entered  into  is  upon  the  lowest  and  most  reasonable  terms  for 
Grovemment,  and  that  you  have  maturely  weighed  the  pro- 
priety thereof,  previous  to  your  accepting  the  conditions.  I, 
however,  desire  you  will  communicate  the  said  Contract  to  the 
Commissioners  of  the  Victualling,  that  you  may  act  under  the 
sanction  of  their  authority  on  the  occasion.

My  dear  Sir,  Victor}-,  Fcbmary  lOtli,  1804,  Madaleou.^ 

I  was  honoured  on  the  8th,  on  my  arrival  here,  with  your 
letter  of  January  6th.  The  storm  is  brewing,  and  there  can 
be  little  doubt  but  that  Sardinia  is  one  of  the  first  objects  of 
its  violence.  Apropos — We  have  a  report  that  the  visit  of 
Lucien  Buonaparte  is  to  effect  an  amicable  exchange  of 
Sardinia  for  Parma  and  Piacenza.  This  must  not  take  place, 
or  Sicily,  Malta,  Egypt,  &c.  &c.,  is  lost,  sooner  or  later. 
What  I  can  do  to  ward  off  the  blow  shall  be  done,  as  I  have 
already  assured  His  Royal  Highness  the  Viceroy.  From  Mar- 
seilles and  Nice  there  are  not  less  than  30,000  men  ready  for 
embarkation.  Should  Russia  go  to  war  with  France,  from  that 
moment  I  consider  the  mask  as  being  thrown  off,  with  respect 
to  any  Neutrality  of  his  Sardinian  Majesty :  therefore,  if  that 
should  be  the  case,  would  the  King  consent  to  two  or  three 
hundred  British  Troops  taking  post  upon  the  Madalena  ?  It 
would  be  a  momentary  check  against  an  invasion  from  Corsica; 
and  enable  us  to  assist  the  Northern  part  of  Sardinia.     You 
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will  touch  upon  this  matter  in  the  way  you  think  most  prudent, 
or  entirely  omit  it.  But  there  is  only  this  choice — to  lose  the 
whole  of  Sardinia,  or  to  allow  a  small  body  of  friendly  Troops 
to  hold  a  post  at  the  Nortnem  end  of  the  Island.  We  may 
prevent :  we  cannot  retake.  Sardinia  is  the  most  important 
post  in  the  Mediterranean :  it  covers  Naples,  Sicily,  Malta, 
Egypt,  and  all  the  Turkish  Dominions ;  it  blockades  Toulon ; 
the  wind  which  would  carry  a  French  Fleet  to  the  Westward 
is  fair  from  Sardinia ;  and  Madalena  is  the  most  important 
station  in  this  most  important  Island.  I  am  told  that  the 
revenues,  after  paying  the  expenses  of  the  Island,  do  not  give 
the  King  £5000  sterling,  a  year.  If  it  is  so,  I  would  give 
him  £500,000  to  cede  it,  which  would  give  him  £25,000  a 
year  for  ever.  This  is  only  my  conversation,  and  not  to  be 
noticed — but  the  King  cannot  long  hold  Sardinia. 

With  respect  to  the  King's  desire  for  me  to  have  a  Vessel 
ready  to  receive  him  from  some  part  of  the  Roman  Coast,  I 
can  only  say,  that  if  I  knew  the  exact  time  and  place  of  such 
embarkation,  a  Vessel  should  certainly  be  there  to  the  day 
and  the  hour.  As  the  mention  stands,  it  is  too  indeterminate 
to  answer,  except  that  nothing  shall  be  wanting  on  my  part  to 
meet  the  wishes  of  his  Sardinian  Majesty,  as  far  as  is  possible. 

With  respect  to  the  history  about  the  French  Privateers 
from  Ancona,  and  the  conduct  of  the  English  Privateers  at 
Fuimcsino,  I  believe  you  are  correct,  but  our  Enemies  never 
adhere  to  it.  They  go  in  and  out  of  the  Spanish  and  Sicilian 
Ports,  at  all  times,  night  and  day — in  short,  to  examine  all 
Vessels  passing.  But  all  Privateers  are  very  incorrect,  and  I 
sincerely  wish  there  was  no  such  Vessels  allowed.  They  are  only 
one  degree  removed  from  Pirates :  but,  I  believe,  an  English 
Armed- Vessel  never  yet  trusted  his  cause  to  any  Court  but  an 
English  Court  of  Admiralty.  However,  I  have  no  power 
over  them.  But,  certainly,  if  the  custom  of  the  Port  of 
Fuimesino  has  invariably  been  not  to  allow  any  Corsair  to 
sail  out  of  the  Port  until  the  twenty- four  hours  after  the 
sailing  of  a  Neutral,  then  our  Privateer  ought  to  have  been 
forced  to  conform.  But,  I  dare  say,  the  French  go  in  and  out 
of  Ancona  as  they  please  ;  and  if  so,  the  Court  of  Rome  has 
no  great  cause  of  complaint.  I  can  only  again  repeat,  that 
over  Privateers  I  have  no  control.  I  am  ever,  my  dear  Sir, 
yowxs  most  faithfully.

My  dear  Sir, 

I  have  had  no  opportunity  of  sending  my  letter  of  the 
30th  ultimo.  We  have  been  off  Toulon,  in  most  terrible 
weather,  and  are  drove  in  here.  My  accounts  from  Gibraltar 
lead  me  to  suppose  that  the  Ferrol  Squadron  is  destined  for 
the  Mediterranean.  The  L'Aigle  74  at  Cadiz  is  ready  to  join 
them.  But  I  hope  to  intercept  them ;  and  if  they  join,  which 
is  very  possible — for  I  dare  not  go  so  far  from  Toulon  to  take 
a  proper  station  for  intercepting  them — we  must  look  them  in 
the  face. 

I  received  on  my  arrival  here,  on  the  8th,  your  Excellency's 
letter  of  January  18th,  which  is  very  interesting.  I  only  hope 
that  the  French  Army  in  Naples  will  not  act  until  the  arrival 
of  the  Russians  ;  but  the  Northern  Powers  are  slow,  and  I 
would  rather  see  a  Russian  Army  than  a  Russian  Fleet  in  Italy.

If  the  French  get  Sardinia  it  requires  not  the  gift  of  prophecy  to 

say,  that  sooner  or  later  Sicily  will  belong  likewise  to  France : 

therefore,  no  countenance  must  be  given  to  such  an  exchange. 

I  hope  the  Galleys  will  be  stationed  here — it  may  be  useful ; 

but  when  you  talk  of  the  Militia  acting  in  Sardinia,  and  a  body 

of  Infantry,  I  recollect  there  are  no  Troops  in  the  Island  worth 

mentioning,  and  no  money  to  put  any  Militia,  if  they  were 

inclined  to  move,  in  activity.   JEnire  nous^  it  is  not  the  interest 

of  the  Sardinians  to  remain  as  they  are.     The  Peasantry  are 

oppressed  with  small  taxes,  and  the  Nobles  are  detested.     I 

shall  answer  Mr.  Jackson's  letter,  and  send  it  open  for  your 

perusal ;  and  I  shall  only  repeat  that  I  am  ever,  my  dear  Sir, 

your  most  obliged  friend.

Captain  Parker,  has  very  much  pleased  [me,]  (as 
indeed  he  always  does.)  On  Sunday,  the  12th,  I  sent  him  to 
look  into  Toulon :  as  he  was  reconnoitring  under  Sepet,  he 
saw  a  Frigate  rounding  PorqueroUe,  the  wind  was  right  out  of 
the  harbour  at  North.  At  first  the  Frigate  seemed  desirous 
to  bring  him  to  action ;  but  the  determined  approach  of  the 
Amazon  made  him  fly  with  every  rag  of  sail :  he  ran  through 
the  Grand  Pass,  and  got  under  Bregan9on ;  some  of  the  Ships 
hoisted  their  yards  up.  I  am  rather  glad  that  Parker  did  not 
bring  her  to  action,  for  I  think  they  must  have  come  out  and 
taken  him ;  but  I  admire  his  spirit  and  resolution  to  attack 
her  under  all  the  disadvantages  of  situation ;  and  such  con- 
duct will,  some  happy  day,  meet  its  reward.

For  in- 
stance, I  judged  it  necessary,  from  the  force  of  the  Enemy  in 
Toulon,  to  call  the  Donegal  from  watching  L'Aigle  at  Cadiz, 
and  I  directed  Captain  Gore  to  take  the  Agincourt,  and  with 
her  to  attend  to  the  French  Ship ;  for  although  the  Agincourt 
could  not  catch  her  in  running,  yet  she  would  protect  the 
Trade  coming  to  and  from  the  Mediterranean;  but  being 
taken  away,  I  admit  on  an  important  service,  has  left  L'Aigle 
at  liberty,  although  Gore  has  collected  the  three  Frigates, 
Medusa,  Amphion,  and  Maidstone,  and  means  to  attack  her 
if  she  puts  to  sea.  But  this  laudable  purpose  interferes  with 
the  protection  it  is  necessary  to  give  to  the  Mouth  of  the 
Tagus ;  and  I  much  fear  the  Amphion,  who  was  ordered  to 
Lisbon,  not  going,  has  exposed  our  commerce  to  the  depreda- 
tions of  a  large  French  Privateer.  Lord  Robert  Fitz-Gerald 
calls  out,  but  I  have  not  the  means  of  doing  all  that  is  neces- 
sary* Having  also  given  credit  for  the  Diana's  coming  to  this 
station,  I  had  ordered  the  Braakel  and  Stately  home  with  the 
Convoy.  Had  I  known  she  was  going  back  again,  I  should 
have  saved  the  Braakel  for  the  next  Convoy,  in  May.    The 
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Gibraltar  and  the  worst  of  the  Sloope  were  intended  for  that 
Convoy,  but  the  orders  of  the  Admiralty  relative  to  that  Ship 
will  prevent  her  going  home ;  so  that,  in  fact,  I  have  not  at 
present  any  further  arrangement  to  make  relative  to  Ccmvoys. 
I  have  been  anxious  to  get  all  the  Troop-Ships  home,  know- 
ing they  must  be  wanted  I  hope  the  Gibraltar  when  fitted 
will  answer  the  Board's  expectation;  but  I  firmly  believe, 
when  done,  she  will  only  be  fit  for  a  summer's  passage  to 
England.  I  shall  send  her  to  Otway,^  when  she  can  be  spared 
firom  Naples.  She  is  a  very  fine  Ship,  and  in  excellent  order. 
My  letter  to  Sir  Evan  Nepean,  on  my  first  arrival,  I  find 
every  day  was  perfectly  correct  The  Kent  is  under  jniy- 
masts.  I  had  rather  have  bestowed  new  masts  upon  her  than 
the  other.  However,  we  must  very  soon  have  a  Battle^  and 
then  we  shall  all  want  new  masts,  &c.  I  have  done.  All  my 
wishes  are  to  meet  the  intentions  of  the  Admiralty  as  fiu*  as  I 
can. 

I  am,  my  dear  Lord,  happy  to  hear  firom  Dr.  Baird  that 
you  are  not  only  well,  but  your  health  improved.  I  wish  I 
could  say  the  same ;  but  I  hope  to  hold  out  till  after  the 
Battle,  when,  if  successful,  I  shall  probably  ask  for  rest.  We 
have  had  a  most  terrible  long  winter,  and  fix>m  the  26th  of 
January,  we  have  not  been  twenty-^our  hours  without  a  gale 
of  wind.  The  Fleet  is  healthy  beyond  anything  I  have  seen; 
and  if  we  meet  the  French,  I  trust  we  sh^  give  a  very  good 
account  of  them.  With  every  kind  wish,  I  am  ever,  my  dear 
Lord,  yours  most  sincerely.

My  dear  Dr.  Moseley, 

Yesterday,  I  received  the  favour  of  the  fourth  edition  of 

yoiur  invaluable  work  on  Tropical  diseases,  &c.,*  and  with  it 

your  most  kind  letter ;  and  though  I  know  myself  not  equal 

to  your  praises,  yet  I  feel  that  my  honest  intentions  for  the 

«  VMc  Toli  i.  p.  7i 
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good  of  the  Service  have  ever  been  the  same ;  and  as  I  rise  ia 
rank,  so  do  my  exertions.  The  great  thing  in  all  Military 
Service  is  health ;  and  you  will  agree  with  me,  that  it  is  easier 
for  an  Officer  to  keep  men  healthy,  than  for  a  Physician  to 
cure  them.  Situated  as  this  Fleet  has  been,  without  a  friendly 
Port,  where  we  could  get  all  the  things  so  necessary  for  us;, 
yet  I  have,  by  changing  the  cruizing  ground^  not  allowed  the 
sameness  of  prospect  to  satiate  the  mind  -^  sometimes  by 
looking  at  Toulon,  Ville  Franche,  Barcelona,  and  Rosas; 
then  running  round  Minorca,  Majorca,  Sardinia,  and  Corsica  ^ 
and  two  or  three  times  anchoring  for  a  few  days,  and  sending  a 
Ship  to  the  last  place  for  onions^  which  I  find  Uie  best  tMng  that 
can  be  given  to  Seamen ;  having  always  good  mutton  for  the 
sick,  cattle  when  we  can  get  them,  and  plenty  of  fresh  water. 
In  the  winter  it  is  the  best  plan  to  give  half  the  allowance  of 
grog,  instead  of  all  wine.  These  things  are  for  the  Commander- 
in-Chief  to  look  to ;  but  shut  very  nearly  out  from  Spain,  and 
,  only  getting  refreshments  by  stealth  from  other  places,  my 
Command  has  been  an  arduous  one. 

Comwallis^  has  great  merit  for  his  persevering  cruise,  but 
he  has  everything  sent  him:  we  have  nothing.  We  seem 
forgotten  by  the  great  folks  at  home.  Our  men's  minds, 
however,  are  always  kept  up  with  the  daily  hopes  of  meeting 
the  Enemy.  I  send  you,  as  a  curiosity,  an  account  of  our 
deaths,  and  sent  to  the  Hospital,  out  of  six  thousand  men. 
The  Fleet  put  to  sea  on  the  18th  of  May  1803,  and  is  stiU 
at  sea ;  not  a  Ship  has  been  refitted,  or  recruited,  excepting 
what  has  been  done  at  sea.  You  will  readily  believe  that  all 
this  must  have  shaken  me.  My  sight  is  getting  very  \isd ; 
but  /  must  not  be  sick  until  after  the  French  Fleet  is  taken. 
Then,  I  shall  soon  hope  to  take  you  by  the  hand,  and  have 
further  recourse  to  your  skill  for  my  eye. 

I  am  always  glad  to  hear  good  accounts  of  our  dear  Lady 
Hamilton.  That  she  is  beloved  wherever  she  is  known,  does 
not  surprise  me  :  the  contrary  would,  very  much.  I  am  sure 
she  feels  most  sincerely  all  your  kindness.  Believe  me  for 
ever,  my  dear  Doctor,  your  much  obliged  friend.

Victory,  March  Uth,  [1804,]  off  Toulou. 

Young  Faddy/  my  dearest  Emma,  brought  me,  two  days 
ago,  your  dear  and  most  kind  letter  of  November  26th,  and 
you  are  sure  that  I  shall  take  a  very  early  opportunity  of 
promoting  him ;  and  he  appears  to  be  grown  a  fine  young 
man,  but  vacancies  do  not  happen  very  frequently  in  this 
station.     However,  if  he  behaves  well,  he  may  be  sure  of  me. 

With  respect  to  Mr.  Jefferson,  I  can  [neither]  say  nor  do 
anything.  The  Surgeon  of  the  Victory'  is  a  very  able,  excel- 
lent man,  and  the  Ship  is  kept  in  the  most  perfect  state  of 
health ;  and,.  I  would  not,  if  I  could — but,  thank  [God]  I 
cannot — do  such  an  unjust  act,  as  to  remove  him.  He  is  my 
own  asking  for;  and,  I  have  every  reason  to  be  perfectly 
content.  Mr.  Jefferson  got  on,  by  my  help ;  and,  by  his  own 
misconduct,  he  got  out  of  a  good  employ,  and  has  seen  another 
person,  at  Malta  Hospital,  put  over  hb  head.  He  must  now 
begin  again;  and  act  with  much  more  attention  and  sobriety, 
than  he  has  done,  to  ever  get  forward  again :  but,  time  may 
do  much ;  and,  I  shall  rejoice  to  hear  of  his  reformation  .... 
A  thousand  pounds  a  year  will  not  go  far ;  and,  we  need  be

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great  economists,  to  make  both  ends  meet,  and  to  carry  cm 
the  little  improvements.  As  for  making  ouc  farthing  more 
Prize-money,  I  do  not  expect  it,  except  by  taking  tbe 
French  Fleet:  and,  the  event  of  that  day,  who  can  foresee? 
With  respect  to  Mrs.  Gnefer — what  she  has  done,  God  and 
herself  knows ;  but  I  have  made  up  my  mind,  that  GibVs 
will  propose  an  hundred  pounds  a  year  for  her:  if  so,  I  shall 
grant  it,  and  have  done.  I  send  you  Mrs.  Grsefcr's  last  letter. 
Whilst  I  am  upon  the  subject  of  Bronte  I  have  one  word  more 
— and  your  good,  dear,  kind  heart,  must  not  think  that  I  shall 
die  one  hour  the  sooner ;  on  the  contrary,  my  mind  has  been 
more  content  ever  since  I  have  done  [it]  :  I  have  left  you  a 
part  of  the  rental  of  Bronte,  to  be  first  paid  every  half-year, 
and  in  advance.  It  is  but  common  justice ;  and,  whether  Mr. 
Addington  gives  you  anything,  or  not,  you  will  want  it. 

I  would  not  have  you  lay  out  more  than  is  necessary,  at 
Merton.  The  rooms,  and  the  new  entrance,  will  take  a  great 
deal  of  money.  The  entrance  by  the  comer  I  would  iiave 
certainly  done ;  a  common  white  gate  will  do  for  the  present; 
and  one  of  the  cottages,  which  is  in  the  barn,  can  be  put  up, 
as  a  temporary  lodge.  The  road  can  be  made  to  a  temporary 
bridge  ;  for  that  part  of  the  Nile,  one  day,  shall  be  filled  up. 
Downing's  canvas  awning  will  .do  for  a  passage.  For  the 
winter,  the  carriage  can  be  put  in  the  bam ;  and,  giving  up 
Mr.  Bennett's  premises,  will  save  fifty  pounds  a  year:  and, 
another  year,  we  can  fit  up  the  coach-house  and  stables,  which 
arc  in  the  bam. 

The  foot-path  should  be  turned.  I  did  show  Mr.  Hasle- 
wood  the  way  I  wished  it  done  ;  and  Mr.  will 

have  no  objections,  if  we  make  it  better  than  ever  it  has  been : 
and,  I  also  beg,  as  my  dear  Horatia  is  to  be  at  Merton,  that  a 
strong  netting,  about  three  feet  high,  may  be  placed  round 
the  Nile,  that  the  little  thing  may  not  tumble  in ;  and,  then, 
you  may  have  ducks  again  in  it.  I  forget,  at  what  place  we 
saw  the  netting;  and  either  Mr.  Perry,*or  Mr.  Goldsnud, 
told  us  where  it  was  to  be  bought.  I  shall  be  very  anxious 
until  I  know  this  is  done.  I  have  had  no  very  late  opportuni- 
ties of  sending  to  Naples:  but,  vid  Malta,  I  wrote  to  Gibbe,  to 
desire  he  would  send  over  and  purchase  the  amarins.  They 
will  arrive  in  time.    I  hope  the  watch  is  arrived  safe.    Tbe 
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British  Fair  Cutter,  I  hope,  is  arrived  safe.  She  has  three 
packets,  from  me,  to  England.  The  expenses  of  the  aherations 
at  Merton  you  arc  not  to  pay  from  the  income.  Let  it  all  be 
put  to  a  separate  account,  and  I  will  provide  a  fund  for  the 
payment  •  • .  •  All  I  long  for,  just  now,  is  to  hear  that  you  are 
perfectly  recovered ;  and,  then,  I  care  for  nothing :  all  my 
hopes  are,  to  see  you,  and  be  happy,  at  dear  Merton,  again ; 
but,  I  fear,  this  miscarriage  of  Pichegru's  in  France,  will  pro* 
long  the  War.  It  has  kept  the  French  Fleet  in  Port,  which  we 
are  all  sorry  for. 

Sir  William  Bolton  was  on  board  yesterday.  He  looks  thin. 
The  fag  in  a  Brig  is  very  great ;  and  I  see  no  prospect  of  his 
either  making  Prize-money,  or  being  made  Post,  at  present : 
but,  I  shall  omit  no  opportunity.  I  wrote  to  Mrs.  Bolton  a 
fevy  months  ago;  and  I  gave  her  letter,  yesterday,  to  Bolton. 
He  conducts  himself  very  well,  indeed.  Although,  I  cannot 
well  afford  it,  yet  I  could  not  bear  that  poor  blind  Mrs.  Nelson 
should  be  in  want  in  her  old  days,  and  sell  her  plate ;  there- 
fore, if  you  will  find  out  what  are  her  debts,  if  they  come  within 
my  power,  I  will  certainly  pay  them.  Many,  I  dare  say,  if 
they  had  commanded  here,  would  have  made  money ;  but,  I 
can  assure  you,  for  Prizes  taken  within  the  Mediterranean,  I 
have  not  more  than  paid  my  expenses.  However,  I  would 
rather  pinch  myself,  than  she,  poor  soul,  should  want.  Your 
good,  angelic  heart,  my  dearest  beloved  Emma,  will  fully 
agree  with  me,  everything  is  very  expensive ;  and,  even  we 
find  it,  and  will  be  obliged  to  economise,  if  we  assist  our 
friends :  and,  I  am  sure,  we  shall  feel  more  comfort  in  it  than 
in  loaded  tables,  and  entertaining  a  set  of  people  who  care  not 
for  us.  An  account  is  this  moment  brought  me,  that  a  small 
sum  is  payable  to  me,  for  some  Neutral  taken  off  Cadiz  in 
May  1800;  so  that  I  shall  not  be  poorer  for  my  gift.  It  is 
odd,  is  it  not  ? 

I  shall,  when  I  come  home,  settle  four  thousand  pounds  in 
trustees'  hands,  for  Horada ;  for  I  will  not  put  it  in  my  own 
power  to  have  her  left  destitute :  for  she  would  want  firiends, 
if  we  left  her  in  this  world.  She  shall  be  independent  of  any 
smiles  or  frowns.  I  am  glad  you  are  going  to  take  her 
borne;  and,  if  you  will  take  the  trouble  with  Eliza  and  Ann/

Sir, 

I  have  received  your  most  secret  duplicate  letter  of  the  13th 
January,  with  a  copy  of  the  private  letter  fix)m  Mr.  Eaton 
therein  mentioned,  acquainting  me  that  he  had  purchased  in 
the  Russian  Dominions,  a  certain  quantity  of  Naval  stores 
and  provisions  for  the  use  of  the  Fleet  on  die  Mediterranean 
station,  and  that  he  had  made  his  arrangements  for  embark- 
ing a  part  of  that  supply  at  Odessa,  and  signifying  to  me  their 
Lordships*  direction  to  send  two  coppered  Transports,  in  the 
charge  of  an  Agent,  under  the  protection  of  a  Frigate  or 
Sloop,  to  the  above-mentioned  place,  for  the  purpose  of  bring- 
ing away  the  articles  which  may  have  been  so  purchased  by 
Mr.  Eaton* 

In  answer  to  which,  you  will  please  to  acquaint  the  Lords 
Commissioners  of  the  Admiralty,  that  a  Convoy  has  just 
sailed  firom  Valetta  Harbour  with  Ships  for  Odessa,  to  bring 
com  to  Malta,  which  they  were  ordered  to  leave  at  Constan- 
tinople, in  consequence  of  a  Proclamation  from  the  Emperor 
of  Russia,  prohibiting  all  Armed  Vessels  from  entering  the 
Black  Sea,  as  communicated  to  me  in  the  enclosures  from 
Count  Woronsow,  the  Russian  Minister,  and  from  Count 
Alexander  Woronzow,  which  accompanied  your  letter  to  me  of 
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the  28th  September  last.  I  shall,  as  early  as  possible,  send  two 
coppered  Transports,  under  the  charge  of  Lieutenant  Wood- 
man/ to  Odessa,  escorted  by  a  Frigate  or  Sloop  of  War  to 
Constantinople,  for  such  articles  of  stores  and  provisions  as 
Mr.  Eaton  may  have  procured  at  the  former  place,  and  shall 
direct  a  proper  Convoy  to  be  in  waiting  to  bring  them  from 
Constantinople,  on  their  return  there,  to  Malta. 

Lieutenant  Pemberton,  the  late  Agent  of  Transports  at 
Malta,  having  been  tome  time  ago  superseded,  and  ordered 
by  the  Transport  Board  to  return  to  England,  was  appointed 
Governor  of  the  Naval  Hospital  at  Malta,  as  mentioned  in  my 
letter  to  you  of  the  21st  December  last,  and  therefore  I  judge 
it  expedient  to  send  Lieutenant  Woodman  (who  I  understand 
is  a  very  sensible,  intelligent  Officer,)  to  Odessa,  in  his  room. 
Lieutenant  Pemberton  is  certainly  a  worthy,  as  well  as  an  old 
and  experienced  Officer,  whose  services  I  trust  their  Lord- 
ships for  the  present  will  reward  by  a  confirmation  of  his 
appointment,  until  something  more  to  his  advantage  shall 
offer.

desirous  of  shifting  his  flag  to  the  Royal  Sovereign,  their 
Lordships  conceive  it  a  mark  of  attention  due  to  his  rank  and 
services,  that  he  should  be  allowed  to  do  so. 

hx  answer. to  which,  you  will  please  to  acquaint  the  Lords 

'  lieutenant  Henry  Frederick  Woodman :  be  died  a  Lieutenant  about  1811. 
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Commissioners  of  the  Admiralty,  that  Sir  Richard  Bickertou 

IS  to  shift  his  flag  to  the  Royal  Sovereign,  the  moment  the 

weather  and  other  circumstances  will  admit,  and  that  I  shall 

appoint  Captain  Malcolm  to  the  Kent,  agreeably  to  their 

direction.

Port  of  Girgenti,  in  Sicily, 
and  capturing  three  English  Merchant  Ships,  which  had 
been  taken  by  two  French  Privateers,  and  carried  into  that 
Port.  The  llear-Admiral,  not  having  received  my  letter 
above  mentioned  till  after  his  leaving  Malta,  sent  it  to  Captain 
Cracraft  of  the  Anson.  I  am,  therefore,  not  enabled  to  send 
their  Lordships  the  particulars  on  this  subject  so  fully  at 
present  as  was  my  intention;  but  I  conceive  it  proper  to 
transmit  you,  for  their  information,  a  copy  of  a  letter  from 
Lieutenant  Shaw,  and,  also,  a  copy  of  one  from  Mr.  Edmund 
Noble,  a  respectable  Merchant  at  Malta,  and  to  acquaint  you 
that  the  most  early  opportunity  shall  be  taken  of  further 
investigating  into  this  circumstance.  It  is  but  justice  to 
mention  that  the  conduct  of  our  Cruizcrs  in  these  seas,  under 
the  particular  circumstances  they  have  experienced  by  the 
Enemy's  Privateers  claiming  the  protection  of  Neutrality  at

"  The  vigilant  and  s&ealous  attention  therein  manifeated  for  the  Pablic  interesta 
has  afforded  much  satisfaction  to  his  Miyesty,  and  I  am  particularly  commanded  to 
express  his  Mi^esly's  most  gracious  approbation  of  the  line  of  eondnet  which,  under 
the  circumstances  represented  in  yonr  letter  of  the  10th  of  Oetobtr,  you  baT«  d«eSMd 
it  advisable  to  pnrsne  towards  the  Begency  of  Algiersi  and  eapediaUy  of  your  in- 
tention, at  all  events,  not  to  commence  hostilities  until  yon  can  strike  an  elllictnal 
blow  against  the  Cruizers  belonging  to  that  Power.  It  is,  however,  without  doubt,

The  critical  Bituation  of  the  Island  ot  Corfu,  and  the  whole  of  the 
Morca,  cannot  too  strongly  claim  your  Lordship's  attention,  for  the  defence  of  which 
important  countries  you  have  already  made  so  excellent  a  disposition  of  your 
CruizerB.  Whatever  may  prove  to  be  the  real  object  of  the  French  Fleet,  should  it, 
by  any  circumstances  of  wind  and  weather,  be  freed  from  the  blockade  in  which  it 
is  held  by  the  Squadron  under  your  Lordship's  command,  I  still  entertain  the  moat 
sanguine  expectation,  that  the  measures  you  moke  take,  upon  your  apprehension  of 
its  probable  destination,  will  enable  you  to  justify  the  confidence  yon  express  of 
frustrating  all  its  plans.  • 

"  I  entirely  concur  in  tlie  propriety  of  keeping  a  Vessel  at  Naples  for  the  per-

the  progress  of  the  Recruiting  Service  in  Switzerland.  J  have  the  honour  obr,  &c.,

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with  Ship-timber,  and  everything  else.  Our  communication 
with  All  Vizir  had,  I  am  of  opinion,  better  be  in  future  car- 
ried on  through  him :  he  is  a  very  intelligent  man,  and,  I 
believe,  fully  to  be  trusted. 

Sardinia  will  be  in  the  hands  of  the  French,  either  by 
compact,  exchange,  or  insurrection.  It  is  the  summum  bonum 
of  everything  which  is  valuable  for  us  in  the  Mediterranean. 
The  more  I  know  of  it,  the  more  I  am  convinced  of  its 
inestimable  value,  from  position,  Naval  Port,  and  resources  of 
all  kinds.  I  am  rather  led  to  believe  that  the  French  are 
negotiating  very  hard  for  an  exchange.  Sir  Alexander  Ball 
thinks  the  French  are  destined  for  Egypt,  and  every  Power 
thinks  they  are  destined  against  them ;  but  whatever  the 
French  may  intend  to  do,  I  trust,  and  with  confidence,  they 
are  destined  for  Spithead.  I  am  afraid  Mr.  Frere  has  created 
some  little  alarm  that  the  French  Fleet  has  escaped  us.  My 
letter  to  him*  was  intended  to  do  away  any  such  fears.  I  beg 
leave,  in  justice  to  myself,  to  send  your  Lordship  a  copy  of  it.

The  Royal  Sovereign  has  joined  me,  and  the  Admiralty, 
unless  our  Enemies  increase  by  the  Spaniards,  will  order  a 
Ship  to  England  in  lieu  of  her;  therefore,  as  the  Gibraltar  is 
ordered  to  be  refitted  at  Gibraltar,  I  must  request  that  she 
may  leave  Naples  whenever  the  King  has  no  further  com- 
mands for  her.  I  have  sent  orders  to  Captain  Ryves,  and 
shall  write  to  his  Excellency  Sir  John  Acton ;  fbr,  however 
displeased  the  Admiralty  may  be  with  me  for  keeping  a  Ship 
of  the  Line  constantly  at  Naples,  yet  I  have  always  considered, 
and  do  still  consider  the  preservation  of  the  Royal  Family  a 
most  particular  part  of  my  duty.  I  have  no  doubts  but  that 
the  French  Fleet  would  long  ago  have  sailed  from  Toulon,  but 
for  the  commotions  in  France. 

Your  Excellency's  two  packets  of  January . . . ,  and  February 
14th,  arrived  the  same  day — one  by  Cagliari,  the  other  by  the 
Camelcon.  Nothing  but  Troops  can  save  Sardinia ;  and  if 
Russia  does  not  send  them,  she  only  misleads  the  King  of 
Sardinia.  I  believe  they  are  jealous  of  our  doing  anything, 
and  will  do  nothing  themselves. 

I  have  been  but  very  indifferent,  but  I  am  much  recovered, 
and  I  hope  to  hold  out  a  few  months  longer,  when  I  shall  lay 
down  my  Office,  which,  whoever  may  take  up,  however  they 
may  carry  on  the  service  with  greater  ability,  will  never  do  it 
witii  more  zed  than,  my  dear  Sir^  your  faithfiil  and  obliged.

There  is  not  a  man  in  the  worlds  that  rejoices  more  at  the 
happy  conclusion  you  have  given  to  the  French  Expedition  to 
St  DomingOj^  than  myself,  and  for  all  your  well-earned  suc- 
cesses: your  perseverance  deserves  to  be  amply  rewarded. 
Now,  you  have  done  with  the  French,  unless  you  can  get  hold 
by  agreement  with  the  sold  Spaniards,  of  Uieir  part  of  St. 
Domingo,  (for  I  hope  in  God  we  shall  never  attempt  to  pos- 
sess any  portion  of  the  other  part  of  that  Island,)  although  I 
see  all  the  danger  of  a  Black  Republic,  yet  I  trust  we  shall 
be  very  particular  in  making  a  treaty  of  commerce  with 
them.  It  is  a  nice  game  to  play ;  but  if  you  are  contented^  I 
am  sure  it  is  in  good  and  able  hands.  I  hope  to  hold  out,  to 
beat  your  friend  Admiral  la  Touche  Treville,*  who  took  the 

*  Rear-Adminl  But  John  Thomas  Dvakwoith,  K.B.,  ComiDander-in-Chief  at 
Jamaiea,  conclniad,  in  Deeember,  1803,  a  negotiation  with  Genenl  Bochambaaa, 
the  Commander  of  the  Freneh  forces  at  8t.  Domingo,  bj  which  that  Officer  and  hia

'  Vice- Admiral  la  Touche  Treville,  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  French  Fleet, 

has  become  a  person  of  historical  importance  from  the  assertion  of  Monsieur  Thiers, 

that  the  death  of  that  gallant  Officer,  in  August  1804,  saved  England  ft-om  Invasion ! 

He  is  again  frequently  mentioned  by  Kelson,  to  whom,  on  the  14th  of  February  1804', 

he  wrote  the  following  letter  in  reply  to  his  letter  to  the  French  Admiral,  dated  on 

the  10th  of  December,  1803,  in  p.  208,  ante.    Instead,  however,  of  imitating  Lord 

Nelson's  example  by  sending  this  letter  direct,  by  a  Flag  of  Truce,  Admiral  la 

Touche  Treville  directed  it  to  Maltay  and  forwarded  it  through  the  French  Post 

Office,  so  that  it  did  not  reach  Nelson's  hands  until  the  end  of  May  or  beginning  of 

June:

wounded  in  that  Ship  at  Trafalgar:  he  was  made  a  Commander  in  Jauuar}'  180C  ; 
Posted  iu  December  1808,  and  died  about  1834. 
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be  penny-wise  and  poand-foolish.  A  small  snm^  well  laid 
out,  will  keep  Fleets  healthy ;  but  it  requires  large  sums  to 
make  a  sickly  Fleet  healthy,  besides  the  immense  loss  of  per- 
sonal services.

Whereas  it  is  my  intention  that  his  Majesty's  Ship  Mon- 
mouth, under  your  command,  shall  convoy  all  the  Trade 
which  may  be  collected  at  Malta  by  the  time  the  Merchant 
Ships  arrive  from  Smyrna,  which  I  expect  the  Arrow  is 
ordered  to  bring  down  on  her  return  from  Constantinople, 
You  are  therefore  hereby  required  and  directed  to  remain  in 
Valetta  Harbour  until  the  arrival  of  the  Arrow  and  Trade 
from  the  Levant,  when  you  will  make  the  Signal  for,  and  take 
under  your  convoy  and  protection,  the  whole  of  the  Trade 
which  shall  be  collected  at  Malta,  together  with  the  Ships 
brought  from  the  Levant  by  the  Arrow,  and  proceed  with 
them  as  soon  as  possible  to  Gibraltar,  where  you  will  also  take 
under  your  convoy  all  the  Merchant  Ships  from  Malaga  and 
Cadiz  which  may  be  ready,  and  whose  Masters  are  desiiooa 
to  avail  themselves  of  your  protection,  and  proceed  with  the 
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vfhole  of  them  to  England  as  expeditiously  as  possible,  con- 
sistent with  their  safety.  On  your  arrival  off  Plymouth,  you

I  have  received  your  letter  of  the  26th  ultimo,  acquainting 
me  that  you  had  ordered  the  Morgiana  up  the  Adriatic  with 
the  Fish  Ships,  that  the  Sophie  Sloop  was  to  join  me,  and 
that  the  only  Merchant-ship  bound  to  England  (the  Hero) 
sails  so  well,  and  is  so  well  armed,  as  to  be  able  to  run  it'  In 
answer  to  which,  1  approve  of  your  having  sent  the  Morgiana 
up  the  Adriatic  with  the  Fish  Ships,  and  take  it  for  granted 
that  you  have  ordered  Captain  Raynsford  to  collect  and 
bring  with  him  all  the  Trade  for  Malta  and  England.  I  must

Admiral  HoUoway  having  acquainted  me  by  letter  of  your 
arrival  in  this  Country  as  an  Agent  of  Transports,  and  also  of 
your  being  very  equal  to  any  important  service,  from  your 
intelligence  and  observation;  and  the  Lords  Commissioners 
of  the  Admiralty  having  recommended  me  to  send  an  Officer 
of  that  description  in  charge  of  the  Transports,  I  have,  there- 
fore, thought  proper  to  send  You,  and  must  recommend  to 
your  serious  attention  the  circumstances  in  general  that  are 
passing  in  the  Black  Sea  on  the  part  of  Russia,  who,  it  is  said, 
is  forming  an  Armament  to  a  very  considerable  extent ;  and 
although  there  is  not  the  most  distant  idea  that  this  Arma- 
ment will  direct  its  operations  against  the  interests  of  Great 
Britain,  yet  it  is  essentially  necessary  that  its  real  intentions 
should  be  discovered  as  early  as  possible,  and,  therefore,  you 
will  let  no  opportunity  escape  you  of  obtaining  all  the  informa- 
tion you  may  be  able  to  collect  on  this  important  subject 

And  I  must  desire  you  will  endeavour  to  gain  a  particular 
account  of  the  Naval  Force  which  Russia  may  have  at 
Sebastapol  and  Cherson,  (their  two  principal  Naval  Ports  in 
the  Black  Sea,)  and  to  what  extent  they  are  arming  there. 
You  will  likewise  endeavour  to  obtain  a  knowledge  of  their 
Fortifications,  and  what  number  of  guns  is  mounted  on  their 
diflPerent  Batteries,  and  whether  they  are  able  to  protect 
their  Trade.  It  will  be  advisable  to  ascertain  whether  these 
Armaments  are  with  a  view  to  check  and  oppose  the  measures 
of  the  French,  should  they  attempt  to  possess  themselves  of 
the  Morea.  You  will  also  endeavour  to  gain  information  of 
the  trade  and  manufactures  carried  on  by  the  Russians  in  the 
Ports  above  mentioned — what  supplies  of  provisions  and  Naval 
stores  might  be  drawn  from  that  Country,  and  upon  what 
terms.  In  order  to  obtain  a  perfect  knowledge  of  the  local 
situation  of  the  Russian  Territory  in  the  Black  Sea,  you  are  to 
procure  a  Chart  of  their  Country,  which  will  assist  you  in 
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forming  a  more  clear  idea  of  the  places  of  principal  importance^ 
and  endeavour,  by  every  means,  to  obtain  information  of  their

Yesterday  I  received  a  letter  from  Mr.  Frere  of  March  9th, 
in  which,  after  having  put  us  so  much  upon  our  guard  that  we

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expected  a  Spanish  War  every  day,  the  name  of  Spain  is  not 
mentioned :  therefore,  I  must  suppose  his  alarm  is  gone  off, 
or  we  may  be  lulled,  by  his  neglect  to  say  anything,  into  a 
fatal  security.  To  me  it  matters  not :  I  am  prepared  for  all 
eventjl^ 

The  King,  Mr.  Frere  says,  by  advices  from  London  of 
February  26th,  is  fast  recovering.  I  wish  it  may  be  so,  but  I 
fear  very  much  the  contrary,  I  believe  the  Prince  will  be 
sole  Regent ;  and  I  see,  through  the  French  papers — *  London 
News,  February  7  th' — that  Lord  Grenville  had  been  three 
hours  with  Mr.  Fox,  supposed  forming  a  new  Administration. 
Georges,  I  see,  is  also  arrested,  and  he  and  Pichegru  are  to 
be  tried  by  Military  Tribunals.  The  Invasion  must  be  over 
before  this  time,  which  I  still  hope  will  overturn  Buonaparte's 
despotic  Government  My  reports  say  that  the  French  have 
taken  up  at  Leghorn  a  number  of  Greek  Vessels  as  Transports. 
If  they  leave  Leghorn  without  Troops,  it  is  natural  to  suppose 
they  are  destined  to  take  the  French  Troops  from  the  Coast 
of  the  Adriatic.  If  so,  they  must  either  be  destined  for  the 
Morea  or  Egypt  Information  upon  these  points  is  so  im- 
portant, to  enable  me  to  form  a  probable  guess  at  the  destina- 
tion of  the  Toulon  Fleet,  that  no  money  or  trouble  ought  to 
be  spared  to  obtain  it  At  eight  o'clock  yesterday  morning, 
our  Frigates  saw  the  French  Fleet  quite  safe.  I  am  going  to 
Madalena  to  get  some  refreshments ;  for  I  am  sorry  to  say 
the  scurvy  has  made  its  appearance  in  several  Ships. 

The  Belleisle  will  stay  four  days  at  Naples ;  and  if  the 
Gibraltar  is  sent  away,  I  may  occasionally,  to  relieve  each 
other,  send  Ships :  but  of  this  the  King  shall  judge ;  for  I 
never  will  deprive  him  of  the  protection  and  services  of  an 
English  Ship.  Yesterday,  I  received  from  Major  Lowe  a 
copy  of  his  letter  to  your  Excellency.  There  will  be  no 
resistance  in  Sardinia  worth  mentioning,  should  the  French 
land  in  any  force.  Major  Lowe  is  probably  with  you  by  this 
time.

Last  night,  to  my  surprise,  Mr.  Chevalier"  sent  to  speak  to 
me,  and  said — *  I  beg  pardon,  my  Lord,  but  I  find  myself  so 
disagreeably  situated  in  the  Ship,  that  I  beg  of  your  Lordship 
to  send  me  to  England  by  the  first  opportunity.'  To  which  I 
answered,  *  Certainly,  Mr.  Chevalier.'  I  can  have  no  con- 
ception to  what  this  is  owing.  I  never  said  a  harsh  thing  to 
him,  nor  any  one  else,  I  am  sure.  He  is  very  much  respected, 
and  an  excellent  servant  He  is  his  own  master  in  all  his 
department;  but  was  he,  if  possible,  a  better  servant,  I  never 
would  ask  a  servant  to  stay.  It  is  some  vagary  or  other :  so  he 
must  follow  his  own  fancy.     So  much  for  that 

Day  by  day,  my  dear  firiend,  I  am  expecting  the  French 
Fleet  to  put  to  sea — every  day,  hour,  and  moment ;  and  you 
may  rely  that  if  it  is  within  the  power  of  man  to  get  at  them, 
it  shall  be  done ;  and,  I  am  sure,  that  all  my  brethren  look  to 
that  day  as  the  finish  of  our  laborious  cruize.  The  event  no 
man  can  say  exactly,  but  I  must  think,  or  render  great

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injustice  to  those  under  me^  that  let  the  Battle  be  when  it 
may,  it  will  never  have  been  surpassed.  Mj  shattered  frame, 
if  I  survive  that  day,  will  require  rest,  and  that  is  all  I  shall 
ask  for.  If  I  fall  on  such  a  glorious  occasion,  it  shall  be  my 
pride  to  take  care  that  my  friends  shall  not  blush  for  me. 
These  things  are  in  the  hands  of  a  wise  and  just  Providence, 
and  His  Will  be  done.  I  have  got  some  trifle,  thank  God,  to 
leave  those  I  hold  most  dear,  and  I  have  taken  care  not  to 
neglect  it  Do  not  think  I  am  low-spirited  on  this  account, 
or  fancy  anything  is  to  happen  to  me.  Quite  the  contraiy: 
my  mind  is  calm,  and  I  have  only  to  think  of  destroying  our 
inveterate  foe. 

April  7th. — A  Frigate  has  just  brought  me  an  account  that 
she  saw  the  French  Fleet  outside  Toulon  thirty-four  hours 
ago,  and  she  does  not  know  that  they  are  returned.  I  have 
two  Frigates  gone  for  more  information,  and  we  all  hope  for 
a  meeting  with  the  Enemy.  Nothing  can  be  finer  than  the 
Fleet  under  my  command.  Whatever  be  the  event,  believe 
me  ever,  my  dear  Davison,  your  most  obliged  and  sincere 
friend,  Nelson  and  Bronte.

My  dear  Davison, 
Since  my  last,  I  have  received  your  kind  letters  by  the 
Thisbe,  and  the  Lawyer's  opinion,  which  is  very  clear,  and 
there  end  my  inquiries ;  and,  if  ever  I  command  the  Channel 
Fleet,  it  will  be  my  turn  to  make  money.  I  [neither]  want 
nor  wish  for  any  man's  money,  but  justice  is  all  I  ask.  I  have 
nothing  later  than  December  from  you ;  but,  I  am  truly  sorry 
to  hear  from  Lady  Hamilton  that  you  have  been  laid  up  with 
the  gout.

The  advantages  of  its  position  must  strike  every  one  who 
looks  upon  the  Map,  and  its  resources,  called  forth  by  a 
protecting  Power,  are  certainly  very  great ;  and  there  is  only 
this  certainty,  fixed  as  fate,  in  my  mind,  that  if  it  does  not 
belong  to  England,  it  will  to  France ;  for  the  present  system 
cannot  last  one  year,  nor,  I  believe,  half  that  time. 

I  shall  sail  from  hence  on  Monday,  wind  and  weather  per- 
mitting, and  shall  very  soon  hope  to  meet  the  Enemy.  I  am 
ever,  my  dear  Sir,  your  most  obliged  humble  servant.

My  dear  Brother, 

I  received  with  much  pleasure  your  kind  letter  of  December 
30tb,  which,  I  was  too  much  pressed  for  time  to  answer  with 
my  last  dispatches.  If  Mr.  Charles  Brown*  has  served  bis 
time,  and  passed,  you  may  send  him  out,  and  when  oppor- 
tunity offers  he  shall  certainly  be  promoted ;  but  I  doubt  very 
much  that  any  such  opportunity  will  offer  during  my  com- 
mand, for  my  health  will  require  a  few  months'  rest,  next 
winter :  however,  you  may  be  sure  I  shall  do  my  best  to  serve 
him. 

With  respect  to  Horace,  you  know  so  much  better  than  I 
how  to  educate  him  that  I  can  say  nothing ;  and  as  to  what 
mode  of  Ufe  he  is  to  follow,  that  must  be  a  matter  for  future 
consideration,  as  events  may  turn  out  A  good  education  and 
languages  fit  him  for  anything.  The  Corps  Diplomatique,  as 
&r  as  I  have  seen,  is  the  road  to  ruin.  I  never  knew  or  heard 
of  any  one  who  made  a  fortune  in  4t,  and  it  is  very  easy  to 
spend  one:  indeed,  without  much  more  prudence  than  is 
considered  right,  a  Minister  cannot  exist  upon  his  salary.  We 
must  not  judge,  because  perhaps,  Lord  Elgin  at  a  particular 
moment  got  money  at  Constantinople,  and  even  a  Scotchman 
I  dare  say  would  have  been  richer  with  his  interest  if  he  had 
set  up  as  a  master-tailor.

with  the  Maidstone  in  her  present  bad  state,  and  request  you 
will  be  so  good  as  to  tell  him  sa  The  loss  of  the  Weazle 
wiU,  no  doubt,  be  much  felt  at  Gibraltar,  but  I  am  glad  to 
find  that  Captain  Layman's  conduct  has  so  fully  met  your 
approbation.  I  have  ordered  the  Agincourt  to  proceed  and 
join  you  from  Malta ;  and  it  is  my  intention,  the  moment  the 
Sophie  returns  from  Gibraltar,  to*  order  her  on  the  late 
Weazle's  station,  and  trust  the  exertions  of  Captain  Rosen- 
hagen,^  with  the  assistance  of  the  Halcyon,  will  keep  the  Gut 
perfectly  clear  of  Privateers,  and  secure  our  Trade  a  safe 
passage  through  it  It  will  then  become  your  object  to  direct 
the  three  Frigates  to  cruize  very  diligently  outside  the  Straits, 
within  the  limits  of  the  Mediterranean  Station,  for  the  pro- 
tection of  our  Commerce,  and  destruction  of  the  Enemy's  Pri- 
vateers and  Cruizers,  which,  I  understand,  are  particularly 
destructive  to  our  Trade  passing  the  skirts  of  the  station ;  and 
you  will  direct  Captain  Briggs,  upon  the  Agincourt's  joining, 
to  cruize  oflF  Cape  Spartel,  in  order  to  cover  and  protect  our 
Commerce  on  its  entrance  into  the  Straits.     The  watching

As  the  Enemy's  Fleet  has  been  out,*  and  may  still  be  at  sea, 
and  as  I  should  be  very  sorry  to  baulk  their  inclinations  of  a 
Battle  by  your  superiority  of  numbers,  You  will,  therefore, 
whenever  I  make  the  signal,  haul  from  us  to  the  Southward, 
furl  your  top-gallant  sails  so  as  not  to  be  discovered  from  the 
shore,  and  just  keep  sight  of  us  from  the  masthead ;  and  make

Frere,  and  am  very  much  obliged  by  your  sending  me  the 
several  French  and  Spanish  Papers,  with  the  four  copies  of 
the  Courier  de  Londres,  which  have  all  been  received  safe.  I 
am  aware  that  a  Bill  of  Health  is  required  from  his  Majesty's 
Ships  and  Vessels  using  either  Barcelona  or  Rosas,  and  am 
sorry  to  observe  that  every  difficulty  and  impediment  is 
thrown  in  the  way  of  our  procuring  the  small  supplies  of 
bullocks  and  refreshments  for  the  Fleet  under  my  command, 
very  unusual  between  two  Nations  in  peace  and  amity.  I  trust, 
however,  that  Mr.  Frere's  remonstrance  with  the  Court  of 
Madrid  may  do  away  the  necessity  of  such  Bill  of  Health, 
and  also  procure  us  more  liberal  supplies  of  bullocks,  &c., 
free  from  the  immense  duties  imposed  on  them.  I  enclose  a 
letter  to  the  Captain-General  on  the  subject  of  the  Captain 
of  any  of  his  Majesty's  Ships  giving  his  word  of  honour,  that 
his  people  are  in  perfect  health  and  pratique,  and  ought  to  be 
received  as  such.  You  will,  therefore,  have  the  goodness  to 
explain  to  the  Captain-General,  that  the  word  of  honour  of 
the  Captain  of  a  British  Man-of-War  is  as  sacred  as  a 
Monarch's,  and  equal  to  any  Bill  of  Health  from  me.

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England,  and  make  the  best  of  your  way  with  them  to  their 
destination ;  and,  in  order  that  the  Convoy  under  your  Com- 
mand may  be  sufficiently  strengthened  against  L'Aigle,  or 
any  of  the  Enemy's  Cruizers,  You  are  hereby  directed  to  order 
the  Captain  of  the  Agincourt  to  proceed  in  company  with 
you  from  Gibraltar,  and  escort  you  twenty  or  twenty-five 
leagues  to  the  Westward  of  Cadiz ;  and  afterwards  to  return 
to  Gibraltar,  and  follow  my  orders  of  the  20th  ultimo,  which 
he  will  find  with  Commissioner  Otway  at  that  place.

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MEMORANDUM. 

[The  following  Paper  was  written  by  Captain  La3rman,  late  of  the  Weazle  Sloop, 
and  transmitted  to  the  Admiralty  by  Lord  Nelson  on  the  14th  of  April,  1804.  '<The 
importance  of  a  Cruizer  in  the  Gat  of  Gibraltar,  in  a  Naval  and  Commeroial  point 
of  Tiew,  as  well  as  the  consideration  of  obtaining  supplies  for  the  Garrison,  seems 
to  require  a  particular  description  of  Vessel  to  keep  her  station  in  a  Channel  confined 
to  the  space  of  eight  miles,  in  which,  exclusiye  of  the  wind  and  sea  being  often 
boisterous  and  turbulent,  there  are  four  strong  tides,  besides  the  current ;  and.  as  to 
effect  turning  to  the  westward,  against  the  wind,  some  tacks  do  not  exceed  one  mile. 
It  is  presumed  that  a  fast-sailing  Brig  is  the  best  description  of  Vessel  for  this  service, 
and  as  she  ought  not  only  to  be  able  to  repulse  but  to  take  anything  in  the  shape  of 
a  Privateer,  some  of  which  have  from  twenty-two  to  twenty-six  guns,  with  from 
one  hundred  and  fifty  to  two  hundred  men,  it  would  require  her  to  be  of  such 
dimensions  as  to  be  armed  with  eighteen  d2-pounder  carronades,  with  sufficient 
space,  abaft  and  forward,  to  mount  a  long  18-pounder  to  fire  in  all  directions ;  and 
the  better  to  prevent  her  being  annoyed  in  a  calpi,  And  to  enable  her  to  pursue 
Privateers  or  Gun-boats,  she  should  be  fitted  so  as  to  pull  thirty-eight  sweeps  and 
two  skulls,  the  advantages  of  which  were  evinced  in  the  Weazle. — H.  M.  Ship

I  have  received  your  letter  of  the  17th  ultimo,  acquainting 
me,  that  Lieutenant  Cantelo,  of  the  Bombay  Marine,  had  ar- 
rived at  Malta,  with  dispatches  for  England,  and  that  you  had 
sent  him  on  board  the  Agincourt  to  proceed  to  Gibraltar : 
also,  that  several  Transports  had  arrived  in  the  last  Convoy 
from  England,  that  are  fit  (with  a  little  alteration)  to  receive 
Troops,  that  you  had  ordered  them  to  victual  and  water  for 
two  months  for  their  respective  complements  of  Troops,  and 
that  embarkation  for  at  least  one  thousand  four  hundred  men 
is  ready  at  a  moment's  notice.

The  loss  of  the  Hindostan  has  been  great ;  but  fixim  oar  care 
and  attention,  I  may  truly  say,  of  every  Captain  in  the  Fleet, 
we  shall  get  on  for  the  summer.  It  is  an  accident,  such 
a  Ship  must  be  liable  to ;  and  if  Captain  Le  Gros'  account 
is  correct  (he  is  now  on  his  Trial)  he  had  great  merit  in 
the  order  in  which  the  Ship  was  kept,  and  it  must  have 
arose  from  either  some  of  the  Medicine-Chests  breaking,  or 
from  wet  getting  down,  which  caused  things  to  heat.  The 
preservation  of  the  Crew  seems  little  short  of  a  miracle :  I  never 
read  such  a  Journal  of  exertions. 

Misfortunes  seldom  come  alone.  The  Juno  very  properly, 
hearing  of  the  accident,  quitted  her  station  off  Cape  St 
Sebastians  the  very  day  the  Swift  was  taken,  or  that  would 
have  been  prevented.  I  send  the  account  I  have  of  that 
event  to  the  Admiralty.  I  only  hope  that  no  dispatches  of 
any  consequence  were  entrusted  in  such  a  VesseL  Whatever 
they  are,  they  are  this  day  before  Buonaparte.  Every  Jack  in 
Diplomatic  affiEtirs  is  intrusted  with  a  cipher,  but  an  Admiral 
Commander-in-Chief  is  not  It  will  now  be  corrected.

My  dearest  Emma, 

I  had  wrote  you  a  line,  intended  for  the  Swift  Cutter ;  but, 
instead  of  her  joining  me,  I  had  the  mortification,  not  only  to 
hear  that  she  was  taken,  but  that  aU  the  dispatches  and  let- 
ters had  fallen  into  the  hands  of  the  Enemy ;  a  very  pretty 
piece  of  work  I  I  am  not  surprised  at  the  capture,  but  am 
very  much  so  that  any  dispatches  should  be  sent  in  a  Vessel 
with  twenty-three  men,  not  equal  to  cope  with  any  Row- 
boat  Privateer.  As  I  do  not  know  what  letters  of  yours  are 
in  her,  I  cannot  guess  what  will  be  said.  I  suppose,  there 
will  be  a  publication.  The  loss  of  the  Hindostan,  was  great 
enough ;  but,  for  importance,  it  is  lost,  in  comparison  to  the 
probable  knowledge  the  Enemy  will  obtain  of  our  connexions 
with  Foreign  Countries  I  Foreigners  for  ever  say,  and  it  is  true 
— *  We  dare  not  trust  England ;  one  way  or  other,  we  are  sure 
to  be  committed  I'  However,  it  is  now  too  late  to  launch  out 
on  this  subject  Not  a  thing  has  been  saved  out  of  the  Hin- 
dostan, not  a  second  shirt  for  any  one ;  and  it  has  been  by 
extraordinary  exertions,  that  the  people's  lives  were  saved. 

Captain  Hallowell  is  so  good  as  to  take  home  for  me,  wine 
as  by  the  enclosed  list ;  and,  if  I  can,  some  honey.  The 
Spanish  honey  is  so  precious,  that  if  [any  one  has]  a  cut,  or 
sore  throat,  it  is  used  to  cure  it.  I  mention  this,  in  case  you 
should  wish  to  give  the  Duke  a  jar.  The  smell  is  wonderful  I 
It  is  produced  nowhere  but  in  the  mountains  near  Rosas. 
The  Cyprus  wine— one  hogshead,  was  for  Buonaparte, — I 
would  recommend  the  wine-cooper  drawing  it  off:  and  you 
can  send  a  few  dozens  to  the  Duke ;  who,  I  know,  takes  a 
glass  every  day  at  two  o'clock.  I  wish  I  had  anything  else  to 
send  you ;  but,  my  dearest  Emma,  you  must  take  the  will  for 
the  deed.  I  am  pleased  with  Charlotte's  letter ;  and,  as  she 
loves  my  dear  Horatia,  I  shall  always  like  her.  What  hearts 
those  must  have,  who  do  not !  But,  thank  God,  she  shall  not 
be  dependent  on  any  of  them.

Naples,  where  I  have  directed  her  Captain  to  remain  till 
further  orders.  The  Gibraltar  being  greatly  in  want  of 
cordage  for  running  rigging,  &c.,  I  have  directed  Captain 
Ryves  to  purchase  what  may  be  absolutely  necessary  to  put

As  Mr.  Faddy  had  been  appointed  a  Lieutenant  of  the 
Triumph  on  the  18th  of  April,  in  the  room  of  an  Officer  who  had  been  invalided, 
and  as  Lord  Nelson  was  not  sure  of  his  being  confirmed  by  the  Admiralty,  he 
meant  that  he  should  reserve  the  first  vacancy  by  death,  or  Court-Martial,  which  he 
had  the  right  of  filling  up,  for  Mr.  Faddy,  if  necessary.  To  Lord  Nelson's  letter 
announcing  Mr.  Waldegrave's  appointment,  (which,  from  a  delicacy  perhaps  mis- 
taken, however  honourable  to  its  present  possessor,  has  not  been  communicated  by 
him  to  the  Editor,)  Lord  Radstock  thus  feelingly  replied,  on  the  23rd  of  July  1604 : 

"  The  Board  behaved  very  handsomely  on  this  occasion,  as  a  Commission  was 
directed  to  be  made  out  for  my  son  the  very  day  that  your  order  made  its  appear- 
ance. But  I  cannot,  my  dear  friend,  pass  over  in  silence  what  you  say  of  my  son. 
Great  as  my  joy  was  at  your  notification  of  his  advancement,  it  was  comparatively 
nothing  to  the  delight  I  experienced  on  reading  what  yon  say  of  him,  both  as  an 
Officer  and  a  Man.  Such  commendation  from  such  a  man  as  yourself,  is  of  that 
value,  that  no  pen  can  describe.

My  dear  Sir, 
I  have  been  duly  honoured  \Yith  your  Excellency*s  letters  by 
the  Belleisle  and  Childers,  and  feel  very  much  obliged  by 
your  communication  of  the  very  interesting  news  fix>m  the 
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various  Powers  on  the  Continent  It  must,  if  they  are  induced 
to  move,  be  for  our  advantage — that  Is,  I  mean  against  France, 
and  for  their  own  future  peace  and  quietness.  If  Austria  and 
Russia  submit  to  the  invasion  of  the  German  Territory,'  the 
two  young  Emperors  deserve  the  worst  which  can  happen. 
You  will  be  sorry  to  hear  of  the  loss  of  the  Hindostan  with 
all  our  stores ;  but  this  being  an  accident  which  no  human 
precaution  could  prevent,  I  must  turn  my  mind  to  do  without 
them,  and  I  dare  say  I  shall  do  tolerably  the  summer.  But 
the  capture  of  the  Swift  Cutter  of  four  or  six  guns  and 
twenty-three  men,  with  all  the  Dispatches,  is  a  loss  which  ages 
cannot  do  away.  I  only  hope,  but  I  have  my  great  fears^  that 
not  only  the  secrets  of  our  own  Country  are  exposed,  but  that 
perhaps  Naples,  Russhi,  Sardinia,  and  Egypt  may  be  men- 
tioned. How  the  Admiralty  could  send  out  such  a  Vessel  is 
astonishing!  I  wish  it  to  be  known  at  Petersburg  and  Con- 
stantinople, in  case  any  plan  has  been  agreed  upon  by  our 
Courts,  for  the  French  will,  of  course,  strike  a  blow  instantly. 
Naples  will  keep  on  her  guard,  for  we  must  prepare  for  the 
worst  which  may  have  happened.  It  has  made  me  very 
uneasy  and  unwell. 

The  Gibraltar  is  ordered  by  the  Admiralty  to  be  refitted, 
and,  therefore,  I  have  sent  the  Kent,  who  is  to  go  home  in 
July,  being  unable  any  longer  to  encounter  our  dreadful 
weather  oflP  Toulon.  As  you  will  see,  she  is  a  very  fine  Ship, 
and  fidly  equal  to  convey  any  important  freight  to  Sicily.  I 
send  your  Excellency  a  secret  order  in  case  of  need. 

The  Argo  is  just  sailed  for  England.  You  know  she  is 
fi*om  Egypt.  Captain  Hallowell  thinks  the  French  are  destined 
for  that  Country.  I  have  not  heard  from  England  officially 
since  January,  and  I  imly  wish  they  had  kept  their  letters  in- 
stead of  trusting  them  in  such  a  Vessel.  You  will  find  Captain 
Malcolm  a  very  intelligent,  good  Officer.  I  am  ever,  my 
dear  Sir,  your  most  faithful  and  obedient  servant.

Memorandum. 

As  it  is  my  determination  to  attack  the  French  Fleet  in  any 
place  where  there  is  a  reasonable  prospect  of  getting  fairly 
alongside  of  them,  and  as  I  think  that  in  Ui^res  Bay,  Gourjean 
Bay,  Port  Especia,  Leghorn  Roads,  Ajaccio,  and  many  other 
places,  opportunities  may  offer  of  attacking  them,  I  therefore 
recommend  that  every  Captain  will  make  himself^  by  inquiries, 
as  fully  acquainted  with  the  above-mentioned  places  as  pos- 
sible— viz.,  for  Hi^res  Bay,  the  Petite  Passe,  Grande  Passe,  and 
Passage  from  the  Eastward ;  Gourjean  Bay,  (of  which  I  send  a 
Chart  from  the  latest  surveys  made,)  Port  Especia,  and,  in 
particular,  the  Northern  Passage  into  Leghorn  Roads,  from 
which  side  it  is  only,  in  my  opinion,  possible  to  attack  an 
Enemy's  Fleet  to  advantage ;  and  with  the  Gulf  of  Ajaccio. 

In  going  in  to  attack  an  Enemy's  Fleet,  it  is  recommended, 
if  possible,  to  have  the  Launch  out,  and  hawsers  and  stream- 
anchors  in  her;  and,  with  any  other  Boats,  to  lay  out  of  gun- 
shot, ready^  to  act  as  circumstances  may  require.  Ships,  in 
bringing  up^  will  anchor  as  the  Captains  may  think  best,  from 
circumstances  of  wind  and  weather,  and  the  position  of  the 
Enemy ;  but  I  would  recommend  strongly  having  the  f<mr 
large  anchors  clear  for  letting  go;  because  I  know,  from 
experience,  the  great  difficulty,  with  crippled  masts  and  yards, 
getting  an  anchor  over  the  side ;  and  it  is  probable  that  it  may 
be  necessary  to  remove  the  Ship  after  an  Action,  and  to  leave 
some  of  her  anchors  behind.  The  Ships  will  anchor  in  such 
a  manner  as  to  give  each  other  mutual  support  for  the  destruc- 
tion of  the  Enemy.

I  scrawl  this  from  recollection :  but  you  may  rely  upon  it  I 
have  beat  [in],  in  the  Captain  in  the  Night,  and  gone  in,  in  gales 
of  Westerly  wind.  The  approaching  Leghorn  must  be  r^ulated 
by  what  may  call  our  attention.  If  the  French  Fleet  is  in  the 
Southern  anchorage  you  can  certainly  get  within  gun-«hot  of 
them,  and  perhaps  if  they  are  anchored  amongst  the  Eoiowls 
alongside  of  them ;  and  at  all  events  you  secure  a  safe  retreat 
for  our  crippled  Ships,  for  it  would  be  impossible  for  a  cripi^ed 
>•    ;  Ship  with  the  wind  at  W.S.W.  or  even  West  to  dear  the  shore

DIRECTIONS  FOR  LEGHORN  ROADS.

The  Knowls  are  shifting  in  a  space  of  a  mile  (at  least)  from 
the  Mazocco  to  the  Malora. 

The  whole  shoal  of  the  Malora  is  surrounded  with  Knowls, 
particularly  to  the  South  and  North  ends  t  therefore,  must  be 
approached  with  caution.  You  have  from  twelve  fathoms  to 
five  at  one  cast  of  the  lead,  and  from  nine  fathoms  I  have 
known  Ships  strike. 

The  mark  for  being  clear  of  the  Malora  North  end  is  the 
Guard-House  on  the  Beach,  (which  has  one  window  to  the 
Westward),  on  with  the  last  hillock  of  the  nearest  ridge  of 
mountains. 

If  the  weather  is  hazy  and  the  mountains  cannot  be  seen, 
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bring  the  Guard-House  called  Mezzo  Spiago  to  bear  E.S.E. 
by  Compass,  which  will  clear  you  of  the  North  end  of  the 
Malora, 

If  the  weather  is  so  hazy  that  the  Guard-House  cannot  be 
made  out,  you  may  steer  with  safety  towards  the  Mouth  of 
the  Amo :  there  is  no  danger  in  approaching  the  shore,  and 
you  will  naturally  in  such  weather  haul  to  the  Southward,  or 
approach  the  shore  with  caution. 

The  leading  mark  for  running  in,  is  the  Light-House,  on 
with  the  further  point  of  Monte  Nero,  as  laid  down  in  the 
Chart. 

In  working  in,  if  you  can  make  out  the  Church  of  Monte 
Nero,  which  is  difficult  for  a  stranger,  as  it  has  no  steeple  and 
looks  like  a  long  Bam  in  a  clump  of  trees,  the  mark  is  per- 
fectly safe  in  standing  towards  the  Malora.  In  standing  to 
the  shore  to  the  Northward  of  the  Knowls  and  the  Mazocco 
(a  high  white  building  exactly  resembling  a  Light-House)  you 
may  safely  stand  in  until  the  Light-House  forms  an  Island^  but 
the  soundings  are  towards  the  shore  so  gradual  that  you  may 
trust  to  your  lead.

in  search  of  the  Squadron.  If  the  wind  is  Westerly,  the  Ships 
and  Vessels  which  may  join  you  are  to  remain  on  Rendezvous 
No.  102,  as  my  absence  from  that  place  will  be  but  for  as  short 
a  time  as  possible.  As  the  Active,  Amazon,  and  Narcissus,  are 
ordered  to  join  on  Rendezvous  No.  102,  you  will,  so  soon  as 
you  have  a  sufficient  force  of  Frigates,  order  Toulon  to  be 
reconnoitred  as  often  as,  from  circumstances  of  the  Enemy's 
motions,  you  may  find  necessary.;  and  in  the  event  of  their 
sailing  from  Toulon,  you  will  use  every  effort  to  communicate 
the  same  to  me  as  early  as  possible,  and  join  me  in  the 
Excellent  without  delay,  leaving  some  Vessel  of  War  on 
Rendezvous  No.  102,  for  the  purpose  of  acquainting  any 
Ship  in  search  of  me  with  an  account  of  the  Enemy's  sailing, 
and  where  it  is  probable  they  may  find  me.

Victory,  at  Sea,  ^Htli  April,  1801. 

Sir, 
In  answer  to  your  letter  of  the  16th  instant,  I  have  ordered 
120  empty  wine-pipes  from  the  different  Ships,  and  sent  them 
by  the  Seahorse  for  the  purpose  of  holding  the  remainder  of 
the  last  200  pipes  contracted  for  from  Mr.  Gayner,  which  you 
will  order  to  be  filled  as  early  as  possible,  that  they  may  be  in 
readiness  to  come  by  the  next  Vessel  sent  for  the  brandy.  As 
I  take  it  for  granted  that  you  have  the  290  pipes  of  wine  on 
board  the  Thetis,  I  have  ordered  her  to  join  me  without  a 
moment's  loss  of  time ;  and  must  desire,  as  the  Squadron  max 
soon  go  where  fresh  provisions  can  be  had,  that  you  will  join 
me  in  the  Seahorse,  which  convoys  the  Thetis  to  the  Fleet,  as 
they  cannot  be  supplied  with  the  necessary  refi^shments  with- 
out your  being  on  the  spot.

I  herewith  transmit  you,  for  the  information  of  the  Lords 
Commissioners  of  the  Admiralty,  a  letter  from  Captain  White, 
of  his  Majesty's  Ship  Renown,  together  with  the  list  of 
Proctors'  fees,  charged  in  the  Vice- Admiralty  Court  of  Malta, 
on  the  condemnation  of  La  Babienne,  a  French  Bombard ;  and 
request  you  will  be  pleased  to  move  their  Lordships  to  lay  the 
said  letter  and  inclosure  before  the  Admiralty  Solicitor,  in 
order  that  it  may  be  correctly  ascertained  whether  the  half  fees* 
of  the  ** Vice- Admiralty  Court  at  Malta,  upon  so  small  an 
amount,  are  consistent  with  the  charges,  on  similar  occasions,  in 
the  Admiralty  Court  of  England,  and  transmit  the  same  to  me, 
for  the  information  of  Captain  White,  and  the  other  Com- 
manders of  his  Majesty's  Ships  upon  this  station,  who  consider 
these  charges  as  very  high  and  exorbitant.
